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INTRODUCTION 
PART ONE: OVERVIEW OF THE FORTIFICATION ARCHIVE 


This volume is the first of a projected three-volume catalog of glyptic evidence on the art and social history of 
the Achaemenid Persian Empire (ca. 550-330 B.C.), particularly during the reign of Darius I.'! The catalog docu- 
ments the approximately 1,162 analytically legible seals retrieved through the collation of many thousands of im- 
pressions preserved on the 2,087 Elamite administrative tablets published by Richard T. Hallock in 1969 (hereafter 
referenced as the PF tablets or the PF corpus).” These tablets are dated (by means of date formulae in many of the 
texts) to the period 509—494 B.c., within the reign of Darius I. In Volume I alone, the catalog presents 312 distinct 
seals reconstituted from a grand total of 1,970 complete or partial impressions.* 

Throughout, we refer to these reconstituted images as seals even though they are known to us through their im- 
pressions rather than through the seal artifacts that produced the impressions. In so doing we continue a tradition es- 
tablished long ago for the Persepolis excavations (Schmidt 1957, p. 4, n. 2). This terminology reinforces the fact that 
the reconstituted seal images were engraved on physical matrices (cylinder and stamp seals). The original seals 
were functioning tools in a complex bureaucratic system.* The implications of their presence in specific places at 
specific times and in specific contexts of personnel and transaction are a major topic of ongoing scholarly inquiry 
into the ancient Persian imperial mechanisms of governance, economic structure, and social life to which references 
appear throughout the catalog. The original seals represented by impressions on the tablets also held a variety of 
aesthetic values, amuletic and apotropaic qualities, spiritual significations, and social-political-religious valences as 
artifacts of personal or official identity, prestige, and adornment. For all these reasons it is crucial to emphasize that 
the images revealed to us on the tablets are representatives of actual seals (fig. 1). When we address a particular 
phenomenon that relates to individual or collective impressions of a seal or specifically to the design of the image 
on the seal, we state this clearly. 

We reference reconstituted seals with the siglum PFS (= Persepolis Fortification Seal) followed by the seal 
number. An asterisk (*) following a seal number indicates an inscribed seal. An “s” following a seal number indi- 
cates that the seal is a stamp seal. We refer collectively to all the seals used on the PF tablets (i.e., those tablets 
published in Hallock 1969) as the PFS corpus. 

The texts published by Hallock in 1969 (i.e., the PF texts) are part of a much larger archive recovered during 
the excavations conducted by the Oriental Institute of the University of Chicago in the 1930s at the heartland impe- 
rial capital called ParSa (with variants) in the Elamite language of the texts (fig. 2). This site is now universally re- 
ferred to as Persepolis, the name given to it by the Greeks. Thus we maintain that convention for the sake of clarity. 
The whole of the archive is known today as the Persepolis Fortification tablet archive, Persepolis Fortification 
archive, or Fortification archive, since the tablets were discovered in rooms of a tower in the defensive complex em- 
bracing the Takht (i.e., the citadel) of the city (fig. 3).° We refer to the whole of this archive as the Fortification ar- 
chive.

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INTRODUCTION 3 


SCOPE AND CHARACTER OF THE EVIDENCE 


The Fortification archive consists of inscribed tablets and also uninscribed (but sealed) tablet artifacts. Pub- 
lished estimates of the total number of extant clay tablets (both inscribed and anepigraphic) range between 20,000 
and 30,000.’ These figures are only approximate, in the absence to date of a systematic and comprehensive inven- 
tory of all the tablets and tablet fragments. Variation depends to some degree upon how the fragmentary tablets are 
counted and the number of undetected joins that may shrink the number of individual tablets. Whatever the precise 
tally, the Fortification archive remains one of the largest dating to the first millennium B.C. so far excavated in an- 
cient western Asia.® The uninscribed but sealed tablets number in the thousands. Unofficial estimates have sug- 
gested that these may account for up to half the total number of clay artifacts in the archive. If this suggestion is 
roughly accurate, it still leaves approximately 15,000 complete and fragmentary inscribed tablets. 

Many of the uninscribed tablets might originally have functioned in relation to additional texts (no longer pre- 
served) that were written in Aramaic on parchment. It is also possible that some of these uninscribed tablets served 
different message-conveying functions within the archival system. The archival system itself was not logocentric. It 
incorporated seal application as a meaningful part of the communication process of record production and ultimate 
record product. Thus, it is important that scholarship embrace even the sealed but uninscribed tablets as “docu- 
ments” — whether they were appended originally to bundles or containers of texts or to non-text commodities. In 
any case, the use of Aramaic on parchment is to be expected along with clay tablets inscribed in cuneiform. Ara- 
maic was a lingua franca of the Achaemenid Empire. One Elamite text mentions a tablet on hide; numerous other 
PF texts refer to Babylonian scribes working on parchment (“hides”) and to the procurement and preparation of 
hides, presumably for making parchment (Hallock 1969, p. 4).? 

The vast majority of the preserved written documents in the Fortification archive are inscribed in cuneiform 
Elamite. Close to 5,000 of these Elamite texts have been read and transliterated, but many more usable ones (an 
“incalculable number,” as Hallock [1969, p. 2] once put it) remain to be studied.'° The Elamite language was used 
in the southwestern Iranian Elamite kingdom from which the Achaemenid Persians assimilated many features of 
culture and political texture (Carter and Stolper 1984; Potts 1999). Linguistically, it is poorly understood in compari- 
son with many other ancient western Asiatic languages written in cuneiform (Gragg 1995, pp. 2162-64, 2178). In

the Takht (with its ceremonial, administrative, and military in- 
stallations) looks down on an expansive urban entity in the 
plain that is only beginning to emerge archaeologically.

Altogether, Hallock (1969; 1978) published 2,120 documents. 
Before his death he is known to have read and transliterated 
another 2,587 Elamite texts. Earlier efforts by George 
Cameron account for the reading of an additional ca. 150 un- 
published Elamite tablets. (These tablets were returned to 
Tehran and are now in the Iran National Museum under the 


care of Dr. Abdolmajid Arfaee, who studied under Hallock in 
Chicago. Most of the archive remains in Chicago on research 
loan.) Thus, a bare minimum of ca. 4,857 Elamite tablets have 
been studied. 

Matthew W. Stolper and Charles E. Jones are currently pre- 
paring the unpublished tablets studied by Hallock for publica- 
tion in transliteration, possibly on the worldwide web. This 
project necessitates carefully checking Hallock’s original read- 
ings against the actual documents. In advance of this finalized 
edition, Hallock’s transliterations have been shared informally 
among a number of scholars, and some have thus entered pub- 
lished discourse on the tablets. If properly designated, the texts 
published by Hallock in 1969 bear the prefix PF. Those pub- 
lished in 1978 bear the prefix PFa. The large group of unpub- 
lished texts read by Hallock bear the prefix PFNN. The 
Elamite texts read by Cameron continue to be referenced with 
the siglum “Fort.” (Hallock 1969, p. 663; Tuplin 1998, p. 64). 
Some anepigraphic tablets discussed in print are also refer- 
enced at the Oriental Institute by a “Fort.” siglum (e.g., Fort. 
60330: Starr 1976; Root 1997; Fort. 11283: Garrison 1988, pp. 
401-06; Dusinberre 1997b, pp. 106-09). Cameron (1942) pub- 
lished one Elamite text from this group under the designation 
“Pers. 6754.” Hallock also used this siglum a few times before 
his 1969 volume, but apparently he quickly dropped it in favor 
of the “Fort.” designation. Pers. 6754 is, in any case, really 
Fort.

part, this is because of the lack of a firmly established canon of texts against which the vocabulary and syntax of 
new texts can be analyzed.'! The texts from the Fortification archive pose special difficulties because their subject 
matter involves an extremely diverse vocabulary radically different from that known through the restrictive formal 
rhetoric of extant monumental inscriptions in parallel trilingual versions (Elamite, Babylonian, and Old Persian) 
from the Achaemenid Empire. However problematic the richness of this previously unattested vocabulary, it is also 
a powerful positive catalyst. Hallock’s sustained dedication to reading and interpreting the Elamite texts from the 
Fortification archive has opened up a major new chapter in the history of Achaemenid studies by making the texts 
available (in translation as well as transliteration) for interdisciplinary scholarly debate beyond the small commu- 
nity of Elamite specialists. Such debate over the possible meaning(s) of terms and notions that are crucial to inter- 
preting historical valences of the transactions recorded in the texts is also clarifying important points of far-reaching 
significance to classicists as well as scholars of western Asiatic cultures (e.g., Tuplin’s recent discussion of the 
parasang: 1997, pp. 404-17).

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Approximately eighty of the Elamite tablets in the Fortification archive have been identified as bearing added 
ink notations in Aramaic.!? Many of these occur on PF tablets (e.g., herein Volume I, pl. 94a) and are noted by 
Hallock in the relevant tablet entries in his 1969 publication. Several hundred additional tablets (perhaps almost 
1,000) bear only Aramaic texts in ink.' Individual tablets are inscribed in Babylonian (Stolper 1984), Greek (Lewis 
1977, pp. 13-14; Gorissen 1978; Balcer 1979; Schmitt 1989, pp. 303-05), and Phrygian (Friedrich 1965). 

There are, then, a minimum of about 5,350 inscribed tablets on record as having been not only inventoried, but 
also studied and read. We stress again that our research corpus constitutes only those seals that appear on the 2,087 
tablets published by Hallock in 1969 (i.e., the PF tablets). 

Like Hallock’s major volume of Elamite Fortification texts, our three-volume seal catalog offers a significant 
sampling of a much larger whole. In his 1969 opus, Hallock clearly intended to publish a representative selection of 
document types culled from the well-preserved Elamite tablets. The fact that our seal catalog depends upon 
Hallock’s 1969 selection means that it is similarly representative. Furthermore, there is an obvious utility in provid- 
ing a catalog of the seals specifically to accompany his massive text effort. Despite new readings of some terms ren- 
dered by Hallock in his translations, his published work remains the foundation of most text-based inquiry on the 
Fortification archive."4 

Due to the specifications of our research permit it is not possible to be precise about the degree of overlap be- 
tween seals occurring on the PF tablets and those occurring on other inscribed tablets in the archive. We know that 
the overlap is significant for the PFNN tablets, but it is also clear that new glyptic evidence awaits attention. In his 
post-1969 publication of an additional thirty-three Elamite tablets (the PFa tablets), Hallock (1978) tabulated the 
occurrence of eight seals that he recognized from his 1969 (PF) corpus and twenty-six other seals that he did not 
recognize as having occurred on tablets PF 1—2087. We suspect that some of those “new” seals may in fact collate 
with seals on the PF tablets. But even so, it is likely that overlap accounts for no more than about half of these 
twenty-six seals. The overlap is also significant between seals used on the PF tablets and those used on the Aramaic 
tablets.'° Furthermore, we can readily see merely from examining photographs that our PFS 41 (III)!° is the seal 
used on the tablet (Fort. 1771) inscribed in Greek. The seal used on the Babylonian tablet is unfortunately illegible 
(Stolper 1984). There is also significant overlap with the seals used on the uninscribed tablets, but these almost 
completely unstudied artifacts will once again yield much new material. Of only two published seals used on 
anepigraphic tablets, one also occurs on the PF tablets while the other does not.!” 

An additional indication of the probable degree of overlap between seals on the PF tablets and seals on other 
tablets in the archive derives from tablets that seem originally to have been part of the Fortification archive transac- 
tion system, but which have either found their way through the art market to museum collections or have been found 
at other sites within the Persepolis regional purview. For example, of the two decontextualized Fortification-type 
tablets now in the Biblical Institute of the University of Fribourg, one (Tablette A) is sealed with PFS 9* (Cat.No. 
288; Vallat 1994, fig. 3; Keel and Uehlinger 1990, fig. 118). The other (Tablette B) is sealed with a fine cylinder 
that is not represented on the PF tablets (Vallat 1994, fig. 5), although it relates in composition and iconography to

SEAL INSCRIPTIONS AND ISSUES OF LANGUAGE 


Some ninety-five of the ca. 1,162 analytically legible seals used on the PF tablets (approximately 8.18%) are 
inscribed. (In one or two cases vestiges of apparent signs are too ephemeral to permit unqualified designation.) In 
Volume I, thirty-six inscribed seals are cataloged (Appendix Five: Inscribed Seals in Volume I by Language or 
Script), amounting to about 11.50% of the total number of seals in Volume I and 37.89% of all inscribed seals in the 
PF corpus. 

The inscriptions, which for personal seals give the owner’s name and often his paternity, are important docu- 
ments for onomastic and prosopographical studies (e.g., Mayrhofer 1973; Delaunay 1976; Balcer 1993). The 
Elamite and Aramaic inscriptions also contribute significantly to the corpus of sign and letter forms for those lan- 
guages in the period of the late sixth and early fifth centuries B.C. The evidence is particularly useful because it is so 
closely dated. 

Volume I offers eight Aramaic seal inscriptions, two in Babylonian (one only tentatively classified as such), six- 
teen in Elamite (three of which are tentatively classified as such), two trilingual seal inscriptions (Old Persian, 
Elamite, and Babylonian), and five seal inscriptions in cuneiform script but in a language of uncertain identity. Ad- 
ditionally, on PFS 284* (Cat.No. 111) the inscription is written in Greek letters, which for the moment cannot be 
made to yield a recognizable personal name. In two other instances, on PFS 671* (Cat.No. 174) and PFS 677* 
(Cat.No. 181), the inscriptions are written in cuneiform, but in an unknown language. Further study and/or synthesis 
with related material may eventually clarify the writing on these seals. But it appears increasingly probable that 
both seals bear mock inscriptions, not meant to yield any linguistic meaning. Either alternative carries interesting 
implications. 

Evidence of active multilingualism at the Persepolis court exists in the interplay between Elamite and Aramaic 
language usage on the same tablets and also in the numerous examples of Aramaic name inscriptions on seals 
owned by personages whose primary language ought to have been something different. A good example is the chief 
administrator Parnaka (= Gr. Pharnaces). An uncle of Darius the Great, he was surely a “Persian Man” in terms of 
kinship (see Briant 1996, pp. 437-38, 481-86, on this important individual). Presumably, the Old Persian language 
(at least in spoken form) figured in his life-style. One might be justified in considering Old Persian to have been his 
native tongue. He worked closely with scribes and other functionaries of varying language backgrounds. Two seals 
of Parnaka are cataloged here: PFS 9* (Cat.No. 288) and PFS 16* (Cat.No. 22). Both are inscribed in Aramaic — 
not in Elamite or, as one might in theory have imagined, in Old Persian.”! Parnaka’s seals occur repeatedly not only

and apparently on the uninscribed tablets. The situation is even more complex when we factor in spoken language 
and the often occurring feature of simultaneous translation.”” Furthermore, the codes of visual language in the inter- 
active system were as potent as those embedded in written and spoken forms of communication.” The stylistic and 
iconographic languages of both of Parnaka’s seals reverberate (each in a different way) with Assyrian reminis- 
cences. 

Kinship and language background were not, of course, the only features determining notions of identity in the 
Persepolis environment. Judging by the combined evidence of the seal images and their inscriptions (where appli- 
cable), there was aggressive crosscutting of cultural identity cues. Parnaka was not only a “Persian Man” by birth; 
he was also, we must presume, a “Persian Man” in the political sense, a representative of the policies of the quintes- 
sential “Persian Man,” the Persian king.” It becomes particularly interesting that this person (about whom we know 
quite a bit) made the choices he made in seal inscription language as well as in stylistic and iconographical ele- 
ments of his seals. 

In summary, the seal inscriptions taken in conjunction with the seal images and the texts raise myriad issues of 
visual and verbal language interactions at the Persian court under Darius I. How, if at all, does the language of the 
seal inscription relate to the style or iconography of the seal carving? How does it relate to the administrative func- 
tion of the office or official using the seal? How, if at all, does it relate to the status, rank, or other biographical in- 
formation possibly available (e.g., land holdings, travel history) of the office or official using the seal?*> How, if at 
all, does it relate to the ethnicity of the seal owner?*° 

In addition to addressing the above issues, the inscribed seals used on the PF tablets contribute significantly to 
debates about other open questions in western Asiatic glyptic studies, such as whether or not seal inscriptions in spe- 
cific environments were carved by specialists in inscription carving or by the image carvers of the seals.”” The evi-

OTHER AREAS OF SIGNIFICANCE: 
STUDYING SEALS, PEOPLE, AND PLACES 


The Fortification archive is homogeneous in overarching content, recording the procurement, storage, and dis- 
bursement of food commodities.” The information given in these seemingly mundane documents has radically ex- 
panded the primary source material for many aspects of the study of the Achaemenid Empire (e.g., religions prac- 
ticed at the Persepolis court, economic structure, the roles and status of women at various levels of society).*° They 
also broaden the interpretive horizons of Persepolis itself as an urban entity. 

Evidence from the texts makes it clear that Persepolis was a magnet and a critical point along the southern east- 
west royal road of the empire (e.g., Koch 1986; Graf 1994; Garrison 1996b). The earliest ceremonial buildings on 
the Takht seem to have been designed and already in construction by around 515 B.c.*! The fortification of the 
Takht appears to have been started even before that (Mousavi 1999), which is logical from a practical standpoint. 
Clearly, the period documented by the Fortification archive (509-494 B.C.) coincides with a time of full-scale con- 
struction activity (Root 1979; Roaf 1983). References to work crews from points far and wide abound in the texts 
(Roaf 1980), validating and enhancing our understanding of the chronology of this endeavor based on other types of 
information. And the evidence of the tablets themselves establishes that the ceremonial aspects of the heartland 
capital were complemented by critical regional administrative functions that linked up neatly with other zones of the 
empire. By the closing years of the sixth century the site was a thriving center, a locus of activity of all sorts. 

An important integrative analysis of archaeological survey data with evidence from the Fortification archive 
renders it undeniable that the Persepolis region was richly endowed with agricultural estates which supplied the 
commodities enumerated in the texts (Sumner 1986). The precise geographical range of transaction sites docu- 
mented in the Fortification archive is not known since the locations of most of the geographical names in the texts 
are unknown or not established beyond question. In general, we are dealing with an administrative region that in- 
cluded most of the Marv Dasht Plain, the area between Persepolis and Pasargadae, the environs of modern Shiraz, 
and the environs of the road running from Shiraz to Susa (Koch 1990, pp. 247-310). Exactly how close to Susa the 
administrative sphere of the Persepolitan system extended is still debated, but it might have reached all the way to 
this westernmost of the royal cities of the Persian heartland.*? Obviously, it is possible that these purviews over- 
lapped.

10 SEALS ON THE PERSEPOLIS FORTIFICATION TABLETS, VOLUME I: IMAGES OF HEROIC ENCOUNTER 


In contrast to this new picture of Persepolis as a locus of year-round administrative activity, the traditional view 
of Persepolis conjured up an elaborate imperial stage-set designed exclusively for closed-circuit royal rituals, a 
place open only to a select group of Persians, a hidden retreat visited rarely and certainly never by any Greek for- 
eigners other than captive artisans until the arrival of Alexander in 331 B.C. Current re-assessments continue to ex- 
plore the important concept of Persepolis as a ceremonial center (and all that may imply in terms of artistic program 
and political-cultic ethos) while rejecting the notion of a secret Persepolis (viz., Sancisi-Weerdenburg 1991, 1998). 
One is finally able to embrace the concept of a simultaneously ceremonial and working capital. 

The sense of multi-culturalism at Persepolis that is offered by the PF texts and associated seals suggests a fully 
accessible and bustling living-working environment along a major imperial route. The result is that we must begin to 
problematize the ways in which the official program of ceremonial architecture and sculpture at the site was experi- 
enced by the various classes and categories of visitors whom we meet through the tablets and seals (Garrison 2000). 
The “opening up” of a cosmopolitan Persepolis implicit in this notion enhances the plausibility of a profound Persian 
impact on the culture of Athens in the classical period (Root 1985; Miller 1997).°? 

Persepolis can no longer be considered extraneous to discourse on urban civilization. Indeed, it is apparent that 
the seals used on the PF tablets invite a better understanding of Persepolis as an environment for vigorous artistic 
creativity within a veritable melting pot of cultures.** It is still a matter for serious analysis to consider what the na- 
ture of a Persepolis melting pot really might have been. The term is vivid in its connotations of a steaming, roiling 
brew of multi-cultural humanity, but it risks suggesting a haphazard, random quality that should not be taken for 
granted. Certainly in the sphere of official art, there is little haphazardness at Persepolis (Root 1979, passim). The 
mechanisms by which cross-cultural permeability of artistic interest operated in the private sphere might have in- 
volved codes and prerogatives (or at least implicit boundaries and access points) that shaped individual seal pa- 
trons’ expectations, predilections, and capacities as consumers within this environment. 

People in charge of the transactions recorded in the PF texts range from the previously mentioned Parnaka (PFS 
9* [Cat.No. 288] and PFS 16* [Cat.No. 22]) to a host of other named officials (both elite and lesser-ranked). In 
many cases, the documents provide evidence for tracking the discrete and interlocking functions of specific offices 
(as well as officers) charged with business related to food commodities. 

Recipients of the commodities include the king himself. Unfortunately, there is no known seal preserved either 
through ancient impressions or as a seal artifact that can be securely identified as one of the Achaemenid king’s per- 
sonal seals or seals of his royal office. The known seals with royal name inscriptions of the Persian Empire are the 
seals of officials and/or official seals, but they are not those of the king acting either as an individual or in the capac- 
ity of ruler. It is only through seals impressed in conjunction with texts that we can establish these parameters for the 
Achaemenid material. On the PF tablets, the royal name inscriptions uniformly declare “I, Darius ...,” which may 
seem to proclaim a direct personal ownership of the seal by the king. But this is simply not the case.** 

Other recipients on the PF tablets include members of the royal family such as IrtaSduna (= Gr. Artystone), 
daughter of Cyrus and wife of Darius (PFS 38 [Cat.No. 16]), and exalted nobility such as Kambarma (= Gr. 
Gobryas), spear-bearer of the king and one of his most trusted allies (PFS 857s [III]). A diverse group of lesser indi- 
viduals of all types (such as the camel driver using PFS 1532s [II]) are also recorded. Many individuals who are far 
from home, such as the man from Sardis using PFS 1321s (Cat.No. 176), are represented in the archive. Thus, al- 
though the tablets are appropriately called administrative, they are by no means limited, in the range of participants, 
to officials of the court. And although the tablets record disbursements made within the Persepolis region, the recipi- 
ents are often people from elsewhere and their activities are often projected onto the imperial sphere.

INTRODUCTION 11 


Sealing protocols vary according to the type of transaction recorded in the text and the status of the individual 
receiving goods. There are two types of texts for which the sealing praxis is clearly established. T texts (PF 1788- 
1860 and 2067-71) are in the form of letters. Here the addresser consistently seems to be the sole person to seal the 
tablet. Q texts (PF 1285-1579 and 2049-57) record disbursements relating to travel; this large group is particularly 
important for seal analysis since it provides access to a wide range of offices, officials, and traveling individuals. 
These tablets are sealed with the seal of the supplying agent or his office on the left edge. The receiver of commodi- 
ties seals the tablet on the reverse (and often, but not always, on other available surfaces).*° A third category, J 
texts, has been much discussed because it includes a special subset of documents dealing with goods dispensed “be- 
fore” the king or dispensed “on behalf of” the king or other members of the royal family (such as royal wives). On 
these tablets, only a select group of seals is used to represent the oversight of activity: PFS 7* (Cat.No. 4), a royal 
name seal of Darius; PFS 66*a (II), PFS 66*b (II), and PFS 66*c (II), three almost identical seals (clearly meant to 
replicate each other) each representing a royal office of flour supply; and PFS 93* (II), a royal name seal of Cyrus 
of AnSan, son of Teispes and the grandfather of Cyrus the Great. But the protocols are not as straightforward as we 
would wish; they are definitely less transparent in their nuances than are the protocols surrounding the T and Q 
texts. Note, for instance, that PFS 859* (Cat.No. 205) occurs where we would expect PFS 93* (II). Personal seals 
used to represent some of the focal personages in these transactions can also be identified. These include 
IrtaSduna’s PFS 38 (Cat.No. 16), as well as those of other elite individuals (e.g., the apparently royal woman 
Irdabama using PFS 51 [II]).°’ 

Even with these more or less clear-cut transactions there are complexities. Some seals of agents and agencies 
need to be ratified (in some sense) by the addition of the seal of a higher authority; others do not. As Hallock said in 
his early attempt to grapple with some questions of seal use in the archive: 


I have been contemplating the seal impressions on Persepolis tablets for about thirty-five years. In that 
time I have made some discoveries about the ways they were used, but I am still confused about many 
things. It is one of those cases in which if you are not confused you do not appreciate the problem 
(Hallock 1977, p. 127). 


It remains impossible to be totally confident about how the specific seals used on some tablets relate to the ac- 
tual individuals, offices, or groups either named or implied in the texts. In our catalog commentaries we discuss is- 
sues of seal protocol and usage (with references to the literature) when the current state of our understanding en- 
ables the seal in question to contribute to the general debate. But this catalog does not attempt to offer a synthetic 
and exhaustive analysis of these problems. Ultimately, it will be the documentation provided by our catalog that as- 
sists in further understanding of these matters, as scholars begin to work back and forth between the texts published 
by Hallock and the seal evidence as the catalog now establishes it.** 

In addition to a lack of clarity on some basic features of how officers and offices related to one another in this 
very particular administrative structure, other questions involve the nature of ancient seal evidence much more 
broadly. These questions too are informed by the collective data offered by the PF tablets. For instance, it is well 
known that many individuals in ancient western Asia simultaneously owned more than one personal seal. In some 
cases we may be confused about sealing protocols because we are seeing one person using a variety of seals during 
the same period, perhaps even on the same tablet. We may not be able to distinguish between this possibility and 
the alternative that for some reason an additional person sealed the tablet. It is also common enough in this environ- 
ment for an individual to use something other than a seal to make a mark on a tablet (e.g., thumbnail, hem of a gar- 
ment, cowry shell). We have not identified any of those specific phenomena on the PF tablets, but there are a few 
enigmatic sealings that may represent impressions of non-seal objects, and there are two coins definitely identified 
as seals on the tablets (PFS 1393s [II] and PFS 1616s [III]). This suggests the possibility that doing something a little

Was it acceptable in the Persepolis milieu for one individual to borrow another person’s seal? If so, this may 
further complicate attempts to sort out unclear links between a seal and a person involved in a transaction. Another 
complicating factor is the very real possibility that an individual possessing a seal with multiple decorated surfaces 
sealed some or all tablets with more than one of the images on his seal. An Achaemenid tabloid seal in the 
Ashmolean Museum (Moorey 1978) offers four completely different intaglio-carved surfaces from which the owner 
could deploy images. In this case, all the images display a coherent stylistic program deriving from a recognizable 
Achaemenid representational vocabulary. The same is true of the two carved surfaces of a stamp cylinder exca- 
vated at Susa (Amiet 1972, p. 285, pl. 189, no. 2205). A truncated pyramidal stamp seal found in the Persepolis 
Treasury preserves four designs on multiple surfaces. But in this case, the abstract altar forms on the two side faces 
of the seal differ dramatically in style (as well as in the contour of the edge) from the designs carved on the rectan- 
gular seal face and the square top face of the seal artifact (PT4 1087: Schmidt 1957, p. 49, pl. 18). Based on what 
we see in the PFS corpus, the entire visual assemblage on this seal is likely to have been a contemporary 
Achaemenid entity, albeit drawing upon more than one concurrent stylistic tradition. It would, however, be counter 
intuitive for anyone meeting this seal via discrete ancient seal impressions to consider the vestiges of these four im- 
ages as deriving from the same seal. Another stamp seal retrieved during the Persepolis excavations offers an even 
more daunting reminder of possibilities. This seal has been interpreted as an antique Syrian artifact that was cut 
down to receive an additional image during the Achaemenid period, thus offering two distinct seal images with dif- 
ferent cultural and temporal resonances carried on the same object (PT4 519: Schmidt 1957, pp. 46-47, pl. 17; 
Porada 1961, p. 69). Detecting and then demonstrating the deployment of multiple seal images from the same seal 
on the basis of our often fragmentary impressions would be a real challenge. Over time, some convincing discover- 
ies of this nature may occur, once all the documentation on images and seal application patterns can be considered 
interactively. 

Yet another issue in seal deployment relates specifically to elite individuals. We have already noted that only a 
small percentage of seals in our corpus are inscribed. Of the three exalted individuals to whom we have previously 
alluded (IrtaSduna, Irdabama, and Kambarma), none uses an inscribed seal on the PF tablets. Unless a seal is in- 
scribed with the name of the individual (and is not an heirloom giving, e.g., an ancestor’s name), do we have any 
way of establishing that the seal used on behalf of that elite person is his/her own personal seal? Could it not just as 
plausibly be the seal of a trusted servant or agent? Quite possibly, social practice in the archive varied on this proto- 
col. But the seals we document as representing the interests of exalted recipients of commodities (leaving the king 
himself aside) are unique and extremely special items. Note again, in this regard, seals of the elite individuals men- 
tioned above: IrtaSduna’s PFS 38 (Cat.No. 16), Irdabama’s PFS 51 (II), and Kambarma’s PFS 857s (III), all of 
which are discussed in Garrison 1991. The consistency of this feature strongly suggests a standard practice within 
the PF tablets for exalted personages other than the king to be represented in the receipt of commodities by one or 
another of their own seals. 

There is debate among glyptic specialists about who physically applied seals to tablets in the cultures of ancient 
western Asia. (This is a somewhat different question than that of whose seal was used to represent exalted individu- 
als.) Was the person who applied the seal to the tablet actually the seal owner (or, in certain administrative con- 
texts, the actual holder of the office signified by the seal)? Or was it a different person, one with professional seal- 
ing skill, presumably a scribe?

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der seals seem to her well within the range that could be caused by one scribe (sometimes working hastily, some- 
times with more deliberation). The variations on these tablets are not significant enough in her view to necessitate 
the assumption that they reflect idiosyncrasies of multiple “non-professional” individuals. On the PF tablets, the 
situation seems to be very different. There is a great deal of individuality expressed in the mode of application of 
seals on tablets, suggesting that individuals were often asserting idiosyncratic aesthetic/dialogic agendas through the 
manner of applying their own seals. Nothing suggests that scribes were routinely applying seals in a professional 
manner for non-scribes. 

On the PF tablets we are able to observe the physical mode of application of particular seals, often via multiple 
impressions on many tablets. The information gathered by systematic effort offers insights into issues such as the 
degree to which seal inscriptions are privileged over representational imagery. Systematic compilations of such data 
from western Asia remain quite rare, but they promise to be extremely interesting as more archives can be com- 
pared across cultures and periods. Some systematic observations have, for instance, been made on the Ur III seal 
impressions from Umma-Drehem (Bergamini 1991) and on land sale documents from Esnunna during the Isin-Larsa 
period (Whiting 1977, p. 69). In both of these late third-millennium contexts the seal inscriptions tend to be featured 
in the seal rolling at the expense of the coherence of the figural imagery of the seal. Bergamini (1991, p. 117) cites 
priority of the inscription in 108 out of 155 cases. Whiting’s findings are far more radical; he reports that the inscrip- 
tions were the only part of the seal deliberately applied in the rollings of the palace officials in his corpus, with any 
elements of seal imagery appearing purely incidentally. The Ur III/Isin-Larsa glyptic repertoire was extremely re- 
ductive, so that dependence upon the seal inscription seems logical in this arena.*! The PF tablets offer a very differ- 
ent picture. Here, we witness a veritable explosion of the imagery repertoire, and we can demonstrate that even on 
royal name seals it was not a necessary feature of the sealed landscape of a tablet for any application of a specific 
royal name seal to include even a portion of the inscription (Root 1996a). 

Beyond the issue of the relative privileging of seal inscription over representation, other issues also emerge. A 
seal as artifact has aesthetic and symbolic dynamics by virtue of its fixed intaglio-carved image. Simultaneously, 
this seal has the non-fixed capacities of re-creative image making by virtue of choices the user may intentionally 
make in how it is impressed on the tablet. The applications of seals used on the PF tablets reveal a great deal about 
individual penchants for manipulation of seal images, some of them playful and evidently meant to be parodic or 
even somewhat subversive (e.g., PFS 17 [Cat.No. 235] on PF 46 reverse: Root 1999b). There are also many ex- 
amples of seal play in which two people use their discrete seals together to make one combined image that displays 
careful calculation of the resulting visual effect (e.g., PFS 266* [Cat.No. 208] and PFS 1181 [Cat.No. 210] on PF 
1112 left edge). 

The Fortification archive is temporally circumscribed, with the dates of the texts ranging between 509 and 494 
B.C.” These dates provide critical fixed points for the first attested use of a seal on the tablets. The date of first at- 
tested use gives a terminus ante quem for the production of the seal, the date before which it had to have been made. 
These incontrovertible dates provide critical termini ante quem for previously debated material in Greek and west- 
em Asiatic archaeology;* they also take on increasing significance in establishing scenarios in the development/in- 
vention of new styles within the court milieu (Garrison 1988; Garrison 1991; Root 1998). These efforts can then be 
applied to an integrative analysis of seal artifacts and impressions that are isolated from chronological or usage con-

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text.“* Similarly, the text dates allow us to perform informative analyses of the deployment of heirloom seals* as 
well as second, near duplicate, versions of original seals and new seals in different modes created for longtime ar- 
chive participants to replace earlier seals.*° Thus, although the dates given in the texts do not explicitly reveal the 
date of manufacture of a given seal except in rare cases such as PFS 16* (Cat.No. 22), they often provide a network 
of chronological indices that can be followed with potentially important results. 

The repertoire of images revealed by the PFS corpus significantly expands our knowledge of artistic production 
and patronage mandate in the Achaemenid Empire. Studies linking images to personages offer new perspectives on 
many questions regarding issues of, for example, gender encoding, imagery in the service of social stratification and 
regionalism, social practice, and studies of realia. Perhaps one of the most interesting questions involves the inter- 
face between a powerful centralized government and the expressive capacities of social strata within such an envi- 
ronment. This important topic has been discussed in a very interesting way with reference to Old Babylonian and 
Kassite seals (Nijhowne 1999). The author concludes, with respect to this particular historical environment, that “a 
greater diversity in iconography may result if a centralized government loses its control over symbolic activity. ... 
With a breakdown of coercive authority ... individuals would assume the ‘power to’ express themselves using a 
wide variety of symbols” (p. 74). The PFS corpus contributes to this line of discourse. Its evidence suggests that for 
the Achaemenid Empire Nijhowne’s model is not applicable. At Persepolis, there seems to have been much more 
flexibility and access to visual choice. Our challenge is to penetrate the nature of that flexibility and the reasons for 
its existence and evident viability in the Achaemenid imperial context. 

The study of style on the seals used on the PF tablets has already been pioneered by Garrison with specific ref- 
erence to hero seals. Through this work, the seals have been classified according to a system of stylistic categories 
(Garrison 1988). Part of this endeavor has also involved analysis of the seals displaying images of heroic encounter 
(the Volume I subset) in terms of workshop clusters and, where possible, hand attributions. As a result we are able 
to see an archive sealed largely (but not exclusively) by glyptic matrices that were created within a closely interact- 
ing set of workshop environments. The stylistic categories that emerge from this analysis prompt us to view the PFS 
corpus as the best starting point for any major attempt to review the glyptic production of the Persian Empire.’ The 
PFS corpus, with its internal apparatus of fixed points and its mix of official court seals and seals of individuals, can 
become a basis not only for re-examining issues of style and iconography on contextually floating seal artifacts of 
the Achaemenid period, but also for re-examining floating seal artifacts that seem at first sight to be pre- 
Achaemenid, but which display certain anomalies. Seals in the PFS corpus may help to resolve some heretofore 
puzzling cases (e.g., Garrison and Dion 1999). 

One such case is a cylinder from Susa without informative archaeological context (Louvre Sb 1475).*® The 
scene displays a man in clearly Achaemenid-style Iranian riding habit (a so-called Mede) with his spear butt poised 
atop his foot in a fashion familiar from the figures of guards on reliefs from Persepolis and Susa.*” Alongside this 
figure is an Assyro-Babylonian-type hero engaged in combat. The apparel of the hero and the particular smiting 
stance he assumes has made the seal seem genuinely Neo-Assyrian/Neo-Babylonian. But the garment and pose of 
the Mede look certifiably Achaemenid.*° Although the domed hat is documented on an Assyrian relief of the sev- 
enth century, the entire representation, combining the tunic and leggings, the domed hat with streamer, and the

Pierre 
Amiet examined the actual seal meticulously, expecting to find evidence of recutting of a Neo-Assyrian/Neo-Baby- 
lonian antique seal in order to add the “Mede” during the Achaemenid period. His examination forced him categori- 
cally to reject this possibility. He had no other option but to suggest that Louvre Sb 1475 was an Assyrianizing prod- 
uct of the Achaemenid period. 

Struggling to come to terms with the dilemma posed by Louvre Sb 1475, Amiet struck a compromise. He made 
the assumption that the archaizing qualities of the seal (the Assyro-Babylonian echoes in the hero) had to reflect art 
production within a transitional phase chronologically between the Assyrian period and the Achaemenid period, as 
close as possible temporally to Neo-Assyrian times (“vers le début du VI*™° siécle”).°? The evidence of the PF tab- 
lets now invalidates the once-perceived necessity for this assumption. Not least, Parnaka’s PFS 16* (Cat.No. 22) 
proves that an archaizing seal brilliantly echoing and working off Assyrian traditions could be produced at the end of 
the sixth century B.C. Its date of manufacture in this archaizing mode was several workshop generations removed 
from the final years of Assyrian power and cultural dominance. Furthermore — and this is very important — it is 
dated well after new and identifiably Achaemenid styles had been developed and deployed at the court (e.g., Forti- 
fication and Court Styles, as outlined below). In sum, whatever the actual date of manufacture of Louvre Sb 1475, 
the seals used on the PF tablets emphatically demonstrate that an Assyrianizing hero is no definitive index of even a 
particularly early, rather than later, Achaemenid-period date.*? 

Stylistic studies of the seals on the PF tablets also lead to more broadly significant paths of inquiry. Garrison’s 
work demonstrates many links between seals in the archive, testifying to clusters coming from the same workshop 
and in some cases clearly the same “analytical individual” or even the same definitively recognizable hand. Texts 
associated with the seals can link these clustered seals to specific owners or users. There are many implications re- 
lated to patronage mandates in this research strategy. The approach also invites consideration of the ways artisanal 
working groups interacted as contemporary units and as units relating to various craft legacies. Hand attribution, 
linking a group of artifacts to a specific recognizable artistic persona based on idiosyncrasies of style, is a particu- 
larly difficult procedure in the realm of ancient seal impressions. It demands a willingness to dedicate significant re- 
sources to the production of drawings for comparative purposes that focus on line and detail, rendering as accurately 
as possible the nuances of style.* Relatively little work has yet been done in this field.*° But in this realm, the intel- 
lectual rewards are potentially great because the effort opens up webs of archivally interrelated visual and textual 
information.*” 

Analysis that focuses more on workshop circles is equally important. Here we want to emphasize that the seal 
carving environments demonstrably flourishing in the Persepolis area were part of a tradition extending back in 
time. The Achaemenid Persians did not emerge in Fars out of a cultural vacuum (e.g., Root 1979, passim; Potts 
1999). Craft traditions in ancient western Asia were often embedded in generational links to the past by virtue of 
family-based professional ties that maintained specific skills across generations (Root 1994). Scribal traditions and 
artistic traditions both depended upon legacies that informed developments transcending the perceived ruptures of 
political and military change.**

16 SEALS ON THE PERSEPOLIS FORTIFICATION TABLETS, VOLUME I: IMAGES OF HEROIC ENCOUNTER 


In order to provide some immediately accessible descriptive framework for appreciating the stylistic categories 
used in this catalog and forming the basis of Garrison’s project, we offer below a capsule summary of some of the 
main features of each broad stylistic group.*? Although Garrison’s thinking on certain stylistic categories has natu- 
rally evolved since his dissertation (1988), this early work remains the document of record for the time being for 
consultation on patterns and details involved in stylistic analysis of the PFS corpus. The reader can now use our il- 
lustrations and updates in Volume I in conjunction with the detailed stylistic analyses of individual seals in Garrison 
1988.© 

When changes have occurred in classification of seals from Garrison 1988 to this publication such changes are 
noted in the catalog entries. Selected summary data are provided here in Appendix Three: Summary Data on Seal Di- 
mensions for Volume I and Appendix Six: Distribution of Seals in Volume I by Stylistic Categories. Material in Vol- 
umes II and III invites further commentary on the relative distribution of stylistic groups, as relevant. 


SEAL CARVING STYLES IN THE PFS CORPUS: THE CASE OF VOLUME I 
PERSEPOLITAN MODELED STYLE 


The Persepolitan Modeled Style accounts for fifty-one seals in the Volume I corpus. It is a direct continuation of 
the earlier modeled carving styles of Assyria and Babylonia, but it is a phenomenon of the Achaemenid period — 
and probably of workshops in the Persepolis region. Only six of the Volume I seals carved in some form of a mod- 
eled style seem more likely to be antique modeled-style seals (actual representatives of the earlier Mesopotamian 
tradition) than to be seals in the Persepolitan Modeled Style. Five of these have been grouped in the category Plau- 
sibly Antique Seals: PFS 883* (Cat.No. 97), PFS 1122 (Cat.No. 228), PFS 1458 (Cat.No. 80), PFS 1480 (Cat.No. 
257), and PFS 1658 (Cat.No. 101). The remaining seal, PFS 513 (Cat.No. 85), has been classified under Antique 
Seals. Indeed, PFS 513 is the only seal in Volume I that has thoroughly convinced us of its status as an heirloom 
product of the Neo-Assyrian period. 

In the Persepolitan Modeled Style, there is a basic plastic approach to the rendering of human and animal 
forms. Muscular volumes swell especially in human arms, shoulders, chests, thighs, and calves, and in animal bodies 
(especially at the hindquarters and lower legs). There are three main expressions of the Modeled Style at 
Persepolis. One (Garrison’s Group 1: 1988, pp. 198-215) shows large, bulky figures, but restrained modeling in the 
interior musculature of human and animal bodies, for example, PFS 32* (Cat.No. 180). A second (Garrison’s Group 
2: 1988, pp. 216-23) exhibits smaller figures, but a sometimes baroque modeling of musculature, for example, PFS 
16* (Cat.No. 22). A third (Garrison’s Groups 3 and 4: 1988, pp. 223-43) has quite small figures, but expressive and 
animated modeling of select areas of human and animal anatomy, for example, PFS 1566* (Cat.No. 218) and PFS 
1* (Cat.No. 182). This third expression of the Modeled Style shows remarkable consistency in the rendering of the 
human form. The figure has a small, pinched waist and a narrow stomach that expands dramatically at the chest into 
large rounded shoulders. The whole of the torso often exhibits an elongated heart-shaped appearance. Many of the 
compositions of these seal designs are exceptionally dynamic. Heroes often pursue animals or creatures rather than 
standing in static hieratic mode. Iconography is often quite complex. Elamite inscriptions occur frequently (Garrison 
2000, pp. 131-34). 

Viewed in isolation, any one of the Persepolitan Modeled Style seals would most likely be taken as an heirloom 
from the Neo-Assyrian (eighth/seventh centuries B.C.) or the Neo-Babylonian (late seventh/mid-sixth centuries 
B.C.) periods. Only when viewed within the context of the whole archive can critical diagnostic patterns in the ex- 
ecution of these Modeled Style seals be seen. These patterns point to the contemporaneity of their execution. The 
repeated use of specific stylistic characteristics across a relatively large number of seals implies that these seals are 
not the result of maintenance and continued use of heirloom seals by random seal owners. Rather, the seals are

218) displays a remarkably well-executed design, one which serves as a paradigm for the third expression of the 
Modeled Style. As with several other seals used on the PF tablets carved in this type of Modeled Style, the inscrip- 
tion on PFS 1566* is in Elamite. This factor alone suggests the likelihood that we are dealing with a set of 
Persepolitan court products and certainly not with Neo-Assyrian or Neo-Babylonian court products. Moreover, the 
carefully integrated placement of the inscription within the design of the seal clearly indicates that the inscription 
was not added at a later date to an older Neo-Assyrian or Neo-Babylonian seal. Finally, the name in the seal in- 
scription, Abbateya, confirms what the visual analysis suggests: that the manufacture of the seal is contemporary 
with its use in the late sixth century B.C. The name Abbateya occurs generally in the Elamite texts (e.g., PF 1182, 
PF 1581, PF 1584, etc.), but also specifically on PF 1852, a letter in which Abbateya is the addresser. This tablet is 
sealed by PFS 1566* (Cat.No. 218). The owner of PFS 1566* is beyond doubt the same Abbateya whose name oc- 
curs on the seal inscription. Abbateya was an important official active in Persepolis in the late sixth century B.C. 

PFS 16* (Cat.No. 22) is another example in which the inscription and archival context confirm that we are deal- 
ing with a late sixth-century artifact, not a Neo-Assyrian heirloom. In this case, we may even isolate the date of its 
execution. Two texts, PF 2067 and PF 2068, state authoritatively that on the 22nd year, 3rd month, 16th day (6 June 
500 B.C.), the seal we designate PFS 16* replaced Parnaka’s earlier seal (PFS 9* [Cat.No. 288]). PFS 16*, surely a 
piece commissioned for this elite individual, was most probably executed not long before 6 June 500 B.C. 

PFS 38 (Cat.No. 16), the seal of the royal wife IrtaSduna, is quite large and elaborate among the seals in the 
PFS corpus. In addition to its Modeled Style carving, the design has many Assyrian-looking iconographic elements. 
Once again, viewed in isolation PFS 38 would normally pass as a Neo-Assyrian seal. The specific iconographic pro- 
gram of this seal viewed in its totality is, however, unique within the context of Assyrian and Achaemenid seals 
alike. The detailing of the garment is also unusual and finds no parallels in Neo-Assyrian seals. The soft puffy treat- 
ment of the creatures’ wings and the outline of the human heads can, however, be seen on other designs from the 
PFS corpus, for example, PFS 113* (Cat.No. 19). The treatment of the musculature follows patterns seen commonly 
in Garrison’s Modeled Style Group 1. Thus it clusters by idiosyncrasies of hand with other seals in the archive, sug- 
gesting contemporaneity of production during the Achaemenid period. The PFS corpus emerges as fertile ground for 
analysis of archaizing, its mechanisms and meanings. 


PLAUSIBLY ANTIQUE SEALS 


As just suggested, the identification of genuinely antique seals in the PFS corpus is difficult, in part simply be- 
cause of the range of archaizing material that forces us to be particularly stringent in choosing criteria of assessment 
for a genuinely archaic item. This level of ambiguity exists also in the analysis of the seal artifacts excavated at 
Persepolis. Many of the forty-six retrieved seals and signet rings from the Chicago Expedition frankly defy tradi- 
tional categorization even with the consultation of Edith Porada.*! In Volume I, we identify nine seals that we con- 
sider most likely (but not definitely) to be antiques rather than archaizing products. Because we do not, however, 
have total confidence in their status as heirlooms for one reason or another, we choose to place them in the category 
Plausibly Antique.” 


ANTIQUE SEALS 


As noted under Persepolitan Modeled Style, PFS 513 (Cat.No. 85) is the only Volume I seal that we place defi- 
nitely in the Antique category. This conservatism represents a change in perspective from Garrison 1988 to the 
present. The situation is somewhat different for Volume II, where there are numerous seals that are without ques- 
tion antiques. In the final analysis it will be most interesting to ponder the reasons for the lively deployment of ar- 
chaic models for new hero seal products on the one hand and the very small number of actual heirlooms in this rep-

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resentational category on the other hand. Conversely, it will be interesting ultimately to ponder the implications of 
the types of antique seals (across the entire representational repertoire) that are maintained in active use in the 
Persepolis region during the reign of Darius I. It is well recognized that antique seals sometimes enjoyed an afterlife 
aboveground, in royal and temple treasuries or as personal heirlooms. But it is also generally thought that most seals 
were buried with their owners, while some were buried as items included in votive deposits. Other seals were not 
taken out of circulation but rather ended up being recut as new seals in later times probably because of the intrinsic 
value of their material. All this suggests that the number of antique seals kept in active use on tablets for hundreds 
of years was quite small and often subject to particular preselection factors.™ It also suggests, however, that the po- 
tential for continuity and revival of antique styles in new products was deeply embedded in the social power of 
seals. The small size of most Achaemenid-period cylinder seals may suggest that many were cut down from old 
seals. If this is the case, it adds to a picture of rich availability in current workshops of antique models held at the 
ready as raw material for new work. 

A study by Wallenfels (1990, p. 756) offers evidence from Hellenistic Uruk that the active use of any given seal 
ring was only about seven or eight years before being replaced. It is possible that for practical reasons seal rings 
were lost or damaged more quickly than cylinder and stamp seals. It is also possible that a variety of cultural factors 
in a given context will determine trends in the active life of old seals.“ 


FORTIFICATION STYLE 


The Fortification Style accounts for a full 158 (51%) of the seals in Volume I. The term defines a local seal 
carving tradition previously unrecognized in glyptic research. Seals carved in the Fortification Style are generally 
small (see Appendix Three: Summary Data on Seal Dimensions for Volume I, chart 16). Carving is flat and shallow, 
with select areas of animal anatomy (generally the hindquarters) given a more modeled treatment. Contours of hu- 
man bodies are simple, varying from rectangular, for example, on PFS 959s (Cat.No. 246), to hourglass shaped, for 
example, on PFS 1142 (Cat.No. 39). Outline edges tend to be sharp and flat. Human and animal appendages are 
thin and linear. Overall, the Fortification Style is remarkable for the plainness of its surface treatment; detailing of 
garments and facial features is rare. Only in a few exceptional cases does the style admit some detailing. A notable 
example is PFS 9* (Cat.No. 288), Parnaka’s first seal. The hero’s Assyrian garment has a fringe indicated on the 
chest and lower garment. The shape of the human and animal bodies and the flat musculature are, however, directly 
in the tradition of the Fortification Style. As with Modeled Style seals, seals in the Fortification Style may rework el- 
ements of Assyrian iconography. The ostrich-grasping hero on PFS 9* is one such archaizing adaptation. 


COURT STYLE 


The Court Style accounts for only twelve seals in Volume I,® but it marks an important trend in official art pro- 
duction of the Achaemenid court. The term, popularized by John Boardman (1970a), is conventionally associated 
with what Boardman calls eastern Achaemenid glyptic, by which he must be understood to mean heartland 
Achaemenid glyptic within the geographical and ideological frame of the empire itself. Typically, discussions of 
Court Style have defined it through a set of iconographic features rather than through strict stylistic criteria. Thus a 
seal qualifies as Court Style by virtue of the inclusion of, for example, the Persian court robe, date palms, and fig- 
ures emerging from winged symbols. Actual stylistic distinctions have been articulated as qualitative judgments 
rather than systematic formal analyses (Garrison 1991).

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The occurrence of the Court Style within the information-rich context of the PF tablets invites a critical re- 
evaluation of the phenomenon. Here, the Court Style exhibits two main and apparently contemporary stylistic ex- 
pressions. One, for example, on PFS 7* (Cat.No. 4), shows restrained modeling in human and animal bodies and a 
very hard linear approach to the outline of human bodies and detailing of garments, feathers, and date palm trunks. 
The other expression of the style, for example, on PFS 11* (II), shows a soft outline and more plastic rendering of 
the musculature. These distinctions are subtle features within the overarching stylistic unity of the group. Not all 
seals classified as Court Style in Volume I conform strictly to the paradigms of either of these two seals, however. 
Like every other style, this one is a fluid phenomenon produced by artists working in close proximity with others and 
sharing ideas. 


MIXED STYLES I AND MIXED STYLES II 


The two classifications called Mixed Styles I and Mixed Styles II quite literally define clusters of seals with 
specific hybrid characteristics. Mixed Styles I accounts for sixteen seals in Volume I. It designates images sharing 
stylistic characteristics with both the Modeled Style and the Fortification Style. The connection to the Modeled Style 
consists mainly in the large figures, deep engraving, and sporadic use of modeling. Mixed Styles II, of which there 
are thirteen examples in Volume I, designates those seals sharing stylistic characteristics with both the Fortification 
Style and the Court Style. The overall stylistic concept here seems rooted in the Fortification Style, but aspects of 
the execution of detailed elements and the sometimes broad and smooth carving link these seals to the Court Style. 


BROAD AND FLAT STYLES AND LINEAR STYLES 


The category Broad and Flat Styles embraces a group of seals with diverse appearances, but with a homoge- 
neous feature of broad, flat carving. These seal designs are usually executed rather coarsely. Nineteen seals in Vol- 
ume J are classified in the Broad and Flat Styles. The category Linear Styles also embraces seals of diverse appear- 
ance. Fourteen seals in this classification appear in Volume I. All display a unifying feature in their simple, linear 
approach to the execution of form. In neither of these stylistic categories do the seals lend themselves to tidy sub- 
classification. 


DIVERSE STYLES 


There are nineteen seals in Volume I classified under Diverse Styles. As the name implies, this is a catchall 
category frankly intended to designate a group of seals in a variety of carving styles that are distinct from the cat- 
egories of production and use that seem to predominate in the archive. One subcategory of seals embraced here is a 
cluster of two seals, PFS 1321s (Cat.No. 176) and PFS 1309s (Cat.No. 229), that seem likely to emanate from 
coastal Anatolia. They are pyramidal stamp seals similar to those isolated by Boardman (1970b) as a western prod- 
uct representing an incipient so-called Graeco-Persian style. The Graeco-Persian glyptic phenomenon needs careful 
re-evaluation in light of the Persepolis sealings (Root 1991; Dusinberre 1997b; Root 1998). While the two seals just 
cited appear to conform securely to a carving style popular in the western sphere of the empire, another seal in Vol- 
ume I suggests latent complexities. PFS 1463s (Cat.No. 231) is a stamp seal that exhibits the shape (octagonal seal 
face) and inclusion of a linear device in the field often associated with incipient Graeco-Persian pyramidal stamp 
seals. In this case, its actual carving style appears, however, to be mainstream Fortification Style. We have thus 
classified it with the Fortification Style. This seal, and others to appear in Volumes II and III, indicates that there 
was aggressive permeability in the Persepolis workshops. We have only a relatively small number of seals in the 
PFS corpus that seem to express direct relationships with the western sphere through their physical appearance. But 
this fact needs to be qualified by our evidence that active hybridization of western and heartland modes was demon- 
strably occurring right in the Persepolis arena.’

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Some seals classified in Volume I under Diverse Styles may ultimately emerge as representatives of an addi- 
tional descriptive style category on the basis of a synthesis of documentation of the seals in Volumes IJ and III. This 
seems especially likely with a group of seals that includes various abstracted, geometric renderings of human and 
animal heads and linear detailing in garments, wings, etc. PFS 2 (Cat.No. 3) is the most evocative of the these seals 
in Volume I. On this seal, human and animal heads have a distinctive appearance due in part to the use of a round 
drill for indications of eyes and certain other anatomical features. Furthermore, the eyes are set within a triangular 
frame (for the animal creatures) or a rectangular frame (for the human figure). Linear detailing occurs in the hero’s 
garment and in the rendering of the feathers of the wings of one of the animal creatures. At the same time, the chest 
and shoulders of the hero are well modeled and the contours of the creatures’ bodies have a sinuous, calligraphic 
dynamism. PFS 1519 (Cat.No. 167) is so close stylistically to PFS 2 (Cat.No. 3) that they may be by the same artist. 
PFS 463 (Cat.No. 264), PFS 690 (Cat.No. 139), and PFS 740 (Cat.No. 146) exhibit similar, but more exaggerated, 
geometric stylizations and should be considered as part of this potential new stylistic grouping that may separate out 
of the Diverse Styles category. 


SUMMARY 


In closing this first part of the Introduction, we return to a point touched upon at the beginning: the importance 
of contemplating the seals impressed on the PF tablets as a dossier of evidence for actual seals-as-artifacts that can 
be notionally reconstructed on many levels. Analysis of a large corpus of glyptic evidence through impressions in an 
archive offers a range of statistically useful information on seal artifacts (and from an incontrovertibly genuine 
source ). We can, for instance, establish trends in cylinder seal dimensions not only as summary tabulations, but also 
as a series of data broken down by, for example, stylistic categories of the representations carved onto the original 
seal matrices (Appendix Three: Summary Data on Seal Dimensions for Volume 1). This type of information will even- 
tually be important in any future project to write a more inclusive, broad-gauged survey of Achaemenid glyptic art 
such as that undertaken (but without access to this evidence) by d’Amore (1992). There are, however, many limita- 
tions to what we can learn about a seal matrix through study of ancient seal impressions (Root 1999a). 

We cannot determine the materials with which seals of different stylistic groups were made,® nor can we com- 
ment upon issues such as tool marks or the nature of perforations. Often it is possible to comment upon damage sus- 
tained by a seal through observations of the ancient seal impressions. But this information is somewhat limited by 
the fact that the upper and lower edges of impressions (where we are most likely to detect chips) are frequently not 
preserved on the PF tablets. Here, the frequently used sealing surface on the left edge is very restrictive. For the 
same reason there are only a small number of cases for which we can supply any evidence about cylinder seal caps, 
the ancient mountings of the seals. This, of course, is a pity, since some of our seals must have been quite sumptu- 
ously mounted at the time of their active use in the Persepolis region.” Occasionally, we can detect physical signs 
of the recutting of seals, but this is not guaranteed.” 

For stamp seals it is impossible to comment definitively on the back of the original seal. We can only state the 
apparent or probable shape and dimensions of the contour created by the seal edge and suggest by comparison what 
this is most likely to indicate (see Appendix Four: Stamp Seals in Volume I Grouped by Apparent Contour of Seal 
Face and accompanying fig. 9). Obviously, then, we are deprived of some crucial aspects of the material presence

Stylistically we 
would put it in the realm of the Plausibly Antique, comparable to our PFS 62 (Cat.No. 104) or our PFS 180 (Cat.No. 
194), both possibly Neo-Assyrian/Neo-Babylonian Drilled Style products. The artifactual aspects of this stamp seal 
from Persepolis do not resolve the ambiguity of date, but they are suggestive. Stamp seals with theriomorphic backs 
are an established feature of Neo-Assyrian/Neo-Babylonian glyptic; in turn, they are evocative of some 
protoliterate Mesopotamian stamp seals.”” Such aggressive archaisms of form are also entirely in keeping with the 
artistic environment at Persepolis. Indeed, it has been suggested that the conspicuous revival and flourishing of the 
cylinder seal in Achaemenid times (not least at Persepolis as viewed through the PFS corpus) should itself be con- 
sidered an archaism (Teissier 1984, p. 45). The stamp seal from Persepolis is carved out of a multi-hued banded ag- 
ate that is used occasionally in Neo-Assyrian/Neo-Babylonian glyptic. Noteworthy is the fact, however, that of the 
thirty-three theriomorphic stamps in the Berlin collections from excavated contexts at ASSur and Babylon which are 
classified as Neo-Assyrian/Neo-Babylonian, only two are apparently made of agate.’* This stone was much favored 
in the Achaemenid period.” 

There is, of course, more than enough to compensate for the limitations of the physical evidence about the seal 
matrix that can be gleaned from an archive of ancient impressions. In addition to the explicit information supplied 
by seals known through use on dated texts, there is another kind of information they contain. Implicit in the archival 
context is a resonance of the social encounters of the individuals applying their seals to the tablets on specific occa- 
sions. Whatever the veiled complexities of interactions might have been, the seals indicate the simultaneous pres- 
ence of actual people deploying the artifacts. The sealed landscapes of the tablets are like seating-markers at a ban- 
quet table for which we know the date of the occasion, have some inkling of the purpose of the gathering, can recon- 
struct brief and strangely selective bio-sketches on a few of the people on the guest list, and even have a good idea 
of what sort of food and drink they favored. The seals themselves (when documented via these landscapes) often 
give voice to the guests, their symbolic and aesthetic predilections, and their cultural associations.

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PART TWO: THE FORTIFICATION ARCHIVE 
AND ARCHAEOLOGICAL INQUIRY 


HERZFELD’S DISCOVERY 


In October 1933, Charles Breasted (Secretary of the Oriental Institute of the University of Chicago) reported 
the discovery of the Fortification archive in these words: 


Not only have amazing works of ancient art been found, but Dr. Ernst E. Herzfeld, Field Director of the 
[Persepolis] Expedition, exploring for the Oriental Institute, has also uncovered a body of archives of the 
Persian kings, containing some 20,000 clay tablets inscribed with cuneiform characters. ... What fascinating 
facts these tablets may reveal, when translated, as to ancient life in Persia cannot even be imagined. It may 
be, indeed, that here will be found the Persians’ version not only of the wars with Greece, when Darius was 
defeated at Marathon and Xerxes at Salamis, but new facts on Persia’s spectacular invasion of Egypt, as 
well as the graphic record of other dramatic events of those bygone days (Breasted 1933, p. 381). 


Breasted’s expectations of the type of great-event history the tablets would reveal mirrored the large-scale 
mentality of the excavation effort itself. The focus of Ernst Herzfeld’s commission at the site, in collaboration with 
his architect and right-hand man Friedrich Krefter, was clearance and graphic reconstruction of the palatial architec- 
tural remains of the Persepolis Takht (Krefter 1971). Working in the old manner, great teams of workers swarmed 
over the site removing accumulated debris by the basket-, cart-, and railcar-full (fig. 4). As luck would have it, the 
Fortification tablets were discovered in the process of clearing a light railway transport route for removal of excava- 
tion debris from the Takht. The trench penetrated two chambers of the Fortification containing the tablets (fig. 5). 

The excitement and media hype generated by the revelation of thousands upon thousands of cuneiform tablets 
must have radically disrupted Herzfeld’s routines and agendas. In the best of circumstances (even today) a find of 
this nature and magnitude creates the need for urgent triage in the field if the material is to be handled with any at- 
tention to meticulous record-keeping, safe retrieval, and recovery of small fragments.”> But circumstances in this 
case were far from optimal in every way. For one thing, the tablets stumbled upon in the Persepolis operation were 
unbaked and had not been burned in the course of Alexander’s sacking of the city. Thus they were especially friable 
and must have been extremely difficult to extract from the ground intact. Compounding these legitimate archaeo- 
logical hardships, other issues also conspired to make this a tension-filled period for Herzfeld. His clandestine smug- 
gling activities at the same time are now increasingly understood. They seem to have included the use of presum- 
ably unexcavated portions of the area at the eastern rim of the Takht as a secret holding place for antiquities ad- 
dressed to himself in New York (Gunter and Root 1998, p. 8). 

The young amateur architectural historian Robert Byron, visiting the site in the spring of 1934, was brought up 
short by Herzfeld’s paranoid refusal to allow him to photograph any of the standing monuments (Tuplin 1991, pp. 37— 
41). Byron seems convinced that Herzfeld was desperately worried lest he poke about and observe whatever was go- 
ing on with the small finds. There were rather few small finds actually registered during the Herzfeld years, beyond 
the Fortification archive itself. We are left to ponder the alternatives. Herzfeld might have been protective of the of- 
ficial and painstaking extraction of the Fortification tablets going on at the far northeast edge of the site, or he might 
have been protective of some private digging activity in an area of the central Takht, exactly the area Byron would 
presumably have been interested in photographing. Whatever the truth of the matter, Byron’s words give a sense (al- 
beit hostile and naively nostalgic) of the tone of things at Persepolis at the time of excavation of the tablets: 


In the old days you arrived [at Persepolis] by horse. You rode up the steps on to the platform [Takht]. 
You camped there, while the columns and winged beasts kept their solitude beneath the stars, and not a 
sound or movement disturbed the empty moonlit plain. You thought of Darius and Xerxes and

Alexander. You were alone with the ancient world. ... Today you step out of a motor, while a couple of 
lorries thunder by in a cloud of dust. You find the approaches defended by walls. You enter by leave of a 
porter, and are greeted, on reaching the platform, by a light railway, a neo-German hostel, and a code of 
academic malice controlled from Chicago (Byron 1982, p. 167). 


As the Fortification tablets were laboriously lifted from the earth they were impregnated with paraffin while 
still encrusted with dirt. They were packed in boxes and shipped to Chicago for study. During all of this Herzfeld 
was under mounting suspicion and political attack. By the close of 1934, the Oriental Institute had dismissed him as 
Expedition Director at Persepolis and he left Iran, never to return (Balcer 1991, p. 164). He held a residency at 
Princeton’s Institute for Advanced Study until retirement in 1944, subsequently divesting himself of his scholarly li- 
brary, papers, and antiquities collection (Root 1976, 2000). He died in Basel in 1948 at the age of 69, having pub- 
lished no major work on Iranian archaeology after Jran in the Ancient East (1941), on which see below. 


MYSTIFICATIONS OF THE RECORD 


This biography of Herzfeld plays a key role in the history of the study and interpretation of the Fortification tab- 
lets. Under the acrimonious (and still rather mysterious) circumstances attending his departure from Iran, Herzfeld 
was not generous with information. Little in the way of field notes pertaining to the discovery of the tablets exists in 
Chicago. Nor were any field notes discovered among the Ernst Herzfeld Papers now housed in the Freer Gallery of 
Art and Arthur M. Sackler Gallery Archives (Smithsonian Institution) and in the Herzfeld Archive of the Depart- 
ment of Ancient Near Eastern Art at the Metropolitan Museum of Art.’© Furthermore, Erich Schmidt, Herzfeld’s suc-

cessor as Field Director, seems to have received little anecdotal information with which to reconstruct the deposi- 
tion of the tablets and their relative positioning at the point of excavation (Schmidt 1953, p. 3; 1957, p. 5, n. 11). 

In his own campaigns, Schmidt steered clear of the section of the Fortification where the tablets were uncovered, 
continuing the original agenda to clear the monumental and ceremonial structures on the Takht. And even in Volume 
II of the Persepolis excavation report, dealing with artifactual finds, the Fortification tablets and their seal impres- 
sions are hardly mentioned and certainly not discussed in any way as archaeological, textual, or art historical data 
(Schmidt 1957). No serious effort seems to have been made in preparation for that impressive publication to grapple 
with the implications of the Fortification archive and its locus of excavation. The bloom of the initial excitement 
seen in Charles Breasted’s article for The National Geographic had certainly faded. Although the tablets became 
available for study in 1937, the Great Depression and World War II altered many lives and scholarly trajectories. 

A well-intentioned effort by the Oriental Institute in the late 1930s did bring in a Works Progress Administration 
(WPA) photographer who produced high quality professional prints of seal impressions on many of the Fortification 
tablets. The WPA project was obviously undertaken after the tablets had been meticulously cleaned. Tablets chosen 
for photography range across the entire archive, including many of the tablets eventually published by Hallock as 
well as many others. The criteria for selection seem to have been clarity, completeness, and beauty of the impressed 
images. Unfortunately, the project was not undertaken systematically or comprehensively. Neither negatives nor 
prints were labeled in any way, nor were they linked by any known log or work sheets to specific tablets — much 
less to specified surfaces on those tablets. No scale bar was used.”’ Flawed as the WPA project was, it is curious that 
none of these photographs were published in Schmidt 1957.

(still unlabeled) into albums according to certain thematic group- 
ings. But even so, no project was ever undertaken to identify 
which seal impressions on which tablets had actually been photo- 
graphed. Kantor might have intended eventually to work on the 
seals used on the Fortification tablets. Kantor’s excavations at 
Chogha Mish became all-absorbing, however. Due to their inher- 
ent limitations as documents of record, the WPA photographs 


specifically on the PF tablets by any subsequent researcher. If 
someone were now to link photographs to specific identified im- 
pressions on the PF tablets, these linked prints could potentially 
provide valuable evidence on images that are no longer in the pris- 
tine state they were in at the time of excavation. In some cases, 
rubber bands used by Hallock for decades to bind his notes to tab- 
lets have created stripes of dark stain across the seal impressions. 
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Meanwhile, from his vantage point at Princeton, Herzfeld remained disinclined to address any issues relating to 
the seals impressed on the Fortification tablets. His conflicted archaeological ethics notwithstanding, Ernst Herzfeld 
was a pioneer in the study of the prehistoric stamp seals of Iran, a superb draftsman, and a learned scholar of wide- 
ranging interests concerning Achaemenid art and inscriptions (e.g., Root 1976; Gunter and Root 1998). If political 
and legal intrigues had not caused major disruptions just at the critical period of discovery of the Fortification tab- 
lets, he might conceivably have taken an aggressive scholarly interest in the seal impressions on the tablets. Instead, 
he distanced himself from them utterly, as if in conspicuous repudiation of the beautiful and culturally informative 
types of things he had loved to investigate all his adult life. In his broad-gauged study of ancient Iran published after 
the Persepolis debacle, Herzfeld (1941) quite literally does not even allude to the seal impressions on the Fortifica- 
tion tablets. Enough of them are vividly preserved to make it inconceivable that Herzfeld (no matter how belea- 
guered) was totally oblivious to this remarkable and varied sealing assemblage as it emerged from the ground in 
1933/34 under his auspices.’* Yet he goes so far as to state, with respect to the official, monumental art tradition at 
Persepolis: 


It is doubtful whether another, more popular art existed. There is a group of small objects [i.e., seals de- 
riving from other places] usually called “Graeco-Persian”; these might have been made in Asia Minor 
partly by Ionian and Sardian artists for Persians. ... These are not enough objects to judge, but surprising 
discoveries may still be made (Herzfeld 1941, p. 274). 


These “surprising discoveries” had already been made. They were made by Herzfeld himself in 1933/34, and he 
obviously knew it! Given all the complexities and mystifications charging the atmosphere around the Fortification 
tablets, it is not surprising that information is hard to come by. 


ARCHIVAL DEPOSITION IN ANTIQUITY 


Suggestions we make now about the circumstances of discovery of the Fortification tablets and their physical 
maintenance in Achaemenid times must remain speculative. They are based on the following: passing (but very il- 
luminating) published remarks by Herzfeld (1934, 1941) and bits of oral history, glimmers of light from unpublished 
archival material (Jones 1990; Dusinberre 2000), important observations and discoveries by the Iranian excavators 
at Persepolis (particularly Sami 1955) subsequent to the American expedition, analogy with better-documented 
situations elsewhere, and a dose of common sense. 

An important question is whether or not the tablets were unearthed in an archival context or were, instead, dis- 
covered in a secondary context. Schmidt (1953, pp. 40-42) suggests that the tablets were originally maintained in 
Darius’s earliest construction of the Treasury complex. He postulates (p. 41) that they “had been removed — some- 
time after 494/493 B.c. — from their original archives [in the Treasury] to be stored (or discarded) in rooms of the 
fortification.” Schmidt bases this notion on his own discovery of the Treasury archive (see Other Sealing Archives of 
the Achaemenid Empire, below). But the two archives are of very different types — the Treasury corpus actually 
deals with the work of treasurers. Schmidt’s suggestion is understandable from the perspective of an excavator at- 
tempting to rationalize the building history of the Treasury complex and the relation of the Treasury documents to 
that building history. But the line of argument does not make good sense in regard to the Fortification tablets them- 
selves. The fact that Schmidt did not discover a Treasury archive dating to Darius and still in situ within the Trea- 
sury is not explained by the fact that the Fortification tablets were found in the Fortification. If there was at one time 
a Treasury archive dating to Darius, we simply do not know what happened to it. (By the same token, there was 
surely a Fortification type archive dating to Xerxes, but we have not yet located that either.)

impressions on the tablets still in situ lend further to the sense 
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Hallock subsequently reinforced Schmidt’s fairly cautious attempt to explain his (probably mistaken) view that 
the Fortification tablets had been removed from the Treasury to the Fortification either for storage or to be dis- 
carded. Hallock (e.g., 1973, p. 320) ultimately disseminated the idea that the tablets were “not found in their origi- 
nal place of deposit, but in the fortification wall, where they had been used as fill [emphasis ours].” He implied 
through these words that the tablets were used to pack a solid structure. His comments, which were not based on 
firsthand knowledge or particular awareness of the archaeological features of Persepolis, have been accepted 
uncritically and reiterated in many influential discussions (e.g., Cook 1983, p. 13; Lewis 1985, p. 106; Veenhof 
1986, p. 2). 

The notion that the Fortification tablets were used as construction fill certainly deserves re-assessment. Ar- 
chives in the ancient Near East tended to stay accessible and active at least potentially for long periods of time — 
sometimes for several hundred years.” In this way, they served (sometimes deliberately and sometimes inadvert- 
ently) as glyptic-image repositories as well as document reference rooms. Thus it is a matter of real interest for the 
art historical issues embedded in our seal project to postulate an alternative scenario to Hallock’s, a scenario in 
which the Fortification was, along with its other functions, a place of centralized administrative handling and stor- 
age of sealed documents. Exploration of this alternative scenario is also a matter of real interest for that aspect of 
the seal project that attempts to explore and give contextualized nuance to the seals used on the tablets as adminis- 
trative tools in a final accounting activity based at Persepolis and tangibly reflected in the architectural legacy of the 
remains there. 

Current work on the Persepolis Fortification stresses its completion as an early priority of Darius (Mousavi 
1999). Thus it is entirely plausible that it was available by 509 B.C. as a locus for storage of the archive and ac- 
counts management relating to it. In fact, this does not contradict Schmidt’s general impressions. He too considered 
the Fortification to have been built at the beginning of the Persepolis enterprise (1953, p. 41). Thus there is no dis- 
agreement about the availability of the Fortification as a facility that could have accommodated the archive from its 
inception (by 509 B.c. or earlier). The problem seems more related to understanding the Fortification as a wall. 

Formal analysis shows that the fortification wall was an architectural system incorporating towers and rooms, 
with stairways to upper levels (Mousavi 1992).°° As Herzfeld himself said (1941, p. 226), “The wall was a double 
one with casemates and loopholes, illustrating Sargon’s description of some Median towns.” The two chambers in 
which the Fortification tablets were unearthed were actual rooms in this system. In his limited referencing of the ar- 
chaeological context of the tablets, Herzfeld did in fact describe the locus of discovery as “little archival chambers,” 
clearly suggesting that they were found in a storage setting rather than a secondary setting where they functioned as 
construction fill (Herzfeld 1934, p. 231; Schmidt 1957, p. 5, n. 11). He also indicated that, in his opinion, at least 
some of the tablets had been maintained in an upper story (above the remains of a stairway) that had collapsed in 
the destruction of the site (fig. 6). At one point Herzfeld described the situation as one of active archival and also 
dead storage: 


At the northern angle the upper story had housed the offices of the guards, while the documents no 
longer used were walled up in a small room below. ... Probably the garrison was a Susian regiment of 
the ‘immortals’ (Herzfeld 1941, p. 226). 


Further on, in an oblique reference embedded in a discussion of the Apadana stairway reliefs of “Susian” 
guards, Herzfeld (1941, p. 271) noted, “On the right side, in the upper register, the guards stand at attention. These 
are the Susian regiments (which have left their trace in the shape of the 30,000 Elamite tablets of their offices ).” 
Evidently, Herzfeld, unlike Charles Breasted, imagined from the start that the Fortification texts were related to ad- 
ministrative functions connected directly to the place in which they were found, the northeast sector of the Fortifica- 
tion with its closely associated Garrison. This is interesting, as it reinforces from a different angle Herzfeld’s convic- 
tion that the architectural setting of the tablets was relevant to their archival function. 

The sense one derives of the archaeological context from the Iranian excavators of Persepolis, who succeeded 
the American team in the 1940s and 1950s, is akin to that of Herzfeld. The Iranian archaeologists’ view of the situa- 
tion seems to have made no impact at all on the scholarly tradition outside of Iran. Sami (1955, pp. 52-53) charac- 
terizes the locus of the Fortification tablets unambiguously as the “Royal Chancellery (Record Office).” He con-

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ducted further excavations at the Fortification in 1952/53, revealing two courtyards and a series of pairs of adjoining 
rooms. The shared wall of each set of paired chambers was pierced with an opening about ten centimeters wide. 

To Sami, these small openings immediately triggered the analogy with hatchways between rooms in bank and 
government offices of then contemporary Iran whose purpose was to enable officials to communicate efficiently 
and, we may presume, even to pass documents back and forth. Thus Sami conveys an architectural design in the 
Fortification complex at Persepolis that was intended quite specifically to facilitate accounting activities. 

Turning from Sami’s mid-twentieth-century analogy back to antiquity, we note that at a number of ancient west- 
em Asiatic cities administrative documents were discovered in close proximity to a service access route and/or gate- 
way (e.g., Root 1996b, pp. 6-9; to which add Young 1986 on Godin Tepe; Schmandt-Besserat 1994, p. 17, on ensu- 
ing symbolic associations; Pedersén 1998 more generally for examples). At Persepolis, there were service access 
routes to the Takht at the southeast and northwest and also, it seems, at the northeast very close to the tower in 
which the Fortification tablets were discovered.*! 

Very logically, tablets relating to activities concerning the movement of commodities and to activities taking 
place in a variety of satellite zones would have been stored close to the place where either the commodities were 
held at the ready or the transaction documents were brought into the central headquarters. The Persepolis Fortifica- 
tion tablets fit this latter scenario. Charles Jones (1990) cites evidence from the Persepolis excavation records 
housed in the Oriental Institute Museum archives that the Aramaic and Elamite tablets were found intermingled. In 
talks with Margaret Root, Professor Bowman said that Herzfeld had affirmed this to him privately. Excavation pho- 
tographs show lengthy documents and small tablets together. Potentially verifying the notion that at least some clus- 
ters of the various types of clay artifacts comprising the Fortification archive were recovered in an intermingled ar- 
ray is the manner in which they were shipped to Chicago for long-term study purposes. As we have already noted, 
the tablets were not cleaned and photographed at the site. Rather, they were impregnated with paraffin for protec- 
tion while still encrusted with dirt. Then they were packed in 2,353 numbered boxes (with additional large tins hold- 
ing very damaged fragments). The boxes contained mixes of variously sized tablets (including, for instance, large 
summary documents and small single-transaction records), tablets inscribed in Aramaic and Elamite, as well as 
uninscribed but sealed tablets. It seems likely that the tablets were unearthed in roughly the same type of heteroge- 
neous assemblage as was reflected in the quick on-site packing operation.*” 

The contents of the various individual boxes received in Chicago suggested no rationale to Hallock (1969, pp. 
1-2). The intermingling of text types might indeed have encouraged his idea that the material had been dumped in 
the Fortification as construction fill. Hallock thought of the tablets in terms of the text categories he established. A 
rational organization of them (indicating primary deposition), from his viewpoint, might by definition have necessi- 
tated arrangement by those categories. The ancient system seems rather to have operated in a kind of functional 
dialogue between the various types of texts and tablet forms.** We return to this point below. 

Our opinion is that the Fortification tablets do indeed represent an archive that was maintained intact in its 
original architectural setting. It is unfortunate that we cannot glean more about the deposition of the tablets and their 
relation to one another, but the evidence we do have points to our conclusion. By contrast, there is no evidence to 
support the idea that the tablets were moved to the Fortification from the Treasury — and certainly not as a conve- 
nient source of packing material. Instead, the architecture of the Fortification indicates that it incorporated business 
offices for working with administrative documents of a practical nature. That these offices were near the northeast- 
em service entrance to the Takht makes good sense in the context of the nature of the archive itself. 

It is widely understood that the tablets retrieved during the 1933/34 expedition must represent only the tip of the 
iceberg of this archive relating to food commodities; we can postulate that additional tablets, covering later years of 
food storage and disbursement activity in the Persepolis region, were also maintained in the Fortification and hard

by the road running the length of the eastern edge of the Takht leading to the southeast service entrance.** We can 
also postulate that other archives covering different activities were maintained there in different rooms. The iso- 
lated “Tools” text recovered with the Fortification tablets (Hallock 1973) indicates leakage from one set of archive 
rooms to another either in antiquity or in the course of Herzfeld’s clearing operation. 

It would be of great interest to know what if any door sealings were recovered along with the tablet artifacts in 
the archival deposition. It is doubtful that careful sifting occurred in the retrieval effort, but some large fragments 
might have survived.® 


ASPECTS OF ARCHIVAL FUNCTION 


The Fortification archive allows us to glimpse how a recording system using textual and representational 
mechanisms actually might have worked in its documentation of transactions at dispersed locales relating to a wide 
variety of agricultural products. It is not our intention here to attempt a full explication of this difficult topic. Never- 
theless, some commentary is essential to a discussion of the social functions of the seals impressed on the tablets. 

The PF corpus (i.e., those tablets published by Hallock in 1969) comprises clay tablets ranging in size from ca. 
2.00 cm (PF 1887) to ca. 21.70 cm (PF 1946) in greatest dimension, with the majority of the tablets fitting neatly in

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the palm of the hand. The small tablets that fit into the palm of the hand are in the shape of a truncated lozenge, the 
flattened left edge of which is itself lozenge shaped and slightly concave.* This type of artifact may be considered 
the standard size and shape of the typical PF tablet.®’ 

On these typically shaped tablets (fig. 7) text may be inscribed on four surfaces: upper edge, obverse, bottom 
edge, and reverse. Seals may be applied on as many as six surfaces: upper edge, obverse, bottom edge, reverse, left 
edge, and right edge. More than one seal may be applied to the same tablet surface. In Appendix One: Concordance 
of Seals to Tablets in Volume I the distribution patterns of seal impressions on tablets is keyed specifically to the 
seals cataloged in Volume I (those bearing images of heroic encounter). 

The anepigraphic tablets and the great majority of the typically shaped Elamite and Aramaic tablets are formed 
of clay molded at one end around the knot of a string (Hallock 1969, pp. 77-78). On most of the tablets this string 
emerged at the two ends of the concave and lozenge-shaped left edge (see fig. 7c). Although the string itself disap- 
peared long ago, the string holes at the left edge are very much in evidence on most of these tablets and are visible 
in many of the photographs illustrating the catalog.** 

It is abundantly clear that the inscribed tablets were sealed before the text was written. Repeatedly, the surface 
preparation for the inscription invades the area of the seal impression and the subsequently applied cuneiform char- 
acters invade the seal image. 

The typically shaped tablets with string seem to have been sealed and inscribed at the locales where the actual 
transactions occurred; this is suggested by the evidence of the texts themselves (including names of officials and 
places of operation) often in coordination with the evidence of the seals used on the tablets. Thus, many were sealed 
and inscribed in the immediate environs of Persepolis. Many others were inscribed and/or sealed in the field farther 
away, but still under the purview of the Persepolis regional authority.*’ Both documents created close at hand and 
those created far afield were brought to the Persepolis headquarters on the Takht and incorporated into the archival 
system. The journal (V) and account (W) texts appear to be summary compilations of the transactions and were 
probably composed centrally.” 

The system seems to us complex and perhaps redundant. It is not clear at this point exactly what purposes were 
served by the various tablet types with string. We may be seeing a mix of tablets attached to commodities, tablets 
attached to other documents (as clearly with the little U text tablets), and even tablets hung around the neck of the 
recipient (or his/her servant) in the course of disbursement routines, all of which were eventually clipped as a re- 
ceipt for the court clerks at the appropriate moment. The idea that the strings might have served to suspend the tab- 
lets from rods for storage does not seem viable.”! 

Given the apparent importance of record keeping, it is perplexing that applications of seals on the typically 
shaped tablets with string do not seem geared to guarantee visual verification at a later date. The case of inscribed

inscribed obverse surface facing the viewer. 

The tablets that differ most from the standard lozenge-shaped 
tablets are the journal and account texts (Hallock’s V and W 
texts; see Hallock 1969, pp. 55-69), which are large rectangu- 
lar tablets, and the labels (Hallock’s U texts; see Hallock 1969, 
pp. 53-55), which are small, rounded cone-shaped tablets. 
These observations on the sizes and shapes of the PF tablets 
are also valid generally for the PFNN corpus of tablets. Many 
of the tablets bearing only Aramaic texts are similar in size and 
shape to the typically shaped PF tablets. 

Stein (1993, p. 34, n. 113) remarks upon a similar practice in 
the Nuzi archive and on Middle Assyrian tablets from Assur. 

In various publications Hallock and others have in the past of- 
fered sometimes contradictory assessments of this issue (viz., 
Hallock 1977). The opinion we offer here seems now to be 
generally accepted. 

All the tablets could be subjected to neutron activation analysis 
to test for variant clay sources since it could be argued that the 
tablets were shaped around the string and sealed or inscribed 
on site, wherever and whenever they were needed. To our 
knowledge, however, there are not adequate comparison data 
on clay beds in the region against which to interpret results

royal name seals is revealing. The inscriptions were significant to the design and meaning of these official seals. 
Nevertheless, incorporation of the inscription (in full or in part) was not an essential feature of the sealing protocol 
even for these very special seals. For multiple applications of a royal name seal on one tablet, it is not always the 
case that any of the impressions will present the inscription (Root 1996a). One could argue that these royal name 
seals were so distinctive as to be easily recognizable as authentic by any ancient bureaucrat embedded in the sys- 
tem. But physical evidence shows that near duplicates existed that were certainly close enough to fool even an an- 
cient expert when seen only in a partial and perhaps idiosyncratically rolled impression (see PFS 7* [Cat.No. 4]), 
and there is ample testimony from western Asia of concern over forged seals. It seems inescapable that good record 
keeping of the food disbursement operations in the Persepolis region did not necessarily imply the capacity to verify 
the seals later, even though the texts on the tablets produced in the field were used later to supply information for 
summary texts that are also part of the archive. 

For the large number of typically shaped tablets that fit in the palm of the hand, some process of verification of 
identity might have taken place wherever the actual sealing process occurred. Indeed, it could be that many of our 
seals are best understood for now as part of a performance of identity verification at the places where the commod- 
ity transactions occurred. In such a scenario, the receiver of goods might go through the process of declaring a par- 
ticular seal to serve as his/her representative. This enactment might be followed up by the application of the appro- 
priate seal(s) to the tablet (depending upon proper protocols for specific types of persons and transactions, etc.), all 
in the presence of the personnel involved on both sides. The seals applied by administrative agents would then tes- 
tify that the agent(s) was present at this performance of identity declaration and sealing by the receiver(s) or their 
agent(s). After all this (and at essentially the same time), the text recording the transaction would have been added 
to the sealed tablet. 

PF 1809, impressed only with PFS 16* of Parnaka (on left edge and right edge), has an Aramaic notation in ink 
written directly on top of the seal impression on the left edge (the more viable impression of the two seal applica-

tions). The Aramaic note is a terse precis of the cuneiform text on the tablet, giving date, recipient, and location of 
the transaction (Hallock 1969, p. 495). This is not a common practice on the PF tablets, so we do not wish to make 
too much of it. Nevertheless, it may reinforce the sense that it was the sealing performance that mattered more for 
these particular transactions than the retrieval of pristine seal image after the fact. This is especially true when 
taken in conjunction with what is most definitely common practice on the inscribed tablets in the archive: the seal 
impressions — no matter how meticulously and elegantly presented on the tablets by the seal users — are routinely 
invaded by the preparation of the tablet surface for receipt of the cuneiform text and then subsequently by the cuts 
of the signs themselves.” 

The protocols of application and the functions of seal impressions subsequent to the moment of application are 
likely to have varied depending upon different social contexts even within the court environment. Thus we do not 
mean to suggest in our analysis of the PF tablets any universally applicable notion of sealing practice in the 
Achaemenid period. 


OTHER SEALING ARCHIVES OF THE ACHAEMENID EMPIRE 


The Fortification archive is so far a unique example of its type among those known of Achaemenid date. But 
there are ample indications that this uniqueness is largely a reflection of archaeological serendipity. Our PFS 
7*(Cat.No. 4), a royal name seal, has been identified in an impression on an Elamite tablet of Fortification type 
found at Susa without recorded context (Stolper 1992a; Garrison 1996b). This link between an important office seal 
of the Persepolis-based sector of the imperial distribution system and a tablet found at the site of Susa seems to sug- 
gest the extended purview of the administrative authority based at Persepolis. But the picture gradually emerging 
also shows that there must have been archives comparable to the Fortification archive that recorded comparable 
transactions in which other major Achaemenid installations performed as the regional hubs of their own zones. Iso- 
lated excavated finds of Achaemenid Elamite tablets from other areas of the empire confirm the notion of multiple 
localized archival mechanisms in far-flung parts of the empire that echo the Persepolitan model.?? 

Below we briefly sketch the major (and primarily excavated) Achaemenid-period archival corpora so far avail- 
able from court contexts in the heartland and satrapies, from legal, business, and temple contexts, and from a private 
archive. These corpora help contextualize features of the PF corpus and work with it to offer crucial collective evi- 
dence for glyptic studies of the Achaemenid Empire.” The texts of many tablets of Achaemenid date were pub- 
lished long ago with little or no information provided about the seals used on the tablets. As this problem is ad- 
dressed retroactively through new studies, we can expect a much-expanded range of material to be incorporated 
into broad-based analyses of seals and seal usage in the Achaemenid Empire.” 


HEARTLAND COURT CONTEXTS 


Of the four heartland royal cities of the Achaemenid Empire (Pasargadae, Persepolis, Susa, and Ecbatana), 
only Persepolis has so far revealed quantitatively significant archival material, even though all but Ecbatana have 
been the subjects of major excavations. Controlled excavations now under way at Ecbatana (modern Hamadan) 
may, of course, eventually reveal sealed archives.”°

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PERSEPOLIS: THE TREASURY 


The Persepolis Treasury tablets and labels are the other known published corpus of sealings on both inscribed 
and uninscribed clay artifacts from this heartland capital of the Achaemenid Persian Empire. They were excavated 
from the Treasury by Erich Schmidt. According to the terminology followed in Schmidt 1957, only the inscribed clay 
artifacts in this collection are termed “tablets.” We follow that terminology when discussing the Treasury corpus, al- 
though we find it problematic for reasons explained below. The tablets (some 198 either complete or largely com- 
plete plus 548 smaller fragments) are built around a string emerging from the two ends of the left edge — rather 
similar to the typically shaped PF tablets. All the Treasury tablets are inscribed in Elamite with the exception of one 
Babylonian example (Cameron 1948, pp. viii, 200; Cameron 1965). The texts reflect a limited transactional sphere 
in administrative personnel, in locale of sealing activity, and in type of activity recorded. All deal with payments by 
the Persepolis Treasury from that office between 492 and 459 B.c. (Cameron 1948; Schmidt 1957, pp. 4-5; Garrison 
1988, pp. 172-78). Almost all of these tablets are sealed, but with only one seal per tablet. In every case, the seal is 
a cylinder seal and represents an administrative agent/agency of the court Treasury. 

A related corpus includes 198 sealed clay artifacts from the Treasury (plus one from the southwest tower of the 
Apadana) that are all called “labels” in the excavation report (Schmidt 1957, p. 5). In fact, some of these labels are 
similar to the anepigraphic tablets in the Fortification archive. They are tablet shaped and (like the Treasury tablets 
and the typically shaped Fortification tablets, both inscribed and anepigraphic) are formed around a string that 
emerges from the two ends of the left edge. Other clay artifacts from the group that Schmidt called “labels” are in 
fact what could conventionally be called “bullae,” lumps of clay affixed freehand around a string, a container, or a 
commodity and impressed with seals. These must once have locked/labeled diplomatic gifts, other commodities, 
and/or document rolls.” 

The anepigraphic tablet-shaped labels and the labels that are actually bullae are multiply sealed with a mix of 
seals that sometimes includes the cylinders encountered on the tablets alongside other seals: additional cylinder 
seals as well as stamp seals with variously contoured edges and pointed elliptical signet ring bezels. Among the 
seals not represented on the tablets, but only on the labels, a variety of carving styles occur, including interesting 
Hellenizing types as well as types in conventional Greek styles. The labels bearing impressions of administrative 
cylinder seals were presumably produced and sealed right at Persepolis. But some of the bulla-type labels that do 
not incorporate seals of the Treasury personnel as known from the tablets could well have been sealed at the points 
of origin of the commodities being locked/labeled. In theory, points of origin might have been anywhere within the 
purview of the vast Achaemenid hegemony or on its imperial horizon. 

The seals impressed on the Treasury tablets and labels are the closest body of material to those of the Fortifica- 
tion archive. Several officials functioning in the context of the Fortification archive re-appear still active later in 
Treasury transactions. Four seals in the PF corpus continued to be used on the Treasury tablets:°° PFS 113* (Cat.No. 
19) = PTS 4*; PFS 71* (II) = PTS 33*; PFS 451s (II) = PTS 61s; and PFS 1084* (III) = PTS 42*. Another seal oc- 
curring on the PF tablets, PFS 1567* (II), used by ASbazana (= Gk. Aspathines), was originally collated by Hallock 
(1969, p. 78) with PTS 14*. But Treasury seal PTS 14* is in fact a later version of PFS 1567* (II), displaying dis- 
tinct stylistic differences (Garrison and Root 1996, p. 9; Garrison 1998). In addition to men such as ASbazana whose 
presence links the two archives, it is also noteworthy that the king figures as a party in transactions in both the Forti- 
fication and Treasury archives. 

Despite many links, the Fortification and Treasury archives are quite different in certain respects. The Treasury 
material is much more limited quantitatively. Of the seventy-seven discrete seals documented in the entire Treasury 
corpus, forty-three are cylinder seals and thirty-four are stamp seals and signet rings. Only seventeen of the forty- 
three cylinder seals represented in the entire Treasury corpus are used on the tablets. Thus, only seventeen of the 
seventy-seven seals can be associated with texts. Of these seventeen cylinder seals, two are used so frequently as to

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account for over one-half of the total number of seal impressions on the tablets (Garrison 1988, p. 175). Obviously, 
the PF corpus alone is much larger with its ca. 1,417 discrete seals (including the analytically illegible ones) as op- 
posed to only seventy-seven seals on all the published Treasury tablets and labels combined. The very small number 
of additional Treasury tablets that have not yet been published does not significantly alter this relationship. The very 
large number of still unpublished Fortification tablets does, however, significantly expand the quantitative gap in fa- 
vor of that archive. When we acknowledge the added feature of the multiple applications of many of the seals on the 
PF tablets, the expansiveness of potential data to be derived from the PF corpus is even more evident. 

Furthermore, the seals used on the PF tablets provide information on a broader cross-section of society than do 
those on the Treasury tablets and labels. The seals used on the Treasury tablets are restricted to those of the admin- 
istrative officials involved, while the PF documents, as we have seen, frequently display the seals of individuals in- 
volved in a wide variety of administrative activities and state-related travel. Some of the Treasury bulla-type labels 
should perhaps be examined as a separate category of evidence in order to determine if possible the likelihood of 
their production at Persepolis versus far afield. A useful project would involve a return to the Treasury corpus of 
bulla-type labels, examining them artifactually for clues to usage (via the undersides) and locales of production/ 
sealing (perhaps via neutron activation analysis). 

Most of the seals used on the inscribed Treasury tablets are carved in the Court Style. This reflects the particular 
group of people and offices represented on these documents. Thus, when taken in conjunction with the seals on the 
PF tablets they offer important evidence on the meaning, development, and flowering of this prestigious style in the 
heart of the empire. 

The Treasury labels sealed with cylinder seals of Treasury administrators as well as with ring bezels of uniden- 
tifiable individuals offer important evidence on the chronology of these ring seals. Since ring seals do not seem to 
have been used on the PF tablets but are used on Treasury labels (together with a royal name seal of Xerxes), we 
can establish quite close dating parameters for the emerging popularity of this seal form. Numerous Greek-style 
pointed elliptical ring seals appear on the Treasury labels. Once again, the associations of some of these items with 
closely dated seals provide rare chronological fixed points for iconographies and styles in Greek glyptic.” 


PERSEPOLIS: POST-HERZFELD DISCOVERIES IN THE FORTIFICATION 


In recent excavations in the Fortification at Persepolis, Iranian excavators have made a tantalizing discovery: a 
jar containing fifty-two anepigraphic sealed tablets. Tadjvidi (1970, p. 187) notes that “most of them” show the king 
(i.e., a crowned figure) forcing a Greek soldier to his knees. None of the seals in the PFS corpus bear an image re- 
motely similar to this, but the same seal was used on five Treasury bulla-type labels (PTS 28: Schmidt 1957, pp. 10— 
11, 29, and pl. 9).'°° The scene preserved on tablets in Tadjvidi’s discovery and also on the Treasury sealings (as 
PTS 28) includes a file of Greek captives as well as the victor spearing a kneeling Greek (see Tadjvidi 1976 for il- 
lustrations of two of the bullae from the Fortification jar). The seal represented in these impressions seems stylisti- 
cally and also by association with the Treasury corpus to date to the Xerxes-Artaxerxes era. The find corroborates 
the notion that parts of the Fortification complex were used to house active administration archives. This assem- 
blage, which was still contained in a jar, is hardly likely to have been discarded fill. Furthermore, it suggests that we 
may expect to find additional inscribed tablets in this area of the site, relating to the anepigraphic sealed tablets in 
the jar and expanding chronologically upon the Fortification archive of Darius I. (The nature of the business to 
which the Tadjvidi discovery relates remains to be determined, pending excavation and publication of linked in- 
scribed tablets from the surrounding area.)

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SUSA 


Documented excavations at Susa have revealed no inscribed administrative tablets of Achaemenid date (though 
see Business/Legal/Temple Contexts, below). Indeed, remarkably few isolated tablets and bullae of Achaemenid 
date have been excavated at Susa or found in the environs (Boucharlat 1990, p. 155; Garrison 1996b). This is para- 
doxical in contrast to Persepolis since Susa is traditionally characterized in scholarship as the administrative capital 
of the Persian Empire. Several of the isolated seal impressions from Susa display close ties to earlier Elamite tradi- 
tion and are generally considered pre-Achaemenid, although in certain cases they could as easily be borderline 
(Amiet 1973a, 1973b). Only eight sealed bullae are cataloged by Amiet as dating to the Achaemenid period, two of 
which display Egyptian or Egyptianizing scarab sealings. The remaining six bear impressions of seals displaying 
fully developed Achaemenid characteristics (Amiet 1972, pp. 284-86, pls. 37, 189-90, nos. 2202-03, 2226-29). 
Except for the lone Elamite tablet sealed with PFS 7* (Cat.No. 4) for which there is no documented evidence of its 
discovery in the Susa excavation records, none of these Susa sealings remain associated with a dated document nor 
do any retain association with other possible explicit chronological or socio-historical indicators (such as a name in- 
scription). 


SATRAPAL COURT CONTEXTS 


Provenanced corpora of seal impressions relating to official archives at provincial government sites of the 
Achaemenid Empire are known from Daskyleion-Ergili (the satrapal headquarters of Phrygia) and from Mem- 
phis.!°! In both instances the seal impressions are preserved on bullae that are now divorced from their original asso- 
ciated texts or commodities. No archive from Sardis, satrapal capital of Lydia in the Achaemenid Empire, has yet 
been recovered, even in the form of detached sealed bullae.!™ 


PHRYGIA: DASKYLEION 


The Daskyleion material apparently represents some 193 legible individual seals multiply applied for a total of 
some 415 impressions. It includes two seals with the royal name inscription of Xerxes, giving one chronological an- 
chor of 486-465 B.C., and another seal with the royal name of Artaxerxes, presumably Artaxerxes I, giving another 
chronological anchor of 465-425 B.C. Stylistic criteria suggest the likelihood, however, that some of the seals ex- 
tend in date of manufacture down into the fourth century B.C. The Daskyleion group is the major corpus of directly 
court-related sealings from a western provincial palace environment. Although lacking in associated textual infor- 
mation, their significant number, magnificent quality, repertorial richness, and significant indications of east-west 
cultural exchange make these impressions a critical resource (Garrison in press). Kaptan’s preliminary publications 
(e.g., Kaptan 1996a, 1996b) already indicate important aspects of the relationship between Greek stylistic and 
iconographical elements and heartland Persian elements. 


EGYPT: MEMPHIS 


The sealed bullae from the palace office at Memphis constitute a small corpus of sealings apparently dating to 
the fifth century B.C. All but one of the bullae seem to be from parcels, the exception occurring on a tablet. Twenty 
of the seal designs represented (nos. 21-39, 46) are clearly of Achaemenid type and date (Petrie et al. 1910, pp. 42— 
43, pls. 35-37). Although several seals impressed on the Memphis bullae are similar to seals in the PFS corpus,

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none seems to represent an identical seal. Several are extremely interesting and suggest subtle blendings of Persian 
and Egyptian iconography and style. One, for example, is a cylinder presenting a ritual scene involving ministra- 
tions over an animal with a seated personage looking on; another is a cylinder displaying a winged hero figure as 
well as a crowned scorpion-man performing as an archer, all between unusual Egyptian floral borders (Petrie et al. 
1910, pls. 35-36/39, 37/46). These bullae were misplaced at the Ashmolean Museum during World War II and thus 
are no longer available for firsthand analysis. 


EGYPT: DECONTEXTUALIZED LETTERS WITH SEALED BULLAE 


The Aramaic correspondence on leather dealing with the affairs of the Achaemenid prince and satrap Arsam in 
Egypt deserves mention here (Driver 1957). Some thirteen written documents plus fragments comprise the archive 
of letters primarily dealing with the administration of royal domains in Egypt. Ten of the letters are actually from 
Arsam himself; they are all closely connected and form a substantively coherent group with Arsam’s name running 
through the entirety. The letters must date to the late fifth century B.C. Although unfortunately lacking any archaeo- 
logical context, the documents are extremely important for their contents. Furthermore, the leather pouch associated 
with the letters is a unique example demonstrating how the many couriers cited in the PF texts must have carried 
their “sealed documents of the king.” In the leather pouch holding the Arsam correspondence were several bullae 
impressed with Arsam’s personal cylinder seal bearing, in the field, the Aramaic inscription “seal of Arsam the 
prince” (Driver 1957, pp. 3-4; Moorey 1978, p. 143, fig. 8). This seal shows two dismounted equestrians in combat 
below a winged symbol and a crescent, with slain figures below. It is, to our knowledge, the only personal seal of an 
Achaemenid prince or a satrap so far securely identified as such. There is no similar seal type in the PFS corpus. 


EGYPT(?) TO MESOPOTAMIA(?): 
A SMALL CORPUS OF DECONTEXTUALIZED SEALED TABLETS 


A cluster of eight anepigraphic sealed tablets/groups of tablets with string holes (similar in shape to the typi- 
cally shaped PF tablets) has been brought together by Goetze (1944) from disparate collections. Although 
decontextualized, specific aspects of the material raise many important issues relevant to the study of Achaemenid 
seals through sealed tablets. This justifies our inclusion of the group here. 

All the tablets display the same four cylinder seals impressed according to the same protocol on multiple tablet 
surfaces. The entire collection of tablets must (because of the identical nature of tablets, seals, and sealing proto- 
cols) emanate from the same environment and the same historical moment. One of the tablets is “said to have come 
from” Tello (ancient Girsu) in southern Mesopotamia (Goetze 1944, p. 97). If this information is correct, then all of 
them presumably derive from this site. Whatever the provenance of the tablets, the four seals impressed upon them 
are uniformly magnificent prestige items of great intrinsic interest. They must derive from a high-level courtly ad- 
ministrative context. Based only on examination of the published photographs, they would classify as Court Style 
products. None are identical with any seal in the PFS corpus, and all of them may be about a generation later than 
any of the Court Style seals in the PFS corpus. One of the seals (Goetze’s “d’”; 1944, pp. 100-01, pl. 11) displays 
heraldic winged creatures flanking a name-ring crowned with volutes according to Goetze (they look more like 
addorsed animal protomes from the published photographs). Over this, a winged symbol hovers. The inscription, al- 
though in Aramaic letters, may render an Old Persian epithet that Goetze (1944, p. 100) tentatively reads “he who 
brings about good peace.” Such an epithet, he argues, would have distinct royal resonance among Persians. 

The Egyptian associations of the name-ring on Goetze’s seal “d” suggest the possibility that the tablets were 
sealed at a court office in Egypt and were originally affixed to royal commodities sent from there to a palatial instal- 
lation in Mesopotamian Girsu (assuming that the putative Tello provenance of the one tablet is actually correct).!° 
The content of the letters of Prince Arsam (see above) is only one clear piece of evidence among many of the fluid

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exchange of imperial goods as well as services and personnel between Egypt and western Asia under the Achae- 
menid hegemony. A great deal of work is being done now on Achaemenid Egypt in connection with provocative 
new archaeological discoveries (Briant 1997, pp. 32-37). Ultimately, it may be possible to comment further on the 
potential links of the seals presented here with an Achaemenid-Egyptian context of production. 

The tablets on which the seals are impressed are, of course, another matter. They might well have been fash- 
ioned and sealed in Egypt. But what was their ultimate trans-empire destination? Goetze (1944) expressed some 
skepticism about the Tello provenance for the tablets because ancient Girsu is not considered an Achaemenid site. 
But we are much more aware now of the archaeological and historiographic issues that have tended to mute the 
record of the Achaemenid presence at many sites, even sites such as Sardis where we know that presence had to 
have been impressive indeed (viz., Root 1991, on the problem). Although not much is currently known about Girsu 
for a long stretch between the early second millennium and the middle of the second century B.C., the site was ap- 
parently inhabited. Further work (or re-examination of the old records of the French mission) may yield interesting 
results for Achaemenid times.!™ 


BUSINESS /LEGAL /TEMPLE CONTEXTS 
BABYLONIA 


The Murasi business archive from Nippur (454-404 B.C.) includes approximately 800 tablets inscribed in 
Babylonian cuneiform and bearing impressions of 657 seals. The texts and seals have now been analyzed exten- 
sively (Stolper 1985; Stolper 1992b; Bregstein 1993; Bregstein 1996; Donbaz and Stolper 1997; Pedersén 1998, p. 
199). Types of seals used on the tablets include elliptical-shaped ring bezels as well as cylinders and stamps. Once 
visual documentation of all the Murasti evidence has been published by Bregstein and at the level necessary for 
fine-tuned iconographic, stylistic, and hand-attribution analysis, this corpus will offer wonderful potential similar in 
scope to that provided by the PFS corpus (Bregstein 1993, p. 113). Bregstein’s important analyses of seal usage and 
of the relation of seal imagery to individual seal owners already make a major contribution to glyptic research in the 
Achaemenid period, particularly within the Babylonian region of the empire. Captions to seal impressions on the 
Murasii tablets enable more consistently secure links between seals and users named in the texts than is possible 
with the PF tablets. Remarkably, the latest dated texts (reign of Darius II) seem to indicate that by that time owner- 
ship of the Murasti family holdings had been transferred to Prince Arsam, the satrap of Egypt whose correspondence 
and personal seal we have just mentioned. The seal known through impressed bullae associated with his Egyptian 
correspondence is not, however, preserved on the Murasii documents. 

The Kasr archive from Babylon is comprised of approximately 950 clay tablets recording lease and loan agree- 
ments (Pedersén 1998, p. 184). Those bearing dates provide a range within the reigns of Artaxerxes I and Darius II 
(465-404 B.c.). This collection is thus essentially contemporaneous with the MuraSti archive; indeed, there is some 
overlap in actual seals used in these two Babylonian archives (Klengel-Brandt 1969; Stolper 1990a). The Kasr cor- 
pus exemplifies numerous problems of archive analysis for Achaemenid Mesopotamia caused by negligence in the 
field, inadequate recording and publication, and the negative effects of the antiquities trade, all contributing to the 
dismantling of the corpus (van Driel 1987; Kuhrt 1990, pp. 182-83). 

A very large archive of clay tablets excavated at Sippar northwest of Babylon includes a group of some 32,000 
Babylonian documents dating to the Neo-Babylonian and early Achaemenid periods (from the reign of 
Nabopolassar down into the second year of Xerxes [ca. 625-486 B.C.]). The archive is important not least for the in- 
formation it reveals on storage procedures in a temple context at this time (Pedersén 1998, pp. 195-97). One collec-

The small- 
ness of the sample, its great chronological range, plus the heavily traditional Babylonian milieu of the archive com- 
bine to make this a rather idiosyncratic collection for purposes of analytical comparison with the PFS corpus. Inter- 
esting observations about the interplay of seals used by different categories of persons do, however, suggest ways in 
which heartland Persian representational strategies worked and were deployed over time in relation to local tradi- 
tional forms within this particular Babylonian environment. 

Additional Achaemenid material from Babylon is surveyed by Pedersén (1998, pp. 187-91; e.g., his Babylon 
13, a private archive dating to Darius I and Xerxes, as yet unpublished; Babylon 14, a private or temple archive dat- 
ing to Darius I; Babylon 15, the illicitly recovered archive of the Egibi family, with references). Recent work on ar- 
chival material from Uruk is also now available but has come to our attention too late to be incorporated analyti- 
cally here or in the catalog entries for Volume I (Ehrenberg 1999). 

Archives of Hellenistic documents may in some cases preserve material actually of Achaemenid date (e.g., 
Oelsner 1986). 


SUSA 


A handful of Babylonian legal texts of Achaemenid date seem to have been drafted at Susa, even though they 
relate to Murasii family dealings that were centered at Nippur. They are without archaeological context, but their 
relation to the Murasii archive (above, Babylonia) particularly merits their mention here. Issues they have raised 
are informative on aspects of the cosmopolitanism of society during the Achaemenid Empire (Stolper 1992b). 

Joannés (1990) has published two Babylonian tablets from Susa (both date to one of the Artaxerxes and are le- 
gal rather than state administrative texts). The seals used on these two documents were published by Amiet (1973a, 
pls. 16 [72], 17 [76: 1-6]). The carving styles and iconographies of the seals used do not have an obvious correspon- 
dence with the ethnic identifications of the names cited in the transactions (e.g., an individual using an Egyptian 
name does not use an Egyptian or Egyptianizing seal). This has led Joannés to suggest (p. 180) that in the multi-cul- 
tural context of the empire it would be fruitless to seek correlations between seal style/imagery and the ethnicity of 
the seal owner (as determined by the name the individual uses). Rather, he proposes that these variables relate to 
the predilections or background of the seal carver. As more scholars begin working through such questions with the 
published seal evidence of the PF tablets and the MuraSii tablets, perhaps this important line of questioning can be 
addressed against a backdrop of a larger sample. It seems likely that patron choices frequently reflected within the 
PFS corpus are in fact related to the biography of the individual in some sense. But these choices often reflect com- 
plexly layered allusive interests in and relationships to visual culture accessible in the multi-cultural environment of 
the empire. 


PALESTINE 


The collection of sealed bullae presumably once attached to the legal papyri from the Wadi ed-Daliyeh (Cave 
I) in the area of Samaria north of Jerusalem is a significant corpus (Leith 1997).!° Unfortunately, it is not derived 
from a controlled archaeological context. Samaria was, however, a key administrative center of the Achaemenid 
Empire. It is likely that the papyri belonged to Samaritan refugees who, in flight from the Macedonians in the fourth 
century B.C., brought their most important legal papers with them when they sought shelter in Cave I. There are 
some sixty-one distinct (and legible) seals used to produce the impressions on the corpus of bullae that Leith pub- 
lished (information culled from Leith 1997, pp. 4—5, 23, and a tally of her images); Leith’s publication does not in- 
clude all the bullae thought to be connected to the Wadi ed-Daliyeh corpus (Leith 1997, pp. 3-6). The papyri with 
which the detached sealed bullae are originally considered to have been associated have date formulae in Persian

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regnal years giving parameters of 375-365 B.C. and 335 B.C. Their contents have suggested to Leith that the own- 
ers/users of the seals were affluent local people of Samaria “who administered the city and its province for their 
Persian overlords” (Leith 1997, p. 6; but cf. Gropp 1986, p. vi, who characterizes the owners of the documents as 
simply “wealthy patricians of Samaria”). This seems borne out by the representational repertoire on the seals used. 
Although there is some overlap in seal imagery between the Wadi ed-Daliyeh corpus and the PFS corpus, it is inter- 
esting that the winged symbol is completely absent in this corpus even from seal types which relate in other ways to 
heartland Achaemenid imagery. Although opinion is divided as to whether this symbol actually depicts the god 
Ahuramazda within the iconographical program of Achaemenid Persian art, there is little if any question that it sym- 
bolizes crucial concepts of Zoroastrian faith or Mazdaism on some level (Sancisi-Weerdenburg 1995, p. 1042; com- 
mentary on PFS 7* [Cat.No. 4], herein). Its absence from the iconography of the Wadi ed-Daliyeh seals thus sug- 
gests a capacity among this Jewish population to maintain distance from Achaemenid religious reference. For the 
most part, the sealings from the Wadi ed-Daliyeh archive reflect western imperial koine styles, and they are crucial 
evidence in ongoing investigations of cultural continuities and discontinuities between Achaemenid and Hellenistic 
Syro-Palestine.!°° 

Numerous isolated finds of sealed bullae have been retrieved from excavations at various sites in Judah, the ri- 
val region to the south of Samaria, and its surrounding countryside (Stern 1971). They are no longer associated with 
documents or commodities, and it is not clear in what context the seals were used. Stern, who has published an inter- 
esting analysis of a group of these items, makes a case for administrative use based upon the representational evo- 
cations of heartland Achaemenid Persian court glyptic on these anepigraphic figural seals (Stern 1990).!° 

Active ongoing archaeology in Israel holds great potential for pursuing further (undoubtedly with ever-expand- 
ing evidence) some of the important suggestions already put forth (e.g., Uehlinger 1999).1 


PRIVATE (ARTISANAL) CONTEXT 
UR 


Another type of collection is the hoard of approximately 200 ancient impressions in clay found in a coffin at Ur 
(Legrain 1951, pp. 47-53; Porada 1960; Bregstein 1993, pp. 65-69; Collon 1996). These impressions document 
seals, coins, and details on metalware. One cast of an Athenian tetradrachm has been used to establish a possible 
terminus post quem of about 460 B.c. for the burial. But there are some indications that the collection was perhaps 
added to much later, after 400 B.C. (Collon 1996, p. 78). This cache presumably represents an artist’s collection of 
models. It validates the concept that glyptic artists in Achaemenid times self-consciously and systematically con- 
sulted broad-based repertoires of style and imagery. The collection is diverse in its amalgamation of Mesopotamian 
antique images, Achaemenid images, and Greek images, suggesting a varied set of interests on the part of this 
artisan’s patrons in the heart of Mesopotamia during the Achaemenid Empire. It also demonstrates that imagery 
shared between seal, coin, and toreutic production was a critical feature of the creative environment. This is an as- 
pect of the cultural landscape in the Persian Empire that needs more analysis.'© The seals used on the PF tablets in- 
clude at least two that are actually coins: PFS 1616s (III) (Starr 1976; Root 1997) and PFS 1393s (II) (Root 1988; 
Root 1989).

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PART THREE: GUIDE TO THE THREE-VOLUME CATALOG 
CONCEPTUAL ORGANIZATION OF THE MATERIAL 


Originally this project was envisioned as a traditional catalogue raisonné for which the major effort would rest 
in searching for comparanda among published seals. In the end, it has become apparent that our main obligation is, 
first, to document the seals on the PF tablets visually and verbally at the highest level within our means, and, sec- 
ond, to integrate the seals so documented into the structure of the archive as much as possible given the current state 
of research in this area. Stress has thus shifted from fitting the seals used on the PF tablets into comparative relation- 
ships with previously known (and often unprovenanced) seal artifacts. The goal now is rather to provide a research 
tool that will enable the scholarly community to use our documentation in a variety of interpretive agendas, with the 
seals on the PF tablets serving as a standard of reference against which other material can be evaluated. 

Each seal in the PFS corpus is documented in a discrete catalog entry. In addition, we offer a many-layered ap- 
paratus that invites intra-archival explorations across the entire PFS corpus. The sheer size of this corpus compels 
us, however, to divide the publication into three volumes. 

We have chosen to divide the material into these three volumes according to representational categories. Cata- 
logs of ancient western Asiatic seals, seal impressions, and ivories often arrange material by stylistic groups. Our 
decision to depart from that model, privileging representation, was in part based on practical considerations. It has 
been possible to isolate and define the different representational categories in the corpus as a first-level endeavor 
while work in refining our categorizations of stylistic nuance proceeds on a seal-by-seal basis. To have based the 
catalog structure on stylistic groupings would have meant an unacceptable deferral of publication of the volumes be- 
cause it would have necessitated waiting until final interpretive work had been accomplished on every seal before 
publishing Volume I. In substantive rather than practical terms, one of the most remarkable aspects of the PFS cor- 
pus is the great variety of imagery it documents at the Persian court. This cultural context is often dismissed for its 
limited repertoire of visual expression. Thus it seems particularly important to redress the balance by allowing the 
reader immediate, systematic access to the representational variety and complexity highlighted through a thematic 
organization.!!° 

Various other organizational options for our catalog might have included grouping the seals in relation to spe- 
cific features of the documents with which they are associated, such as names of users. Alas, the PF tablets do not 
include name captions next to seal impressions, and, as we have already explained, user protocols are unambiguous 
for only two text types within the archive. Thus, explorations of relationships between text information about indi- 
vidual types of (or parties to) transactions and the seal imagery deployed in the service of these administrative ac- 
tivities needs to be facilitated by our catalog; such discussions will certainly continue to emerge in focused projects. 

In sum, we reached our decision to organize the catalog by representational categories after weighing the op- 
tions carefully. We established a hierarchy of information so as to privilege the seals as works of art, listing them 
first by representation and second by style. This then invites the reader to consider the seals as social tools in active 
use within a particular administrative environment. 

The internal organization of seals in each volume seeks to show relationships between similar composition 
types across the entire stylistic spectrum present in the PFS corpus (see, e.g., Part Four: Typology of Images in Vol- 
ume I, below). This organizational principle avoids imposition of an arbitrary division of the material according to 
presumed notions of the history of stylistic development. Instead, the organization privileges a different aspect of 
historicity, the historicity of active use embedded in the Fortification archive. All the seals in the PFS corpus (with 
their stylistic and iconographic diversity and their various social categories of users) were part of the same visible 
and functional world of the Persepolis region for at least a brief collective transactional moment between 509 and 
494 B.C. In that sense they have their own collective internal history. They are a portfolio of visual possibilities that 
were all unquestionably at hand in the Persian heartland at Persepolis during the middle years of the reign of Darius I.

42 SEALS ON THE PERSEPOLIS FORTIFICATION TABLETS, VOLUME I: IMAGES OF HEROIC ENCOUNTER 


All three volumes of the catalog follow the basic Volume I format, except for differences in organization neces- 
sitated by the more diverse subject matters offered in Volumes II and III. The final volume includes updated and 
comprehensive concordances and appendices synthesizing data across the entire three-volume set. 

Throughout the volumes each seal (PFS) is given a catalog number (Cat.No.) alongside its PFS number. The 
catalog number provides an internal finding aid of sequential numbers from the first seal cataloged in Volume I to 
the last one cataloged in Volume III. Seals that are discussed in Volume I but cataloged in subsequent volumes are 
cited here by PFS number and also parenthetically by a II or a III to designate the volume in which they appear. All 
seals in the PFS corpus that are referred to in Volume I and also cataloged in Volume I incorporate the parenthetical 
catalog number. The seals are known in scholarly literature by PFS number. This should remain the case. To avoid 
confusion between the catalog number and the PFS number we always cite a given seal as “PFS plus number,” not 
resorting to alternatives such as “seal plus number” just for the sake of variety. 


DEFINITION OF A MAIN SCENE 


Determinations of appropriate volume designation have been made on the basis of the main scene represented 
on each seal, whether a heroic encounter, scenes of human activity, or images of animals, creatures, plants, and geo- 
metric devices. Although so-called terminal field motifs on cylinder seals are crucial features of seal design and 
iconographical program (Root 1999a, pp. 160-61), they often introduce a different category of imagery (see Appen- 
dix Eight: Iconographic Features on Seals in Volume I, under Terminal Field Motifs). Thus, for instance, PFS 1071 
(Cat.No. 29) is classified as a hero seal by virtue of its main scene, but this same seal bears a terminal field device 
of a winged symbol with figure emergent supported by two rampant, winged, human-headed bull or lion creatures 
with human arms in the atlas pose. This symbolic support motif exists as the main (and only) scene on numerous 
Achaemenid seals including examples in Volume II, but here on PFS 1071 it cedes status to the hero image for the 
purposes of organization of the catalog.''! This does not mean that we discount the significance of terminal field de- 
signs. Quite the contrary, it becomes apparent when we discuss issues of seal application patterns in the PFS corpus 
that the catalog seeks to awaken scholarly interest in the interplay of features that we characterize (for lack of bet- 
ter terms) as main scenes, terminal field elements (including inscriptions), and symbols placed elsewhere in the 
compositional field (elements that are often called fillers rather dismissively in the literature). 


VOLUME I: IMAGES OF HEROIC ENCOUNTER 


It has long been recognized that images of heroic encounter enjoyed a great popularity in Achaemenid-period 
glyptic. They appear in all styles and in myriad iconographical and compositional variations. Images of heroic en- 
counter account for more seal designs than any other single motif. Approximately 27% of the entire PFS corpus of 
analytically legible seals definitely comprise heroic scenes. A number of seals grouped in Volume III preserve only 
segments of rampant animals. Some of these fragmentary images must also belong to hero seals. Were we able to 
reconstruct them more fully, they would further swell the tally of hero seals. 

The seals on the PF tablets preserving the theme of heroic encounter were first studied by Garrison (1988). A 
few seals that were not included in Garrison 1988 are included in Volume I. These changes are due either to better 
readings of seal designs resulting from further work with the tablets or to definitional adjustments to the hero cat- 
egory. Those seals in Garrison 1988 that have been reclassified appear in Volume II. All such changes are noted in 
the relevant catalog entries. 

We define a scene of heroic encounter as one in which a protagonist exerts power or control over animals or 
creatures in a manner that explicitly transcends the plausible. Carried with this definition is a notion of an emblem- 
atic display rather than a clearly narrative scenario set in the context of, for example, a hunting scene. The line be- 
tween a scene that transcends the plausible via an unrealistic display of power relationships and one that takes place

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in a more or less realistic narrative context is sometimes blurry, but overall the distinction works to create a notional 
system for analysis. This notional system is rarely articulated explicitly in the literature, but it is conventionally ac- 
cepted. The hero is usually a male human figure, with details of dress and bearing open to much variety. There are 
no recognized female heroes in the PFS corpus. The hero may also be a hybrid being (such as a winged human fig- 
ure) or even a composite animal creature who assumes the role of a human-type figure but has minimal human 
physical attributes, as on PFS 1* (Cat.No. 182). Similarly, the subject of the hero’s exercise may be any type of real 
or fantastic creature. The range is great. 

Specifically within the PFS corpus, we have attempted rigor in interpreting formal qualification as a hero scene. 
The heroic protagonist must demonstrably make contact with the object of his involvement or at minimum, with a 
fragmentary image, be most plausibly interpreted to have done so. Thus, for instance, we separate out from the cor- 
pus of potential scenes of heroic control a seal such as PFS 1312s (II). Here, the compositional format of a human 
flanked by fish creatures might have indicated an image of heroic control, but since no actual contact seems to be 
made by the central figure the seal is placed in Volume II. Similarly, there are numerous seals in Volume II display- 
ing images of human figures in stasis confronting at a distance potentially dangerous animals or fantastic creatures. 
One could conceivably argue that the aura of control exists in such scenes since the psychological force of the hu- 
man figure could be said to keep the creature at bay. With the feature of direct physical engagement unexpressed, 
however, the valences of such scenes seem to reside in another realm that is not best described by the term “heroic.” 
Scenes depicting a protagonist leading an animal in procession are found in Volume II rather than Volume I, even 
though they too may in some cases share the element of the implausible with the traditional heroic encounter. 

The most difficult challenges have been posed by scenes such as that on PFS 1166 (II). This seal displays a 
chariot hunt scene in which one passenger reaches out the back of the vehicle to grasp a large animal by the hind 
leg. Obviously, it shares some important features with a traditional heroic encounter, but it also crosses the line into 
a definite hunt scene with narrative qualities. By our decision to place this seal in Volume II rather than in Volume 
I, PFS 1166 (II) takes its place alongside the many other hunting scenes depicting chariots, a significant icono- 
graphical cluster that is best kept together. 

We discuss aspects of the history and meanings of images of heroic encounter in Part Four: Images in Volume I, 
below. 


VOLUME II: IMAGES OF HUMAN ACTIVITY 


Volume II represents about 30% of the entire PFS corpus of analytically legible seals, including a wide variety 
of scene types best described as relating to human activity. The protagonists of this human activity can be human 
figures, human creatures, animals acting as humans, or fantastic creatures acting as humans. The single largest cat- 
egory of imagery is the archer scene, which covers at least 31% of the seals in Volume II (approximately 9.6% of 
the entire legible PFS corpus). As with the hero scenes, the archer scenes are extraordinarily varied in style, compo- 
sition, and iconography. And as with the hero scenes, the archer scenes include an array of protagonists who depart 
from the traditional human form (including, e.g., centaurs). Other categories of representation include additional 
hunting scenes, many involving chariots; formal dispositions and processions of figures, including worship and cult 
scenes of Assyrian, Babylonian, and Persian types; scenes of seated figures, including presentation scenes and ban- 
quet scenes; genre scenes; and a small number of martial scenes and isolated figural studies.!!? Occasionally, seals 
are included in Volume II that could plausibly go in Volume III. An example is PFS 650 (II). Here a human-headed 
winged goat(?) participates in an animal contest scene, but this particular figure is the dominant aggressor and 
wields a spear in the manner of a human combatant. We have opted to include this seal with others of human activ- 


ity.

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VOLUME HI: ANIMALS, CREATURES, PLANTS, AND GEOMETRIC DEVICES 


Volume III is the largest, embracing approximately 43% of the analytically legible PFS corpus. It includes many 
examples of the age-old animal-contest motif in a variety of guises. All cases in which a hybrid creature, even if hu- 
man headed (e.g., a sphinx), performs like an animal rather than a human are incorporated in Volume III. There are 
many isolated animal or creature studies, some of which are stunning tours de force. Isolated floral and geometric 
displays are less frequent, but several examples pose interesting questions concerning the use of antique seals or 
archaizing imagery reaching across vast temporal stretches. 


DOCUMENTATION OF THE SEALS: VOLUMES I-III 
NUMBERING AND COLLATING 


HALLOCK’S LEGACY 


In the course of his work on the Fortification texts, Richard T. Hallock became interested in the seal impres- 
sions. His interest was in their possible usefulness as verifiers of information on administrative protocols, personnel, 
and places as given in the texts. He painstakingly noted their occurrences in his work on the texts, and he attempted 
to keep track of multiple occurrences of the same seal used on different tablets. He drew sketches of many of the 
impressions (fig. 8). Usually these are sketches of an individual impression. They rarely represent an attempt to col- 
late information gleaned from all recognized impressions. Nor are they intended in any way to convey stylistic infor- 
mation or carefully studied iconographical details.!° 

Hallock assigned numbers to the 314 seals that he thought occurred on more than one PF tablet. According to 
the principle of his graduated numbering scheme, PFS 1* (Cat.No. 182) occurs on the largest number of tablets; the 
number of tablet occurrences descends from there in the sequence of PFS 1* through PFS 314. The graduating num- 
bers do not take into account the fact that a seal may frequently occur several times on one tablet. For Hallock, such 
instances did not qualify as “multiple occurrences.” Hallock’s scheme was devised by a scholar thinking primarily in 
terms of the texts, tablet by tablet, and secondarily in terms of the seals as diagnostic agents for the texts, tablet by 
tablet. Work that privileges exploration of the seals impressed on the tablets as social tools and works of art with in- 
herent significance demands more focused tabulations. 

Hallock’s attempts to identify individual seals and to track them across the 2,087 PF tablets enabled scholars to 
begin discussing some aspects of seal usage with respect to the tracking of seals in the PFS 1*—314 range (by num- 
ber) across Hallock’s published texts. The secondary literature is by now quite vast and much of it figures in catalog 
entries for individual seals. For the most part, this scholarship on seal usage works with the seals conceptually (as 
numbers that signify discrete administrative tools and thus also signify the presence of a specific person or the loca- 
tion of a transaction at a specific place). Despite the fact that these interpretive studies are not dealing with the 
seals as visual representations, they are dependent upon the accuracy of formal analysis of the seal representations. 
It is only through meticulous formal analysis that distinctions between fragmentary impressions can determine accu- 
rate collations. Many of Hallock’s seal identifications have now changed as a result of the Garrison and Root project 
(as announced in Garrison and Root 1996 with provisional concordances correcting Hallock’s original collations). 
Potentially reinforcing Hallock’s erroneous collations posthumously, photocopies of Hallock’s transliterations of un- 
published Elamite texts (i.e., the PFNN tablets, including notes on seals he identified as appearing on them) have 
enjoyed some circulation among specialist scholars (e.g., Hinz and Koch 1987). References to his seal identifica- 
tions on these PFNN tablets continue to appear in more recent publications.''4 Some will need correcting on the ba- 
sis of the Garrison and Root project.

THE GARRISON AND ROOT COLLATION EFFORT 


The logistical difficulties of systematic and accurate collation across the entire PFS corpus using the actual tab- 
lets presented insurmountable obstacles. The impressions of individual seals (and of closely similar but not identical 
seals) occur on multiple surfaces of tablets across the PF corpus. Thus, in order to pursue this work, it was necessary 
to produce a complete photographic record of every seal impression on every tablet. Before producing this photo- 
graphic record, Hallock’s tablet numbers were physically applied to the tablets to guard against confusion. 

It was also essential as a preliminary step to assign an arbitrary number to each seal above those tabulated 
through Hallock’s numbers 1*—314. An inclusive numbering system had to be established in order to embed labels 
in the photographic shots. In order to designate these arbitrary numbers, we worked off Hallock’s tablet entries in 
which he noted the occurrences of seals on tablet surfaces. For all those seal impressions that Hallock thought repre- 
sented isolated occurrences on only one tablet (and to which he therefore did not assign a number), we started, tab- 
let by tablet, numbering those seals beginning with the number 315. Based on Hallock’s diagnosis of singly im- 
pressed seals versus multiply impressed ones, the numbering process took us to a total of 1,682 seals. This figure in- 
cluded analytically illegible seals as well as the legible ones that are actually cataloged in our volumes. At present, 
these seal numbers (of illegible as well as legible seals) range from PFS 1* to PFS 1696, owing to corrections that 
we have made to Hallock’s initial reading of the impressions. The number of discrete seals actually signified by 
these initially assigned PFS numbers has currently shrunk down to approximately 1,417 (again, including illegible 
seals), owing to collations. 

Elsewhere we discuss the details of our collation process and our standards for accepting or rejecting a collation 
previously made by Hallock (Garrison and Root 1996). As suggested above, our collations have altered seal identi- 
fications even among Hallock’s PFS 1*—314 group. PFS 314 itself has been collated with PFS 260 (Cat.No. 225). So 
far Hallock’s collations remain completely unchallenged only for five of the ten seals occurring on the highest num- 
bers of tablets: PFS 1* (Cat.No. 182), PFS 2 (Cat.No. 3), PFS 3 (III), PFS 4* (Cat.No. 292), and PFS 9* (Cat.No. 
288). See Appendix Two: Provisional List of All Subsumed Hallock PFS Numbers (Volumes I-III) for a provisional 
list of those Hallock seal numbers (1*—314) in Volumes I-III that have been totally subsumed by Garrison and Root 
collations. In certain other cases separations of some impressions from the collective cluster of impressions repre- 
senting one seal have been made by Garrison and Root. Appendix One: Concordance of Seals to Tablets in Volume I 
gives the up-to-date concordance of Volume I seals as they occur in impressions on various tablet surfaces. The 
shrinkage in number of seals actually represented through the thousands of impressions is particularly dramatic 
given that the final tally also incorporates the separations of multiple seal impressions that Hallock thought repre- 
sented a single seal but which actually represent two (or more) discrete original seals. Some separations have had 
particularly noteworthy results. Among some high-use office seals we have, for instance, identified examples of du- 
plicate and triplicate seals (e.g., PFS 12a—b [II]; PFS 66*a—c [II]). 

Our separations and collations interfere with Hallock’s scheme of numbering “multiple [tablet] occurrence” 
seals in certain cases, but to a great extent one can still say that a low PFS number between PFS 1* (Cat.No. 182) 
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and ex-PFS 314 (= PFS 260 [Cat.No. 225]) signifies a seal that occurs on more tablets than a seal with a high num- 
ber within that same group. Examples where the system is disrupted completely include PFS 227 (IIL), which has 
now been separated into two distinct seals (PFS 227 [III] and PFS 1692 [III]) and thus is no longer what Hallock 
would call a multiple occurrence seal at all, even though the seal that keeps the PFS 227 designation lies within 
Hallock’s number sequence of multiple occurrence seals. 

PFS 7* (Cat.No. 4) has sustained only one separation through our efforts to correct Hallock’s determinations. 
This one separation is, however, significant. PFS 7* is one of the most frequently discussed seals in the literature on 
administrative aspects of the archive (with reference to its deployment rather than its imagery). Our separation of 
one impression from Hallock’s original cluster of collated impressions resolves what had previously been a nagging 
discrepancy in scholarly understanding of the sealing protocols operative for this royal name seal. Examples such as 
this validate the utility of devoting great attention to the visual analysis and documentation of each image, taking 
advantage of every impression available within the PF corpus, no matter how fragmentary. 

The series of provisional lists and concordances published in Persepolis Seal Studies (Garrison and Root 1996) 
deals with all the seals across the entire three-volume PFS corpus. In the third volume, this apparatus for the entire 
PFS corpus appears again, in revised and freshly updated form. The information published in Persepolis Seal Studies 
includes a provisional concordance of tablets to seals; provisional concordance of seals to tablets; provisional con- 
cordance of seals on the PF tablets to seals on the Treasury tablets; list of subsumed Hallock seal numbers; and com- 
prehensive list of merged seals. This information enables all the seals in the three volumes to be tracked across the 
PF archive by tablet number and also location(s) on the tablets in advance of the appearance of the last volume in 
this catalog. 


VISUAL DOCUMENTATION 


SUMMARY OF THE CATALOG APPARATUS 


Each seal is represented at the head of its catalog entry by a composite drawing at two times actual size (2:1). 
One or more photographs of selected impressions of each seal, printed at two times actual size (2:1), appear in Part 
2: Plates of each volume along with a repeat of the 2:1 drawing (aligned with the photographic image) for easy ref- 
erence. Additionally, an assemblage of composite drawings appears in Part 2: Plates of each volume, highlighting 
selected iconographical, compositional, and/or functional features shared among seals cataloged in each volume. 


STUDY PHOTOGRAPHS 


Our archive of study photographs includes work sheets by tablet (subdivided by tablet surface), which were de- 
vised to record the photographic biography with roll and frame numbers of every impression, delineated by tablet 
surface. All study photographs incorporate a scale bar and a label giving PF tablet number and PFS number of the 
specific impression as designated at the time of photography. We work with prints at 3:1. As collations have ensued, 
these labels have been updated by hand on existing prints and in the paperwork. The specific tablet surface repre- 
sented on a photograph is generally self-evident since the contours of the tablet are visible in the image. But tablet 
surfaces shown in each photograph are also recorded on the photograph work sheets frame by frame. 


PUBLICATION PRINTS 


The publication photographs in this catalog have been produced from original negatives in our study archive 
and have been professionally custom printed especially for this publication. They present a highly selective sam- 
pling of retrieved impressions of a given seal. Particularly for minutely detailed seals with many fragmentary im- 
pressions, it has not been possible in every case to publish photographs of enough impressions to document every 
detail rendered in the composite drawing. Conversely, a seal is sometimes known only through a single impression

— and a poorly preserved one at that. Even when the photograph of that impression cannot hope to carry well in 
publication, we have presented the photographic documentation as a matter of policy. Ultimately, we hope it will be 
feasible to offer the complete photographic dossier of all impressions of every seal in the PFS corpus in digitized 
form. 


COMPOSITE DRAWINGS 
Method 


Using the study photographs printed at 3:1, Root made a sketch of the seal image. Then a precise 3:1 template 
of the collated image was produced with reference to all the preserved impressions of the seal image. As a rule with 
multiple occurrence seals, a master impression was identified that provided the best possible image for establishing 
the critical spacing between the figures. Details were built up around that armature from all other impressions. A fi- 
nal 3:1 pencil drawing was made by Garrison, based on the composite template but now with intensive firsthand ref- 
erence to all the actual impressions in Chicago. The pitfalls in photographing and drawing ancient seal impressions 
are notorious (Buchanan 1966, p. xxi; Collon 1987, pp. 5-6). One major challenge in the production of our compos- 
ite 3:1 templates was to rectify distorted images as conservatively as possible, yet adequately to achieve a drawing 
that symbolizes an ideal seal impression. Problems of distortion abound on the seal impressions on the PF tablets. 
Sometimes these distortions are caused by idiosyncrasies in the way the user applied the seal. Uneven pressure can 
yield hills and valleys that distort spacing. Too much pressure applied with excessive backward force can yield a re- 
tracted spacing between figures; too little pressure can yield a stretched image. Fanning of the image is caused by a 
pivoting of the seal (usually with the lower segment arcing out). In addition to distortions caused by the seal user’s 
idiosyncrasies of motion and force, there are also distortions of spacing caused by the smoothing and pressing of ad- 
jacent tablet surfaces in preparation for application of the cuneiform text. While the template provided a critical 
framework, close scrutiny against the actual tablets has been an essential follow-up. This process has usually re- 
sulted in important adjustments to the template — in fine-tuning contours, diagnosing often complex issues of seal 
overlays that could not be discerned adequately through photographs, and making corrections or additions in detail- 
ing. Garrison also rendered the inscription copies directly from the tablets, in consultation with Charles Jones. The 
drawings were inked under Garrison’s supervision. 


Parameters 


The composite drawing of each seal design unites all linear (two-dimensional) visual information available to 
us through the study of all impressions of each legible seal preserved on the PF tablets. The drawing aims to be as 
faithful as possible a rendering of lines. It does not attempt to render volumes. (Techniques such as stippling were 
found to interfere, on the elaborate seals, with the legibility of critical linear details such as closely stacked garment 
folds or wing feathers.) 

The most important goal of each drawing is to create a visual display that re-incorporates preserved informa- 
tion. Nothing is reconstructed. Occasionally, the occurrence of a PFS seal on a tablet not in the PF corpus has been 
kindly brought to our attention in an effort to clear up a difficulty in making sense out of a representational element 
of the seal design as preserved in impressions on the PF tablets. In these very rare cases, we have integrated that 
evidence into our effort to understand what the impressions in the PF corpus reveal. We have not, however, incorpo- 
rated evidence from any other (non-PF) tablets into our composite drawing of representational elements of a seal if 
we could not see it (with the guidance of the better preserved example) on the PF tablets. A notable instance is PFS 
38 (Cat.No. 16), where help from a PFNN tablet enabled us to understand what we were seeing on PF tablets. In 
presenting the reconstituted composite representational imagery on the seals, we consider it absolutely essential for 
the reader to be able to rely on the fact that the visual information we are giving is based on the particular tablets for 
which our extensive apparatus of appendices and indices provides links to the published documents in the PF corpus. 
We have encountered enough cases of nearly but not precisely identical seals to recognize the importance of not 
reaching conclusions about the collation of one impression with another based on assumption. 

For the protocols that we followed to create the inscription copies for inscribed seals, see page 51, below. 
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Drawing Conventions 


For cylinder seals, any line indicated at the top and bottom of the image proper represents a preserved border, 
cap, or seal edge. For stamp seals, the contour of the seal edge is rendered as a line, but only where this outline is 
actually preserved in the impression(s).!> 

In numerous cases, we do not have the complete lateral extent of the image of the original cylinder seal. In 
these instances, the drawing of the cylinder seal reproduces those elements that are preserved just as they are pre- 
sented to us by the seal user, for example, PFS 199* (Cat.No. 305). In all cases where we have been able to com- 
pile the complete lateral extent of the image, we have included partial repeats at each end of the composite draw- 
ing. These repeats extend the drawing as if the seal had been rolled for somewhat more than one complete turn. 
This enables the reader to appreciate the aesthetic properties of various potentials inherent in the design depending 
upon how the seal user applied the seal to the tablet. Many seal designs were clearly conceived by the artists as con- 
tinuous frieze patterns, with no clear breaks or edges (e.g., PFS 6 [Cat.No. 304]). Extending the drawing with re- 
peats displays the dynamic coherence of such complex designs. 

Below the drawing a horizontal line with upturned ends articulates (what we have identified as) the exact edges 
of the design. All elements and figures beyond these upturned edges are part of the repeats. In drawings of inscribed 
cylinder seals where the inscription occurs in the terminal field, the inscription is rendered on the viewer’s left as the 
first element in the notional rolling of the cylinder (immediately after the left repeat). The inscription re-appears in 
toto as part or all of the repeat on the right edge. Similarly, a representational image that occupies the terminal field 
of a cylinder seal is placed at the left, to initiate the notional rolling (immediately after the left repeat), and re-ap- 
pears as the main or only repeat element on the right edge. 

A one-centimeter scale indicator is incorporated into the bar below each drawing. 


VERBAL DOCUMENTATION 
BASIC INFORMATION HEADER 


Following the drawing of each seal is a header that briefly lists basic information about the seal according to the 
categories listed and explained below. 


Seal Type 


This category indicates whether the seal preserved through impressions is a stamp seal or a cylinder seal. In the 
case of stamp seals, we also characterize the contour of the seal edge if possible. Where it is impossible to be sure 
of the contour of the edge of a stamp seal the difficulty is sometimes the result of the application of too little pres- 
sure in the stamping process, but more often it is the result of the pressure exerted in preparing the adjacent surfaces 
of the still-malleable tablet for the text. This pressure against the surface bearing the stamped impression often 
caused distortion, to the extent that the originally crisp facets of an octagonal pyramidal stamp, for instance, have 
acquired the look of an oval-faced conoid or a scaraboid. Even when the contour of the stamp seal face is clear, 
there is a range of possibilities for the shape of the seal itself. The most prevalent possibilities in the Achaemenid 
heartland milieu are tabulated in figure 9, accompanying Appendix Four: Stamp Seals in Volume I Grouped by Ap- 
parent Contour of Seal Face. 

For cylinders, it is not possible to determine from the impressions on the PF tablets whether the seal producing 
them was a barrel-shaped object or a straight-sided object. 


Photograph(s) 


This category provides references to the plate(s) on which specific impressions of the seal are illustrated.

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Earliest Dated Application 


This category supplies the date of the earliest dated PF tablet on which the seal occurs. This date in turn supplies 
a precise terminus ante quem for the production of the seal. Where no date is given or preserved in the text(s) with 
which the seal is associated, the entry reads “ND.” 


Typology and Style 


The stylistic classification, for example, Fortification Style, follows the terms and concepts explained above in 
Part One: Seal Carving Styles in the PFS Corpus. Any special notes to the reader regarding specific issues of style 
pertinent to the Volume II and III seals but not manifest in the Volume I corpus are included in the introductions to 
those volumes. 

The seals in Volume I have been organized according to a coded typology of compositional formats (see Part 
Four: Typology of Images in Volume I, below). This typology is specific to the organization of the images of heroic 
encounter. Typologies for other motifs are described in Volumes IJ and IIL. 


Language(s) (or Script) of Inscription 


This category states the language(s) (or script) of the seal inscription (where present). See also Appendix Five: 
Inscribed Seals in Volume I by Language or Script. 


Preserved Height of Image 


This category indicates the maximum preserved height of the composite image produced from analysis of all 
available impressions of the seal on PF tablets. 


Preserved Length/Width of Image 


Maximum preserved length (cylinder seal) or width (stamp seal) of the composite image produced from analy- 
sis of all available impressions of the seal on PF tablets. 


Estimated Height of Original Seal 


For cylinder seals only, this figure is offered only when we can suggest the estimated height of the original seal 
with a high degree of probability. 


Estimated Diameter of Original Seal 


For cylinder seals only, this figure is offered only when we have the complete preserved length of the seal im- 
age (derived from analysis of one or many impressions), which is equivalent to the circumference of the cylinder. 
With a known circumference, the diameter of the original artifact can be calculated. 

Every measurement has been rounded off to the nearest millimeter (e.g., 1.63 = 1.60; 1.65 = 1.70). When any 
dimension cannot be reconstituted with a satisfactory degree of accuracy, the entry reads “NA” (= not available). 


Number of Impression(s) 


This category gives the total number of individual impressions of the seal preserved on the PF tablets. Where 
more than one impression of the seal is preserved on the same surface of one tablet, each impression is counted 
separately. For a cylinder seal, a continuous extended rolling is counted as only one impression even if it extends 
over multiple repetitions of the seal image. But if the cylinder is picked up and placed down again (even on the 
same tablet surface), then each separate placement of the seal counts as a separate impression no matter how small 
a segment of the original seal design is included in that discrete placement. The figures in this informational cat- 
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egory range from those for PFS 1* (Cat.No. 182) with 233 impressions (on seventy-four tablets ) down to numerous 
seals preserved through only one impression. 


Quality of Impression(s) 


This category assesses the capacity to retrieve good detail from the impression(s). 


Completeness of Image 


This category indicates in a very general manner the completeness of a seal image. With cylinder seals we of- 
ten have a full rolling of the middle of the image, with the upper and lower edges missing. With stamp seals, we of- 
ten have only one or two edges of the stamp and the corresponding parts of the seal image. 


DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


This section offers a brief description of the seal design as revealed by the composite of its impressions. The 
goal is to draw attention to selected aspects of composition and of detail in the seal design with as much consistency 
of vocabulary and focus as possible from one entry to another. This narrative is important in a documentary catalog, 
no matter how precise the accompanying graphic characterization of the artifact may be (Porada 1982, pp. 502-03). 

The descriptions for Volume I proceed according to the following scheme:!'° 


1. Overall composition of the heroic encounter: directionality of the hero, whether facing or moving to 
right or left; the placement of his arms; the nature of the animal(s) or creature(s) that he engages 
and the manner in which he engages them; any unusual feature in the pose of the hero’s lower 
body, for example, running, kneeling, or lifting forward leg. We use the term “animal” to denote 
any form that occurs in nature. We use the term “creature” to denote any form that does not occur in 
nature (e.g., winged animals, human-headed animals). For issues involved in classifying animals/ 
creatures, see Appendix Seven: Animals and Composite Creatures on Seals in Volume I. 


2. Animals/creatures: directionality, pose, and how they hold their tails. 


3. Iconographic details of the hero: for example, garment, headdress, beard, and hair. See Appendix 
Eight: Iconographic Features on Seals in Volume I for explanation of certain terms and criteria. 


4. Iconographic details of the animals/creatures: for example, placement of wings, rendering of feath- 
ers, horns, ears, manes, whether mouths are open. 


5. Figures or other elements in the terminal field, in the upper or lower spatial zones of the design 
field, and in areas between the hero and the animals/creatures. 


6. Placement of the inscription, where applicable. 


7. Preservation of the upper and/or lower edges of the seal and the occurrence of any elements that 
appear to be flaws in the stone rather than design elements. 


Directions refer to the viewer’s perspective. Thus, for instance, “the animal to the left of the hero” refers to the 
animal to the left of the hero from the viewer’s vantage point. Only when using the possessive in referring to ap- 
pendages of a specified figure do we give direction from the figure’s vantage point, for example, “the hero’s left 
arm.” 

As a rule, we describe symbols and beings physically rather than interpretively. Thus we avoid terms such as 


“sphinx” to indicate a winged human-headed lion or terms such as “demon” or “monster” to denote hybrid creatures. 








116. Descriptions of seal designs in Volumes II and III entail addi- tions in these compendia. These schemes are outlined in intro- 
tional sets of schemes because of the wide-ranging representa- ductory notes to the relevant volumes. 
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“Terminal field” is used in the catalog to describe a design feature, either representational or inscriptional, that 
occupies a position effectively punctuating the main figural image of the seal design. In Appendix Eight: Icono- 
graphic Features on Seals in Volume I, under Terminal Field Motifs, all these punctuating elements are itemized and 
keyed to specific seals. 


INSCRIPTION 


If the seal is inscribed, basic information on the inscription is given: language, transliteration, and translation 
(see Appendix Five: Inscribed Seals in Volume I by Language or Script). In the transliterations of Elamite inscrip- 
tions we follow conventions established by Hallock (1969, pp. 70-78). For Aramaic inscriptions we follow the con- 
ventions of Bordreuil (1986), rendering the transliterations in Latin letters. We do not attempt to vocalize Aramaic 
inscriptions. 

We make no attempt in the copies of the seal inscriptions to reconstruct signs or letters that we are not able to 
see. We have, however, consulted the PFNN tablets as well as the PF tablets in making the inscription copies. This 
access was encouraged by the Oriental Institute specifically for the seal inscriptions. A great deal of work had al- 
ready been done by Hallock on the inscriptions appearing on seals in the PF corpus. In the process, he had identified 
and worked with the (unpublished) PFNN tablets on which inscribed seals appear. It would have been perverse to 
mute that effort in order to apply a consistent regime to the study of both the representational and inscriptional ele- 
ments of seals. Furthermore, the presence of Charles E. Jones, our epigraphic consultant who is on staff at the Orien- 
tal Institute, has made access to that particular material routine. The extraordinary difficulties posed by reading the 
seal inscriptions combined with the rather small number of inscribed seals has added to the rationalization for this 
different protocol. The inscription copies, and thus the transliterations and translations, sometimes then include signs 
or letters that are not preserved on any seal impression in the PF corpus; those signs or letters do appear on PFNN 
tablets. 

For the trilingual royal name seals, PFS 7* (Cat.No. 4) and PFS 113*/PTS 4* (Cat.No. 19) in Volume I, where 
the inscription is standard and well preserved in its entirety in other exemplars, the transliteration and translation 
provide clearly bracketed information filling in any lacunae that can be plausibly established. 

A brief commentary describes the orientation of the script on the seal and states whether or not case lines or a 
panel were used (see also Appendix Eight: Iconographic Features on Seals in Volume I). We explain difficulties in 
readings and suggest alternatives. Occasionally, reference to relevant texts on the PF and PFNN tablets assists in 
making sense of the name in the seal inscription by supplying in full a personal name that should designate the seal 
owner whose name may be only partially preserved on the seal inscription. When we are able to take advantage of 
this information we state it explicitly. 


COMMENTARY 


In this section we discuss issues of seal ownership and usage as well as other issues relevant to seal usage that 
are derived from published commentary. We also identify the owners of seals that occur with two classes of texts for 
which the seal protocol is straightforward: travel rations (Q texts) and letters (T texts). If a seal does not occur with 
one of these two types of text, or if it has not been commented upon by a scholar in a publication, we do not attempt 
identification of the seal owner. 

The commentary section may also include a brief formal or iconographical discussion of the seal. These re- 
marks are by no means exhaustive. Readers may turn to references cited in Garrison 1988 for a more detailed 
analysis of the style of a particular seal in Volume I or for a fuller analysis of the main stylistic categories more gen- 
erally throughout the corpus.'!? When a seal is part of a group of seals that show exceptionally close stylistic rela- 
tionships and are perhaps even the work of the same artist, this is noted in the catalog commentary. Stylistic and

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iconographical comparisons are sometimes made here with other seals in the PFS corpus. But we invite the reader to 
use our appendices for systematic and comprehensive access to congruencies of stylistic category and iconographi- 
cal elements across the seals in the entire volume. (In Volume III, the contents of the final appendices span the 
three-volume set.) 

Some comparisons are also made with specific artifacts from other contexts. Here, we emphasize provenanced 
parallels as much as possible. When we refer the reader to comparanda outside the PFS corpus, it generally serves 
to reinforce our interpretation of a difficult form or to highlight a particularly interesting stylistic or iconographic 
pedigree or debate. 

Where compositional or iconographical elements on a given seal have been grouped together with related ele- 
ments on other seals in drawing illustrations, references for these illustrations (pls. 174-291) are cited at the end of 
the commentary. 


SEAL APPLICATION 


This section offers a systematic characterization of how each seal was actually applied by its user(s) to the tab- 
let surfaces. Application patterns of stamp seals are not without interest, but they do not approach the complexity of 
the cylinder seal information and generally require little explanation. For the cylinder seals, we used the following 
method. The composite drawing of each seal image was reproduced in a version extending over multiple rollings. 
Using a separate copy of this template for each discrete seal impression, we labeled it by PFS number, PF tablet 
number, and PF tablet surface location. Then we marked off the rendered segment of the seal design on the tem- 
plate. 

Due to the very large number of impressions involved, it was impractical to include a dossier of these delineated 
templates in the catalog, even at a very reduced scale.''® Instead, we have presented the data only in a summary 
narrative form within each catalog entry. The narrative strives for a uniform pattern of presentation. For inscribed 
seals, we focus preliminarily on the presence or absence of the inscription. For anepigraphic seals, we use the hero 
figure (in Volume I) as the initial reference point. Other protocols following the same concept are used in Volumes 
I and Hl. 


BIBLIOGRAPHY 


Each catalog entry ends with a bibliography citing published references to the seal. Conspicuously absent are 
references to the seals in Hallock 1969. Our collations and separations as well as our numbering of seals that re- 
mained unnumbered in Hallock 1969 lead us to advise that the reader use Appendix One: Concordance of Seals to 
Tablets in Volume I and Appendix Two: Provisional List of All Subsumed Hallock PFS Numbers (Volumes I-III) to 
move from a PFS number to the associated text(s) published by Hallock. We have not distinguished here between 
citations that represent extensive discussion and those that contain only a passing allusion. Although our initial aim 
was comprehensiveness, the explosion of interest in and acknowledgment of the material in a vast array of publica- 
tions worldwide and covering many disciplines has made it impossible to guarantee this any longer. In a few cases 
where a seal cataloged in Volume I was not included in Garrison 1988, the seal entry may have no bibliography at 
all. For Volumes II and HI, many more seals lack bibliographic citations.

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PART FOUR: IMAGES IN VOLUME I 


MEANINGS OF HEROIC ENCOUNTER 
SHIFTING VALENCES OF THE MOTIF IN ANCIENT WESTERN ASIA 


In western Asiatic glyptic the heroic encounter is among the earliest figural representations, beginning in prehis- 
toric times and weaving in and out of the tradition down through the Sasanian period.!!? Initially, the motif must 
have signified direct aspects of human interaction and power relationships with the animal world; it must have al- 
luded explicitly to the agency of humankind in its primordial grappling with the forces of nature. But even on the 
earliest figural stamp seals of Mesopotamia and Iran the hero image is likely also to have symbolized emerging 
ideas of authority translated from the explicit level of represented meaning to a more abstract metaphorical level of 
human intervention, prestige, and mastery within the domain of human affairs.!?° Some scholars emphasize links to 
cult and divinity embedded in the heroic vision, as opposed to links with the pragmatics of power and control of re- 
sources implicit in an increasingly complex social ecology.'”! There is, however, no need to consider these factors as 
mutually exclusive. To some extent the motif probably never lost its primeval essences, even as it developed in- 
creasing metaphorical capacities. !”” 

The hero motif clearly carried multiple valences and varying degrees and qualities of social significance in dif- 
ferent eras and geographical and social settings throughout its long history.

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THE HEROIC ENCOUNTER IN ACHAEMENID TIMES 
PREVALENCE OF THE MOTIF 


In order to comment on possible meanings of the hero motif in the Achaemenid Empire, it is important to char- 
acterize the relative prevalence of the hero image in the corpora of seals impressed on the PF tablets and on some 
of the other Achaemenid-period tablets and bullae that were itemized earlier (Part Two: The Fortification Archive 
and Archaeological Inquiry, above ). 

As noted, the hero image in its many aspects becomes the single dominant theme in the known repertoire of 
Achaemenid-period glyptic representation. The ca. 27% prevalence of hero seals across the large and socially di- 
versified PFS corpus of ca. 1,162 analytically legible seals strikingly reinforces an established wisdom that roughly 
one-third of all Achaemenid seals bear a hero motif.'*> Heretofore this estimate has had to be based on more im- 
pressionistic data gleaned from a miscellaneous assortment of excavated and unexcavated material. Furthermore, 
the estimate has considered the hero image only within a pool of seals categorized by the conservative evaluations 
of museum and sales catalogs as Achaemenid products. Only those seals that were obviously and without ambiguity 
made in the Achaemenid period according to perceived notions of Achaemenid taste were considered in the pool; 
for example, seals on which figures wear the Persian robe or on which other quintessential indices of Achaemenid 
identity (stylistic or iconographic) appear to separate them conclusively from earlier products. The ca. 27% preva- 
lence of seals of heroic encounter that we discuss on the PF tablets is instead considered within a much more inclu- 
sive assemblage. 

In a discussion of the nature of the predilection for hero imagery during the Achaemenid period, the PFS corpus 
suggests that the phenomenon is demonstrated primarily through the commissioning of new seals (in a dramatic ar- 
ray of styles including archaizing ones). Some scholars may disagree with our categorization of specific hero seals 
as archaizing rather than pre-Achaemenid antiques, but many of the hero seals in Volume I must be archaizing prod- 
ucts of the Achaemenid period rather than heirlooms. This display of the predilection for the image and for 
reworkings of its antique legacy is remarkable. With respect to the strong archaizing trend documented in the PFS 
hero corpus, an important point emerges: the strenuous (we might even say inexorably systematic) mining of 
Mesopotamian traditions is specific to the hero seals on the PF tablets. In itself this reflects a particular fascination 
in the Achaemenid creative context with the heroic encounter motif as a synchronic phenomenon.!”° 

How does the preponderance of hero imagery in the PFS corpus compare with evidence from other archives? 
The corpus of sealings from the Persepolis Treasury is a mixed assemblage including bulla-type labels, some of 
which may in theory have been produced in distant lands of the empire or even beyond its borders (see Part Two: 
The Fortification Archive and Archaeological Inquiry: Other Sealing Archives of the Achaemenid Empire, above). We 
may really be looking at two bodies of material that should not be considered together for statistical purposes relat- 
ing to discussion of seal usage in particular environments of the empire. But lacking the kind of access that would 
make full evaluation possible at this time, we focus on only a few points. On the (inscribed) Treasury tablets, only 
seventeen seals occur, all cylinders. Of these, thirteen display an image of heroic encounter. This yields a 76.47% 
prevalence of hero imagery on the inscribed Treasury tablets. Five additional hero seals occur on other clay artifacts 
(labels) in the assemblage. This gives a total of eighteen hero seals out of seventy-seven seals on the Treasury tab- 
lets (23.34%) when we combine definitely Persepolis-based seals with the group that may include some that were 
perhaps used far away, at different times, and by individuals whose identities and functions we cannot establish.'?’ 

From Susa, five of the eight sealings on bullae listed as Achaemenid period by Amiet (62.5%) preserve an im- 
age of heroic encounter.!*° These eight bullae include two sealed with Egyptian seals; the others are conventionally 
recognizable as Achaemenid. To this we add the attestation of our PFS 7* (Cat.No. 4) on the isolated Elamite Forti- 
fication-type tablet from Susa (Stolper 1992a; Garrison 1996b). The small sample renders this Susa grouping ill- 
suited to statistical formulation. Nevertheless, its emphatic bias toward hero imagery is worth noting.

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The seal impressions from the satrapal court at Daskyleion contain some twenty-seven hero seals out of a total 
of 193, or 14% of the whole.!” This still significant, but smaller, percentage may perhaps reflect the western loca- 
tion of Daskyleion and the partial attunement of its workshops and patrons to koine products less closely allied to 
the iconographical traditions of greater Mesopotamian art. The small corpus of administrative sealings from the pal- 
ace at Memphis in Egypt also represents a regional headquarters of the empire distant from the Persian heartland 
and with local traditions available to offer alternative backdrops for artistic production. Here, however, seven of the 
twenty clearly Achaemenid seals documented by impressions (about 35%) are definitely hero seals.'*° If we place 
these seven hero seals in the larger context that includes twenty-four additional seals which are thoroughly Egyptian 
hieroglyphic items, then the prevalence of hero seals from the Memphis palace is lowered to 16.27%. This is still 
rather impressive. 

Within the Murasi business archive from Nippur, 144 out of 614 seals cataloged by Bregstein (ca. 24%) are 
listed as seals displaying an image of heroic encounter (Bregstein 1993, p. 60); to Bregstein’s group we would add 
two seals with anomalous figures (e.g., Bes) as hero that she has not classified as hero images (see Bregstein 1993, 
p. 82, for seals 206-07). 

From the Wadi ed-Daliyeh (Samaria) corpus of detached bullae, nine seals out of some sixty-one (15%) show 
the heroic encounter in a fully Achaemenid mode. One other displays a heroic control scene of traditional 
Mesopotamian/Achaemenid compositional format, but in a Hellenizing style (Leith 1997, WD 47: 44.033). Al- 
though Leith calls this figure “Herakles,” we would include this seal in the hero count for a total of 16.4% in this cor- 
pus. Another seal in the full Greek (as opposed to Hellenizing) mode of Herakles and the lion is not included in the 
count of hero images in this corpus. Either the about 15% or the more generous 16.4% tally of hero seals in this cor- 
pus is substantial especially given two factors: on the one hand, many seals in this corpus face the west in figural 
repertoire and styles, and on the other hand, even for those seals that are Achaemenid in style and iconography the 
avoidance of specific religious icons such as the winged symbol suggests a particularistic social environment in 
which certain Achaemenid images integral to the heartland repertoire were muted. If indeed anything can be made 
of this phenomenon, it suggests that in regions embraced by the Achaemenid Empire individuals had some system- 
atic capacity to maintain their own identities in glyptic symbolism even as certain groups were incorporating them- 
selves into the identity framework of the realm in various ways. Given this apparent flexibility of choice, it is inter- 
esting that so many Samaritans represented themselves on these bullae through seals with hero imagery in 
Achaemenid Persian mode. 

Two groups of material offer a less compelling case for the dominance of the hero image. In each case, how- 
ever, the situation is particular and understandable in its anomalous qualities. Of the Sippar letters published by 
MacGinnis, only five (ca. 7.5%) of the seals ratifying tablets securely dated to the Achaemenid period (out of some 
sixty-seven discrete seals used across the entire collection) display an image of heroic encounter.'*! The group is 
unusual for its heavy weight toward Neo-Babylonian-type worship scenes. The different story presented by the 
MuraSii archive suggests that the location of this Sippar subset in Babylonia is probably not as much a factor in 
yielding a rather low number of hero seals as is the particular temple-associated context of the letters. MacGinnis 
suggests that the use of hero seals in this temple environment might have been the prerogative of (or at least stan- 
dard issue for) the royally appointed officials. By contrast, the temple administrators in the transactions seem to 
have consistently used Neo-Babylonian-type worship seals.'*? Chronology may also be a factor here, since the en- 
croachment of Achaemenid-type seals is only gradually seen on Babylonian documents under the early Persian 
kings (Zettler 1979). 

The Ur corpus of seal impressions apparently produced to serve as an artisan’s image bank reveals nine or more 
discrete seals of the western Asiatic type of heroic encounter out of approximately 128 seals that appear to be repre- 
sented once repeat images have been collated and impressions of metalware have been removed.'*? (We have re- 
tained impressions of coins in the count since there are coin impressions used as seals in the PFS corpus.) Four addi- 
tional seals documented in this collection that we do not count display heroic encounter, but in the guise of the Hel-

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lenic Herakles and the lion, including one which replaces Herakles with a Bes-as-Herakles (Legrain 1951, nos. 
746-49). This works out to a presence of only about 7% Mesopotamian/Achaemenid hero seals, but this collection 
is very idiosyncratic. It was gathered and kept presumably by one craftsman and thus indicates the range of that par- 
ticular artisan’s repertoire of material and interests and not the predilections of society at large. This is a rather dif- 
ferent phenomenon from what we see in an archive of tablets that represents a sample of seals actually in use as 
seals within a specific period of time. 

Turning briefly to excavated examples of seal artifacts clearly of Achaemenid-period manufacture, the domi- 
nance of the heroic encounter imagery (in myriad permutations) is re-affirmed. Actual seals that can be unequivo- 
cally categorized as Achaemenid in date and that emerge from controlled contexts (even loosely defined) are not 
plentiful.'** Thus they can only offer a limited repertoire of hero images compared with the proliferation we find on 
the PF tablets. Efforts to examine the nuances of individual seal artifacts emerging from excavated contexts demon- 
strate important possibilities for interpreting permutations of the hero image in varying arenas of the imperial envi- 
ronment, particularly with reference to the Fortification archive.'*> Similarly, on Achaemenid-period seals lacking 
archaeological context or even a verifiable provenance, the heroic image abounds." It is prevalent as well among 
the many unprovenanced seals of koine production such as those usually labeled “Graeco-Persian” and said to de- 
rive from the Lydian sphere (Boardman 1970a, 1970b). 


SPECIAL CONNOTATIONS WITHIN THE ACHAEMENID IMPERIAL SPHERE 


Who is the Achaemenid hero? What does the image of heroic encounter mean in the Achaemenid Persian con- 
text? Why does the hero image become so popular in the Achaemenid period? What are the variables of date, loca- 
tion, and social setting that might have determined differences in presence, iconography, and style? Here we offer a 
few observations meant to stimulate interest in the possibilities as scholars increasingly avail themselves of the rich 
visual record of the Achaemenid Empire, which is becoming accessible via seals on the PF tablets and other ar- 
chives, in order to attempt systematic explorations of specific issues. 

From the entire known repertoire of official Achaemenid sculpture depicting a human-form protagonist, the 
hero motif is the only one that is also a quantitatively significant theme on seals of the period. In monumental art, 
the theme is restricted to the combat encounter. The occurrence of the heroic combat in official monumental con- 
texts may help elucidate the identity, meaning, and evident prestige of this form of the image on Achaemenid seals.

The monumental sculptures do not depict the hero as a king in ceremonial regalia, nor do they depict a figure 
dressed for active battle (in the Iranian riding habit). The hero in the monumental representations never wears a 
crown, nor does he wear the smooth royal shoes that are a consistent feature in explicit sculptural representations of 
the king in ceremonial guise. And although the hero wears a Persian court robe (rather than battle garb that might 
hint at a direct metaphorical link between heroic combatant and brave warrior), he does bare well-muscled arms in 
a flash of non-hieratic charisma that departs dramatically from the static visions of explicit kingship monumentally 
portrayed elsewhere (Root 1990a). Root has postulated that the heroic combatant of the official sculptural program 
represents the specific ideological construct of a “Persian Man,” as articulated in several monumental inscriptions 
alluding metaphorically to the far-flung military power of the Achaemenid Empire (Root 1979). In this case, the 
hero of Achaemenid monumental art could be read as a generic figure symbolizing the collective force of Persian 
power. It is possible, furthermore, that there were cultural taboos in the Iranian tradition of kingship that inhibited 
explicit depictions of the king in any position of potential vulnerability.!*’ This may help explain the importance of 
rendering the monumental hero figures with ambiguous identity: kingly but not precisely the king and able to be 
contemplated as a flexible entity with which every person of Persian identification could associate himself. It is im- 
portant to consider that the capacity of an individual to identify with the Persianness of the “Persian Man” may not 
have been limited to those of Persian blood lineage in this imperial context.!*8 

Herein may lie a key to the extraordinary prevalence of the hero motif in the Achaemenid glyptic repertoire. 
The calculated ambiguity of the imagery at the highest levels of monumental art may reflect a deliberately ex- 
ploited mechanism of social incorporation in an arena where many metaphors for social harmony and cooperative 
enterprise were systematically deployed. The very fact of the ancientness of the heroic vision in one form or another 
in western Asia guaranteed its receptivity, its capacity to capture the imaginations of diverse constituencies. The op- 
portunity offered by the Achaemenid ideology of the “Persian Man” for broad ownership of the hero role further 
guaranteed the appeal of the imagery. 

This line of argument poses a dilemma that now must be addressed head on. Numerous hero seals, made at the 
same time as the monumental sculptures, depict the hero in a distinctly royal crown. This is true of the royal name 
seals, and it is also true of a variety of other seals documented in the PFS corpus and elsewhere. The wearing of a 
crown not least on the high-profile royal name seals that have long been known has encouraged some scholars to 
see the hero in glyptic representations as a direct and explicit representation of the king (e.g., Porada 1948, p. 102; 
Porada 1961, p. 68; Porada 1979, pp. 82, 86, n. 68; Calmeyer 1980, p. 59; Henkelman 1995/96). The PFS corpus 
now proves that the hero existed in a multiplicity of guises, even on seals used actually under the nose of the king. It 
is not possible to employ a single equation of hero = king for Achaemenid glyptic production. In the PFS corpus the 
heroes range from the winged bull creature of PFS 1* (Cat.No. 182) to the classic crowned and robed royal hero of 
PFS 7* (Cat.No. 4). Some of the figures performing heroic feats of mastery over other creatures seem frankly hu- 
morous. The seated heroes on PFS 148 (Cat.No. 311), PFS 280 (Cat.No. 309), and PFS 435 (Cat.No. 310) suggest 
the possibility of a blatant parody of the vigorous but regally aloof hero of PFS 7*. These seated hero images seem 
to tease the beholder with the notion of an enthroned personage (a quintessential vision of hieratic kingship) playing 
the armchair hero. In between these poles there are many variants. We must be dealing here with multiple meanings 
that could lend themselves to some sorting via elements relating to the identity or status of the particular person or 
the particular office deploying a given seal. But the multiple variants also suggest that there was great individual 
freedom in this area, so that we should perhaps not overtax our interpretive strategies in the expectation that differ- 
ent categories of people will in all cases cluster neatly around specific manifestations of the image. 

Even with seal representations that clearly show the hero wearing a royal crown, there is room for nuanced sug- 
gestions. Biblical testimony relates a tradition of gifting in the Achaemenid Empire whereby the king might offer a 
royal crown and robes to an honored and loyal friend.'*? It is possible that the inclusion of the crown on the royal 
name seals (which, as we now know, were used by administrators at the court) was a reference to this honor having

been bestowed upon these administrators. In this case, the crown becomes a reference to the symbolic potential or 
reality of a non-king acquiring an attribute of kingship as proof of his status as part of the collective identity of the 
“Persian Man.” Such notions may not sit comfortably since they imply a courtly environment of human relationships 
and investments rather at odds with the sterile world of shadows and hostility that is sometimes portrayed in discus- 
sions of the Persians (on which, see Root 1991). 

We wish to emphasize that this tentative suggestion about the workings of the royal name seals at least in the 
reigns of Darius and Xerxes does not preclude different scenarios for other types of seals. The fact that an insignium 
of state has a very specific meaning when deployed in an official context does not necessarily keep it from being 
deployed in a variety of lesser contexts, some of which will be debased to the point of triviality. Many contemporary 
analogies could be enlisted here to prove the point. The evidence of the PF tablets suggests that there were no im- 
age police monitoring the innuendoes of hero imagery in glyptic art and making sure things stayed serious. Interest- 
ingly, however, the heroes on the royal name seals are generally rather static and hieratic in posture (even when 
vestiges of modeling reveal subtle carving of musculature on a minute scale). By contrast, the animals and creatures 
these heroes contend with offer much more fluidity of carving and liveliness of physical affect. This difference sug- 
gests that for the royal name seals there might have been a code of appropriateness specifically regarding the hero 
which insulated the hero figure from some of the energetic experimentation which court artists were otherwise free 
to pursue, even on the same seals. 

Leaving now the issue of the identity of the hero, we turn to some further comments on possible meanings of the 
heroic activity itself. The liminal placement and focal direction of the sculpted heroic combat scenes in the door- 
jambs of several buildings on the Takht at Persepolis strongly suggest that the sculptures were meant symbolically 
to protect interior spaces.'*° The aggressive element here represents notions of triumphant defense within the practi- 
cal world of empire maintenance in terms of a more abstract realm of archaic ideals. Porada has suggested in a gen- 
eral way a direct link between the doorjamb heroes of Achaemenid palaces and the late Assyrian royal seal type in 
which a figure in the Assyrian crown (presumably a representation of the king) stabs a rampant lion (Porada 1961, 
p. 68; Porada 1979, p. 83). This idea does not account for the systematic avoidance of royal accoutrements on the 
sculptures of Achaemenid heroes (for which we have attempted to offer possible explanations above). It does, how- 
ever, reinforce the clear protective message projected by the doorjamb reliefs of heroic combat since the Assyrian 
royal seals (known so far only through impressions on bullae) were actually office seals used to lock commodities in 
the palace stores.!4! 

An interesting early interpretation once suggested that the image of heroic combat on palace doorjambs symbol- 
ized the triumph of the nocturnal sun, with the hero a manifestation of Mithra. The hero image was seen in a kind of 
cosmic point-counterpoint with the lion and bull image, where the latter was understood as a symbol of the triumph 
of the diurnal sun (Ouseley 1821, p. 285, n. 75). Although there is no proof of a Mithraic cult at Persepolis in the 
reign of Darius, it is certainly possible that notions relating to that belief system were energizing the patronage man- 
date there and might have informed one relevant reading of the heroic combat image at the Achaemenid court.!” 
This raises the important issue of meanings embedded in the different types of beings engaged by the hero. Data 
from the PFS corpus will certainly inform debate on the symbolic associations of specific types of animals and crea- 
tures within the Iranian milieu (see, e.g., Burney 1999 on the bull and Indra).

tant points, but they do not allow for broader interpretations of seals of heroic combat. 
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Another valence of the heroic combat against animals and animal creatures was certainly as an alternative to 
literal representations of military combat. This blurred boundary is obvious when we look at certain Achaemenid 
seals showing Persian warriors fighting against human enemies. The hero-warrior sometimes grasps the enemy by 
the foresection of his headgear as if it were the horn of a rampant bull or the forelock of a raging lion. Occasionally, 
the human victim of the hero-warrior looks particularly animal-like in sinuous bodily contours.'*? It is difficult to 
imagine that these visual relationships were not understood and exploited by the seal carvers. It is also difficult to 
imagine that the allusiveness of this crossover imagery would have been lost on the seal users in a place like 
Persepolis where, thanks to the PF tablets, we can see a lively world of play on the motif. 

The theme of heroic control poses the same questions of identity of the hero (and the beings with which he en- 
gages) that we have already addressed above.'“ In addition, it raises other issues. Although no image of control en- 
counter is known in an Achaemenid monumental context, in glyptic art there seems to be a clear quantitative domi- 
nance of control imagery over combat imagery. In the PFS corpus, the control encounter is by far the dominant form; 
this is echoed in several other glyptic contexts as well, particularly where cylinder seals are a popular form. 

On the PF tablets, 201 of the 312 hero seals (64.4%) display some version of the control encounter. Only 111 
display combat encounters. On the Treasury corpus of sealed tablets and labels, eleven seals display control encoun- 
ters (PTS 2*—7*, 9-13) and seven display combat encounters (PTS 1*, 8*, 37-39*, 59s—60s). On the Daskyleion 
bullae seventeen seals display a hero controlling a pair of creatures while only ten depict a hero in combat with a 
single creature (Kaptan, pers. comm. [1999]). Of the eight royal name seals of Darius I known to date, six display 
some version of hero imagery; five of these six are control encounters and only one is a combat encounter.!* 

Generally speaking, the control encounter as we witness it through seals used on the PF tablets suggests a 
hieratic equilibrium — a balancing of forces — that is really quite different from the combat encounter, with its sug- 
gestion of aggression either held at bay or actively thwarted through the imminent or realized smiting of the hero’s 
antagonist. One recent attempt to understand encoded religious symbolism in the motif of heroic encounter has sug- 
gested that the hero figure in these images represents the god Bal (Bivar 1970). This theory has been subject to cri- 
tique for possibly pressing the limited evidence too far (Moorey 1978, pp. 151-53). Yet such interpretive forays, as 
well as the learned responses they provoke, alert us to important possibilities in this multi-cultural context. The 
same could be said for Root’s discussion of the possible relation of some Achaemenid images of heroic control of 
wild beasts to the notion of the “blameless one,” emphasized as a personal value in Darius’s eloquent tomb inscrip- 
tion at Naqsh-i Rustam nearby Persepolis and reiterated in the biblical story of Daniel in the Lion’s Den (Root 1981; 
Root 1992, pp. 445-46; cf. Calmeyer 1983). As the biblical tradition transmits it, Daniel’s blamelessness, rectitude, 
and right-minded attitude toward the Achaemenid king was demonstrated by his miraculous capacity to pacify wild 
beasts (Porter 1985). The numinous equilibrium Daniel achieved with the beasts, as described in the biblical pas- 
sage, is suggestive of the aura of many Achaemenid seals of heroic control, where the grasp of the hero is more 
dance-like, more charmed than aggressive. In a similar vein, Yahweh’s reference to his interactions with a variety 
of beasts in the Book of Job has been seen as an affirmation that the image of heroic control, or mastery, of beasts 
had acquired a particular spiritual overlay among Jews (Keel 1992, p. 372). A group of Achaemenid-period seals 
combining a heroic encounter with a scene of Neo-Babylonian-type worship before an altar presents interesting 
analytical possibilities that deserve further study in an attempt to fathom possible syncretistic meanings embedded 
in the motif.'*° 

Notions of king-hero-divinity in ancient western Asiatic traditions seem to have been complex from the begin- 
ning, millennia before the added complexities of the texturing of Indo-Iranian beliefs and ideological imperatives 
that must be factored in when we consider the Achaemenid Empire.'*7 During the Achaemenid period our evidence

The later images of controlling heroes on Christian seals of the Sasanian period are direct visual descendants of 
the heroes of Achaemenid times. In the context of the Christian minority in Sasanian times, some of the seals clearly 
make specific reference via captions to the Daniel story (Lerner 1977; Root 1981; Calmeyer 1983). By contrast, 
some images of heroes in the pagan contexts of the Parthian and Sasanian periods assert different social links, 
seeming to blend the age-old western Asiatic hero and the image of Hellenic Herakles as had already been done in 
koine products of the Achaemenid period.!** 

The question remains open as to whether visual allusions to Hellenic Herakles in Iran during the Seleucid pe- 
riod attest to the actual observance of a Herakles cult in the east or, rather, to the observance of an Iranian cult in 
Hellenized visual vocabulary (e.g., Potts 1999, p. 373). This same type of question is relevant for the deployment of 
varying hero imagery within the cosmopolitan multi-ethnic social environments of the Achaemenid Empire, particu- 
larly in the realm of glyptic art, with its personal connotations. 

The material assembled in this catalog for the first time needs to speak for itself and to invite deeper inquiry 
into meanings of heroic encounter in the Achaemenid Empire from a variety of scholars according to agendas in- 
cluding, but certainly not limited to, those we have suggested herein. 


TYPOLOGY OF IMAGES IN VOLUME I 


The seals of heroic encounter are arranged according to a multi-tiered system of formal criteria. The first tier is 
determined by the basic action of the hero: 


COMPOSITIONAL FORMAT I: IMAGES OF HEROIC CONTROL 
— Balanced compositions in which a hero deals with two animals or creatures 


COMPOSITIONAL FORMAT IT: IMAGES OF HEROIC COMBAT 
— In which a hero’s attention is directed toward the stabbing or threatening of one animal or creature 


COMPOSITIONAL FORMAT III: COMPOSITE CONTROL AND COMBAT ENCOUNTERS 








COMPOSITIONAL FORMAT IV: OTHER HEROIC COMPOSITIONS 
— Specifically, seated hero and hero holding an animal or creature above his head 


Under these first-level categories of compositional format is a second tier based on two interlocking features: 
first, the pose of the animal(s) or creature(s) acted upon by the hero; and second, a finer description of the hero’s 
action. These second-tier categories are:

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 
Hero faces right, arms straight at horizontal; hero grasps two rampant bulls by throat. 


Each bull holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward toward hero’s head; hoof of bull at right bends 
downward to touch hero’s left shoulder. Each bull holds lower foreleg straight and extends it downward toward 
hero’s hips; hoof of bull at left touches hero; tail of each bull is bent and hangs downward. 


Hero wears Persian court robe; sleeves are pushed up to reveal arms and hang from either side of torso in long 
swags; double central pleat and diagonal folds of lower part of garment are indicated; sheath(?) projects at 
back. Hero has close-shaved beard or is beardless; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Each bull has long curved horn that emerges from front of its head. Mane is indicated by outline along contour 
of neck; that of bull at left has diagonal hatching; each bull is ithyphallic. 


Crescent is in upper terminal field; star is in middle terminal field. 


Edge of seal is preserved at top and bottom of design; flaw or chip is along top edge above bull at right. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) notes only that PFS 102 is linked with PFS 60 (II) and PFS 34 (Cat.No. 73) in her Southeastern 
Region III. Garrison (1996a) suggests that PFS 102 may be an office seal. 
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The seal is a powerful creation from a series of impressive designs by a master engraver. The sense of line 
and modeling and the spaciousness of the carving are quite sophisticated; see Garrison (1988, 1991, and 1996a) 
for this important seal and the artist whose work has close ties to the Court Style. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 102, see pls. 178c (Persian court robes with sleeves pushed up in 
deep swags), 220c (bulls and bull creatures), 233b (ithyphallic animals/creatures), and 252c (crescents and 
stars). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


With one exception (PF 156, only on the reverse) PFS 102 always occurs on the reverse and upper edge of tab- 
lets with PFS 60 (II) on the left edge (the left edge of PF 157 is destroyed). On the reverse of PF 154-155 and 
PF 157 the seal is inverted. Impressions of the seal are carefully applied. A few applications on the reverse pre- 
serve the complete height of the seal, a phenomenon not often seen in the PFS corpus. Rollings of the seal are 
long, almost two complete revolutions on PF 154 and PF 157. Rollings on the very restricted surface of the upper 
edge show consistent vertical and lateral placement of the figural design. In five impressions the seal is rolled 
for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these five applications, one dis- 
plays the bull to the left of the hero and the elements in the terminal field in the center; two display the bull to 
the left of the hero in the center; two display the bull to the right of the hero in the center. Of the two remaining 
partial rollings, one preserves only the bull to the left of the hero and the hero; one preserves only the hero and 
the bull to right. On the reverse of PF 154-157 the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cunei- 
form wedges cut deeply into the top or bottom of the impressions. PF 154 and PF 155 are the earliest dated tab- 
lets with PFS 102 and are both dated 499/498 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces right, arms bent, and holds two rampant bulls(?) by upper foreleg (link preserved only at right). 
Hero stands on hindquarters of two courant addorsed horned lion creatures (creature to right is winged). 


Each pedestal creature holds one foreleg straight and extended horizontally in front of its chest. Short straight 
horn emerges from top of head; mane is rendered by crisp serrated edge along contour of neck; mouth open in 
roar. 


Each bull moves toward hero but turns its head away from him and strides over head of pedestal creature; each 
extends bent lower foreleg toward hero’s waist. Bull at right places hoof of forward hind leg on wing of pedestal 
creature. Tail of bull at left curls upward. 


Hero wears belted Persian court robe; sleeves of garment are pushed up to reveal hero’s bare arms; gathered 
folds of sleeves are indicated, as are short segment of central pleat and two diagonal folds of lower part of gar- 
ment. Long squared, segmented beard rests along hero’s left arm; traces of rounded coiffure are at back of neck. 


Mane of bull to left rendered by sharp edge along contour of neck and diagonal marks on neck; mane of bull to 
right is rendered by serrated edge along contour of neck. 


COMMENTARY 


PFS 524 may have been inscribed, but the terminal field is not preserved for scrutiny. Stylistically and composi- 
tionally the seal is very close to PFS 164* (Cat.No. 20) and they probably represent the same hand. Dusinberre 
(1997b) suggests that PFS 524 is replaced by PFS 164* (Cat.No. 20). 

Pedestal creatures are not common, occurring definitively on only seven hero seals in the PFS corpus: PFS 
524, PFS 31 (Cat.No. 172), PFS 36* (Cat.No. 5), PFS 164* (Cat.No. 20), PFS 396 (Cat.No. 178), PFS 523* 
(Cat.No. 209), and PFS 931* (Cat.No. 270). The use of pedestal creatures is documented on several Court Style 
seals from the Persepolis Treasury archive, for example, PTS 1*, PTS 3*, and PTS 6*. It is also documented on 
a royal name seal of Darius used on Fort. 11283 (Garrison 1988, pp. 401-05, designated there as PFS 1683*; 
Dusinberre 1997b, p. 107, fig. 7). See Dusinberre 1997b for the significance of the pedestal creatures as an elite 
motif in early Achaemenid glyptic, specifically with reference to a cylinder seal excavated at Sardis.

PFS 524 occurs on the reverse (inverted) and upper edge of PF 256. PFS 523* (Cat.No. 209) is applied (also in- 
verted) directly above PFS 524 on the reverse. Both partial rollings of PFS 524 display the hero in the center. PF 
256 is dated 495 B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 
Hero faces left, arms bent, and grasps two rampant winged bull creatures by muzzle. 


Each creature holds forelegs slightly bent and extends them together toward hero’s leg; creature to right places 
hooves on hero’s leg. Creatures’ tails curve upward with hooked terminations. 


Hero wears double-belted robe with two tiers of vertical folds at lower garment. Hero is apparently beardless; 
small round coiffure rests at back of neck. Hero perhaps wears domed headdress. 


Each creature has long curved horn that emerges from front of its head; small ear is also indicated at back of 
head. Two rows of feathers are indicated on each creature’s wing. 


Line border is at top and bottom of design; on some impressions there are hints of triangle pattern and edge, 
suggesting seal cap. 


COMMENTARY 


PFS 2 is the personal seal of Irtuppiya, the officer in charge of the grain supply from 503 to 499 B.C. He appears 
as the officer in charge of cattle in 507 B.C. He also acts in several other capacities in the administrative system. 
Hinz (1971) identifies him as the “Hofspeicherwart” and director of his “Abteilung I, ‘Cerealien’” of the 
“Hofintendantur.” Koch (1990) characterizes him as the “Leiter” of the “Intendantur” of her Elam Region VI. 
Irtuppiya’s importance is judged by the fact that he is one of the few officials whose personal seal always occurs 
on its own. The seal occurs on more tablets than any other personal seal in the PF corpus. 
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This is a carefully worked engraving by a very fine artist. The composition is noteworthy for its generous and 
elegant exploitation of negative space. Human and animal heads exhibit geometric stylization with much undis- 
guised drill work. PFS 740 (Cat.No. 146) and PFS 690 (Cat.No. 139) show similar stylization, but they are less 
carefully executed and probably by a different artist. PFS 740 (Cat.No. 146) is also close compositionally to 
PFS 2. PFS 1519 (Cat.No. 167) shows the same elegant animal and human body forms combined with a geo- 
metric approach to the heads, and it may be by the same hand as PFS 2, which sets itself apart from these seals, 
however, in the smooth undulating rhythm of the animal forms. The form and the decoration of the hero’s gar- 
ment and the treatment of the creatures’ wings cannot readily be paralleled, but see PFS 740 (Cat.No. 146) for 
the wings. Other non-heroic scenes betray the same hand, for example, PFS 23 (III). The style of PFS 2 is close 
both to the Fortification Style and the Court Style in specific respects (Garrison 1988), but the particular hybrid- 
ization we see here makes the seal an interesting anomaly by an individualistic artist. The treatment of faces re- 
lates to a long tradition in Elamite glyptic (Seidl 1990). The traces of possible seal caps, visible, for example, on 
PF 1848, are rare owing to the small surfaces of most of the tablets used in the Persepolis Fortification archive. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 2, see pls. 182a (robes with various features of detail), 204b 
(arm positions of heroic control), 210b (heroic attitudes of control encounter), 270f (compositions creating dy- 
namic negative space as terminal field), 276a (evidence of original seal caps), and 282a (personal seals of sup- 
ply/apportionment officers). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


As is typical of seals of important offices and officials, PFS 2 never appears with another seal. Of the many tab- 
lets on which it occurs, the normal sealing pattern is on the reverse and left edge only (twenty-nine tablets). 
Other sealing patterns include: the upper edge and left edge (six tablets); only the left edge (five tablets); the 
reverse, upper edge, and left edge (three tablets); the lower edge and left edge (one tablet); the reverse, lower 
edge, upper edge, and left edge (one tablet); the reverse, lower edge, and left edge (one tablet); the obverse 
and left edge (one tablet); only the reverse (one tablet). 

On thirteen tablets the seal has been applied inverted on the reverse. Impressions of the seal tend to be me- 
ticulously applied, with little or no vertical or lateral distortion. Multiple rollings on the reverse of the tablet are 
arranged neatly in registers, consistently oriented. Because the cylinder is so small, the complete figural image 
occurs in the majority of applications, often with part of the design repeated. Of the total 111 impressions, one 
impression is too poorly preserved for analysis. Of the 110 remaining impressions, ninety-one show the seal 
rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. In three of these ninety-one 
applications, the figural design is repeated twice. Twenty-four rollings display the hero in the center; fifteen dis- 
play the hero and creature to left in the center; fifteen display the hero and creature to the right; fourteen display 
the creature to the left of the hero; twenty-two display the creature to right of the hero; twenty display the two 
creatures. In the last case, when the two creatures are the central element, the focal emphasis is a wonderful 
negative space created by the calligraphic lines of the tails and hind legs of the two creatures. 

On the reverse of many tablets the seal was clearly applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges 
cut into the top or bottom of the impressions. PF 1069-1070 and PF 1072-1073 are the earliest dated tablets 
with PFS 2 and are all dated 502 B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces right, arms straight and diagonally upward above shoulder level; hero holds two rampant winged 
bull creatures by horn. 

Each creature holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward to place hoof at hero’s arm; lower foreleg is 
straight and extended downward toward hero’s waist; creature to right places hoof on hero’s waist. Their tails 
curve upward with tufted terminations. 

Hero wears Persian court robe; sleeves of garment are pushed up to reveal hero’s bare arms; gathered folds of 
sleeves are indicated, as are central pleat and diagonal folds of lower part of garment. Hero wears five-pointed 
dentate Persian crown with studded band. Long rounded, striated beard rests over hero’s left shoulder along 
chest; ear is clearly indicated; rounded coiffure lies at base of neck. 

Each creature has two wings indicated, upper one extending diagonally upward from lower; two rows of feath- 
ers are indicated on each wing. Thick curved horn emerges from front of each creature’s head; pointed ear is at 
back of each creature’s head. 

Date palms with bulbous fruit clusters frame heroic encounter. Figure emerging from winged symbol (with 
bird’s wings and tail feathers with hooked tendrils) hovers directly above hero, facing right, and raises both 
arms. Figure wears Persian court robe with sleeves down. Wings are broad and rectangular with feathers indi- 
cated by long parallel horizontal lines intersected in each case by two vertical lines. 


Paneled inscription is in terminal field, framed (like heroic encounter) by the two date palms.

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The inscription on PFS 7* has been known for some time and has been published, with previous bibliography, 
by Schmitt (1981). Schmitt’s reading of the inscription is based on a letter that he had received from Hallock 
(Schmitt 1981, p. 22). The beginnings and ends of the lines are not preserved in any impression that we have 
studied. The beginnings of the Elamite and Babylonian lines are restored based upon the Old Persian. Restora- 
tion of the ends of the lines is more problematic since no known impression of any royal name seal of Darius 
preserves the ends of the lines. Published restorations of the ends of the lines follow the inscription preserved in 
the London Darius cylinder (Schmitt 1981, p. 19 sub SDa). 

Known as SDe, the inscription is one of the standard trilingual (Old Persian, Elamite, and Babylonian) in- 
scriptions of Darius I. The inscription is oriented along the vertical axis of the seal design, each line enclosed in 
its own panel, reading (from top to bottom): Old Persian, Elamite, and Babylonian. The visible signs in SDe are 
very similar to those found on SDa (the London Darius cylinder); the signs in SDe are slightly taller compared 
to the length of each line than in SDa. This may be a function of the rollings, where even a slight slippage would 
create a substantial difference in these proportions. It is also noteworthy that each line of the inscription in SDe 
appears to have its own case, which results in double lines between the Old Persian and Elamite inscriptions, 
and between the Elamite and Babylonian inscriptions. No other inscription on a seal of heroic encounter in the 
PFS corpus exhibits this characteristic. Seals with images of heroic encounter that have case lines enclosed in 
panels and oriented along the vertical axis of the seal are limited to PFS 7*, PFS 1* (Cat.No. 182), PFS 64* 
(Cat.No. 173), the royal name seal PFS 113* (Cat.No. 19), and PFS 526* (Cat.No. 216). 


COMMENTARY 


PFS 7* seems to have belonged to an office in charge of provisioning the king with food supplies (see Garrison 
1996b; Hinz 1971, “Hofspeisenmeister”; cf. Tuplin [1998] who voices skepticism). The seal occurs only on a 
special type of transaction (J texts). The seal has no geographical restriction, and it seems to have important ad- 
ministrative authority. The seal occurs alone, or as a counter seal with PFS 66a* (II), PFS 66b* (II), or PFS 
66c* (II), which are also office seals (overseeing flour deliveries) and are also found only on the J texts. The 
seal has, furthermore, been identified on an Achaemenid administrative tablet now in the Louvre (MDP 11 
308). This tablet is a J text, and it is thought to have been found at Susa (Garrison 1996b). If MDP 11 308 is in- 
deed from Susa, it vividly documents the wide administrative range of PFS 7*. Much of the bibliography fo- 
cuses on the administrative use of the seal (e.g., Hallock 1977, Hinz 1971, Koch 1990, Garrison 1996b). Lewis 
(1994) considers PFS 7* one of Darius’s personal seals that he gave out to a subordinate. 

This masterfully carved seal is the largest preserved seal in the PFS corpus of seals of heroic encounter. The 
seal design is one of the early dated examples of the fully developed Court Style, formally and iconographically 
related to Court Style seals used on the slightly later Persepolis Treasury tablets.! 

The identity of the figure emerging from the winged symbol, traditionally associated with the god 
Ahuramazda, is still a subject of dispute.? The disk element of the typical winged symbol with figure emergent 
as we know it from the monumental art of the Achaemenids (viz., Root 1979) is not included in the symbol as 
rendered on any examples of the motif in the PFS corpus of hero seals. Compare PFS 7* with PFS 774 (Cat.No. 
58), PFS 1053 (Cat.No. 45), and PFS 1071 (Cat.No. 29). See Garrison 1988 and 1991 and Root 1989, for discus- 
sions on style and selected iconographical features of the seal design. See Porada 1979, p. 85, and Dusinberre 
1997b, pp. 107-14, for commentary on the date palm and its royal associations.

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SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


As mentioned above, PFS 7* is either used alone or else with PFS 66a* (II), PFS 66b* (II), or PFS 66c* (II). 
When it appears with any of those seals, PFS 7* always occurs only (and in isolation) on the reverse, with PFS 
66a*, PFS 66b*, or PFS 66c* always on the left edge and sometimes also on additional surfaces (excluding the 
reverse ). When it appears alone, PFS 7* tends to cover all uninscribed surfaces. On PF 722, PFS 7* occurs on 
all six possible sealing surfaces. Other sealing patterns include: reverse, upper edge, and left edge (six tablets); 
reverse and left edge (six tablets); reverse, lower edge, upper edge, and left edge (four tablets); reverse, lower 
edge, upper edge, right edge, and left edge (three tablets); reverse, upper edge, right edge, and left edge (two 
tablets); reverse, lower edge, and left edge (one tablet); reverse, lower edge, right edge, and left edge (one 
tablet); obverse and reverse (one tablet). On the reverse of ten tablets the seal is inverted. Impressions of the 
seal tend to be carefully executed, although vertical and lateral distortions occur. Multiple rollings of the seal 
are common on the reverse; they are neatly executed and consistently oriented. The size of the seal creates 
over-rolling in these cases. The large size of the seal also means that few impressions preserve the complete 
seal design. 

Of the total 115 impressions, seventy-seven show some part of the inscription. In five impressions the seal is 
rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these five applications, 
two display the hero in the center with partial rollings of the inscription at each end of the impression; two dis- 
play the hero and the creature to left in the center with a full rolling of the inscription at the left of the impres- 
sion, a partial rolling of the inscription at the right; one displays the hero and the creature to right in the center 
with a complete rolling of the inscription at the right of the impression and a partial rolling of the inscription at 
the left. Of the remaining 110 partial applications, ten display a complete rolling of the inscription in the center; 
one displays a complete rolling of the inscription and the date palm to right in the center; one preserves only a 
complete rolling of the inscription and the date palm to left; one preserves only a complete rolling of the inscrip- 
tion and the date palm to right; fourteen display the hero in the center; eight display the hero and the creature to 
left in the center (of which three preserve a partial rolling of the inscription at the left of the impression); twelve 
display the hero and the creature to right in the center (of which eight preserve a partial rolling of the inscription 
at the right of the impression); one preserves only the hero and the creature to left; five preserve only the hero 
and the creature to right; two display the creature to the left of the hero and a date palm in the center with a par- 
tial rolling of the inscription at the left of the impression; seven display the creature to the right of the hero and a 
date palm in the center with a partial rolling of the inscription at the right of the impression; one preserves only 
the creature to the left of the hero and a date palm; fifteen display the creature to the left of the hero in the cen- 
ter with a partial rolling of the inscription at the left of the impression; twenty-one display the creature to the 
right of the hero in the center (of which eighteen preserve a partial rolling of the inscription at the right of the 
impression); five display the date palm to the left of the hero in the center with a partial rolling of the inscription 
(in one instance a complete rolling of the inscription) at the left of the impression; six display the date palm to 
the right of the hero in the center with a partial rolling of the inscription (in one instance preserving a complete 
rolling of the inscription) at the right of the impression. 

On the reverse of six tablets the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut 
into the top or bottom of the impressions. PF 707 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 7* and is dated 503/502 
B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Four-winged hero faces right, arms bent, and holds two rampant winged bull creatures by upper foreleg; hero 
appears to stand on hindquarters of two couchant(?) addorsed winged bull creatures (wing of creature at right 
not preserved). 


Each pedestal creature has long curved horn that emerges from front of its head; creature to left has long 
pointed ear at back of its head. 


Each bull creature controlled by hero holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward toward hero’s wing; 
lower foreleg is bent and held in front of its body; tail curves upward with undulating contour and has tufted ter- 
mination. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed; fringe is indicated along front of chest. Short 
pointed beard rests above hero’s left shoulder; round coiffure rests at back of neck.

There are three lines to the inscription, oriented along the horizontal axis of the seal, separated by case lines, 
and enclosed in a panel. Most impressions of the seal on the PF tablets show virtually nothing of the inscription. 
Our reading is based mainly on the impressions of the seal on the left edge of PFNN 1046 and PFNN 1068. The 
name ZisSabarna is a transcription of Old Persian *Cicafarnah.?

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COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) suggests that the seal may belong to RaSda, an official connected with the site of Tirazzis (Shiraz). 
Brosius (1996, pp. 132, 139-41) seems to imply that PFS 36* is an office seal and associates both RaSda and 
UStana with the seal in their function as overseeing the provisioning of rations for workers qualified as kurtas 
abbakkanas Irdabamana. 

For the significance of the pedestal creatures as an elite motif in early Achaemenid glyptic, see Dusinberre 
1997b. Other seals of heroic encounter with pedestal creatures include PFS 31 (Cat.No. 172), PFS 164* 
(Cat.No. 20), PFS 396 (Cat.No. 178), PFS 523* (Cat.No. 209), PFS 524 (Cat.No. 2), and PFS 931* (Cat.No. 
270), with PFS 164* (Cat.No. 20), PFS 396 (Cat.No. 178), PFS 523* (Cat.No. 209), and PFS 524 (Cat.No. 2) 
being close parallels.* 

This is a large and exceptionally well-executed seal. Stylistically the seal has close ties to the Court Style, 
especially in the treatment of the animal forms, the very formal and symmetrical composition, the inclusion of 
pedestal creatures, and the large paneled inscription. The design is crisply executed and well conceived, with a 
very delicate and light quality in the animal forms. The seal is one of the more impressive designs in Volume 1. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 36*, see pls. 204d (arm positions of heroic control), 216c (hero 
standing atop pedestal figure[s] or other supporting element), 262b (paneled inscriptions with horizontal case 
lines), and 273a (open compositions). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


As is typical of the seals of important officials, PFS 36* always occurs alone and usually on several surfaces of 
a tablet, normally the reverse and the left edge (eight tablets), also the reverse, left, and upper edge (three tab- 
lets). Impressions of the seal tend to be carefully applied and usually exhibit no distortion. Because the seal is 
relatively large, complete heights cannot be accommodated on the small sealing surfaces. Normally the seal 
user privileges the upper part of the design. On the reverse of PF 397 and PF 1076 the seal has been applied 
twice, one impression directly above the other. On the reverse of PF 398, PF 1028, and PF 1041 the seal is in- 
verted. 

Of the total twenty-seven impressions, eleven show some part of the inscription, but none displays the in- 
scription alone in the center. In four impressions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the 
entire length of the seal design. Of these four applications, one displays the inscription and the creature to the 
left of the hero in the center; two display the inscription and the creature to the right of the hero in the center; 
one application is very long, preserving two complete rollings of the inscription and placing the creature to the 
right of the hero in the center. Of the twenty-three partial impressions, seven display the hero in the center with- 
out any traces of the inscription; seven preserve only the hero and the creature to the left; one displays the hero 
and the creature to the left in the center; three display the creature to the left of the hero in the center (partial 
rolling of the inscription at the left of the impression); one displays the creature to the right of the hero in the 
center; two preserve only a partial rolling of the inscription and the creature to the left of the hero; one pre- 
serves only the creature to the left of the hero; one preserves only the hero and the creature to the right. On the 
reverse of PF 398-399, PF 821, PF 1028, PF 1041, PF 1223, and PF 1613 the seal clearly was applied before the 
text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top or bottom of the impressions. PF 1076 and PF 1612 are the 
earliest dated tablets with PFS 36* and are both dated 504 B.c.

Hero faces right, arms straight at diagonal above shoulder level, and holds two rampant winged bull creatures 
probably by horn. 


Each creature holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward to place hoof on hero’s arm; lower foreleg is 
straight and hoof is placed on hero’s waist. Creature to left has long tail that curls upward with tufted termina- 
tion. Creature to right has thin tail that curls upward with pointed termination. 


Hero wears Persian court robe with sleeves pushed up to reveal arms; gathered folds of sleeves are indicated 
(on hero’s right side only). Triple central pleat and diagonal folds of lower part of garment are also indicated. 
Squared beard rests over hero’s left arm; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Each creature has two wings indicated, upper extending diagonally upward from lower. Creature to left has 
curved horn (only partially preserved) that emerges from front of its head; long thin ear is at back of its head. 


COMMENTARY 


The animal forms are thinner than normally seen in the Court Style, and the rendering of the details of the 
hero’s garment is somewhat careless; nevertheless, the sharp execution of the animal forms represents the style 
well. The detailing in the head and forelegs of the creature to the left is especially noteworthy and typical of the 
Court Style. Quite remarkable is the suggestion of a three-quarters view of this creature’s face.

Horn of creature to left of hero emerges from front of its head; long thin ear is at back of its head. Each creature 
has two rows of feathers on its wing. 


Winged symbol with bird’s tail is in upper terminal field. 


COMMENTARY 


Details of iconography such as the winged symbol and the fluted tiara recall the Court Style, but the engraving 
is quite different. Animal and human heads show an abstracted geometric approach with sharp edges. Engraving 
seems very flat and stiff. The form of the winged symbol is unparalleled among the images of heroic encounter 
in the PFS corpus but seems close to one preserved on a sealing from Nineveh (Herbordt 1992, pl. 20, fig. 12). 
PFS 1189 is probably not from the mainstream Persepolitan workshops, and its origins may lie in more western 
realms of the empire.°

Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1460 should belong to Parsena the barrisdama (“elite guide”), who in PF 1577 
received date rations for 108 Cappadocian workers on their way to Elam under the authority (halmi) of 
Parnaka. PF 1577 preserves the only occurrence of the name ParSena in the PF texts. 

The large bull creatures and small hero make for an unusual design. The disparity in the creatures’ forms is 
also unusual. The creature to the left is short and thick; the creature to the right is thin and elongated.

COMMENTARY 


Hallock identifies this seal as the personal seal of Mirayauda, a supplier of grain and flour. Koch (1990) notes 
that Mirayauda uses PFS 18 in years 21-23. She also notes that PFS 24 (Cat.No. 298) occurs with the personal 
name Mirayauda (who holds the office of tumara) at Umpura. It is unclear whether she considers him the same 
individual who uses PFS 18 (cf. Koch 1990, p. 138 and chart on p. 294). The attribution of PFS 18 toa 
Mirayauda is assured based upon Q texts protocol. 

See Garrison 1988 for the artist and related seals. The style is elongated and flowing; the poses of the crea- 
tures and the placement of their tails adds to the pleasing calligraphic quality of the engraving.

Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed; garment shows vertical and diagonal detailing 
on torso; sheath projects from back of hero’s waist. Squared beard with horizontal striations rests over hero’s 
left shoulder; rounded coiffure with horizontal striations is at back of neck. 


On each creature two wings are depicted, lower extending diagonally downward from upper. On creature to left, 
three rows of feathers are indicated on upper wing, two on lower; on creature at right, two rows of feathers are 
indicated on upper wing, one on lower. Each creature’s human face has long squared beard terminating in 
beaded segments over its chest. Creature to left has segmented horn that curves back from front of its head; 
small pointed ear is at top of its head. Creature to right has thin curved horn (only partially preserved) that 
emerges from front of its head. 


Rhomb is in middle field between hero and creature to right; crescent is in upper field above rhomb. 


Below rhomb are faint traces of another design feature, apparently a figure facing left with arms bent up to 
place a finger to his mouth. This figure, apparently nude, wears a pigtail and sits on a papyrus bud placed be- 
tween tall papyrus stalks. 


Above wings of creature to left, in terminal field, is group of seven dots arranged in two horizontal lines of three 
dots with seventh dot in front at right. Behind this same creature is segmented vertical object terminating in 
point. Also in terminal field is elaborate floral element consisting of two superimposed bowls with vegetal 
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sprays of lotus blossoms and buds and papyrus blossoms; below this are indications of third bowl also with floral 
spray. Over this floral element floats figure emerging from nimbus of stars. Figure in nimbus faces right and ex- 
tends upper arm diagonally upward in front of face; lower arm is held down near waist; figure appears to wear a 
robe and a conical headdress with knob. Figure appears likely to be beardless with large rounded chin; narrow 
rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. Large chip or leaf symbol appears between this figure and group of 
seven dots. 


Portion of edge of seal is preserved at top of design above hero. 


COMMENTARY 


The seal is a personal seal of IrtaSduna, wife of Darius I, known to Herodotus (VII.69.2) as Artystone, daughter 
of Cyrus and favorite wife of Darius. She uses the seal to draw royal provisions (J texts) and to ratify letters (T 
texts).° 

The seal is quite large and is one of the most elaborate in the entire PFS corpus of seal designs. The design 
has many Assyrianizing features, including the seven dots of the Pleiades, the rhomb, the figure in the nimbus, 
and the elaborate floral element as terminal.’ The detailing of the hero’s garment is, however, unusual and finds 
no ready parallels in Neo-Assyrian seals. The soft puffy treatment of creatures’ wings can be seen on designs 
from the PFS corpus; see, for example, PFS 113* (Cat.No. 19). The seal is probably Assyrianizing rather than 
Assyrian. 

The small, apparently nude, figure in the lower field between the hero and the creature to the right is very 
poorly preserved. Previous drawings of the seal (Garrison 1991) suggested a frontal nude figure, but further ex- 
amination of the tablets indicates a figure sitting on a papyrus bud, presumably an Egyptianizing Infant Horus 
figure.* (Here, the pigtail is shown at the back rather than side of the head for the sake of visibility.) The image 
of the Infant Horus in a papyrus thicket relates to Egyptian representations of the Horus cycle (Badawy 1963). 
In the Neo-Assyrian glyptic tradition Egyptianizing images of the Infant Horus more commonly show him on the 
lotus plant (e.g., Parker 1962, p. 39, fig. 11, pl. 22/4). The figure surrounded by a nimbus is often associated 
with [Star in Assyria, with Anahita in Iran.? We thus suggest that it may be a female figure. The vertical object 
in the terminal field may be a censer, but it may conceivably be a phallic symbol (e.g., Black and Green 1992, 
p. 152, fig. 124). For other seals herein that have a rhomb in the design, see PFS 944 (Cat.No. 129) and PFS 
1026 (Cat.No. 156). The large number of symbols in the terminal field is rare in the hero corpus; compare PFS 
1236 (Cat.No. 159) and PFS 9* (Cat.No. 288). See Root 1990b and Garrison 1991 for comments on style and 
iconography. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 38, see pls. 176c (Assyrian garments with detailing preserved), 
196a (coiffures of unusual types), 204e (arm positions of heroic control), 248e (deity emergent from nimbus of 
stars), 249f (rhombs), 250b (crescents), 254b (various devices and symbols), 256e (stylized floral elements), 
260a (papyrus plants), 269a (terminal field motifs other than inscriptions), 272a (dense compositions), and 
284e (personal seals of women). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


As is typical of seals of high-ranking individuals, PFS 38 always occurs alone on tablets that it seals. In the case 
of PFS 38 the seal is always applied on three or four different sealing surfaces of each tablet. The minimum fifty 
impressions in fact come from only eleven tablets. The reverse and upper edges often carry multiple applica- 
tions of the seal. On the reverse, these applications are oriented along the horizontal axis of the seal, but there is 
much over-rolling of one impression by another. On the reverse of PF 730, PF 733-734, PF 1836-1839, and PF

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2035 the seal is inverted. The applications on the left edge tend to be much more carefully executed. The appli- 
cations of PFS 38 are often very difficult to read, owing to the short, fragmentary nature of many of the impres- 
sions, distortions, and the lightness of pressure with which the seal has been applied. For these reasons we can 
provide only a count of the minimum number of seal applications (fifty). Distortion often occurs on the left edge 
and right edge of impressions. 

Of the minimum fifty impressions, seven are too poorly preserved for analysis. Of the remaining forty-three 
applications, only three preserve at least one complete turn of the seal preserving the entire length of the seal 
design. All three complete rollings of the seal carefully keep the basic figural design of the heroic encounter in- 
tact, with full or partial rollings of the floral element and figure in the nimbus in the terminal field at one or both 
vertical edges of the impression. Of these three complete applications, one displays the hero in the center (ele- 
ments in the terminal field frame the heroic encounter on both edges); one displays the hero and the creature to 
the left in the center (elements in the terminal field only at the left of the impression); one displays the hero and 
the creature to the right in the center (elements in the terminal field only at the right of the impression). Of the 
forty partial rollings, eight display the hero in the center; two display the hero and the creature to the left in the 
center; one preserves only the hero and the creature to left; eight display the creature to the left of the hero in 
the center; one preserves only the creature to the left of the hero; five preserve only the hero and the creature to 
right; three display the creature to the right of the hero in the center; two preserve only the creature to the right 
of the hero; one displays the creature to the left of the hero and the elements in the terminal field in the center; 
two display the creature to the right of the hero and the elements in the terminal field in the center; one pre- 
serves only the elements in the terminal field and the creature to the left of the hero; one preserves only the 
creature to the right of the hero and the elements in the terminal field; one displays the elements in the terminal 
field in the center; three preserve only isolated segments of the floral element in the terminal field; one pre- 
serves only the censer(?). 

On the reverse of PF 733-734, PF 1836-1839, and PF 2035 the seal has clearly been applied before the text 
since several cuneiform wedges cut into the bottom of the impression. PF 1836 is the earliest dated tablet with 
PFS 38 and is dated 501/500 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces right, arms straight at diagonal above shoulder level, and holds two rampant winged human-faced 
bull creatures by horn (preserved only at right). 


Each creature holds upper foreleg slightly bent and extends it upward to place hoof on hero’s arm; lower foreleg 
is bent and held in front of its body. Slender tail (only partially preserved) of creature to left curves upward. 


Hero wears Persian court robe with indication of belt end; sleeves are pushed up to reveal arms. Squared beard 
rests over hero’s left shoulder; flattened coiffure with horizontal striations is at back of neck. 


Creature to left has long squared beard that curls upward at its end. Creature to right has rounded beard that 
rests on its chest; thin curved horn (only partially preserved) emerges from front of its head; two short append- 
ages emerging from back of its head may be ears. Each creature is ithyphallic. 


COMMENTARY 


Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1684 should belong to SauSa, who in year 28.2 (494 B.C.) received flour rations 
on his way to the king under the authority (halmi) of Bakabana. PF 1324 preserves the only occurrence of the 
name Sausa in the PF texts. 

This large seal is a version (early?) of the Court Style where there occurs little surface detailing. See Garri- 
son 1988, 1991, and 1996a for this important artist. Hallock mistakenly identifies the impression of PFS 1684 as 
collating with PFS 7* (Cat.No. 4). This is an understandable error since the seals are by the same artist.

SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 1684 occurs on the reverse of PF 1324. The partial rolling carefully displays the hero in the center. The seal 
clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the bottom of the impression. PF 
1324 is dated 494 B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 
Hero faces right, arms bent, and holds two rampant winged human-faced bull creatures by upper foreleg. 


Each creature moves toward hero but turns its head away from him. Holds upper foreleg straight, and extends it 
upward toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is bent and held in front of its body. Tail of creature to left curves up- 
ward with large tufted termination. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed. Rounded beard rests over hero’s left shoulder; 
flattened coiffure is at back of neck. 


Creature to right has thick rounded beard with horizontal striations that rests over its wing. Each creature has 
curved horn (only partially preserved) that emerges from front of its head. Creature to left also has pointed ear 
at top of its head. 


To left of heroic encounter, male figure seen in profile faces right and raises one arm upward toward wing of 
creature to left of hero with hand apparently held with flat palm parallel to picture plane; other arm is straight 
and held downward in front of his body with hand holding object with handle or stem. Male figure wears 
Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed. Long squared beard rests over his chest; flattened coiffure is 
at back of neck. 


COMMENTARY 


This is a large and well-executed design. The pose of the figure in the terminal field recalls worshipers and at- 
tendants on Neo-Assyrian and Neo-Babylonian worship scenes, many of whom hold buckets.'° Perhaps the fig- 
ure in PFS 1641 also holds a bucket; compare PFS 68 (II) and PFS 166 (II). A more likely alternative for PFS 
1641 would be a lotus blossom held by the stem and drooping downward (e.g., Collon 1987, no. 347). Either ac- 
coutrement supports the identification of the figure as a worshiper/cult attendant (see Paley 1986, pp. 215-16, 
illustrations 11, 13; van Loon 1986). Interestingly, the figure is closely integrated into the formal dynamic of the 
heroic encounter to the extent that the bull creatures with heads turned back appear to acknowledge his pres- 
ence.

Hero faces right, arms straight at diagonal above shoulder level, and holds two rampant winged human-headed 
bull creatures by upper foreleg. 


Each creature moves toward hero but turns its head away from him. Each creature holds upper foreleg straight 
and extends it upward in front of its head; lower foreleg is bent and held in front of its body. Tail of creature at 
right curls upward with tufted termination. 


Hero wears belted Persian court robe with sleeves pushed up to reveal hero’s bare arms; gathered folds of 
sleeves are indicated, as are central pleat and diagonal folds of lower part of garment. Hero wears five-pointed 
dentate Persian crown. Squared beard in graduated horizontal segments rests over hero’s left shoulder; down- 
turned mustache is also indicated; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Creature at left has long blunt-pointed beard. Beard of creature at right is squared with vestiges of graduated 
segments. Each creature has rounded coiffure at back of its neck. Each creature wears Persian crown with ser- 
rated top. Wing of each creature has three rows of feathers indicated. 


Behind creature at left in terminal field is date palm with bulbous fruit clusters and imbricate markings on the 
trunk. To left of date palm, large paneled inscription occupies remainder of terminal field.

The inscription on PFS 113* has been known for some time and was published, with previous bibliography, by 
Schmitt (1981). 

Known as SDg, the inscription is the standard trilingual (Old Persian, Elamite, and Babylonian) inscription 
of Darius I on seals. The inscription is oriented along the vertical axis of the seal, separated by case lines, and 
enclosed in a panel. It reads (from top to bottom): Old Persian, Elamite, and Babylonian. As noted by Hallock 
via Schmitt, the ri-sign in both the Elamite and Akkadian versions lacks a third vertical wedge. We are able to 
see slightly more of the beginning of the Old Persian and Elamite versions than was apparent to Hallock and 
Schmitt, but our reading simply confirms what they had restored. The only other inscribed seals with images of 
heroic encounter that show the combination of case lines enclosed in a panel and orientation along the vertical 
axis of the seal are PFS 64* (Cat.No. 173), PFS 1* (Cat.No. 182), PFS 526* (Cat.No. 216), and the royal name 
seal PFS 7* (Cat.No. 4). 


COMMENTARY 


This very large seal also occurs on the Treasury tablets (= PTS 4*), used, as on the PF tablets, by Baradkama, 
treasurer at Persepolis during 490-479 B.C. The evidence from both archives shows that he keeps this seal for 
some fifteen years, enjoying apparently exclusive use of it as an office seal under both Darius and Xerxes. 

The seal is a masterpiece of glyptic art and an outstanding example of the fully developed Court Style; the 
amount of detailing in the scene is striking even for the Court Style. See Garrison 1988 and 1996a for the artist, 
a leading innovator in the Court Style.

SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


As is typical of seals of important offices and officials, PFS 113* occurs alone on tablets, often on multiple sur- 
faces (e.g., three surfaces of PF 879). The seal always occurs on the left edge; on PF 864 it is also on the upper 
edge; in PF 879 it is also on the reverse and upper edge. Impressions are carefully executed, giving preference 
to the upper part of the design. Of the total six impressions, five show some part of the inscription. No impres- 
sion preserves the entire figural design. Of the six partial impressions, one displays the inscription in the center; 
one displays the date palm in the center with a full rolling of the inscription at the left of the impression; one dis- 
plays the creature to the left of the hero in the center with a full rolling of the inscription at the left of the im- 
pression; two display the hero in the center; one displays the hero and the creature to the left in the center. On 
the reverse of PF 879 the seal clearly was applied before the text since the bottom of the impression has been 
smoothed and several cuneiform wedges cut into the area. PF 879 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 113* and 
is dated 495/494 B.C.

Hero faces right in striding pose, arms bent, and holds two rampant winged human-headed bull creatures by up- 
per foreleg. Hero stands on hindquarters of two addorsed couchant(?) winged horned lion creatures. 


Each pedestal creature has two spiked projections (feathers?) extending upward from its wing; mane is ren- 
dered by crisp serrated edge along contour of its neck (pedestal creature to right has only two mane serrations 
preserved). Long pointed horn emerges from front of each pedestal creature’s head; mouth is open in roar. 


Each human-headed creature moves toward hero but turns its head away from him. Creature to left holds upper 
foreleg (only partially preserved) straight and extends it upward toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is straight 
and extended toward hero’s waist. Creature has only one hind leg indicated, placed on left pedestal creature’s 
wing. Creature to right holds upper foreleg (only partially preserved) straight and extends it upward toward 
hero’s head; lower foreleg is straight and extended outward toward hero’s elbow. Creature places forward hind 
leg on right pedestal creature’s wing; rear hind leg is bent and extended back toward right pedestal creature’s 
snout. Each creature has long crooked tail that bends upward near its end with slightly tufted termination. 


Hero wears Persian court robe with sleeves pushed up to reveal hero’s bare arms; gathered folds of sleeves indi- 
cated on right side of hero’s torso, as are central pleat and diagonal folds of lower part of garment. Long 
rounded beard crosses over hero’s left shoulder; flattened coiffure curls upward at back of neck. 


Creature to left has rounded striated beard resting on its wing; rounded coiffure is at back of head. Creature to 
right has rounded coiffure at back of its neck. Creature to right has squared striated beard resting on its wing; 
narrow rounded coiffure is at back of its neck. 


Single line inscription is in terminal field.

There is one line to the inscription, oriented along the vertical axis of the seal. The first word is clear. The sec- 
ond word, presumably a PN, is very difficult to read in the impressions. The apparent variation in what we are 
reading as the T letter may be due to the legibility of the inscription. In the absence of supporting textual evi- 
dence, vocalization of the PN is difficult. 
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COMMENTARY 


Dusinberre (1997b, p. 107 [n. 59]) suggests that PFS 164* replaces PFS 524 (Cat.No. 2). 

Pedestal creatures are not common, occurring definitively on only seven hero seals in the PFS corpus: PFS 
31 (Cat.No. 172), PFS 36* (Cat.No. 5), PFS 396 (Cat.No. 178), PFS 523* (Cat.No. 209), PFS 524 (Cat.No. 2), 
and PFS 931* (Cat.No. 270) in addition to PFS 164*. The use of pedestal creatures is documented on several 
Court Style seals from the Treasury archive, for example, PTS 1*, PTS 3*, and PTS 6*. See Dusinberre 1997b 
for the significance of the pedestal creatures as an elite motif in early Achaemenid glyptic. 

The style is a mix of Court Style and Fortification Style. See the commentary for PFS 524 (Cat.No. 2), which 
shows a similar composition and style and probably is from the same artist.

PFS 164* occurs on the upper edge and left edge of PF 969 and PF 970; no other seal appears on these tablets. 
Impressions generally exhibit some distortion in their lower sections. Impressions tend to be long, and all four 
rollings preserve the entire length of the seal design. Of these four applications, one displays the creature to the 
left of the hero and the inscription in the center; one displays the hero in the center; one displays the hero and 
the creature to left in the center; one displays the hero and the creature to right in the center. PF 969 is the earli- 
est dated tablet with PFS 164* and is dated 494 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 
Hero faces left, arms straight, and holds two rampant winged human-faced bull creatures by upper foreleg. 


Each creature moves toward hero but turns its head away from him. Each creature holds upper foreleg straight 
and extends it diagonally upward. Creature to left holds lower foreleg bent and extends it downward in front of 
its body. Creature to right holds lower foreleg slightly bent and extends it downward toward hero’s waist. 


Hero wears belted garment of uncertain type. Rounded beard rests over hero’s right shoulder; rounded coiffure 
curls slightly upward at back of neck. Diagonal striations at top of hero’s head perhaps indicate decorated 
domed headdress. 
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Each creature has rounded beard that rests over its wing; curved horn (only partially preserved) emerges from 


front of its head; short ear is at back of head. 


COMMENTARY 


The design shows extensive use of the cutting wheel, especially in the hero’s head and beard. The human body 
seems to be a thickened version of the Fortification Style, but the long cylindrical neck and the shape of the jaw 
are anomalous. The creature forms, although only partially preserved, are carefully executed; the details of the 
hooves and forelegs place the design close to the Court Style. The seal thus represents a very particular and un- 


usual hybrid of Persepolitan styles. 


For comparative illustrations including PFS 1465, see pl. 195f (coiffures of distinctive types/sub-types). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 1465 occurs on the reverse, upper edge, and left edge of PF 1580. No other seal is used on the tablet. The 
partial rollings on the upper edge and left edge display the hero in the center. The partial rolling on the reverse 
displays the creature to the left of the hero in the center. On the reverse the seal clearly was applied before the 
text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top of the impression. PF 1580 is dated 507/506 B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces left, arms straight, and holds two rampant lions by throat. 


Each lion holds one foreleg straight and places upturned paw at hero’s chest; other foreleg is straight, held up 
and away from its body, toes splayed. Lion to left places paw of forward hind leg on hero’s forward foot. Lions’ 


tails curl upward with tufted terminations. 
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Hero wears double-belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed, with fringe at hem of short under- 
garment visible on forward leg above knee; garment has fringe on chest and three swags of fringe on lower gar- 
ment. Long rounded beard rests over hero’s chest; round coiffure is at back of neck. 


There is much muscular detail in each lion’s body; manes are rendered by crisp serrated edge along contour of 
neck; mouth is open in roar. 


Paneled inscription is in terminal field.

There are four lines to the inscription, oriented along the horizontal axis of the seal, separated by case lines, and 
enclosed in a panel. In addition to numerous occurrences in the PF texts, the name also appears in the Aramaic 
inscription on PFS 9* (Cat.No. 288), the earlier seal of Parnaka. Both Hallock and Bowman copied the inscrip- 
tion, but neither observed the first line (HTM); compare, however, Cameron’s reading which does include the 
first line. 


COMMENTARY 


The seal is the personal seal of Parnaka, chief functionary in the Persepolis Fortification archive and the uncle 
of Darius the Great.'' PF 2067 and PF 2068 state authoritatively that on the 22nd year, third month, 16th day (6 
June 500 B.C.) PFS 16* replaced Parnaka’s earlier seal, PFS 9* (Cat.No. 288). As with PFS 9* (Cat.No. 288), 
PFS 16* never occurs with any other seal. 

The seal is a masterpiece of glyptic art, a technical tour de force of Modeled Style carving. The extensive 
and controlled use of the drill in the design produces minute details, especially on the lion bodies (e.g., dewlaps, 
toes, joints of the rear hind legs). The powerful iconography and Assyrianizing style of the seal have been dis- 
cussed often, as has the evidence the seal yields concerning artistic patronage. For a close parallel of the deco- 
ration on the hero’s lower garment, see PFS 1582 (Cat.No. 232). The careful documentation in the texts of 
Parnaka’s adoption of this seal, the quality of the design and the perfect arrangement of the paneled inscription 
suggest very strongly that PFS 16* was a commissioned piece, probably cut not long before 6 June 500 B.C. 
when the texts note the introduction of its use.” 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 16*, see pls. 176b (Assyrian garments with detailing preserved), 
198c (feet and shoes), 202a (arm positions of heroic control), 210c (heroic attitudes of control encounter), 222a 
(lions and lion creatures), 230a (feet of animals and creatures), 232g (spectacular animal studies), 262a (pan- 
eled inscriptions with horizontal case lines), and 285f (personal seals of Parnaka, son of Arsam, uncle of Darius, 
and Chief Functionary at Persepolis). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


As is typical of seals of important officials, PFS 16* always occurs alone on tablets that it seals. Eight tablets 
have three or four edges sealed with PFS 16*: upper edge, right edge, and left edge (four tablets); reverse, up- 
per edge, right edge, and left edge (three tablets); reverse, right edge, and left edge (one tablet). Ten tablets 
have only one or two edges sealed with PFS 16*: right edge and left edge (five tablets); only the left edge (four 
tablets); upper edge and left edge (one tablet). All of these texts that are sealed once or twice are letters (T 
texts). The seal is never applied more than once to any single surface. On all four tablets where the seal occurs 
on the reverse, it is inverted. Impressions of the seal tend to be carefully applied, although a few impressions do 
show lateral distortion. 








We cannot agree with Vallat’s suggestion that PFS 16* should not 
be considered a “personal” seal of Parnaka (Vallat 1997, p. 173). 
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Despite the large size of the seal, almost half of the rollings preserve the complete design. Of the total 
forty-three impressions, two impressions are too poorly preserved for analysis. Of the forty-one remaining im- 
pressions, thirty-eight show some part of the inscription. Of these thirty-eight impressions, thirty-five preserve 
the complete width of the inscriptional panel, which suggests that a concerted effort was made to show the full 
width of the inscription when possible. The three impressions that do not preserve the inscription are all partial 
rollings which preserve only the heroic encounter with the hero displayed in the center. 

Of the forty-one analytically viable impressions, eighteen are rolled for at least one complete turn of the 
seal, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these eighteen applications, three display the inscription 
in the center; one displays the inscription and the lion to the left of the hero in the center; three display the in- 
scription and the lion to the right of the hero in the center; three display the hero and the lion to the left in the 
center with a complete rolling of the inscription at the left of the impression; seven display the hero and the lion 
to the right in the center with a complete rolling of the inscription at the right of the impression; one displays the 
lion to the right of the hero in the center with a complete rolling of the inscription at the right of the impression. 

Of the remaining twenty-three partial rollings, one displays the inscription in the center; one preserves only 
the inscription; one displays the inscription and the lion to the left of the hero in the center; two preserve only 
the inscription and the lion to the left of the hero; three display the hero in the center; one displays the hero and 
the lion to the left in the center with a complete rolling of the inscription at the left of the impression; two pre- 
serve only the hero and the lion to the left; five display the hero and the lion to the right in the center with a 
complete (two instances) or partial rolling of the inscription at the right of the impression; five display the lion 
to the left of the hero in the center with a complete rolling of the inscription at the left of the impression; two 
display the lion to the right of the hero in the center with a complete rolling of the inscription at the right of the 
impression. 

On the reverse of PF 667, PF 668, PF 1802, and PF 1803 the seal clearly was applied before the text since 
several cuneiform wedges cut into the bottom of the impressions. 

On the left edge of PF 1809 an Aramaic notation is written over the impression of PFS 16* (Hallock 1969, p. 
495). 

PF 1802, PF 2067, and PF 2068 are the earliest dated tablets with PFS 16* and are all dated 500 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 
Hero faces right, arms straight at horizontal, and holds two rampant lions by throat. 


Lion to left holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward to place paw (bent downward) at hero’s head; 
lower foreleg is straight to place paw (toes splayed) on hero’s chest; tail curves down between its hind legs with 
hooked termination. Lion to right holds upper foreleg straight, toes splayed, and extends it upward toward hero’s 
head; lower foreleg is straight to place paw (toes splayed) on hero’s chest; tail curves downward behind lion’s 
hind legs. 


Hero wears double-belted tunic. Rounded, segmented beard rests over hero’s left shoulder; long rounded, seg- 
mented coiffure with round termination is at back of neck. Hero perhaps wears domed headdress. 


Each lion has mouth open in roar. 


To left of heroic encounter, archer faces right, arrow drawn in bow. Archer appears to wear belted Assyrian gar- 
ment that leaves forward leg exposed and has close-shaved beard or is beardless; rounded coiffure is at back of 
neck. Archer perhaps wears domed headdress. 


Portions of line border are preserved at bottom of design; edge of seal is preserved at top of design. 


COMMENTARY 


Based upon Q text protocol, PFS 49 should belong to ISsbaramiStima, a barriSdama (“elite guide”), as noted by 
both Koch and Lewis. The seal occurs on the reverse of Q travel rations PF 1316-1318. Rather remarkably, the 
text of PF 1318 actually says that “the seal of ISbaramistima was applied (to this tablet).” In year 23 he is mak- 
ing a trip from India to Susa with the Indian Abbatema (PF 1317-1318, PF 1556, PF 1558). 

The seal is fairly large and well made. See Garrison 1988 for discussion of this important artist. The archer is 
an unusual addition to the scene; the seal, with others from the same workshop, has, however, several icono- 
graphic and stylistic features that tie it to the Court Style, where archers are commonly depicted (see Volume 
II). For a similar compositional format with an archer as secondary actor in a heroic engagement, but in a com- 
bat encounter, see PFS 1466 (Cat.No. 234). See PFS 1101 (Cat.No. 297) for somewhat related seal with a “res- 
cuing” second hero. The archer of PFS 49 bends his left arm (rather than extending it in proper form); similarly, 
his left foot is flexed. These details suggest that the artist carved the archer last and had slightly less than opti- 
mal space for the figure.

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SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


With one exception (PF 1317, on the obverse), PFS 49 occurs always on the reverse of tablets; on PF 686 it oc- 
curs additionally on the upper edge and left edge; on PF 687 and PF 1556 it occurs additionally on the upper 
edge. On the reverse of PF 687 the seal has been applied twice, one impression directly above the other. On the 
reverse of PF 1316 the seal is inverted. Impressions generally exhibit little or no distortion. In ten impressions 
the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these ten ap- 
plications, two display the archer in the center; two display the lion to the left of the hero in the center; one dis- 
plays the hero and the lion to the left in the center; one displays the hero and the lion to the right in the center; 
four display the lion to the right of the hero in the center. Of the remaining three partial impressions, two display 
the hero in the center; one displays the hero and the lion to the left in the center. On the reverse of PF 687, PF 
1316, PF 1318, and PF 1556 the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into 
the top or the bottom of the impression. PF 686-687, PF 785, PF 1317-1318, PF 1556, and PF 1558 are the earli- 
est dated tablets with PFS 49 and are all dated 499 B.c.

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COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) assigns PFS 63 to Hiumizza, an official responsible for the apportionment of horses in the area of 
Parmizzan in her Southwestern Region IV.

222e (lions and lion creatures) and 282d (personal 
seals of supply/apportionment officers). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 63 always occurs on two edges of a tablet. Normally this is the reverse and upper edge, but on PF 1687 it is 
the reverse and left edge, on PF 1690 the upper edge and right edge. Most impressions show significant distor- 
tion, especially at the vertical edges of the impression. In ten impressions, the seal has been rolled for at least 
one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these ten applications, one displays the 
hero in the center; two display the lion to the left of the hero in the center; six display the lion to the right of the 
hero in the center; one displays the two lions in the center. Of the four remaining partial rollings, three display 
the hero in the center; one preserves only the lion to the right of the hero. On the reverse of PF 1688-1689, PF 
1691, PF 1695, and PF 2064 the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into 
the top of the impression. The dates of all the tablets with PFS 63 are unknown.

COMMENTARY 


Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 95 should belong to Medumannus, who in year 22.6 (500 B.C.; PF 1368) sup- 
plied flour. In PF 1495 flour was supplied in year 22.12 (499 B.C.), but no supplier is named. PFS 95 also occurs, 
however, on the following texts: the upper edge of PF 1092 (M text), where Bakaraddus and his companions re- 
ceived flour supplied by Mazamanna in year 23 (499/498 B.c.); the left edge of PF 1139 (M text), where 
Zakarna received figs supplied by Karukka in year 23.9 (December 499 and early January 498 B.C.); the left 
edge of PF 1234 (N text), where Irzapparra and his companions received grain and milti supplied by IStimanka 
in year 22.10 (late December 500 B.C. and early January 499 B.C.). This pattern suggests strongly that PFS 95 is 
an office seal belonging to a grain/flour supply office. 

The hand of PFS 95 is distinctive and unmistakable; see Garrison 1988, 1991, and 1996a for the work of this 
important artist, who combines stylistic features of the Fortification Style and the Court Style. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 95, see pls. 178b (Persian court robes with sleeves pushed up in 
deep swags), 190c (beards), 230g (feet of animals and creatures), and 253b (stars, rosettes). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


With one exception (PF 1092 on the upper edge) PFS 95 occurs only on the left edge of tablets. Impressions 
show little or no distortion. No impression preserves the entire length of the seal design. Of the five partial 
rollings, one displays the hero in the center; two preserve only the hero and the lion to the left; one preserves 
only the hero and the lion to the right; one displays the lion to the left of the hero in the center. PF 1368 is the 
earliest dated tablet with PFS 95 and is dated 500 B.C.

PFS 249 occurs on the left edge of PF 971, PF 1641, PF 1710, and PF 2042, with PFS 248 (II) on the reverse of 
each tablet. Impressions tend to exhibit some distortion. The impression on the left edge of PF 2042 is too poorly 
preserved for analysis. Of the remaining three partial rollings, one displays the hero in the center; one preserves 
only the hero and the lion to the right; one preserves only the two lions. PF 971, PF 1641, and PF 2042 are the 
earliest dated tablets with PFS 249 and are all dated 498 B.C.

Each creature holds arms bent above its 
head in atlas pose; their tails curl upward. Each creature has two wings, upper parallel to lower. Pointed beard 
rests over each creature’s left shoulder; rounded coiffure is at back of each creature’s neck. Each creature is 
ithyphallic. 


COMMENTARY 


The figure emergent from a winged symbol and supported by one or two composite creatures appears in non-he- 
roic scenes in the PFS corpus (e.g., PFS 122 [II]) and in Achaemenid Court Style glyptic more generally (e.g., 
PTS 19). In addition to PFS 1071, it also occurs on PFS 774 (Cat.No. 58) and PFS 1053 (Cat.No. 45). See the 
commentary on PFS 7* (Cat.No. 4) for the figure emerging from the winged symbol and for remarks on the 
form of the symbol. Here on PFS 1071 the disk element of the winged symbol is obscure or lacking.

Despite poor preservation at the upper body of the hero, an originally four-winged aspect seems assured, as 
similarly with PFS 72 (Cat.No. 147), PFS 516 (Cat.No. 98), and PFS 1387 (Cat.No. 72). Well preserved, and 
thus demonstrably, two-winged human-creature heroes in the PFS corpus of heroic images almost always dis- 
play the two wings emerging from the same side of the body; for example, PFS 30 (Cat.No. 291), PFS 65 
(Cat.No. 241), PFS 98* (Cat.No. 217), PFS 931* (Cat.No. 270), PFS 964 (Cat.No. 260), and PFS 1566* 
(Cat.No. 218). The exception is PFS 1321s (Cat.No. 176), where the bird-like features of the hero make it 
verge toward the non-human creature category.

1990, p. 10 [n. 11], 33), and PF 1971 (receiving grain). Different seals are involved in these transactions; we 
seem to have several individuals. Koch (1990, p. 209 [n. 858]) concluded that the traveler in PF 1405 is not to 
be connected with any other individuals using the same name. 

The engraving is deep but rather poorly executed.

The diamond-shaped device is not cataloged by Boardman among his corpus of Anatolian symbols (nor is it 
among the “mason’s mark” symbols [1970a, 1998]). Bregstein (1993, e.g., p. 535 no. 139) would classify this 
device as a “rhomb.” We, however, see it as a distinct symbol that should be differentiated from the soft-con- 
toured “rhomb” on, for example, our PFS 38 (Cat.No. 16).'°

416]; 209) suggests that the 
Turpis who occurs in the two Q texts is the same individual. A Turpis supplied goats in PF 72; other occurrences 
of the name are found in PF 146 (wumrudda deposited into his account), PF 246 (grain supplier), PF 257 (wine 
entrusted to him), PF 380 (received grain), PF 642 (grain entrusted to him), PF 850-853 (grain supplier at 
Kuristis), PF 1637 (grain supplier at Kansan), perhaps PF 1664 (grain supplier at Kuristis), PF 1765 (received 
hamura for horses; described as a horseman for kulla-horses of the king), PF 1766 (suppler for horses), PF 1946 
(received grain for horses), PF 1963 (account of grain received by him), PF 1971 (received grain at TukraS), PF 
1981 (reckoned account for storehouse at TukraS), and PF 2012 (mentioned in long account text). 

The composition seems somewhat crowded, but the preserved impression suggests a well-executed design.

Lion to left holds upper foreleg straight 
and extends it vertically upward in front of its neck; lower foreleg is straight and extended vertically downward 
in front of its body. Lion to right holds upper foreleg straight and extends it diagonally upward; lower foreleg is 
straight, paw turned upward, and extended diagonally downward to rest on horned animal (deer) in terminal 
field. Each lion has long thin tail that curves downward between its hind legs. 


Hero appears to wear belted Persian court robe with sleeves pushed up to reveal arms and lower garment 
hitched up over hero’s right leg. Fold line of gathered sleeve is on left side of upper part of garment. Rounded 
beard rests over hero’s left shoulder; round coiffure rests at back of neck. Hero wears conical headdress. 


Lion to left has mouth open in roar and is ithyphallic. Lion to right has large curved muscle detail at shoulder; 
mane is rendered by flat hatching along contour of neck; short pointed ear or forelock emerges from front of 
head; mouth is open in roar. 


Lions create heraldic group doubled by framing terminal field motif of small, heraldically posed deer rampant 
on either side of lower part of stylized tree of uncertain type. Deer to left holds upper foreleg bent and extends it 
upward toward tree; lower foreleg is bent and held down in front of its body; two-pronged antler emerges from 
back of its head; tail (end not preserved) curls upward. Deer to right holds upper foreleg slightly bent and ex- 
tends it upward toward tree; lower foreleg is slightly bent and extended downward toward tree; antler and tail 
are not preserved. 
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COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) assigns the seal to Da?uka, perhaps the titikas (supervisor?) who received and passed on rations 
for workers. Da’uka worked around TaSpak in Koch’s Elam Region VI. 

The seal is relatively large. The design is enlivened by the terminal field image, forming a doubled-heraldic 
group with the lions; see a similar compositional concept in PFS 162 (Cat.No. 249), PFS 496 (Cat.No. 108), and 
PFS 1519 (Cat.No. 167), probably by the same artist as PFS 225 and PFS 1123 (Cat.No. 279). Overall the design 
is quite elaborate. For similar rendering of the shoulder muscle of the lion to right, see PFS 255 (Cat.No. 233). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 225, see pls. 186h (headdresses), 193d (round coiffures), 205a 
(arm positions of heroic control), 241h (heroic encounters fused with heraldic motifs), 256a (stylized trees), 
269d (terminal field motifs other than inscriptions), and 284d (personal seals of various officers). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 225 occurs on the reverse of both PF 1099 and PF 1167 (inverted). The rolling on PF 1167 preserves the en- 
tire length of the seal design and displays the hero in the center. The partial rolling on PF 1099 preserves only 
the lion to the right of the hero. On both tablets the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cunei- 
form wedges cut into the top or bottom of the impressions. PF 1099 and PF 1167 are both dated 499/498 B.c.

Hero faces right, arms straight at horizontal, and holds two rampant lions by throat. 


Lion to left moves away from hero but turns its head back toward him. Lion holds upper foreleg straight and ex- 
tends it diagonally upward; lower foreleg is straight and extended horizontally outward; short tail curves down- 
ward. Lion to right moves toward and faces hero; lion holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward to 
place paw on hero’s arm; lower foreleg is straight, paw turned upward, and extended toward hero’s waist. 


Hero wears Persian court robe with sleeves pushed up to reveal arms; gather folds of sleeves are indicated, as 
are two diagonal folds on lower part of garment. Long pointed beard rests across hero’s left shoulder; small 
round coiffure rests at back of neck. Hero perhaps wears domed headdress. 
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Each lion has mouth open in roar. 


Edge of seal is preserved at top and partially (under hero) at bottom of design. 


COMMENTARY 
Although the iconography and a few aspects of style indicate ties to the Court Style, the overall style is clearly 
related more to the Fortification Style (contra Garrison 1988, where it was classified as Court Style). This com- 
position in a control encounter (where one animal moves away from the hero, the other animal toward him) is 
unusual. 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 361 occurs on the reverse (inverted) and left edge of PF 55 and the reverse (inverted) and upper edge of 
PF 324. The impression on the left edge of PF 55 is too poorly preserved for analysis. The remaining three ap- 
plications preserve the entire length of the seal design; two display the hero in the center; one displays the two 
lions in the center. PF 55 and PF 324 are both dated 499/498 B.c.

Hero faces left, arms straight, and holds two rampant winged lion creatures by throat. 


Each creature holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward to wrap paw around hero’s upper arm; lower 
foreleg is straight and extended upward to place upturned paw at hero’s chest. Paw of creature to right is de- 
picted by three small dots. Each creature lifts forward straight hind leg to place bird’s foot on hero’s leg; each 
creature has three-feathered bird’s tail that curls slightly downward. 


Hero wears belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below lower thigh; two vertical lines are 
on upper part of garment over chest; double border with fringe is along front of lower part of hero’s garment; 
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lower hem of garment between hero’s feet shows triple horizontal border. Round coiffure rests at back of hero’s 
neck. 


Each creature has two wings, the upper parallel to the lower; mane is rendered by smooth thin outline (double 
on creature to right) along contour of neck. Creature to right has short pointed ear emerging from top of its head. 
Each creature opens mouth in roar. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) suggests that PFS 86 may belong to an unnamed official connected with the treasury at Tirazzis 
(Shiraz). 

The design is well conceived and executed. There are several decorative effects, such as the hero’s elabo- 
rate garment and the crisply executed birds’ feet. For the linear border on the forward edge of the hero’s lower 
garment, see PFS 480 (Cat.No. 134) and PFS 971 (Cat.No. 171). PFS 439 (Cat.No. 150) may be the same seal, 
but it is too poorly preserved to make a definite collation. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 86, see pls. 176e (Assyrian garments with detailing preserved) 
and 230f (feet of animals and creatures). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 86 occurs on the left edge of four tablets (PF 128, PF 129, PF 131, and PF 284) and the reverse of three tab- 
lets (PF 1013-1015). On PF 1013 the seal also is applied on the upper edge. On the reverse of PF 1015 the seal 
is inverted. Some impressions exhibit lateral distortion. In two impressions the seal has been rolled for at least 
one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these two applications, one displays the 
hero in the center; one displays the hero and the creature to the right in the center. Of the remaining six partial 
rollings, one displays the hero in the center; two preserve only the hero and the creature to right; two display the 
creature to the left of the hero in the center; one preserves only the two creatures. On the reverse of PF 1014 
and PF 1015 the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top or bot- 
tom of the impressions. PF 128, PF 129, PF 131, and PF 284 are the earliest dated tablets with PFS 86 and all 
are dated 501/500 B.c.

Each creature holds upper foreleg straight and extends it toward hero’s chest; lower foreleg is straight and ex- 
tended downward toward hero’s legs. Their tails curve upward with tufted terminations. 


Hero appears to wear belted trousers with linear detailing on rear leg. Pointed beard rests over hero’s right 
shoulder; rounded coiffure curls upward at back of neck. Hero appears to wear flat headdress. 


Mane of each creature is rendered by crisp serrated edge along contour of neck. Creature to left has two ears. 
Each creature has mouth open in roar and is ithyphallic. 


Crescent appears in upper terminal field. 


Edge of seal is visible at top and bottom of design. 


COMMENTARY 


PFS 120 occurs only on the long journals (V texts) and accounts (W texts). Koch (1990) assigns PFS 120 to 
Mawukka, a “Steuereinnehmer” (bazikara) at Battirakkan in her Persepolis Region I. Mawukka is under the su- 
pervision of Irsena and Bakabada. Mawukka seems to appear at many other places and to perform many other 
functions (if it is the same person in all texts that preserve the name). 

See Garrison 1988 for the distinctive hand of this artist in other seals. The design has several peculiarities, 
including the knielauf-pose of the hero; compare PFS 67 (Cat.No. 293), PFS 1309s (Cat.No. 229), and PFS 1527 
(Cat.No. 32).!7 The knielauf-pose is far more common in archer scenes (Volume II). Note also how the hero 
fills the entire height of the field and the creatures are placed diagonally in the field. This is one of the few seals 
of heroic encounter in which the complete figural design and all details are preserved. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 120, see pls. 184c (trousers), 186e (headdresses), 202d (arm po- 
sitions of heroic control), 210g (heroic attitudes of control encounter), and 250c (crescents). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 120 occurs on various edges of eight tablets, applied either once or twice on each tablet: only on the left 
edge (PF 1940 and PF 2013); only on the reverse (PF 1943); only on the lower edge (PF 1945 and PF 2079); on 
the upper edge and left edge (PF 1965); on the reverse and left edge (PF 2001); on the reverse and upper edge 
(PF 2075). On the reverse of PF 1943, PF 2001, and PF 2075 the seal is inverted. Impressions are clear and 
carefully applied, showing little or no distortion. Often rollings are quite long; compare especially PF 2001 and

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PF 2013. All impressions preserve the entire seal design. Of the total eleven applications, one preserves four 
complete rollings of the seal with the figural composition intact, two in each half of the impression; one pre- 
serves two and a half rollings of the seal with the figural composition intact on the left edge and middle of the 
impression; one preserves two complete rollings of the seal, with the figural composition intact in the center of 
the impression and half scenes on each end of the impression; four preserve two full rollings of the seal with the 
figural composition intact in each half of the impression; one displays the hero in the center; one displays the 
hero and the creature to left in the center; one displays the creature to the left of the hero in the center; and one 
displays the two creatures in the center. On the reverse of PF 1943, PF 2001, and PF 2075 the seal clearly was 
applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the bottom of the impression. PF 2075 is the ear- 
liest dated tablet with PFS 120 and is dated 504/503(?) B.C.

COMMENTARY 


Lewis suggests that PFS 201 belongs to an unnamed beer supplier at Hidali. A new occurrence of this seal has 
been identified on the travel text PF 1543, apparently confirming this attribution. Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 
201 should belong to the unnamed beer supplier, who in 27.11 (494 B.C.) supplied beer to Mella on his way 
from Susa to Persepolis. PFS 201 also occurs, however, on the left edge of the travel text PF 1404, where flour 
(not beer) was supplied by an unnamed individual. In PF 1276 (P text, daily rations), PFS 201 occurs on the re- 
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verse; beer was received by Pilpisurmu(?) at Hidali.'* In PF 749 (K1 text, rations for individuals with religious 
functions), PFS 201 occurs on the left edge; beer was received by Da? upirna at Hidali. 

See Garrison 1988 for the artist and workshop producing PFS 201.

Punic (and Greek) sign for “z” (Guzzo 1997, fig. 1). 

189g (polos headdresses), 255b (various devices 
and symbols), 267c (terminal field motifs other than inscriptions), and 276e (borders).

PFS 231 occurs on the reverse (inverted) and upper edge of PF 1677 and PF 1703. The seal is carefully applied 
twice on the reverse of PF 1677, one impression directly above the other, each application rolled in the same se- 
quence. All five rollings preserve the entire length of the seal design; one displays the hero in the center; two 
display the hero and the creature to left in the center; two display the hero and the creature to right in the center. 
On PF 1677 and PF 1703 the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into 
the relief along the bottom of the impression. PF 1677 and PF 1703 are both dated 500 B.c.

Squared beard rests above hero’s 
chest; round coiffure rests at back of neck. Hero perhaps wears domed headdress. 


Creature to left has double row of feathers on wing; mane is rendered by crisp serrated edge along lower con- 
tour of neck; mouth is open in roar. Creature to right has two wings, the upper extending diagonally upward 
from the lower; mouth is open in roar. 


Line border is preserved at top edge of design. 


COMMENTARY 


The abstract geometric rendering of the hero’s facial features recalls somewhat the human and animal heads on 
PFS 2 (Cat.No. 3) and stylistically related designs. See the discussion of PFS 2 (Cat.No. 3). 
For comparative illustrations including PFS 233, see pl. 211a (heroic attitudes of control encounter).

In four impressions the seal is rolled for 
at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these four applications, one dis- 
plays the hero in the center; two display the creature to the right of the hero in the center; one displays the nega- 
tive space in the terminal field in the center. Both of the remaining two partial impressions display the hero in 
the center. The dates of PF 328 and PF 329 are unknown.

Hero has arms straight at horizontal and holds two(?) rampant winged lion creatures (wing of creature at right 
not preserved) by throat. 


Each creature holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward to place paw on hero’s elbow; lower foreleg is 
straight and extended downward toward hero’s hip. Creature to left has three-pronged bird’s tail that curves up- 
ward.

COMMENTARY 


An outline linear style is used on this seal; see PFS 1020 (Cat.No. 37) for a similar style. The rendering of the 
upper garment is related to PFS 301 (Cat.No. 54). 

It is possible but not demonstrable that the two crescent devices in the terminal field are actually the tails of 
two animals disposed in an unusual terminal field arrangement, with lower animal inverted.

SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 294 occurs on the reverse and left edge of PF 1004 and PF 1005. No other seal is used on the tablets. On the 
reverse of PF 1004 the seal is applied twice; one is rolled along the longitudinal axis of the tablet at the right 
edge, the other rolled along the horizontal axis at the bottom. The impression on the left edge of PF 1004 is too 
poorly preserved for analysis. In one impression (PFS 1005 reverse) the seal is rolled to preserve the entire 
length of the partially retrieved seal design in the sequence shown in our drawing. This impression displays the 
hero and the creature to the left in the center.

Hero has close-shaved beard or is beardless; flattened coiffure rests at back of 
neck. 


Creature to left has mouth open in roar. Both creatures have short horns, crisply serrated manes, and wings with 
multiple rows of feathers. Creature at left has two wings. 


Edge of seal is preserved at top and bottom (partially, only under hero) of design. 


COMMENTARY 


The detailing on the hero’s shoes is unusual within the PFS corpus (even when full retrieval of the extreme 
lower portion of the impression allows us to examine the evidence). This seal is particularly noteworthy be- 
cause the royal crown in combination with the strapped shoes is never worn by the Persian king in extant monu- 
mental sculpture (Root 1979, pp. 303-08). 

The 
artist, especially through this seal, which is one of his more accomplished designs, has close ties to the Court 
Style.

In both cases PFS 302 appears to have been applied 
after (and thus over-rolling) PFS 301. The two partial rollings of PFS 301 display the hero in the center. On the 
reverse of PF 1231 the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top 
of the impression. PF 1230 and PF 1231 are both dated 499/498 B.c.

COMMENTARY 


See PFS 1071 (Cat.No. 29) and PFS 310 (IL) for figure emerging from winged symbol with bird’s tail held aloft 
by support creatures; and PFS 83* (III) for such a supporting creature as a winged bull-man. The theme is also 
popular in Court Style seals outside of the PFS corpus, for example, PTS 19. See the commentary on PFS 7* 
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(Cat.No. 4) for discussion of the figure emerging from a winged symbol and the form of the motif. See the com- 
mentary on PFS 1071 (Cat.No. 29) for winged symbols supported by creatures. 

Lion creatures with the exact set of features seen in PFS 774 are difficult to trace in the PFS corpus particu- 
larly because of elusiveness of bird’s feet on hind legs. For a range of representational contexts in which a simi- 
lar (if not identical) creature occurs, see, for example, PFS 12a (II), PFS 12b (II), PFS 15 (III), PFS 27* (III), 
PFS 45* (II), PFS 66a* (II), PFS 66b* (II), PFS 66c* (ID), PFS 84 (II), PFS 188* (III), PFS 224 (II), PFS 342 
(III), and PFS 543* (III). 

Stylistically the design seems rather unrefined in comparison to other Court Style seals from Persepolis (note 
the schematic treatment of the creatures’ paws, the hasty engraving on the wings of the rampant creatures to in- 
dicate feathers, the angularity of the Persian court robe, etc.). An excellent formal parallel for this rendering of 
the Persian crown occurs on the cylinder seal from Pasargadae (Root 1999a, fig. 1).

PFS 774 occurs on the reverse (inverted) and left edge of PF 556. The rolling of the seal on the reverse of the 
tablet is long, with most of the heroic encounter at far right of the impression, partially repeated again at far left. 
Rolled in this manner, the terminal field motif and the creature to the left of the hero appear in the center. The 
partial rolling on the left edge preserves only the terminal field motif and the lion creature to the left of the hero.

COMMENTARY 


The style of the engraving is not easy to place, although animal forms in PFS 1072 are consistent with those 
found in the Fortification Style. Curiously, PFS 1071 (Cat.No. 29), which occurs on the reverse of PF 1114 along 
with PFS 1072, has a similarly unusual style. In Garrison 1988, it was suggested that the two seals are in fact 
one large double-registered seal, but this was incorrect.

COMMENTARY 


Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1444 should belong to Bakabada, who in PF 1562 received wine rations on his 
way to Harina under the authority (ha/mi) of the king. The name Bakabada occurs frequently in the PF texts, 
and we are clearly dealing with several individuals (see Koch 1990, pp. 138-39, 185-86). Other Q texts men- 
tioning a Bakabada and carrying a seal impression belonging to him (based on Q texts protocol) are PF 1403 
with PFS 1320 (Cat.No. 35) and PF 1438 with PFS 1330 (illegible). 

The carving is well executed and deep, the composition lively and animated. The squared rendering of the 
creatures’ mouths is commonly found in the Fortification Style. See Garrison 1988 for this artist and related 
seals.

The engraving is deep and well executed with a sharp outline. The profiles of the creatures’ heads are very dis-

The cross on PFS 1057 does not appear in Boardman’s (1970a, 1998) tables of linear devices represented on py- 
ramidal stamp seals of the Persian Empire. Furthermore, simple cruciform linear devices (as distinct from the 
“Maltese” cross emblem and other more elaborate motifs built up from the basic cross formation) are rare in an- 
cient Mesopotamian and Iranian art (Black and Green 1992, pp. 54-55). The device on PFS 1057 is similar in 
feeling to the two cruciform linear devices on a Neo-Babylonian cylinder (BM 89523) displaying a worship 
scene with multiple emblems in the terminal field (Collon 1987, pp. 190—91, no. 928).”° 

Although poorly preserved, the seal appears to have been well executed with a spacious design.

Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed; massive wing hangs downward from shoulder on 
either side of hero’s torso. Rounded beard rests over hero’s right shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at back of 
neck. 


COMMENTARY 


Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1387 should belong to Minduka, who in year 28.10 (493 B.C.) received flour ra- 
tions on his way to Persepolis under the authority (a/mi) of the king. The name Minduka occurs also on Q texts 
PF 1370-1373, wherein he supplied flour rations in 22.1 and 22.2. PFS 187s (II) occurs on the left edge of PF 
1370 and PFS 142 (III) occurs on the left edge of PF 1371. In the account text PF 1969, a Minduka is listed as a 
grain supplier at Kurarakka in years 15-17. Koch (1990, p. 114) suggests that Minduka, the supplier mentioned 
in these texts, was the same individual. It does not seem likely that this Minduka is the same one receiving ra- 
tions in PF 1490 and using PFS 1387. 

Although the design is not well preserved, the carving seems deep and the figures are well modeled and pro- 
portioned. PFS 1387 was not included in Garrison 1988; it is closely related stylistically to PFS 944 (Cat.No. 
129) and PFS 1485 (Cat.No. 112). The hero almost certainly will have had two additional wings above his 
shoulders (see PFS 1276 [Cat.No. 34] and its commentary), but no traces remain in our single impression.

Rounded beard rests at hero’s right shoulder; flattened striated coiffure 
curls upward on hero’s left shoulder. 


Each creature’s human face appears beardless or perhaps with close-shaved beard. Two rows of feathers are in- 
dicated on wing of each creature. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) notes that PFS 34 often occurs in connection with tax deliveries in her Southeastern Region III. 
The use of PFS 34 seems connected with officials using PFS 102 (Cat.No. 1) and PFS 60 (II) in the same re- 
gion. Koch suggests that PFS 34 may belong to Bakabadus, who seems to have had control of tax collection at 
SaurakkaS, Mutriza8, KutkuS, and especially Baktis; he also supplied workers. PFS 34 occurs with PFS 8 (III) 
and PFS 13 (IIL) on transactions concerning tax deliveries of grain at Baktis in her Northwestern Region V. PFS 
8 and PFS 13, like PFS 34, are concerned with tax deliveries in her Northwestern Region V. 

This is a handsomely engraved design and the name-piece for an important artist working close to the Court 
Style (see Garrison 1988). The continuous articulation from head through foreleg of each creature is especially 
noteworthy; see also, for example, PFS 168 (Cat.No. 74). The composition is carefully conceived and gener- 
ously spaced. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 34, see pls. 184b (trousers), 188b (Persian crowns and fluted ti- 
aras ), 204c (arm positions of heroic control), 234d (human-headed/human-faced creatures ), and 283c (personal 
seals of tax collectors).

Several surfaces of the tablets on which PFS 34 occurs are very worn and difficult to read. With one exception 
(PF 151, on the reverse and upper edge) the seal occurs on only one edge: the reverse (PF 152-153 and PF 
1093) or the left edge (PF 169-175). On the reverse of PF 152 and PF 1093 the seal is inverted. In four impres- 
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sions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these 
four applications, two display the hero and the creature to left in the center; two display the hero and the crea- 
ture to right in the center. Of the eight partial applications, one displays the hero in the center; one preserves 
only the hero and the creature to left; three preserve only the hero and the creature to right; two preserve only 
the two creatures; one displays the creature to the right of the hero in the center. On all reverses the seal clearly 
was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top or bottom of the impressions. All 
tablets with PFS 34 are dated 500/499 B.C.

There is apparently one line to the inscription, oriented along the horizontal axis of the seal, located at the top 
edge of the design between the hero’s head and the crescent. We are able to read three letters with possibly 
traces of a fourth, although the impressions are very poorly preserved in this area. Presumably the inscription is 
a PN. The forms of the S and T letters are slightly unusual, but this may be a reflection of the poor preservation. 
The placement of the inscription can be paralleled in the PFS corpus only by the inscription on PFS 284* 
(Cat.No. 111). 


COMMENTARY 


Although not well preserved, this large seal was well executed. Note that PFS 123* has been reclassified stylis- 
tically and has now been collated with PFS 229 (cf. Garrison 1988, pp. 281-83, 207-10).

PFS 171 (III) is applied directly above 
PFS 123* on the reverse of PF 162. PFS 230 (III) is applied directly below the impression of PFS 123* on the re- 
verse of PF 219, 220, and 221. PFS 463 (Cat.No. 264) is applied (inverted) directly below PFS 123* on the re- 
verse of PF 164. In four impressions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length 
of the seal design.

Thus the seal belongs either to Naktis (whose name occurs only here) or 
to one of the two gentlemen. 

The large seal exhibits a heavily modeled style, with extensive use of the unmasked drill in human heads 
and upper bodies; the impression of the seal is very sharp and crisp. Some Neo-Assyrian Modeled Style seals 
are similar both as regards composition and iconography; compare also PFS 1658 (Cat.No. 101).7! PFS 1458 
may be an heirloom, but it relates closely to a group of archaizing seals in the PFS corpus of hero seals and may, 
rather, emerge out of a particular Persepolitan workshop environment (as per Garrison 1988).

Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1613 should belong to BaruSiyatis, who in year 27.8 (495 B.C.) supplied flour ra- 
tions at Makkas. Q texts PF 1290-1294, PF 1296-1297, and PF 1300-1305 record a BaruSiyatiS who also sup- 
plied flour, but he used PFS 26 (Cat.No. 299; see Koch 1986, p. 140). In PF 451 (F text), PF 1704 (S1 text), and 
PF 1783 (S3 text) he supplied grain using PFS 26 (Cat.No. 299). There seems to be every indication that this is 
the same individual who used PFS 1613 on PF 2050. All of his transactions in which he used PFS 26 (Cat.No. 
299) occurred in year 23 (499/498 B.C.). Apparently when he reappeared in the PF texts in year 27.8, he used a 
new seal, PFS 1613. PF 11 (year 28.1) and PF 330 (year 23) preserve the same BaruSiyatiS who supplied grain 
at Parmadan; both transactions are sealed only once, with PFS 324 (illegible) and PFS 284* (Cat.No. 111) re- 
spectively.

Each creature has mouth open. Creature to left has two rows of feathers indicated on wing. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) assigns PFS 79 to an unnamed official who oversaw grain transactions at Irisdumaka, Makarkis, 
and Dur, and wine transactions at Hiran, all of which lie in her Southeastern Region III. The seal occurs on the 
journal PF 1948, indicating that the official handled some important accounting functions. 

The seal is well composed and executed with a delicate touch. The empty terminal field is relatively large. 
Perhaps it was meant to receive an inscription, but the rolling patterns of the seal application suggest that the 
negative space created by the empty terminal field lent a distinctive aesthetic dynamic that was appreciated by 
the user. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 79, see pls. 174a (Assyrian garments), 188d (Persian crowns and 
fluted tiaras), 202c (arm positions of heroic control), 222f (lions and lion creatures), 271a (compositions with 
large empty space as terminal field), and 282e (personal seals of supply/apportionment officers ). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 79 always occurs alone on tablets that it seals, an indication of an office or official of some importance. The 
seal can occur on as many as four edges (PF 251, reverse, upper edge, right edge, and left edge) and as few as 
one (PF 317, upper edge; PF 1948, right edge). Other combinations are on the reverse and left edge (PF 241, PF 
245, PF 250, PF 262). On the reverse of PF 241, PF 245, and PF 250 the seal has been applied twice, one im- 
pression directly above the other. The rollings of the seal are very carefully applied with little or no distortion. 
Rollings of the seal clearly show awareness of the figural design and the large negative space in the terminal 
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field. In seven impressions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal 
design. 

Of these seven applications, two carefully display the hero in the center with the negative space of the termi- 
nal field equally balanced on the edges of the impression; three display the hero and the creature to right in the 
center with the negative space of the terminal field at the right; one displays the hero and the creature to left in 
the focal zone with the negative space of the terminal field at the left. The one application on PF 1948 is long, 
preserving two complete rollings of the seal; this application is carefully balanced with the negative space of 
the terminal field in the center flanked by a complete image of the heroic encounter framed by a repeat of the 
negative space of the terminal field on each end of the impression. Of the remaining ten partial impressions, 
nine display the hero in the center without any negative space of the terminal field at the edges of the impres- 
sion; one preserves only the hero and the creature to left. On the reverse of PF 251 and PF 262 the seal clearly 
was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top of the impressions. The same is true 
of the right edge of PF 1948, where several cuneiform wedges cut into the terminal field at the right and left of 
the impression. PF 241, PF 262, and PF 317 are the earliest dated tablets with PFS 79 and are all dated 500/499 
B.C.

Creatures’ tails are short; that of creature to left 
curls upward and that of creature to right extends horizontally outward, curling upward at its end with tufted ter- 
mination. 


Hero wears belted robe; fringe or folds are indicated along hem. Long squared beard rests over hero’s chest; 
small round coiffure rests at back of neck. Hero appears to wear flat headdress. 
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Mane of creature to right is rendered by crisp serrated edge along contour of neck and head. Creature to left has 
short pointed horn emerging from top of its head; long pointed ear emerges from back of creature’s head; two 
rows of feathers are indicated on its wing. Mouth of each creature is open. 


Inscription fills terminal field and lower fields between hero and two creatures.

There are four lines to the inscription oriented along the horizontal axis of the seal. Lines x+1—x+3 fill the termi- 
nal field. Line x+4 is inscribed across the length of the seal. The only reading that makes sense puts the begin- 
ning of line x+4 with the ti-sign located between the hero and the creature to right. In this way line x+4 neatly 
begins between the hero and the creature to right and ends with the na-sign between the hero and the creature to 
left. The name Sati-Hupan also occurs as the patronym in the inscription of PFS 4* (Cat.No. 292). 

PN, is otherwise unattested and problematic as read. There is no attested element beginning with Sa-na and 
preceded by the determinative for a divine name. It might alternatively be read v.An-Sa-na-U, which is also un- 
attested and equally problematic. It is possible that we are unable to see all of the sign that we are reading here 
as U, which is squeezed between the wing and the tail of one of the creatures and slightly out of the register with 
the remainder of line x+3. It is also possible that the U should be read as the first sign of line x+2, yielding a 
reading of v.d.Sa-t-na or v.An-Sa-ti-na. None of these alternatives are attested. See also the note on the name 
Sati-Hupan under PFS 4* (Cat.No. 292), below. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) notes that PFS 103*, PFS 99 (Cat.No. 113), and PFS 228 (Cat.No. 148) are responsible for the 
verification of the year end accounts at Liduma in her Elam Region VI. PFS 103* never occurs with another 
seal. Koch assigns the seal to the “Rechnungsfiihrer” in her Elam Region VI. Unfortunately, we are not able to 
verify through the PF texts that the official using PFS 103* is the individual whose name (Sanau) appears on the 
seal inscription. Thus we can only suggest the likelihood that PFS 103* is a personal seal of this Sanau, who 
uses it in his official accounting capacity. 

The seal seems rather well made, better than what our impressions indicate. See Garrison 1988 for the artist 
and related seals. PFS 1202 (Cat.No. 137), probably by the same artist, also shows a four-winged hero. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 103%, see pls. 182c (robes with various features of detail), 264d 
(inscriptions without panels or case lines), 272b (dense compositions), 278c (carving anomalies), and 286c 
(personal seals of accountants). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


As is typical of seals of important officials and offices, PFS 103* always occurs alone on tablets that it seals, 
and covers multiple surfaces. PFS 103* always occurs on the reverse and left edge; in two instances (PF 240 
and PF 248) PFS 103* occurs also on the bottom edge and once (PF 258) also on the upper edge. On the reverse 
of PF 240, PF 255, and PF 258 the seal has been applied twice, one impression directly above the other. Thus, 
the fourteen total impressions in fact come from only four different tablets. Rollings of the seal on the reverse 
tend to be long, that on PF 240 preserving almost two full revolutions of the seal. Since the first three lines of the 
inscription fill the terminal field and the fourth line is inscribed across the full length of the seal face, some part 
of the inscription is captured in every rolling of the seal. In eight impressions the seal is rolled for at least one 
complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these eight applications, one displays the hero 
in the center; two display the hero and the creature to right in the center; two display the creature to the left and 
the inscription in the center; three display the inscription in the terminal field in the center. Of the remaining six 
partial rollings, one preserves only the hero; two display the hero and the creature to left in the center; two dis- 
play the creature to the right of the hero in the center; one preserves only the creature to the right of the hero 
and the inscription in the terminal field. PF 248 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 103* and is dated 500 B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Four-winged hero faces right, arms bent, and holds two rampant winged bird-headed lion creatures by upper 
foreleg. 


Each creature holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward toward hero’s upper wing; lower foreleg is 
straight and extended downward to place upturned paw on hero’s lower wing. Birds’ tails extend diagonally up- 
ward; tail of creature to right has four feathers indicated. 


Hero wears belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee; upper part of garment carries 
elaborate crosshatched pattern; three folds are indicated on lower part of garment over forward hip. Hero’s 
wings are very detailed and show three rows of feathers. Long, squared, segmented beard rests over hero’s 
chest; squared segmented coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Each creature has two wings indicated, upper extending diagonally upward from lower; like hero’s wings they 
are elaborately treated with three rows of feathers (with exception of upper wing of creature to right, which is 
not well preserved). Creature to left has cross-hatching on upper part of body under wings. Each creature has 
mane rendered by crisp spikes along contour of neck; mouth of creature to right is open. 


COMMENTARY 


PFS 513 is either the office seal of an accounting office or a personal seal of the unnamed accountant who uses 
it. The distinctive features of the seal might suggest the likelihood that it is a prized personal seal (a family heir- 
loom?), but this cannot be demonstrated. All applications occur on accounting texts. 

This is an exceptionally large and elaborately carved seal. The detailing on the design and the hard, me- 
chanical execution draw the seal very close to select seals of the Neo-Assyrian Modeled Style and we suspect 
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that the seal is an heirloom from the Neo-Assyrian period.”” (Originally, Garrison [1988] placed this with other 
strongly archaizing seals in the Persepolitan Modeled Style.) 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 513, see pls. 176f (Assyrian garments with detailing preserved), 
191d (variously detailed beards), 201g (heroes as winged humans), 205d (arm positions of heroic control), 231a 
(feet of animals and creatures), 273f (open compositions), and 286e (personal seals of accountants). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


PFS 513 occurs on the reverse, upper edge, right edge, and left edge of PF 233, the right edge of PF 1986, the 
left edge of PF 1987, and the reverse, upper edge, and left edge of PF 2074. On the left edge of PF 1987 two im- 
pressions are preserved. The surface of the tablet between these two impressions is now destroyed, and there 
exists the possibility that we have to do here originally with one very long impression. Impressions tend to ex- 
hibit some lateral distortion. In three impressions the seal is rolled for one complete turn, preserving the entire 
length of the seal design. Of these three applications, two display the hero in the center; one displays the hero 
and the creature to left in the center. Of the remaining seven rollings, two display the hero in the center; one 
preserves only the hero and the creature to right; one preserves only the hero and the creature to left; two dis- 
play the creature to the left of the hero in the center; one preserves only the creature to the left of the hero. On 
the reverse of PF 233 the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the 
top of the impression. PF 1986 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 513 and is dated 503/502 B.C.

COMMENTARY 


The design has less surface detailing than normally seen in the Court Style, and the schematic treatment of the 
forepaws of the creatures and the line border are unusual in this style. The animal bodies are powerful studies, 
some of the heaviest in the Court Style.

The rolling 
on the reverse preserves the entire length of the seal design and displays the hero and the creature to right in the 
center. The partial rolling on the left edge displays the creature to the right of the hero in the center. PF 611 is 
dated 495/494 B.c.

There is nothing in the 
three texts with which this seal is associated to offer clues as to the vocalization of the first name. 
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COMMENTARY 


This seal was carved by a master engraver. Stylistically the design bridges several styles, most strongly related 
to the Fortification Style (head of hero), Modeled Style (elaborate surface treatment, creature forms), and 
Court Style (human forms, creatures’ wings, paneled inscription). The hero’s garment bears similarities to the 
garment seen on PFS 16* (Cat.No. 22). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 981*, see pls. 176g (Assyrian garments with detailing pre- 
served), 211d (heroic attitudes of control encounter), and 263b (paneled inscriptions with horizontal case lines). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 981* always occurs alone on tablets that it seals, suggesting that it is a seal of an important official or of- 
fice. PFS 981* occurs on the reverse, upper edge, and left edge of PF 937 and PF 1012 and the left edge of PF 
993. The seal is inverted on the reverse of PF 1012. In two impressions the seal is rolled for at least one com- 
plete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. These two impressions display the creature to the left 
of the hero in the center, with a full rolling of the inscription at the left edge of each impression. Of the remain- 
ing five partial impressions, two display the hero in the center; one displays the creature to the right of the hero 
and the inscription in the center; two display the creature to the right of the hero in the center, with an almost 
complete rolling of the inscription at the right edge of the impression. On the reverse of PF 937 and PF 1012 the 
seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top or bottom of the impres- 
sions. PF 1012 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 981* and is dated 500/499 B.c.

Similar to PFS 1458 
(Cat.No. 80), with which it shares many stylistic features (including the extensive use of unmasked drill work in 
the heads of the creatures), PFS 1658 shows connections to the Assyro-Babylonian Modeled Style and may be 
an heirloom, but it relates closely to a group of archaizing seals in the PFS corpus of hero seals and may, rather, 
emerge out of a particular Persepolitan environment (as per Garrison 1988). For comparanda, see the entry for 
PFS 1458 (Cat.No. 80). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 1658 occurs on the upper edge and right edge of PF 1256. In these restricted sealing surfaces the user has 
consistently given preference to the top of the seal. The partial rolling on the upper edge displays the hero in the 
center. The partial rolling on the right edge preserves only the creature to the left of the hero and the hero’s 
wing. PF 1256 is dated 500/499 B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 
Hero faces right, arms bent, and holds two rampant horned animals by lower jaw: wild goat at left and deer at right. 


Each animal holds upper foreleg bent (cleft hoof on animal to left) and extends it upward toward hero’s hip; 
lower foreleg is bent and held downward in front of its body. 


Hero wears belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee. Long rounded beard rests 
over hero’s left shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Animal to left has long curved horn (only partially preserved) emerging from top of its head; short pointed ear is 
at back of head. Animal to right has branched antler (only partially preserved) emerging from top of its head; 
short pointed ear is at back of head. 


Small marchant wild goat in upper terminal field moves to left and places one foreleg and one hind leg on backs 
of rampant animals; tail bends diagonally upward; large curved horn emerges from front of its head. 


COMMENTARY 


The seal is relatively large and the human form is especially well modeled. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 536, see pls. 174f (Assyrian garments), 206i (arm positions of 
heroic control), 215d (unusual heroic attitudes), 231b (feet of animals and creatures), and 268f (terminal field 
motifs other than inscriptions). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


PFS 536 occurs on the reverse, upper edge, and left edge of PF 291, the reverse and left edge of PF 824 and the 
reverse (inverted) of PF 1253. On the reverse of PF 824 the seal is applied twice, one impression directly above 
the other. Impressions often exhibit distortion. In two impressions the seal is rolled for one complete turn, pre- 
serving the entire length of the seal design. Both applications display the rampant goat to the left of the hero in 
the center. Of the remaining five partial impressions, one displays the hero in the center; two preserve only the 
hero and the rampant goat to left; one displays the rampant goat to the left of the hero in the center; one dis- 
plays the rampant goat to the left of the hero and the marchant goat in the terminal field in the center. On the re- 
verse of PF 291 and PF 1253 the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut 
into the top or bottom of the impressions. The dates of PF 291, PF 824, and PF 1253 are unknown.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Four-winged hero faces right, arms bent, and holds two rampant wild goats by upper foreleg. 


Each goat holds upper foreleg curved and extends it upward toward hero’s upper wing; lower foreleg is bent and 
extended upward in front of its body. Goats’ short tails bend downward. 


Hero wears belted robe with three tiers and tall conical headdress with horn-like feature projecting at back and 
front and knob at top. Beard terminates in blunt point over hero’s left shoulder; narrow rounded coiffure is at 
back of neck. Three of hero’s wings have two rows of feathers indicated. 


Each goat has large curved horn emerging from front of its head, pointed ear at back of head and beard. 


Wide line border is at bottom of design; bottom edge is wavy. Continuous chipping invades top of design; above 
this is wide line border. 


COMMENTARY 


Many features suggest that the seal may be an heirloom from the Neo-Elamite period or else a particularly 
faithful rather than inventive archaizing piece. These features include the rendering of the body of the hero, as 
well as his elongated head, thick neck, headdress and wings, and also the compressed animal forms with their 
exaggerated chests.7 The headdress has some similarity to that seen on the hero of PFS 883* (Cat.No. 97), a 
possible Neo-Assyrian or Neo-Babylonian heirloom. The irregular edges at the top and bottom of the design 
suggest the possibility that the original seal mount had been removed, damaging the stone.

(headdresses), 194e (narrow rounded and/or pointed coiffures), 224e (deer, goats, sheep, and related winged 
creatures), 270g (compositions creating dynamic negative space as terminal field), 276b (evidence of original 
seal caps), and 280f (chips in seal matrices).

PFS 594 occurs on the reverse of PF 346. The rolling is long and carefully executed, preserving almost two full 
repeats of the figural design. The rolling begins at left precisely with the goat to the left of the hero and ends 
with the goat (partially preserved) to the right of the hero. Rolled in this manner, the two rampant goats are dis- 
played in the center. The seal seems to have been applied before the text since one long cuneiform wedge 
stroke cuts into the top of the impression. PF 346 is dated 499/498 B.C.

Hero has arms bent and holds two rampant horned animals of undetermined type by upper foreleg; hero appar- 
ently stands atop winged symbol. 


Each animal moves toward hero but turns its head away from him. Each animal holds upper foreleg straight and 
extends it upward toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is bent and held down in front of its body; straight tail ex- 
tends downward. 


Hero wears robe. 


Animal to left may have horn emerging from front of its head. Animal to right has two short horns emerging 
from front of its head and large ear at back of head. 


Schematic winged symbol is in field below hero. Uncertain device (fish?, scorpion?) appears in field between 
hero and animal to left. 


Schematic winged symbol with bird’s tail is in terminal field, heraldically framed by horned animals of the he- 
roic encounter. 
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COMMENTARY 


Koch assigns the seal to MikraSba, a grain supplier. 

Collation of the various impressions of this seal was difficult, owing to distortion and over-rolling. The 
winged symbol under the hero may conceivably be an over-rolling of the winged symbol in the terminal field. 
The two images exhibit marked differences, however, and collation was not possible without significant alter- 
ation of the one or the other. Thus, we have kept the winged symbol under the hero in our composite drawing, 
although it makes for a very unusual placement of this device. Here, the winged symbol serves as an inanimate 
pedestal element. 

The seal is relatively large. Its crude Drilled Style was popular in late Neo-Assyrian and Neo-Babylonian 
glyptic. An excellent stylistic parallel for the winged symbol in the terminal field is paralleled on a seal im- 
pressed on a tablet from Nineveh; and the uncertain device between the hero and the animal to the left is paral- 
leled on another seal impressed on a tablet from Nineveh.” Production in this crude Drilled Style may well 
have continued down into Achaemenid times, however, since there exist many examples of it in the PFS corpus; 
compare PFS 180 (Cat.No. 194). This seal was originally categorized as a definite antique (Garrison 1988). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 62, see pls. 183a (robes of various undetailed types), 216d (hero 
standing atop pedestal figure[s] or other supporting element), and 249a (winged symbols). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 62 with one exception (PF 23, on the reverse) occurs only on the left edge of tablets. On the reverse of PF 
23 the seal is inverted. Several applications of the seal exhibit significant distortion along the vertical axis. No 
rolling of the seal preserves the entire design. Of the seven partial applications, one displays the hero in the cen- 
ter; one displays the animal to the left of the hero in the center; two display the animal to the left of the hero and 
the winged symbol in the terminal field in the center; three display the animal to the right of the hero and the 
winged symbol in the terminal field in the center. PF 296, PF 1650, and PF 1767 are the earliest dated tablets 
with PFS 62 and are all dated 504/503 B.C.

Definitive renderings of the Persian court robe in frontal aspect, showing the dip at the hem line 
centered between the legs, are relatively rare in monumental relief and in glyptic (see, e.g., Root 1979, pls. 20— 
22, for examples on the Apadana at Persepolis). The Persianizing aspect of the garment on PFS 496 is far from 
certain.

See PFS 99 (Cat.No. 113), the only other representation of a winged horse creature on seals of heroic en- 
counter in the PFS corpus. An important parallel for winged horse creatures in a control encounter occurs on a 
seal used by an Assyrian administrator in the eighth century B.C. (Bleibtreu 1997, pp. 98-99, fig. 98a—b).

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces left and has arms bent; in each hand he holds end of upper wing of winged double-headed lion-bird 
creature. 


Creature moves to left on short bird-like legs; it turns one head to left, other head to right. Body and heads are 
lion-like. Creature has two sets of wings, upper horizontally disposed, lower diagonally disposed; on each side 
of its body, appendage extending from upper wing terminates in ankh-sign. 


Hero wears belted tunic; upper part of garment stretches in folds from waist across upper arms; lower part of 
garment has diagonal folds. Short pointed beard rests over hero’s right shoulder; large rounded coiffure rests at 
back of neck. 


Inscription runs horizontally across upper field. 


Line border is preserved at bottom of design; portions of line border are also preserved at top of design above 
creature. 


INSCRIPTION 


Greek script, language unknown 
Line 1. (?)KYMY(X?)A(P?)... HT(?)... 
Translation ? 


There is apparently one line to the inscription, oriented along the horizontal axis of the seal, across almost the 
full length of the top edge of the design. A horizontal bar occurs under the H. This is the only seal occurring on 
the tablets published by Hallock that carries an inscription in Greek letters. There is, of course, one tablet in- 
scribed in Greek (Fort. 1771) in the Persepolis Fortification archive. 

We are able to read seven letters, with space for one additional letter between the A and H, and for one or 
two additional letters between the IJ and the left head of the creature. 

Analysis of the lettering depends first on deciding what archaic script is represented. There seem to be two 
main possibilities: the Ionic script of western Asia Minor or the script of the Doric hexapolis of southwestern 
Asia Minor. 

It is not clear where the inscription starts, or in which direction it is to be read. The orientation of the K sug- 
gests a reading from left to right, but Greek inscriptions of this date have no fixed rules. Reading from left to 
right, the inscription is likely to begin with the A, H, II, or K. For purposes of analysis, we take the K (the letter 
immediately to the right of the right head of the creature) as the first letter of the inscription. We rely on Jeffery 
1990, pp. 325, 345, for letter forms. 
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If the alphabet is Ionic, then the first letter is a K, followed by Y, M, ¥ (but in a highly elaborate form),”’ A, 
H (although probably incomplete ),”° and I (but very unusual).”? 

If the alphabet is of the Doric hexapolis, then the first letter is K, followed by Y, M, X, A/T, H (with the 
same problems as above if in Ionic), and II (with the same problems as above if in Ionic). 

The H may simply indicate a rough breathing, though this is unlikely since in either Ionic or Doric it would 
be followed by a vowel rather than a letter. Nonetheless, it is tempting to take the H as a rough breathing mark 
and then read all other letters in the inscription as consonants. This solution would at least resonate with Ara- 
maic inscriptions. The bar under the H is also a mystery. If it had occurred over the H, it conceivably could have 
signaled a number. One could perhaps understand the bar under the H to mark the beginning of the inscription. 
One further possibility is that the H is the definite article (feminine), in which case we may have an occupa- 
tional designation: HIT...KYM'WPA... 

No combination of possible letters or their ordering yields a recognizable name or occupation. Another alter- 
native is that the inscription is purely decorative. Cuneiform-like plausibly mock inscriptions are attested on PFS 
671* (Cat.No. 174) and PFS 677* (Cat.No. 181). 

The location of the inscription can be paralleled in the PFS corpus of hero seals only by the Aramaic inscrip- 
tion on PFS 123* (Cat.No. 75). 


COMMENTARY 


The design is so arranged that when rolled out it appears as if the hero holds two creatures; see PFS 6 (Cat.No. 
304) for a similar visual dynamic, although there the design conflates control and combat encounters. The neck 
of the left-facing head of the creature appears to cross in front of the neck of its right-facing mate. This suggests 
a pair of crossed creatures without, in fact, presenting more than a faux-crossed group. Perhaps a complete 
crossed pair was originally planned. The inscription in Greek script (with its oddities), the hero’s garment, and 
the Egyptianizing iconography might suggest a koine product of Syria or coastal Anatolia. It is equally possible, 
however, that PFS 284* is a unique glyptic commission from a heartland Persian workshop answering a very 
specific set of patron directives (Root 1999a, pp. 167—68).*° 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 284*, see pls. 185c (tunics), 205i (arm positions of heroic encoun- 
ter), 239e (unusual formats of heroic encounter), 243a (faux-crossed animal creatures), 254d (various devices 
and symbols), 264g (inscriptions without panels or case lines), 265d (mock inscriptions), and 276f (borders). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 284* occurs on the reverse (inverted) and left edge of both PF 330 and PF 2027. No other seal is applied on 
the tablets. The seal is applied twice on the reverse of each tablet, one impression directly above the other. 
Rollings exhibit marked distortion. Of the total six impressions, all but one show some part of the inscription. In 
two impressions the seal is rolled for one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these 
two applications, one displays the hero in the center; one displays the hero and the inscription to the left of his 
head in the center. Of the remaining four partial impressions, one displays the inscription segment to the left of 
the hero in the center; one displays the hero in the center; one preserves only the hero and the left wings of the 
creature; one preserves only the body and heads of the creature. PF 330 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 
284* and is dated 499/498 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 

Hero faces left, arms bent (only left arm preserved), and holds two winged nude female human creatures by 
wing or arm. 

Each creature stands frontal (head not preserved), holding arms bent and extended up at each side of torso. 
Each creature presumably had four wings: two below arms, two above shoulders. The better preserved creature 
to right of hero displays two complete lower wings plus indications of one wing of the upper set. Each creature 
has bulbous thighs. 

Hero appears to wear Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed; short pointed object in front and back of 
waist represents sheath perhaps with hilt of dagger or sword at front. Rounded coiffure rests at back of hero’s neck. 


COMMENTARY 


The winged, nude frontal females, unique in the PFS corpus, recall figures in Assyrian glyptic.*! Stylistically, 
PFS 1485 is close to PFS 1387 (Cat.No. 72) and PFS 944 (Cat.No. 129). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 1485, see pls. 214j (frontal faces and/or bodies) and 229h (scor- 
pion, fish, horse, bird, and human creatures). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


PFS 1485 occurs twice on the reverse of PF 1608, one impression directly above the other. The upper rolling is 
now much destroyed but originally placed the creature to the right of the hero in the center. The partial lower 
rolling displays the hero in the center. The date of PF 1608 is unknown.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces right, arms bent, and holds rampant winged bull creature at left and rampant winged horse creature 
at right. 


Bull creature at left holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is 
slightly bent and extended downward toward hero’s hip. Horse creature at right holds upper foreleg bent and ex- 
tends it upward toward hero’s face; lower foreleg is slightly bent and extended downward toward hero’s thigh. 
Each creature has two wings indicated, lower wing extending slightly diagonally downward from its back, upper 
wing extending diagonally upward from lower wing. Tail of each creature bends downward. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed; diagonal folds are indicated on garment over 
rear leg. 


Creature at left is ithyphallic. 
In field between hero and creature at right is ring shape with two hooked appendages. 


Flaw or chip is in lower field between hero and creature at left; three chips or flaws are in stone along lower 
edge. Edge of seal is preserved at top and bottom of design. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) notes that PFS 99, PFS 103* (Cat.No. 84), and PFS 228 (Cat.No. 148) were responsible for the 
verification of the year end accounts at Liduma in her Elam Region VI. PFS 99 occurs with PFS 228 (Cat.No. 
148), PFS 64* (Cat.No. 173), PFS 503 (Cat.No. 307), PFS 478 (II), PFS 505 (III), PFS 477 (III), PFS 504 (III), 
and PFS 479 (illegible). No personal names that can be associated with these seals are preserved in the rel- 
evant texts. Brosius notes the connection of the seal with the storage of kem at Hidali, Liduma, and Tiliman. 

Winged horses are quite rare in the PFS corpus. The winged horse creature on PFS 99 joins with the similar 
creatures on PFS 749 (Cat.No. 110) as the only examples on seals of heroic encounter herein.*” 

The device in the field between the hero and the horse creature has no parallel among the images of heroic 
encounter herein and it calls to mind linear devices on some pyramidal stamp seals from western Anatolia 
(Boardman 1970a, devices D.3 and D.4; cf. fig. 11, no. 83, a seal said to have come from Persepolis).

SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


With one exception (PF 200, on the reverse), PFS 99 always occurs on the left edge of tablets. On PF 201 the 
seal occurs on the left edge and the reverse. On the reverse of PF 200-201 the seal is inverted. PFS 477 (III) is 
applied (also inverted) on the reverse of PF 200 directly above PFS 99. Some impressions show lateral distor- 
tion. In two impressions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal 
design. Of these two applications, one displays the hero in the center; one displays the horse creature to the right 
of the hero in the center. Of the remaining six partial rollings, one displays the hero in the center; one displays 
the bull creature to the left of the hero in the center; three display the horse creature to the right of the hero in 
the center; one displays the negative space in the terminal field in the center. PF 200 is the earliest dated tablet 
with PFS 99 and is dated 504/503 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces right. Right arm is bent to hold rampant winged human-headed lion creature by upper foreleg; left 
arm is straight at horizontal to hold rampant lion by throat. 


Winged creature holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is straight 
and extended vertically downward in front of its body. Lion holds one foreleg straight, toes splayed, and extends 
it downward toward hero’s waist; other foreleg is straight, toes splayed, and held up and away from body. Tail 
of each creature curls upward with tufted termination. 
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Hero wears belted Persian court robe with sleeves pushed up to reveal arms; sleeves hang in long swags; V- 
shaped neck line indicated; double central pleat and diagonal folds of lower part of hero’s garment are indi- 
cated. Hero appears to be beardless or close-shaved; flattened coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Human head of winged creature is beardless or close-shaved with short-cropped coiffure. Double row of feath- 
ers are indicated on wing. 


Lion has mouth open in roar. 


Portions of edge of seal are preserved at top of design above rampant creature and lion. 


COMMENTARY 


PFS 52 often occurs with PFS 62 (Cat.No. 104), which probably belongs to MikraSba, an important grain sup- 
plier. Names of several receivers occur on these tablets, suggesting that PFS 52 may be an office seal (see Gar- 
rison 1996a). 

This is a large and impressive seal. See Garrison 1988, 1991, and 1996a for the distinctive work of this im- 
portant artist who works close to the Court Style. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 52, see pls. 178a (Persian court robes with sleeves pushed up in 
deep swags), 206a (arm positions of heroic control), and 273b (open compositions ). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 52 always occurs on the reverse of tablets, and in four instances also the upper edge (PF 296, PF 361, PF 
1650, PF 1767). On all reverse surfaces the seal is inverted. Impressions tend to be clearly applied, although a 
few exhibit some distortion. In five impressions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the 
entire length of the seal design. Of these five applications, one displays the hero in the center; one displays the 
hero and the creature in the center; one displays the hero and the lion in the center; one displays the lion and the 
creature in the center; one displays the lion in the center. Of the remaining six partial impressions, three display 
the hero in the center; one preserves only the hero and the creature; one preserves only the hero and the lion; 
one displays the creature in the center. On PF 25, PF 361, and PF 1650 the seal clearly was applied before the 
text since cuneiform wedges or lines made by the scribe’s stylus cut into the bottom of the impressions. PF 296, 
PF 1650, and PF 1767 are the earliest dated tablets with PFS 52 and are all dated 504/503 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces left, arms bent, and holds rampant winged lion creature to left and rampant winged human-headed 
lion creature to right by foreleg. 


Each creature holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is straight, 
toes splayed, and extended downward toward hero’s leg. Tail of winged lion creature is long and curves down- 
ward. Tail of human-headed lion creature is short and curves downward. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed. 


Winged lion creature has one wing indicated with double row of feathers; mouth is open in roar. Human-headed 
creature has two wings indicated, both extended horizontally back from creature’s back; two rows of feathers 
are indicated. Beard terminates in blunt point over creature’s chest; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Small dot is placed in field before hero’s forward leg. 


Central dot surrounded by six smaller dots to form rosette appears in terminal field. 


COMMENTARY 


The unmasked drill work in the paws of the lions and the rosette is well executed; compare the drill work in the 
snouts of the lions on PFS 494 (Cat.No. 130) and the similar dot rosettes on PFS 884 (Cat.No. 123) and PFS 84 
(II). See Garrison 1988 for artist and related seals. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 145, see pl. 253e (stars, rosettes). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


PFS 145 occurs on the reverse of PF 761-763. On PF 761 the seal also occurs on the upper edge. On the reverse 
of both PF 761 and PF 762 the seal is applied twice (inverted), one impression directly above the other. Rollings 
show marked distortion. In all six impressions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the en- 
tire length of the seal design. Of these six applications, one displays the hero and the creature to left in the cen- 
ter; three display the creature to the left of the hero in the center; one displays the creature to the right of the 
hero in the center; one displays the two creatures in the center. On the reverse of all three tablets the seal was 
clearly applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the bottom or top of the impressions. PF 
763 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 145 and is dated 500/499 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces left, arms straight at slight diagonal, and holds rampant lion to left and rampant winged lion creature 
to right by throat. 


Each animal/creature holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward toward hero’s head. Lion holds lower 
foreleg straight, paw upturned, and extends it downward toward hero’s waist; hind legs are placed together; 
thick tail hangs downward. Winged lion creature holds lower foreleg slightly bent and extends it downward to- 
ward hero’s waist; creature strides toward hero; tail curves downward between its hind legs. 


Hero wears belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee. Rounded coiffure rests at 
back of neck. 


Winged lion creature has two wings indicated, upper extending diagonally downward above lower. 


Small marchant wild sheep is between hero and lion to left. Sheep moves to left but turns head back to right. 
Two long curved horns displayed frontally emerge from top of its head; short tail curves upward. 


In terminal field, rampant wild goat moves to left but turns head back to right. Goat holds forelegs bent and ex- 
tends them together upward in front of its body; long curved horn (only partially preserved) emerges from back 
of its head. 


COMMENTARY 


See Garrison 1988 for the artist and related seals. For the small animal nestled within the heroic scene, compare 
a Neo-Assyrian Modeled Style cylinder dedicated at the Samian Heraion (Aruz 1997, pp. 144-45, fig. 158). 

236d (animals/creatures as secondary elements of 
main design field) and 268b (terminal field motifs other than inscriptions). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


PFS 197 occurs on the reverse and bottom edge of PF 206 and the reverse, lower edge and upper edge of PF 
207, with PFS 198 (II) on the left edge of both tablets. On the reverse of both tablets the seal is inverted. On the 
reverse of PF 207 the seal is applied three times, the impressions stacked one above the other. On the reverse of 
PF 206 the seal is applied twice, one impression directly above the other. In three impressions the seal is rolled 
for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these three applications, one 
displays the hero in the center; two display the lion to the left of the hero in the center. Of the remaining five 
partial rollings, two display the hero in the center; one displays the hero and the lion creature to right in the cen- 
ter; one preserves only the lion to the left of the hero and the small sheep; one displays the creature to the right 
of the hero in the center. PF 206 and PF 207 are both dated 494/493 B.c.

Hero faces left in striding pose, right arm straight to hold rampant human-faced bull creature by upper foreleg; 
has left arm bent to hold rampant human-faced wild sheep creature(?) by chest. 


Bull creature to left actively strides toward hero. Creature holds upper foreleg bent and extends it outward to- 
ward hero’s waist; lower foreleg is bent and extended downward in front of its body; long tail curves upward 
then downward at its end with tufted termination. Sheep creature to right holds hind legs together; creature holds 
upper foreleg straight and extends it upward toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is bent and extended downward 
in front of its body. Long thick tail curves downward. 


Hero wears belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below mid-thigh; single decorative border 
runs along front edge of garment; tassel hangs from belt at waist. Pointed beard rests over hero’s right shoulder; 
small round coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Each creature has long rounded beard. Beard of creature to right is narrow. Two long thin curved horns emerge 
from top of head of creature to right; pointed ear is at back of head. 


In upper terminal field are star and crescent. 


Edge of seal is visible at top of design. Portion of edge of seal is preserved at bottom of design under creature to 
left. 


COMMENTARY 


The uneven arrangement of compositional features is typical of designs found in the Broad and Flat Styles. The 
calligraphic quality of the animal bodies and tails is, however, unusual in this style. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 222, see pls. 177b (Assyrian garments with detailing preserved), 
206e (arm positions of heroic control), 224c (deer, goats, sheep, and related winged creatures), 234g (human- 
headed/human-faced creatures), and 252f (crescents and stars). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 222 occurs only on the reverse of tablets, with PFS 6 (Cat.No. 304) on the left edge. On PF 1032, PF 1642, 
PF 1727, and PF 1761 the seal is inverted. Impressions generally exhibit marked lateral and vertical distortion. 
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In five impressions the seal was rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire seal design. Of these 
five applications, one displays the hero in the center; one displays the hero and the sheep creature to right in the 
center; two display the bull creature to the left of the hero in the center; one displays the two creatures in the 
center. The remaining partial rolling displays the hero in the center. On the reverse of PF 1032, PF 1727, PF 
1744, PF 1761, and PF 1762 the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into 
the top or bottom of the impressions. PF 1744 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 222 and is dated 498 B.C.

Traces of edge of seal are preserved at bottom of design under creature to right and terminal field. 


COMMENTARY 


The design is unusually active for the Fortification Style. The carving is crisply executed.

Four-winged hero faces right, arms bent, and holds sejant winged human-headed scorpion creature with animal 
legs to left by beard in cupping gesture and holds rampant winged human-headed bull or lion creature to right by 
upper foreleg. Hero raises forward leg. 


Scorpion creature’s thick scorpion tail bends upward; sting at end of tail is visible above wing. Rampant bull or 
lion holds upper foreleg straight and extends it vertically upward in front of its face; lower foreleg is straight and 
extended upward to place paw on hero’s lower wing.

Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee; hero wears domed headdress with pro- 
jection at front.

Scorpion creature has long rounded beard; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. Bull or lion creature appears 
to have rounded beard; large round coiffure rests at back of neck. Each creature wears domed headdress with 
projection at front. 


COMMENTARY 


PFS 1586 occurs on only one tablet, PF 1953, a journal (V text) dealing with wine transfers; it should belong to 
the accountant mentioned in the text, Manezza, who is located at Kurpun. The name Manezza also occurs in PF 
26 (receiving grain), PF 1158 (supplying wine at Kurpun), and PF 1201 (supplying wine); the last two occur- 
rences probably refer to the same individual mentioned in PF 1953. 

For scorpion creatures in heroic encounter scenes, see a cylinder seal impression on a tablet from the Nabu 
Temple at Nimrud dated ca. 616 B.c. (Parker 1962, p. 36, fig. 1, pl. 19, no. 1; Herbordt 1992, p. 191, pl. 8, no. 6), 
where the hero also cups the creatures’ beards in his hands. The intimacy of the gesture suggests that the special 
status of the scorpion as a symbol of fertility in ancient Mesopotamia survives on some level with some of these 
representations of scorpion creatures (van Buren 1939, pp. 110-12; see also Black and Green 1992, p. 161). For 
other scorpion creatures in this volume, see PFS 4* (Cat.No. 292) and PFS 29 (Cat.No. 302). See Garrison 1988 
for the style and workshop of PFS 1586 and related seals. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 1586, see pls. 193j (round coiffures), 197h (hands), 207j (arm 
positions of heroic control), 215i (unusual heroic attitudes), 229c (scorpion, fish, horse, bird, and human crea- 
tures), 235g (human-headed/human-faced creatures), and 286g (personal seals of accountants).

PFS 1586 occurs on the reverse, upper edge, and left edge of PF 1953. The right edge is destroyed, the left edge 
is damaged, affecting all impressions of PFS 1586. No other seal is preserved on the tablet. All rollings were 
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originally very long. Each application is markedly irregular, the user apparently rolling the seal only partially, 

then picking it up and rolling it again. This results in a series of overlapping and incomplete impressions, which 

we are treating as single applications on each surface because of the difficulty in unpacking the overlaps. It is 

impossible to determine a central element. On the reverse of PF 1953 the seal clearly was applied before the 

text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top of the impression. PF 1953 is dated 504/503 B.C.

The schematic Cut Style of the engraving may indicate that it is 
an heirloom from a Neo-Assyrian or Neo-Babylonian context, although production in the style may well have 
continued into the early Achaemenid period.** The shape indicated along the hero’s raised thigh is perhaps 
more likely to represent a sheath or a stray wing feather than a penis (since the hero appears to be clothed), but 
see PFS 152 (Cat.No. 295) for nude hero with penis indicated. Note oddities of treatment of hero’s feet, the dis- 
crete shapes composing the creature to the left as well as the two lozenge-shaped elements under the creature at 
right.

Hero faces right, arms bent, and holds rampant winged human-headed bull or lion creature by upper foreleg 
(left) and rampant animal of uncertain type at right (only partially preserved). 

Creature to left holds upper foreleg curved and extends it diagonally upward; lower foreleg is straight and ex- 
tended diagonally downward in front of its body; long thin tail curls upward.

COMMENTARY 


This is a large and handsomely carved seal. The unidentifiable object in the lower field between the hero and 
the creature to the left may be the vestiges of a schematic animal form (possibly a pedestal creature?).** The 
two pronged elements flanking the little tree are perhaps vestiges of additional floral motifs, but compare PFS 
971 (Cat.No. 171) for a completely preserved conifer with arm-like appendages projecting from lower trunk. 
See Garrison 1988 for the important artist of PFS 1023, who works close to the Court Style.

Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1437s should belong to the woman Mizapirzaka, who in year 28 (494/493 B.C.) 
received beer rations on her way to Persepolis under the authority (halmi) of Bakabana. PF 1546 preserves the 
only occurrence of the name Mizapirzaka in the PF texts. 

The ground line is not common on stamp seals in the PFS corpus of hero scenes; compare PFS 919s (Cat.No. 
259), PFS 1260s (Cat.No. 184), PFS 1321s (Cat.No. 176), and PFS 1624s (Cat.No. 261). The control encounter, 
owing to its spatial demands, is less common on stamp seals in the PFS corpus and in Achaemenid glyptic gen- 
erally than is the combat encounter.* 

The stamp is large and appears to have had a flat face and a quite tight circular contour. For probable seal 
shape, see Appendix Four: Stamp Seals in Volume I Grouped by Apparent Contour of Seal Face and accompany- 
ing figure 9, nos. 3a, 4c, or 5a.

Hero faces right, arms bent, and holds rampant winged human-faced lion creature to right by upper foreleg. 


Of animal to left of hero, only termination of foreleg near hero’s waist is definitely preserved. Presumably, 
however, rampant bull preserved at far right of impressions represents this same animal. Bull moves toward 
hero but turns its head away from him; tail curls upward and thickens.

COMMENTARY 


In Achaemenid glyptic the snouts and mouths of lions are often highlighted in order to exaggerate the effect of a 
snarl or roar, and on this seal it is especially dramatic.*© The four large dots in the terminal field of PFS 494 
have no parallel in Volume I. In scale and disposition they resemble the four-dot segment of the seven-dot Ple- 
iades formation as the cluster of dots is arranged on several Neo-Assyrian seals (e.g., Herbordt 1992, pl. 6, nos. 
1 and 6). But there is absolutely no indication of three additional dots here lined up under the three at left in the 
visible row of four.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero is rendered as winged bull creature with human head, shoulders, and arms, with (tail-less) lower body and 
legs of bull. Hero faces left, arms bent, and holds rampant human-faced winged bull creature with human shoul- 
ders and arms by upper wing (at left) and (at right) rampant human-headed winged lion creature with human 
shoulders and arms by upper or lower wing (link not preserved). Hero raises forward leg. 


Each creature moves toward hero but turns its head away from him to draw bow; each creature raises forward 
hind leg. On each creature two wings are indicated along vertical axis of body, upper extending diagonally up- 
ward, lower extending diagonally downward. Creature to left has long tail that curves downward between its 
hind legs with tufted termination. Creature to right has long tail that curls upward with tufted termination. 


Hero has two horizontally disposed upward-curved wings, one on either side of torso below its arms. Human 
head is apparently beardless or close-shaved; round coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Creature to left has long squared beard that rests across its right shoulder; long curved horn emerges from front 
of its head. Creature to right has rounded beard that rests over its left shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at back of 
neck. Creature to right wears low domed headdress. 


In terminal field is elaborate stacked floral element, which serves also as focal point for archer creatures who 
form heraldic group shooting toward each other across the floral element. 


Edge of seal is preserved at bottom of design. 


COMMENTARY 


The style is an unusual mix of a heavy Modeled Style (in the forms of the two archer creatures, cf. PFS 16* 
[Cat.No. 22]) and the Fortification Style. The rendering of the hero is, however, very unsteady, with a strange 
linearity in the upper body; compare PFS 884 (Cat.No. 123). The composition is striking and unusual among the 
images of heroic encounter in the PFS corpus. For the elaborate floral element, compare PFS 162 (Cat.No. 249) 
and PFS 225 (Cat.No. 46). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 1204, see pls. 200e (heroes as various composite creatures), 
232d (animals/creatures with distinctive perspectival elements), 235e (human-headed/human-faced creatures), 
241j (heroic encounters fused with heraldic motifs), 246g (bows, arrows, quivers), 256h (stylized floral ele- 
ments), and 269h (terminal field motifs other than inscriptions). 
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SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 1204 occurs on the reverse of PF 1262. The rolling is long, having been carefully applied to display the 
hero in the center with full repeats of the floral element on each end and a partial repeat of the winged human- 
headed creature at far left. The seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into 
the bottom of the impression. PF 1262 is dated 500 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Four-winged hero faces left. Hero has ovoid bird’s torso and human-form lower body. From midsection of torso 
thin appendages emerge as arms; hero holds rampant winged bull creature to left by horn and rampant animal of 
uncertain type to right by foreleg. 


Bull creature moves away from hero but turns its head back toward him. Bull creature holds upper foreleg (par- 
tially preserved) straight and extends it diagonally upward; lower foreleg (partially preserved) is curved and 
extended slightly downward; tail curves downward, hooked upward at its end. Rampant animal to right holds 
upper foreleg straight and extends it outward toward hero’s chest; lower foreleg is curved and extended down- 
ward toward hero’s lower wing. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed. One pair of wings emerges near top of torso 
curved upward on either side of hero’s head; other pair emerges from short torso just below hero’s arms, slant- 
ing diagonally downward and then curved upward at ends. Hero wears short rounded beard and has short- 
cropped coiffure. High boot(?) or unusual leg segmentation is shown on hero’s forward leg. 


Apparently in terminal field, rampant animal of uncertain type at far left of preserved impression moves to left, 
turning its head back to right (see commentary); tail (only partially preserved) curves downward. 


Edge of seal is preserved at top and bottom of design. 


COMMENTARY 


The rampant animal in the terminal field may in fact be a repeat of the one held by the hero. Although there ap- 
pear to be differences in contour between the two animals, these could reflect distortions in the sole impression 
available. The animals (whether two or three) all move in the same direction, creating a strong horizontal dy- 
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namic across the design; see PFS 26 (Cat.No. 299), PFS 912 (Cat.No. 138), and PFS 1188 (Cat.No. 144) for a 
similar arrangement of the animals. 

The particular hybrid character of the hero on PFS 1202 is unique among the images of heroic encounter in 
the PFS corpus.*”

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces right, arms bent, and holds rampant lion to left by top of head (not preserved) and rampant bull to 
right by horn. 


Lion moves toward and faces hero and is part of group of two crossed lions. Lion holds foreleg curved and ex- 
tends it upward toward hero’s waist. Bull moves away from hero but turns its head back toward him. Bull holds 
foreleg bent and extends it diagonally upward in front of its neck. 


Hero wears Persian court robe with sleeves pushed up to reveal his bare arms. Narrow rounded coiffure rests at 
back of hero’s neck. 


Bull has curved horn (only partially preserved) emerging from front of its head. Other lion in crossed-lion group 
moves and faces away from hero. Lion holds forelegs curved, paws turned up, and extends them together in 
front of its body; mouth is open in roar.

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In field above crossed lions, small marchant animal of uncertain type moves to left but turns head back to right. 
Animal raises one bent foreleg in front of its body; one ear is indicated and mouth is parted. 


In terminal field, rampant lion(?) moves to left, holds foreleg bent, and extends it downward in front of its body. 
Large feature (only partially preserved) emerges from its back, apparently vestige of crossing animal forming 
group with better preserved animal. 


COMMENTARY 


Despite the small size of the seal, the design is exceptionally busy. This fusion of heroic control encounter with 
crossed animals is unique in the PFS corpus and is an unusual composition in the history of western Asiatic glyp- 
tic. The fusion of heroic combat encounter with crossed animals occurs on three seals in the PFS corpus: PFS 
737 (Cat.No. 281), PFS 931* (Cat.No. 270), and PFS 952 (Cat.No. 227); see the commentary for PFS 931* 
(Cat.No. 270). Crossed animals independent of heroic encounter action occur on three seals herein: PFS 213 
(Cat.No. 140), PFS 396 (Cat.No. 178), and PFS 990 (Cat.No. 256), in addition to PFS 912. A crossed-animal 
group sometimes serves as an archer’s quarry on seals in Volume II, for example, PFS 163 (II); and crossed ani- 
mals as a central compositional element are noteworthy in Volume II, for example, PFS 3 (II). 

The two animals actually held by the hero in the heroic encounter of PFS 912 move in the same direction, 
creating a strong horizontal dynamic across the design; PFS 1188 (Cat.No. 144) and PFS 1202 (Cat.No. 137) 
have a similar arrangement of the animals; note also PFS 26 (Cat.No. 299), a fused control/combat encounter. 
PFS 912 was not included in Garrison 1988. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 912, see pls. 178g (Persian court robes with sleeves pushed up in 
deep swags), 194g (narrow rounded and/or pointed coiffures ), 242b (heroic encounters fused with crossed ani- 
mals), and 270c (compositions with strong unidirectional movement).

PFS 912 occurs on the reverse of PF 786. The rolling is long, preserving almost two full repeats of the figural 
design.

Hero faces right, arms bent, and holds two rampant animals of uncertain type by upper foreleg. 


Animal to left holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is straight 
and extended downward toward hero’s waist. Animal raises straight forward hind leg toward hero; crooked tail 
extends diagonally upward with tufted termination. Animal to right holds upper foreleg bent and extends it up- 
ward to place paw on hero’s shoulder; lower foreleg is straight and extended downward toward hero’s waist. 
Animal raises straight forward hind leg toward hero; bent tail extends diagonally upward with tufted termination. 


Hero wears belted tunic; decorative border is at hem of garment. Hero appears to wear ankle-length boots; 
domed(?) headdress has projection at back. Hero is apparently beardless; round coiffure rests at back of neck. 
Animal to right has two long pointed ears emerging from top of its head. Each animal opens large mouth. 


Edge of seal is preserved at bottom of design; chip or trace of seal cap is below animal to right. 


COMMENTARY 


The geometric treatment of the human head relates PFS 690 to PFS 2 (Cat.No. 3), PFS 20 (Cat.No. 145), PFS 
740 (Cat.No. 146), PFS 1519 (Cat.No. 167), and PFS 1613 (Cat.No. 82). As in PFS 740 (Cat.No. 146), there is 
extensive use of the drill in the animal forms. PFS 690 and PFS 740 (Cat.No. 146) may be by the same artist. 
For the style, see the commentary on PFS 2 (Cat.No. 3). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 690, see pls. 185e (tunics), 193g (round coiffures), 199c (feet 
and shoes), and 276c (evidence of original seal caps).

PFS 690 occurs twice on the reverse of PF 460, one application directly above the other. Both rollings preserve 
almost two full repeats of the figural design. The impressions show the exact same sequence, beginning and 
ending with a partial image of the animal to the left of the hero. In this manner the rollings display the animal to 
the left of the hero in the center. PF 460 is dated 500/499 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero in active striding pose moves to left, arms bent upward, and holds two rampant animals of uncertain type, 
one to left by upper foreleg. 


Animal to left is suspended off ground. Head (with protruding tongue?) turns away from hero. Animal holds up- 
per foreleg straight and extends it upward toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is straight and extended downward 
toward its upper hind leg. Animal holds upper hind leg bent in front of its body; lower hind leg is bent and ex- 
tended toward hero’s leg; tail curves downward under its hindquarters. Animal to right holds lower foreleg 
straight, paw upturned, and extends it downward toward hero’s leg; upper foreleg (not preserved) is presumably 
held upward to connect with hero’s left arm. Tail (only partially preserved) curves downward. 


Hero perhaps wears trousers. 


In terminal field behind animal to right, small horned animal of undetermined type is vertically disposed, facing 
top edge of design. Animal holds one foreleg straight; one hind leg is bent. Animal displays single horn and short 
tail. Farther to right, two rampant long-necked winged horned-animal creatures of undetermined type cross their 
bodies. (Horn preserved only on creature facing left.) Body of marchant horned animal of undetermined type 
grows out of hindquarters of crossed creature that faces left; this horned animal faces right. Each rampant crossed 
creature holds forelegs together and extends them diagonally upward. Rampant creature facing right raises bent 
forward hind leg. Mane is rendered by crisp serrated edge along contour of neck of each composite creature. 


At far right of impression are traces of what may be another animal of uncertain type vertically disposed in 
field. At far left of impression are tail and two legs of additional animal of uncertain type, apparently suspended 
on its back. 


Portion of line border is preserved at upper edge of design. 


COMMENTARY 


Based upon Q texts protocol (PF 1440 and PF 1550), PFS 213 should belong to Zisandus, who is described in PF 
1550 as a barrisSdama (“elite guide”). In both cases he is going from Susa to Kandahar. 

The engraving style and the elaborate crowded composition have no parallels among the images of heroic en- 
counter herein. It is tempting to suggest that the seal comes from some distant place, owing to its unusual features. 
It is thus interesting to note that the user of the seal is an elite guide who seems to specialize in trips to Kandahar. 

The composition is not clear as preserved, especially along the right edge and left edge of the design. 
Crossed animals independent of the heroic encounter image also occur on PFS 396 (Cat.No. 178), PFS 912 
(Cat.No. 138), and PFS 990 (Cat.No. 256). Crossed animals conflated with the heroic encounter occur on four 
seals: PFS 737 (Cat.No. 281), PFS 912 (Cat.No. 138), PFS 931* (Cat.No. 270), and PFS 952 (Cat.No. 227). 
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Crossed animals occur as a quarry of archers in Volume II and are a noteworthy focal point of compositions in 
Volume II. The addition of an animal growing out of one member of the crossed pair is a significant anomaly. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 213, see pls. 242e (crossed animals), 272e (dense composi- 
tions), and 288e (personal seals of elite guides [barriSdama]). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 213 occurs on the reverse of both PF 1440 and PF 1550. One rolling seems to preserve the entire length of 

the seal design and displays the vertically disposed animal in the terminal field in the center. Unfortunately, poor 

preservation nevertheless precludes adequate reading of the terminal field. The other (partial) rolling displays 

the crossed creatures in the center, but here again, poor quality of the impression inhibits our reading of the ele- 

ments to its right. On the reverse of PF 1550 the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform 

wedges cut into the top of the impression. PF 1550 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 213 and is dated 500 B.C.

Hero with ovoid bird’s upper torso has arms bent at shoulder level and holds two rampant animals of uncertain 
type. 

Animal to left moves and faces away from hero; hero seems to grasp it by its horn (only partially preserved); 
tail of this animal extends straight out, with sharp projection at lower midpoint and large tufted termination.

COMMENTARY

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces left, arms straight at downward diagonal, and holds two rampant winged human-headed creatures of 
uncertain type by chest. 


Each creature holds lower foreleg bent and extends it downward under its body. Upper foreleg of creature to left 
is not indicated; upper foreleg of creature to right is indicated by short projection. Creature to right has short tail. 


Hero’s robe is characterized by horizontal lozenges. 


Edge of seal is preserved at top and bottom of design; lower edge of seal is irregular, suggesting three chips. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) suggests that PFS 20 belongs to Mamannuwis, who oversaw a grain depot during years 21-26 
(501/500-496/495 B.C.) at Kesat in her Elam Region VI. 

The linear carving style of the heads recalls PFS 2 (Cat.No. 3), PFS 97 (II), and PFS 1024 (II), as well as, 
less similarly, PFS 1613 (Cat.No. 82), PFS 740 (Cat.No. 146), PFS 690 (Cat.No. 139) and PFS 1519 (Cat.No. 
167). The hero’s body recalls the Elamite “connected pieces style” (Negahban 1991, pp. 91, 101). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 20, see pls. 182b (robes with various features of detail), 217e 
(hero suspended high in design field), 234b (human-headed/human-faced creatures), 280b (chips in seal matri- 
ces), and 282b (personal seals of supply/apportionment officers). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME) 


PFS 20 occurs only on the left edge of tablets. All rollings appear to be carefully applied, with little or no distor- 
tion. This is especially apparent in the vertical placement of the seal on the rolling surfaces, where the user has 
been meticulous in retrieving as much of the seal image as possible. In twelve impressions the seal is rolled for 
at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these twelve impressions, three 
display the hero in the center; one displays the hero and the creature to left in the center; two display the hero 
and the creature to right in the center; three display the two creatures in the center; two display the creature to 
the left of the hero in the center; one displays the creature to the right of the hero in the center. Of the remaining 
four partial impressions, one displays the hero in the center; one displays the hero and the creature to right in the 
center; one displays the creature to the left of the hero in the center; one displays the creature to the right of the 
hero in the center. PF 550 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 20 and is dated 501/500(?) B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces right, extending bent right arm to hold rampant winged human-headed creature of uncertain type by 
upper foreleg. Hero’s left arm is bent and held down in front before rampant winged human-headed creature. 


Both creatures move toward and face hero. Creature to left holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward 
toward hero’s shoulder; lower foreleg is bent and extended downward in front of its body; tail extends diago- 
nally upward, bending back toward its body in two places. Creature to right of hero holds upper foreleg straight 
and extends it upward toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is bent upward to touch upper foreleg; tail extends di- 
agonally upward, bending back toward its body. 


Hero wears variant on belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee; garment shows de- 
tailing line around outer edge on right side of hero’s torso; vertical folds are indicated on lower garment. Hero 
wears flat headdress with projection at front; sheath projects back from hero’s waist. Short pointed beard rests 
over hero’s neck; round coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Creature to left wears flat headdress with projection at front and has two long pointed ears(?) and round coif- 
fure. Creature to right wears domed headdress with projection at front (or horn at forehead?) and has two long 
pointed ears(?) and round coiffure. 


Edge of seal is preserved at top. 


COMMENTARY 


This is an unusual design since most of the visual dynamics suggest a control encounter, but the hero in fact 
holds only one creature. The hero turning his head away from the creature that he holds in the combat encounter 
would, however, be unique. More plausibly the artist may have intended a regular control encounter but simply 
confused the hero’s left forearm and the lower foreleg of the creature to right. 

The seal seems to be a debased version of the elegant PFS 2 (Cat.No. 3); the treatment of the creatures’ 
faces is almost exactly the same. See the commentary for PFS 2 (Cat.No. 3). In PFS 740 the drill work is much 
more extensive, and the whole of the engraving more hasty, recalling PFS 690 (Cat.No. 139) which may be by 
the same hand. Compare also the treatment of heads in PFS 1519 (Cat.No. 167) and PFS 1613 (Cat.No. 82), 
which are, however, closer stylistically to PFS 2 (Cat.No. 3); note also the treatment of the heads n PFS 20 
(Cat.No. 145) and PFS 233 (Cat.No. 52). The hero’s garment faintly echoes early second-millennium Elamite 
renderings of narrow-waisted figures with full, vertically striated lower garments projecting from waist at a 
sharp right angle (cf. Amiet 1972, p. 256, pl. 175, no. 2005). But on PFS 740 the notion of the exposed forward 
leg of the Assyrian garment has compounded the archaizing allusions. 

187b (headdresses), 235b (human-headed/human- 
faced creatures), and 278d (carving anomalies).

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Winged hero moves to left in striding pose and presumably holds two rampant winged creatures of uncertain 
type (hero’s connection with creatures not preserved). 


Each creature has active striding pose. Creature to left holds lower foreleg slightly bent and extends it down- 
ward toward hero’s wing; thick short tail extends diagonally upward widening toward end. Creature to right 
holds lower foreleg slightly curved and extends it downward to place paw on hero’s wing; thick short tail curves 
upward widening toward end. 


Hero wears triple-belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed; garment shows fringe along back 
leg. Two wings hang diagonally downward from each side of hero’s body. Upper wings of presumed set of four 
are not preserved. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) suggests that PFS 72 belongs to Mannunda, perhaps the director of the royal bakery in her Perse- 
polis Region I. The seal always occurs with PFS 399 (Cat.No. 78), PFS 141 (II), and, with two exceptions (PF 
95 and PF 840), with PFS 90 (III). Mannunda is always listed as one of two officials receiving the flour; the 
other official is, with one exception (PF 840, where Mizirma receives with Mannunda), always Umardada. 

Despite the looseness of line in the contours of figures and some hesitancy in the overall design, the human 
form seems well modeled. See PFS 1276 (Cat.No. 34) for the reconstruction of four wings on the hero. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 72, see pls. 273c (open compositions) and 284c (personal seals 
of various officers). 
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SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 72 occurs only on the reverse of tablets and, with one exception (PF 840), always with another seal. PFS 72 
is inverted on the reverse of PF 95, with No. PFS 399 (Cat.No. 78) applied directly below it. PFS 90 (IIL) is ap- 
plied directly below PFS 72 on the reverses of PF 326, PF 836, and PF 838. PFS 72 is inverted on the reverses of 
PF 835 and PF 837, and PFS 90 is applied directly below it on both tablets. PFS 72 is inverted on the reverse of 
PF 839, and PFS 90 is applied directly above it. PFS 72 occurs alone, inverted, on the reverse of PF 840. 
Rollings of the seal generally exhibit some distortion. No impression preserves the complete seal design. Of the 
eight partial applications, one preserves only the hero and the creature to the left; one preserves only the hero 
and the creature to the right; one displays the creature to the left of the hero in the center; three display the crea- 
ture to the right of the hero in the center; two preserve only the creature to the right of the hero. The dates of all 
the tablets with PFS 72 are unknown.

COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) notes that PFS 228, PFS 99 (Cat.No. 113), and PFS 103* (Cat.No. 84) are responsible for the veri- 
fication of the year end accounts at Liduma in her Elam Region VI; PFS 228 always occurs with PFS 99 
(Cat.No. 113). No personal names that can be associated with these seals are preserved in the relevant texts. 
All three are such distinctive seals that we are nevertheless inclined to view them all as personal seals of the in- 
dividual accountants. 
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The seal is small even by standards of the Fortification Style. The terminal field motif represents the “altar 
with star” seen on Neo-Babylonian seals, often in extremely reductive fashion (e.g., Jakob-Rost 1997, p. 98, no. 
425). For the combination of related Babylonian cult symbols with a scene of heroic encounter, see PFS 1501 
(Cat.No. 238). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 228, see pls. 248f (abstract symbols of Mesopotamian deities) 
and 286d (personal seals of accountants).

Multiple symbols in the terminal field are not common in the PFS corpus of hero seals; compare PFS 9*

The name Appumanya occurs also in PF 40, PF 1914, and PF 1964; the variant 
Hapumanya occurs in PF 227, PF 806, PF 1306, and PF 1325; the variant Apmanya occurs in PF 316. Hallock 
transliterates both variants as Appumanya; Koch (1990, p. 315) also reads the variants as the same name. In PF 
40 an Appumanya supplied tarmu-grain at Zakzaku; in PF 316 an Appumanya supplied a large grain shipment. 
In PF 1914 an Appumanya supplied wine at RazakanuS. In PF 227 and PF 806 an Appumanya received grain ra- 
tions and barley loaves respectively. In the account text PF 1964 an Appumanya is described as the 
radussara(?) for cattle at Turtukkan (see Koch 1990, p. 145, for the title). In all these transactions different 
seals are used. In the Q text PF 1325 an Appumanya received flour rations, using PFS 1268s (III), while travel- 
ing to Persepolis under the authority (halmi) of Bakabana. More study is needed to distinguish exactly how 
many officials are involved. 

A crude outline linear style is used in this seal. Because the impression is so fragmentary, the exact composi- 
tion cannot be determined with precision; the design may be a combat encounter, in which case the wing at the 
far left of the preserved impression would belong to a creature occupying the terminal field.

COMMENTARY 


Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1388 should belong to Mirara(?), who in year 22.4 (500 B.C.) received flour ra- 
tions under the authority (halmi) of Parnaka. PF 1492 preserves the only occurrence of the name Mirara(?) in 
the PF texts. 

The engraving is deep but not as broad or well executed as most Modeled Style seals; animal forms have 
some connections with the Fortification Style. The fusion of a Persian court robe with its lower portion echoing 
the Assyrian garment is also seen on PFS 17 (Cat.No. 235), PFS 326 (Cat.No. 100), PFS 1249 (Cat.No. 294), 
and perhaps PFS 247 (Cat.No. 245). The inverted animals in the main design field of PFS 1388 suggest animal 
carcasses relating to the heroic narrative. Compare PFS 17 (Cat.No. 235), PFS 243 (Cat.No. 303), PFS 1475 
(Cat.No. 177), as well as PFS 256 (Cat.No. 198) and PFS 1142 (Cat.No. 39). 

PFS 1388 is one of only five seals in the PFS corpus of hero seals displaying an inverted quadruped animal in 
the terminal field; see also PFS 17 (Cat.No. 235), PFS 243 (Cat.No. 303), PFS 256 (Cat.No. 198), and PFS 
1475 (Cat.No. 177). The bird above the inverted animal on PFS 1388 is not clear. The composition with at least 
three inverted animals disposed in the field (in addition to the rampant creatures of the heroic encounter) is 
unique among seals with images of heroic encounter in the PFS corpus.

Two wings are indicated, upper extending diagonally upward from its back, lower ex- 
tending diagonally downward from its back; tail (only partially preserved) curls downward. 


Hero wears robe with four horizontal lozenge-shaped features stacked at bottom of preserved portion. Short 
rounded beard terminates above hero’s right shoulder; narrow rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Creature to left may have short pointed beard; short pointed coiffure is at back of head. Creature to left wears 
flat headdress with projections at front and top. Creature to right has narrow pointed beard that rests over its 
wing. Projections from head of creature at right may be short horns. 


Partially preserved inverted crescent-shaped element is in lower field between hero and creature to right. 


COMMENTARY 


The design is poorly executed. The heads of the creatures are difficult to interpret. The creature at the right 
may, for instance, have a bird-like head, with mouth open. Equally puzzling is the lower portion of the hero’s 
robe in combination with the vestigial element just to the right. It is possible that the hero’s lower body fuses 
with a couchant pedestal creature whose tail curls up between the hero and the creature to the right. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 1454, see pls. 187g (headdresses) and 217c (hero standing atop 
pedestal figure[s] or other supporting element). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


PFS 1454 occurs on the reverse of PF 1570. The rolling preserves the entire length of the seal design and dis- 
plays the hero in the center. The seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut 
into the bottom of the impression. PF 1570 is dated 498 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 
Hero faces left, arms bent, and holds two rampant winged creatures of uncertain type by wing. 


Each creature moves away from hero, one facing other to form heraldic group. Each creature holds upper fore- 
leg straight and extends it diagonally upward, joining it with upper foreleg of other creature; lower foreleg is 
straight and extended downward, crossing lower foreleg of other creature. One hind leg is indicated for each 
creature, bent and extended diagonally downward. 


Hero stands on lower part of hind leg of each creature. Hero wears double-belted robe with skirt of three tiers. 


COMMENTARY 


The heavy use of a cutting disk and drill recalls the Cut Style of Assyria and Babylonia.** The geometric treat- 
ment of human and animal heads that we observe on PFS 1519 is, however, a hallmark of a more distinctive 
group of seals in the PFS corpus. See commentary on PFS 2 (Cat.No. 3). The crowded composition is very rare 
in seals from the PFS corpus, although the combination of heroic encounter and heraldic group is not unknown; 
compare PFS 80 (Cat.No. 202), PFS 162 (Cat.No. 249), PFS 225 (Cat.No. 46), PFS 496 (Cat.No. 108), PFS 
1123 (Cat.No. 279), and PFS 1204 (Cat.No. 136). The hero perched atop the feet of the animals/creatures he 
engages is an unusual format; compare PFS 4* (Cat.No. 292). 

Despite crowding, the composition is quite carefully arranged, and the execution, although highly sche- 
matic, is in fact very accomplished. PFS 1519 shows the same elegant animal and human body forms combined 
with geometric approach to heads as seen on PFS 2 (Cat.No. 3), and the seals may be by the same artist. See 
the commentary on PFS 2 (Cat.No. 3). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 1519, see pls. 182i (robes with various features of detail), 217d 
(hero standing atop pedestal figure(s) or other supporting element), 270i (compositions creating dynamic nega- 
tive space as terminal field), 272i (dense compositions), and 280j (chips in seal matrices). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 1519 occurs twice on the reverse and once on the upper edge of PF 1667. The rollings on the reverse are 
long, preserving the entire length of the seal design, one placed directly above the other. The upper rolling dis- 
plays the hero and the creature to right in the center; the lower rolling displays the creature to the right of the 
hero in the center. The rolling on the upper edge preserves the entire length of the seal design and displays the 
hero and the creature to left in the center. PF 1667 is dated 505/504 B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero holds at his waist two wild goats vertically disposed (only goat at left is fully preserved). Hero clenches 
his hands together in front of his body. 


Each goat is turned away from hero. Goat to left holds forelegs straight and extends them together diagonally 
downward in front of its body; hind legs are curved and extended diagonally downward. 


Hero wears belted robe. 
Goat to left has beard and single horn (only partially preserved); ear (only partially preserved) is at back of head. 


To left, in terminal field, large eagle perched apparently on column looks to left. To left of eagle is pair of wings 
(see commentary). 


COMMENTARY 


This is an unusual design compositionally, iconographically, and stylistically. Stylistically the seal seems to be- 
long with the Fortification Style, but the odd, elongated renderings of the hero’s arms and torso find no ready 
parallels in that style. 

The rendering, pose, and role in the compositional narrative of the perching eagle cannot be paralleled in the 
PFS corpus of hero seals. The only other eagle in Volume I also appears in the terminal field but is posed in a 
frontal display (PFS 461 [Cat.No. 90]). For a bird perched on a column, see an impression from ASSur of a Neo- 
Assyrian cylinder where the bird figures in the terminal field of a cult scene involving a worshiper and a fish- 
garbed priest.*? 

The pair of wings preserved at the far left of the preserved impressions of PFS 1099 suggests that the design 
was quite large and elaborate, apparently incorporating a genie figure of Assyrian inspiration. Compare PFS 
166 (II), where a crouching monkey on a floral column occupies the terminal field flanked by two Assyrian ge- 
nies facing away toward the seal design’s focal element (in this case, sacred emblems rather than heroic en- 
counter). Perhaps if PFS 1099 were fully preserved, an elaborate cult scene would usurp the heroic encounter as

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the principal feature of the entire composition. Compare a Neo-Assyrian carnelian cylinder with a similar con- 
trol encounter as terminal field element to a cult scene (Collon 1987, no. 355).

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Two discrete heroic encounters are depicted. 


At left of design, hero, facing right, “holds” at his chest vertically disposed wild goat to left and vertically dis- 
posed lion to right. The hero does not actually have arms. 


Each animal turns its head away from hero. Goat extends one foreleg vertically upward in front of hero’s head; 
short straight tail extends diagonally downward. Lion holds one foreleg curved and extends it vertically upward 
in front of hero’s head; tail (only partially preserved) hangs downward. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed; hero perhaps wears domed headdress. Beard 
terminates in blunt point; round coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Goat has long curved horn; rounded ear is at top of head. Mane of lion is rendered by serrated edge along con- 
tour of its neck; ear (only partially preserved) emerges from front of its head; mouth is open in roar.

At right of design, second hero, facing right, “holds” to his chest vertically disposed lion to left and horned ani- 
mal of undetermined type to right. The hero again does not actually have arms. 


Each animal turns its head away from hero. Lion extends one foreleg vertically upward in front of hero’s head; 
tail extends vertically downward with tufted termination. Horned animal holds one foreleg slightly bent and ex- 
tends it vertically upward in front of hero’s face. 


Hero appears to wear Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed. Pointed beard rests over hero’s left 
shoulder; rounded coiffure curls upward at back of neck. 


Mane of lion is rendered by serrated edge along contour of its neck; mouth is open in roar. Short horn emerges 
from front of head of horned animal; no tail is preserved. 


Tree with narrow lenticular trunk and short pointed branches, diminishing in size toward top (as with certain co- 
nifers), is in terminal field. 


Line border is preserved at top of design. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch suggests that PFS 131 belongs to an unnamed “Priifer,” who is documented at Kanduma, Sursunkiri, and 
Hibas. 

The doubled heroic encounter and the dense composition are unusual. Seals depicting two fully discrete he- 
roic encounters are rare in the PFS corpus, occurring only on PFS 146 (Cat.No. 275), PFS 152 (Cat.No. 295), 
PFS 757 (Cat.No. 296), and PFS 1249 (Cat.No. 294) in addition to PFS 131. The clear referencing of Akkadian 
or Old Babylonian iconography in PFS 152 (Cat.No. 295) suggests the possibility that double-encounter seals 
were explored occasionally in the Achaemenid environment initially at least as an outgrowth of response to 
broad-based archaizing interests.” Beyond the PFS corpus, and generally on seals that seem later in date of pro- 
duction, double-encounter seals continue to have an apparently limited occurrence.*! 

Extensive drill work is visible in the head of the hero at far left. Overall the style is somewhat abstract. 
For comparative illustrations including PFS 131, see pls. 206c (arm positions of heroic control), 224a (deer, 
goats, sheep, and related winged creatures), and 257a (conifers). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 131 occurs on the bottom edge, reverse, upper edge, right edge, and left edge of PF 235 and the reverse, 
upper edge, right edge, and left edge of PF 249. On PF 239 the seal occurs only on the left edge. On the reverse 
of PF 235 the seal is applied in three long rollings completely covering the surface. On the reverse of PF 249 the 
seal has been applied twice, one impression directly above the other. Impressions exhibit little distortion; those 
on the reverse tend to be long. In nine impressions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving 
the entire length of the seal design. Of these nine applications, four display the right heroic encounter and the 
tree in the center; two display the left heroic encounter in the center; one displays the tree in the center; one 
preserves the two heroic encounters with the tree at the right edge of the impression; one preserves the two he- 
roic encounters with the tree at the left edge of the impression. Of the remaining three partial rollings, one dis- 
plays the left heroic encounter in the center; one displays the two lions in the two heroic encounters in the cen- 
ter; one displays the lion in the left heroic encounter in the center. On the reverse of PF 249 the seal clearly was 
applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top of the impression. PF 235 and PF 249 
are the earliest dated tablets with PFS 131 and are both dated 501/500 B.c.

Each lion places forelegs and one hind leg along hero’s body as if marchant. Each lion holds head straight, fac- 
ing hero’s body. Tail of lion to left curves vertically upward with tufted termination. Tail of lion to right curls up- 
ward and then to left with tufted termination. 


Hero wears belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below lower thigh; double border runs 
along front hem of lower part of garment over forward thigh and rear leg; fringe is indicated along rear contour. 
Hero also wears turban-like domed headdress with knob at crown of head. Blunt-pointed beard rests over hero’s 
right shoulder. 


Mane of lion to left is rendered by blunt serrations inside contour line on neck; mouth is open in roar. Mane of 
lion to right is rendered by crisp serrated edge along contour of neck; mouth is open in roar. Each creature is 
ithyphallic. 


In terminal field is tree with narrow lenticular trunk and branches diminishing in length toward top (as on cer- 
tain conifers). Two bent “arms” emerge from disk at base of branches. Tree’s trunk is mounted on broad-based 
stand. 


Line border is preserved at bottom of design, serving also as ground line. Edge of seal is preserved at top. 


COMMENTARY 


This is an especially well-planned and well-executed design. The artist has deftly handled the difficult composi- 
tion of inverted animals. The style is a mixture of Assyro-Babylonian Modeled Style traditions and the local 
Fortification Style.

Hero faces left, arms slightly bent at horizontal, and holds two inverted lions by hind leg. Hero stands on back of 
marchant humped bull moving to left, serving as pedestal animal. 


Bull’s hump protrudes between hero’s feet; its two long horns curve toward one another. Additional linear ele- 
ments to either side of horns are not comprehensible. Short tail on bull curves downward with tufted termination. 


Each lion turns head away from hero. Lion to left holds one foreleg straight, paw upturned, and extends it up- 
ward toward hero’s waist. Lion to left holds rear hind leg (only partially preserved) straight and extends it verti- 
cally upward; forward hind leg is extended upward toward hero’s head; short tail curls downward. Lion to right 
holds lower foreleg slightly curved and extends it vertically downward; upper foreleg is slightly bent, paw up- 
turned, and extended upward toward hero’s leg. Lion to right holds rear hind leg (only partially preserved) bent 
and extends it vertically upward; forward hind leg (only partially preserved) is extended upward toward hero’s 
head; tail curls upward. 


Hero wears belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed; fringe is indicated along forward hem of 
lower garment over rear leg. Rounded coiffure is partially preserved at back of hero’s neck. 


Mane of each lion is rendered by diagonal marks along contour of neck; mouth is open in roar. Short pointed ear 
emerges from back of head of lion to right. 


In middle of terminal field, long-necked bird (goose) with wings spread flies to left. 


COMMENTARY 


This design is unusual in the PFS corpus of hero seals. Heroes on pedestal animals are rare, and this is the only 
example in the PFS corpus of a controlling hero standing on one rather than two creatures. See Dusinberre 
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(1997b, p. 123 [n. 57]) for the significance of the pedestal imagery and its socially restricted circulation. The 
type of animal serving as pedestal creature on PFS 31 is another anomaly. It is unfortunate that we are missing 
the critical area at its head. Although the humped bull is not unknown in Mesopotamian art (van Buren 1939, pp. 
74-76), it is certainly rare in the extant Achaemenid repertoire (see PFS 220 [II] for another humped bull in the 
PFS corpus). One unprovenanced Achaemenid seal in the British Museum shows a humped bull or zebu suck- 
ling a calf (Wiseman 1959, p. 114). The best parallel in Volume I for the bird in flight on PFS 31 is found on 
PFS 1374 (Cat.No. 31), where, unfortunately, the neck and the head of the bird are not preserved.”

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Four-winged hero faces right in striding pose, arms bent, and holds two inverted lions, one to left by hind leg, 
one to right by tail. 


Each lion turns head away from hero. Lion to left holds rear hind leg bent and extends it vertically upward; lion 
places other hind leg and one foreleg along hero’s body as if marchant; tail curves upward, hooked downward at 
its end with tufted termination. Lion to right places rear hind leg on hero’s thigh; forward hind leg is slightly bent 
and extended downward toward hero’s leg; tail curves upward. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below lower thigh; fringe is indicated along hem 
of garment over forward leg. Hero perhaps wears domed headdress. Squared beard with horizontal striations 
rests over his left shoulder; flattened coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Each lion opens mouth in roar. Small projection from front of head of lion to right may be ear or forelock. 


Paneled inscription is in terminal field. 


INSCRIPTION

Two lines of the inscription are preserved, oriented along the vertical axis of the seal, separated by a case line 
and enclosed in a panel. Too little remains to suggest a reading. It is striking that the inscription is enclosed in a 
panel with a case line and oriented along the vertical axis of the seal design. The only other inscribed seals in 
the PFS corpus of hero seals that show this combination of features are PFS 1* (Cat.No. 182), PFS 526* 
(Cat.No. 216), PFS 671* (Cat.No. 174) probably with a mock inscription, and the royal name seals PFS 7* 
(Cat.No. 4) and PFS 113* (Cat.No. 19).

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COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) suggests that PFS 64* may belong to Tiridada, who oversaw, with a companion, the provisioning 
of workers at Hidali, Sursunkiri, and Kesat in her Elam Region VI. The seal also occurs on a deposit of tarmu- 
grain at Hidali under the jurisdiction of Satra ... (PF 200). 

This is a beautifully conceived and executed design with a lavish use of space. The style shows some affini- 
ties with the Modeled Style, especially in the strong vertical accent through the body of the hero. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 64*, see pls. 201b (heroes as winged humans), 261c (paneled in- 
scriptions with vertical case lines), and 284b (personal seals of various officers). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 64* always occurs on the left edge of tablets; in two instances (PF 1229 and PF 1597) it also occurs on the 
upper edge. Applications of the seal tend to be clear and deeply impressed, showing little or no distortion. Of the 
total nine impressions, three show some part of the inscription. In one impression the seal is rolled for at least 
one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. That rolling displays the hero in the center. Of 
the remaining eight impressions, two display the hero and the lion to the left in the center, with a partial rolling 
of the inscription at the left of the impression; five display the hero in the center; one preserves only the hero 
and the lion to left. PF 200 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 64* and is dated 504/503 B.c.

There are apparently two lines to the inscription, oriented along the vertical axis of the seal, separated by a case 
line and enclosed in a panel. The signs do not conform to any known script. Possibly they are meant deliberately 
to suggest cuneiform signs without actually conveying any words. 


COMMENTARY 


The probable mock inscription is noteworthy. Compare PFS 677* (Cat.No. 181), which may also carry an in- 
scription but does not have the case panels as does PFS 671*. The designs and spacing around the respective 
cylinders of PFS 671* and PFS 677* (Cat.No. 181) could sustain an empty terminal field. In both cases, we must 
consider the possibility that the seal was originally carved to be anepigraphic but that the (non-literate?) pur- 
chaser subsequently asked a seal carver to add an inscription. In this scenario, the question whether or not the 
seal owner knew he was given a mock inscription remains open. The design of PFS 671* is well executed with a 
spacious feeling; note especially the negative space in the upper field. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 671*, see pls. 261f (paneled inscriptions with vertical case lines) 
and 265e (mock inscriptions). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 671* occurs on the reverse of PF 434. The long rolling begins at the left with the vertical edge of the in- 
scription panel, followed by the heroic encounter, the inscription, and ending with the inverted lion to the left of 
the hero. This appears to have been a very carefully applied impression, the seal user perhaps employing the 
vertical edge of the inscription panel as a guide to the rolling of the seal. PF 434 is dated 500/499 B.c.

PFS 1090 occurs on the reverse (inverted), bottom edge, and upper edge of PF 1139. The three rollings all pre- 
serve the entire length of the seal design. On the reverse the seal has been rolled for two complete revolutions 
with the intact figural design complete in each half of the impression. The rolling on the bottom edge of PF 
1139 displays the lion to the right of the hero in the center; the rolling on the upper edge of PF 1139 displays 
the hero and the lion to left in the center. PF 1139 is dated 499/498 B.c.

Lion to right turns head away from hero (other lion’s head not preserved). Each lion holds one hind leg bent and 
extended downward. Each lion holds foreleg straight and extended vertically downward. 


Hero wears robe. Short pointed beard rests over right shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. Short 
curved wing emerges from each shoulder where arm should be. “Arms” are thin appendages emerging from 
armpits. Hero has birds’ feet. 


Mane of lion to right has diagonal markings along contour of neck; mouth is open in roar. 


Hero stands on double ground line. Exergue is formed by cross-hatching that meets but does not intersect upper 
ground line. Edge of seal is preserved at bottom and lower right of design. 


COMMENTARY 


Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1321s should belong to Dauma, who in year 27.9 (495 B.C.) is receiving flour ra- 
tions at Hidali while traveling from Sardis to Persepolis under the authority (halmi) of Artadara (Gr. 
Artaphernes ). PF 1404 preserves the only occurrence of the name Dauma on PF tablets. 

The design exhibits some connections with the class of pyramidal stamp seals with octagonal faces dis- 
cussed by Boardman (1970a, 1970b) leading up to the so-called Graeco-Persian style. Specifically, the short 
sharply curved wings of the hero, the compressed animal forms, and the ground line with exergue below can be 
paralleled on numerous stamp seals that have been considered products of Graeco-Persian workshops operating 
in western Anatolia under a strong Greek influence. Unfortunately, the vast majority of such artifacts are with- 
out archaeological context, so that issues of chronology and social history have been difficult to assess with 
rigor. An extremely close iconographic parallel for PFS 1321s is, for instance, an unprovenanced seal now in 
Munich (Boardman 1970a, pl. 2, no. 23). A pyramidal stamp seal excavated at Sardis is less close but is also a 
good iconographic parallel (Curtis 1925, pls. 10-11, no. 111).** Despite an iconographic parallel with seals 
found and/or thought to be found in western Anatolia (and presumed to have been made there as well), the en- 
graving of PFS 1321s lacks the detailing of many Graeco-Persian seals. In particular, it lacks the emphatic use 
of undisguised drill work (Dusinberre 1997b, pp. 109-10), deploying this technique only on the paws of the lion 
to the left of the hero. The plain surface treatment of PFS 1321s may in fact suggest links to the Fortification

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Style. In this context, it is of great interest that the owner of the seal is coming from Sardis, with its strong poten- 
tials as a major production center of Graeco-Persian koine art (Dusinberre 1997a, passim). The intersection of 
Graeco-Persian iconography and Fortification Style stylistic links suggests the possibility of more complex hy- 
bridizations in imperial glyptic production than have previously been considered.** Given the fact that even the 
excavated pyramidal stamps from Sardis are impossible to date with precision, the usage date of PFS 1321s in 
495 B.C. is a most welcome absolute fixed point. 

The ground line in stamp seals is not often seen among the images of heroic encounter in the PFS corpus; 
compare PFS 919s (Cat.No. 259), PFS 1260s (Cat.No. 184), PFS 1437s (Cat.No. 128), and PFS 1624s (Cat.No. 
261). PFS 1321s is the only seal in Volume I with an exergue. 

The stamp face has an octagonal contour. For probable seal shape, see Appendix Four: Stamp Seals in Vol- 
ume I Grouped by Apparent Contour of Seal Face and accompanying figure 9, no. 1.

Hero faces left, arms bent, and holds two inverted lions by forward hind leg. Hero has forward leg raised in 
striding pose. 


Each lion turns head (preserved only at left) away from hero. Lion to left holds rear hind leg bent and extends it 
vertically upward; forward hind leg is curved and extended upward toward hero’s head. Lion holds rear foreleg 
straight, and extends it upward toward hero’s waist; forward foreleg (only partially preserved) is straight and 
extended diagonally downward close to its body; tail curves upward. Lion to right holds rear hind leg (only par- 
tially preserved) curved and extends it diagonally upward away from hero; forward hind leg (only partially pre- 
served) is straight and extended upward toward hero’s head. Lion holds short rear foreleg (only partially pre- 
served) straight and extends it upward toward hero’s chest; long forward foreleg (only partially preserved) is 
curved and extended vertically downward; crooked tail extends diagonally upward and is bent at its end with 
pointed termination. 


Hero wears variation on Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg completely exposed; long vertical strips form 
lower part of garment are over rear leg. Long rounded beard rests over hero’s right shoulder; rounded coiffure 
curls upward at back of neck. 


In terminal field, inverted wild goat faces to right. Goat holds rear hind leg (only partially preserved) straight 
and extends it vertically upward; other hind leg and forward foreleg are posed as if marchant; rear foreleg is 
bent back to point vertically upward. Large curved horn emerges from front of head; short rounded ear is at top 
of head; tail (only partially preserved) curves upward. To left of goat, large vulture faces right, pecking at 
goat’s hindquarters. Vulture apparently lifts one leg and places it on back of goat’s neck. 


COMMENTARY 


The linear style of engraving, schematic figures, and crowded composition with inverted animals seem to link 
the seal to Early Dynastic II glyptic (third millennium B.C.) from Susa.*° The design, however, does recall 
somewhat PFS 213 (Cat.No. 140), which clearly is not Early Dynastic in date. Furthermore, the extremely small 
size of PFS 1475 speaks against an Early Dynastic date. 

Inverted animals as elements of the terminal field occur on only five seals in Volume I: PFS 1475, PFS 17 
(Cat.No. 235), PFS 243 (Cat.No. 303), PFS 256 (Cat.No. 198), and PFS 1388 (Cat.No. 162). The vulture peck- 
ing at the inverted goat on PFS 1475 in the terminal field suggests that we are meant to understand the inverted 
animal as a carcass (a victim of the lions now controlled by the adjacent hero?). Conceivably, this narrative is

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meant to be cued by the inverted animals on PFS 1388 (Cat.No. 162), PFS 256 (Cat.No. 198), and PFS 243 
(Cat.No. 303) as well, even in the absence of the vulture that renders explicit the fate of the inverted animal 
here on PFS 1475.

Lion to right has mouth open in roar. 

Two rampant crossed bulls occupy terminal field. Bull facing left holds forelegs bent and extends them together 
in front of its body. Thick curved horn emerges from front of bull’s head; small pointed ear is at top of head. Tail 
of bull facing right curls downward then upward. Mane of each animal is indicated by serrated edge along con- 
tour of its neck. 


COMMENTARY 


Although poorly preserved, this seal was extremely well executed. The rampant bulls exhibit especially fluid 
and crisp outlines. For the significance of the pedestal animals as an elite motif in early Achaemenid glyptic, 
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see Dusinberre 1997b. Other hero scenes with pedestal animals in Volume I include PFS 31 (Cat.No. 172), PFS 
36* (Cat.No. 5), PFS 164* (Cat.No. 20), PFS 523* (Cat.No. 209), PFS 524 (Cat.No. 2), and PFS 931* (Cat.No. 
270). Other hero scenes in the PFS corpus with crossed animals independent of the heroic encounter include 
PFS 213 (Cat.No. 140) and PFS 990 (Cat.No. 256). PFS 396 and PFS 931* (Cat.No. 270) are the only seals in 
Volume I displaying both pedestal animals and crossed animals together. Crossed-animal compositions with the 
purposeful display qualities of PFS 396 signified an elite status in ancient western Asian glyptic and, in Achae- 
menid times, acquired renewed and additional symbolic valences (see Volumes II and II). For Volume I, see 
PFS 990 (Cat.No. 256). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 396, see pls. 216f (hero standing atop pedestal figure[s] or other 
supporting element), 220g (bulls and bull creatures), and 242f (crossed animals).

Hero faces right, arms bent, and holds two inverted winged human-headed lion creatures by hind leg. Hero 
bends forward leg. 


Each creature turns head away from hero. Creature to left holds rear hind leg straight and extends it vertically 
upward; forward hind leg is bent and extended downward toward hero’s leg. Creature holds upper foreleg 
straight and extends it upward toward hero’s leg; lower foreleg is straight, paw upturned, and extended verti- 
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cally downward under its body; tail extends diagonally upward, hooking downward at its end. Creature to right 
holds rear hind leg curved and extends it vertically upward; forward hind leg is bent and extended diagonally 
downward. Creature holds upper foreleg (only partially preserved) slightly bent and extends it upward toward 
hero’s leg; lower foreleg (only partially preserved) is bent and extended diagonally downward under its body; 
tail extends diagonally upward, hooking downward at its end with tufted termination. 


Hero wears belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed; fringe is indicated along front edge of 
garment. Long rounded beard with striations rests across hero’s left shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at back of 
each creature’s neck. 


Human head of each creature may be beardless; small round coiffure rests at back of each creature’s neck. 
Creature to left perhaps wears domed headdress. 


Large dot in field before hero’s waist is apparently unconnected to his garment. 


Inscription fills terminal field.

There are three lines to the inscription oriented along the vertical axis of the seal. As the reading shows, several 
signs are not preserved in any impression. This is especially difficult for the last name, which we, following 
Hallock 1977, reconstruct as Haturdada. Since neither the top nor the bottom of the seal is preserved, it is tempt- 
ing to restore a personenkeil at the beginning of the first line and a genitive morpheme -na at the end of the third 
line. 


COMMENTARY 


PFS 32* is the personal seal of Suddayauda, whose name occurs in the seal inscription. The name Suddayauda 
occurs frequently in the PF texts; Hallock lists ninety different tablets, some with multiple occurrences of the 
name. Hallock identifies only one major official named Suddayauda, whom he characterizes as an important of- 
ficial, an assigner and apportioner of workers. According to Hallock (1977), this Suddayauda also used the of- 
fice seal PFS 1* (Cat.No. 182), starting in year 20, while still using his personal seal. Workers whose rations 
and apportionments Suddayauda specifically assigned or set are mentioned as receivers of grain, sesame, and 
date rations in PF 945, PF 984, PF 985, PF 986, PF 989, and PF 2043. 

Koch identifies two separate major officials named Suddayauda, one a kurdabattis (Hallock: “chief of work- 
ers”), based on the occurrence of the PN and title on PF 1792 and PF 2070. This official, according to Koch, 
used PFS 32*. Koch places him in her Southeastern Region III. The other Suddayauda she identifies as a 
kanzabara (Hallock: “treasurer”; Koch: “Hofschatzwart”), based upon the occurrence of the PN with PFS 1* 
(Cat.No. 182), a seal that she interprets as the office seal of the treasurer at Persepolis (Koch 1990, pp. 235-37). 

On the thirteen tablets that actually carry PFS 32*, only six texts name a Suddayauda specifically (PF 945, 
PF 984-986, PF 989, PF 2043). In these six texts he is characterized either as assigning workers or setting ap- 
portionments for workers. The other tablets that carry PFS 32* and name individuals in them include: PF 515 
(BattiSdana), PF 962 (workers whose apportionments were set by Bakena), PF 990 (workers whose apportion- 
ments were set by Manyakka), PF 991 (workers whose apportionments were set by Mardukka), PF 1639 and PF 
1759 (both the receiving of grain by Bakuratsa the horseman), and PF 1734 (receiving of grain by IrtaSbada). 

The seal is large and well executed. The composition is slightly unbalanced by the large amount of negative 
space between the hero and the creature to the right. PFS 32* is closely paralleled in composition and spirit to 
the (uninscribed) seal impressed on the Fortification-type tablet from Qasr-i Abu Nasr.*”

SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 32* often occurs only on the reverse and upper edge (PF 984, PF 991, PF 1734, and PF 1759), but there are 
many other location patterns: the reverse, upper edge, and left edge (PF 990, PF 1639, and PF 2043); the re- 
verse, bottom edge, upper edge, and left edge (PF 515); the reverse and right edge (PF 945, the left edge is de- 
stroyed); the left edge only (PF 962); the reverse and left edge (PF 985); the reverse only (PF 986); the upper 
edge and left edge (PF 989). Only PF 986 may preserve a multiple rolling of the seal on one surface (reverse). 
On the reverse of five tablets the seal is inverted. 

Impressions of the seal tend to be carefully applied, with little vertical or lateral distortion. Because the seal 
is relatively large, complete rollings of the scene are not common. Of the total thirty impressions, one impres- 
sion is too poorly preserved for analysis. Of the twenty-nine remaining impressions, nineteen show some part of 
the inscription. In four impressions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length 
of the seal design. Of these four applications, two display the inscription in the center; two display the hero and 
the creature to left in the center with a complete rolling of the inscription at the left of the impression. Of the re- 
maining twenty-five partial rollings, one displays the inscription in the center; one preserves only the inscrip- 
tion; two preserve only the inscription and the creature to the left of the hero; six display the hero in the center; 
two preserve only the hero; four display the hero and the creature to left in the center with a partial rolling of the 
inscription at the left of the impression; two preserve only the hero and the creature to left; one preserves only 
the hero and the creature to right; four display the creature to the left of the hero in the center with a full (three 
instances) or partial rolling of the inscription at the left of the impression; two display the creature to the right of 
the hero in the center with a partial rolling of the inscription at the right of the impression. 

On the reverse of eight tablets the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges 
cut into the relief along the upper of the impression. 

On PF 2043 an Aramaic notation is written over the seal impression, apparently qualifying the circumstances 
of the sealing agent.‘® PF 984, PF 990, PF 1734 are the earliest dated tablets with PFS 32* and are all dated 503 
B.C.

Hero faces right in striding pose, arms bent, and holds two inverted winged human-headed lion creatures by 
hind leg. 
Each creature turns its head away from hero. Each creature holds rear hind leg upward toward hero’s head; each 
creature places other three legs along hero’s body as if marchant; creatures’ crooked tails extend diagonally up- 
ward, hooked downward at end. 
Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee; garment apparently has deep V- 
neckline; fringe is indicated along chest; folds or fringe are indicated on front hem of lower part of garment over 
rear leg. Tall polos headdress rests on hero’s head. Long rounded beard with horizontal striations rests across 
hero’s left shoulder; rounded coiffure with horizontal striations rests at back of neck. 


Diagonal markings are on head of creature to left. Creature to right may have short pointed beard; squared seg- 
mented coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Three large cuneiform-like signs are arranged in vertical row in terminal field. 


Portion of edge of seal is preserved at top of design above hero and creature to left.

While the three signs are ordered along the vertical axis of the seal, the traces of the middle sign suggest the 
possibility of an orientation along the horizontal axis. The signs conform to no known script and possibly are 
mock signs meant to suggest the idea of an inscription. 


COMMENTARY 


For another probable mock inscription in cuneiform-like script, see PFS 671* (Cat.No. 174) and its commentary. 
See also PFS 284* (Cat.No. 111). 

The engraving of PFS 677* is well executed and impressive. The compact forms of the inverted creatures 
create an unusually dense composition. The head of the creature to the left of the hero is poorly preserved. Pos- 
sibly this creature is human-faced rather than human-headed. 
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For comparative illustrations including PFS 677*, see pls. 189i (polos headdresses), 211c (heroic attitudes of 
control encounter), 264h (inscriptions without panels or case lines), and 265f (mock inscriptions). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 677* occurs on the reverse, bottom edge, and upper edge of PF 439 and the reverse and upper edge of PF 
1027. On the reverse of PF 439 the seal is applied twice, the lower impression inverted. Impressions often ex- 
hibit distortion. All six impressions preserve the entire length of the seal design; one displays the inscription and 
the creature to the right of the hero in the center; one displays the hero in the center, framed by the inscription 
on each end of the impression; two display the hero and the creature to left in the center; two display the crea- 
ture to the right of the hero in the center. On the reverse of PF 1027 the seal clearly was applied before the text 
since several of the cuneiform-like wedges cut into the bottom of the impression. PF 439 is the earliest dated 
tablet with PFS 677* and is dated 502/501 B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero in striding pose, rendered as rampant winged bull creature with human shoulders and arms, faces left, 
arms bent, and holds two inverted winged bird-headed lion creatures by hind leg. 

Each creature turns head away from hero. Each creature has only one hind leg indicated, curved upward. Each 
creature holds forelegs straight, paws upturned, and extends them close together vertically downward; bird’s tail 
curves upward. 

Three rows of feathers are indicated on hero’s wings; tail (only partially preserved) bends downward. Long 
curved horn emerges from front of hero’s head; thick pointed ear is at top of head. Mane is rendered by outline 
along contour of neck. 

Two rows of feathers are indicated on wing of each bird-like creature. Mane is rendered by outline along con- 
tour of neck. Creature to left has mouth open. 
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Crescent is in field above creature to right. 


Paneled inscription is in terminal field.

There are two lines to the inscription, oriented along the vertical axis of the seal, separated by a case line and 
enclosed in a panel. The shape of the signs is unusual, and a few of them are not otherwise represented in the 
PFS corpus. The first sign in the first line is not at all clear. The second sign in the first line is clear (if in fact it is 
not part of the first sign). The sign we read as URU(?) is otherwise not represented at Persepolis. An identical 
sign appears on an unprovenanced seal republished by Amiet (1973b, pl. 6, no. 29). The next three signs are 
clear. The name (if it is a name) in the first line has no obvious parallels. The first three signs in the second line 
are clear. The last sign or sign(s) are fairly clear, but an acceptable reading for the second line cannot be pro- 
vided. Hallock’s reading of GIR (as reported by Hinz 1971) seems unlikely and appears eventually to have 
been dropped by Hinz since it does not appear in Hinz and Koch 1987. The signs of the inscription are placed 
very close together. 

Hallock does not offer a published translation of the inscription. Hinz (1971) translates it as “belonging to 
the Unsak,” a title that means second in command (“Vize-Intendant’”), on analogy with the Treasury tablets 
where an individual named Saka is the “Unsak”; however, as mentioned, Hinz later seems to abandon this 
reading. Vallat (1992) suggests that Unsak is a personal name. The word in the second line may indeed be a 
title, but since we do not have a qualifier (e.g., DUMU) for the first line, it is difficult to know what to do with it. 
Regardless of how one reads the inscription, the meaning remains obscure. We are tempted, as Hinz, to read the 
second line as a title, associated with the word unsak (Hinz and Koch 1987, un-sa-ak and its associated forms, 
s.v.). This would be, however, the only seal inscription in the PFS corpus of hero seals (with the exceptions of 
the royal name seals) having a title in it. PFS 1* is, to be sure, an important seal, and so it may have warranted 
a special inscription. 

It is striking that each line of the inscription is enclosed in a panel and oriented along the longitudinal axis of 
the seal design. The only other inscribed seals in Volume I that show this combination of features are PFS 64* 
(Cat.No. 173), PFS 526* (Cat.No. 216), and the royal name seals PFS 7* (Cat.No. 4) and PFS 113* (Cat.No. 
19). 


COMMENTARY 


The seal belongs to a high-level office (Hinz’s “Vize-Intendant’”’). The office represented by PFS 1* is con- 
cerned almost exclusively with rations for workers. The seal never occurs with any other seal, a usage pattern 
characteristic of seals employed by high-ranking offices and officers in the archive. It is first used on the PF tab- 
lets during years 15—19 by Karki8, then during years 20-26 by Suddayauda. 

According to Hallock (1977), Suddayauda continues to use his personal seal, PFS 32* (Cat.No. 180), during 
the years when he is also using the office seal PFS 1*. Koch identifies, however, two separate major officials 
named Suddayauda, one of whom used PFS 32* (Cat.No. 180) (and bore the title kurdabattis “chief of workers” 
[Hallock, op. cit.]), the other of whom used PFS 1* (and bore the title kanzabara “treasurer” ). Hinz also links 
the office for which PFS 1* stands with the Treasury at Persepolis. 

The design is beautifully executed and preserved. The bold modeling is typical of the strong Assyro- 
Babylonianizing style of many seals in the PFS corpus, but in this case the modeling is achieved on a very small 
seal. Nevertheless, relative to its small size, the seal is very detailed. Note especially the detailed treatment of 
the bull head of the hero, the indication of the thumbs of the hero’s hands, and the rendering of the hero’s wings. 
There are no exact parallels for the treatment of the hero’s wings among the images of heroic encounter herein. 
The design of PFS 684 (Cat.No. 183) is very close compositionally and iconographically to PFS 1*, but dramati- 
cally different in feeling because poor preservation of the single impression mutes the powerful detailing that is 
shown in PFS 1*.

Although a bit more delicate and dance-like, the image of PFS 1* conveys the same sense of muscular de- 
monic majesty as several proto-Elamite seals of ca. 3000 B.C., which are known through impressions on tablets 
from Susa.”’ It is, thus, all the more striking that this masterpiece of the Achaemenid period is carved at a height 
of only 1.70 cm whereas the proto-Elamite comparanda are about 2.5 times taller.~°

SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


As an important office seal, PFS 1* always occurs alone on the seventy-four tablets that it seals and covers mul- 
tiple surfaces: reverse, upper edge, right edge, and left edge (twenty tablets); reverse, right edge, and left edge 
(twenty tablets); reverse, upper edge, and left edge (eight tablets); upper edge, right edge, and left edge (ten 
tablets); reverse and left edge (five tablets); upper edge and left edge (five tablets); right edge and left edge 
(five tablets); obverse, reverse, and left edge (one tablet). On a few tablets the reverse carries multiple impres- 
sions of the seal. Of those fifty-five rollings on the reverse of tablets, sixteen are inverted. In nineteen instances 
the seal is applied along the vertical axis of the reverse, either at the far right or left edge of the reverse. Im- 
pressions of the seal tend to be carefully applied, although vertical and lateral distortions do occur. Because the 
seal is relatively small, complete rollings of the scene are fairly common. Of the total 233 impressions, fourteen 
impressions are too poorly preserved for analysis. Of the 219 remaining impressions, 181 show some part of the 
inscription. In eighty-two impressions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire 
length of the seal design. Of these eighty-two applications, fifteen display the inscription in the center; five dis- 
play the inscription and the creature to the left of the hero in the center; nine display the inscription and the 
creature to the right of the hero in the center; nineteen display the hero in the center (ten of which show com- 
plete rollings of the inscription on each end of the impression); nine display the hero and the creature to the left 
in the center; ten display the hero and the creature to right in the center; ten display the creature to the left of the 
hero in the center; five display the creature to the right of the hero in the center. Of the remaining 137 partial 
rollings, sixteen display the inscription in the center; five display the inscription and the creature to the left of 
the hero in the center; eleven display the inscription and the creature to the right of the hero in the center; two 
preserve only the inscription; three preserve only the inscription and the creature to the left of the hero; two pre- 
serve only the inscription and the creature to the right of the hero; twenty display the hero in the center (eight of 
which show a partial rolling of the inscription); eight preserve only the hero; fourteen display the hero and the 
creature to left in the center with a partial rolling of the inscription at the left of the impression; one displays the 
hero and the creature to the right in the center with a partial rolling of the inscription at the right of the impres- 
sion; two preserve only the hero and the creature to left; fourteen preserve only the hero and the creature to 
right; seventeen display the creature to the left of the hero in the center with a full or partial rolling of the in- 
scription to left; twenty display the creature to the right of the hero in the center with a full or partial rolling of 
the inscription at right; two preserve only the creature to left. 

On the reverse of forty-eight tablets the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform 
wedges cut into the top or bottom of the impressions. PF 880, PF 882, PF 883, PF 884, and PF 890 are the earli- 
est dated tablets with PFS 1* and are all dated to 506 B.C.

Creature holds upper foreleg straight, paw upturned, and extends it outward toward hero’s lower body; lower 
foreleg (only partially preserved) is straight and extended vertically downward; straight tail (only partially pre- 
served) extends diagonally upward. 

Hero has rounded beard that rests over its right shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. Tail curves 
downward, thickening at its end. 


Preserved creature held by hero has mouth open. 


COMMENTARY 


The seal stylistically and iconographically is very close to PFS 1* (Cat.No. 182) and perhaps is the work of the 
same artist. The similarity of the iconography suggests that PFS 684 may be a less distinguished version after 
the PFS 1* model. Since PFS 1* is preserved through 233 impressions, whereas PFS 684 is known only through 
a single poorly preserved impression, point-by-point comparison is frustrated.

Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below mid-thigh. Beard terminates in blunt point 
over hero’s right shoulder; large rounded coiffure rests at back of head. 


Horn emerges from back of head of animal to right; small rounded ear is also indicated. 


Hero stands on double ground line. Edge of seal is reserved except at left and bottom. 


COMMENTARY 


Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1260s should belong to Harmasula, who in year 27.10 (late December 495 B.C. 
and early January 494 B.C.) is going to the king under the authority (halmi) of MiSmina. He and his companion 
are described as pirradazis 
the variant Harrumassula?), but clearly this is a different person (see Koch 1990, p. 53 note 247). 

The edges of the stamp are sharp, but the design is preserved in very low, faint relief. The ground line in 
stamp seals is not often seen among the images of heroic encounter; see PFS 919s (Cat.No. 259), PFS 1321s 
(Cat.No. 176), PFS 1437s (Cat.No. 128), PFS 1624s (Cat.No. 261). 

The seal face has an octagonal contour. For probable seal shape, see Appendix Four: Stamp Seals in Volume 
I Grouped by Apparent Contour of Seal Face and accompanying figure 9, no. 1. Only three other stamp seals 
herein, PFS 1309s (Cat.No. 229), PFS 1321s (Cat.No. 176), and PFS 1463s (Cat.No. 231), have octagonal seal 
faces. For discussion of the connection to the class of pyramidal stamp seals with octagonal faces leading up to 
the so-called Graeco-Persian style, see the entry for PFS 1321s (Cat.No. 176) and Root 1998. PFS 1260 is main- 
stream Fortification Style.

Lion has mouth open in roar. Animal to right has long straight horn emerging from back of its head. 


Large long-necked bird with cascading plumage (peacock) stands facing left in field between hero and lion. 


COMMENTARY 


Lewis assigns PFS 138 to an unnamed supplier (of flour) at Hidali, based upon its occurrence on the Q texts PF 
1405-1407. The newly identified occurrence of the seal on PF 1251 (P text, daily rations) records flour received 
at Hidali and so confirms the identification. 

The design seems clumsy and poorly executed. Note also the different sizes of the two animals. The appear- 
ance of a peacock is unique among seals with images of heroic encounter in the PFS corpus. On the significance of 
the peacock as an Achaemenid prestige possession, see Miller 1989 and 1997, pp. 189-92. In the ancient 
Mesopotamian representational tradition the peacock is rare to nonexistent. It is not even listed in van Buren 1939.

Probably several differ- 
ent individuals are involved in these transactions (cf. Koch 1990, pp. 11 [n. 20], 73 [n. 325]).

COMMENTARY 


This is a large seal for the Fortification Style. The creatures are very distinctive; see PFS 1076 (Cat.No. 193) for 
a similar hybridization. An artist (Artist of the Pendent Robe) discussed by Garrison (1991 and 1996a) shows a 
similar style to that of PFS 1613. The terminal field image of winged symbol over floral element is unique 
among seals with images of heroic encounter in the PFS corpus. The winged symbol above various versions of 
the “sacred tree” appears frequently on Neo-Assyrian seals depicting worshipers framing the element (e.g., on a 
seal impression from Nimrud: Herbordt 1992, p. 183, no. 47, pl. 3, no. 2). Occasionally a similar arrangement 
occurs on Neo-Assyrian hero seals (Collon 1987, pp. 79-80, no. 358).

Tail of creature to left curls upward with 
tufted termination. Creature to right apparently has two tails (only partially preserved), one curving upward, 
other curving downward. 


Hero wears belted tunic and trousers. Blunt-pointed beard rests over hero’s left shoulder; rounded coiffure rests 
at back of neck. 


Narrow beard of each creature terminates in blunt point over its wing. Long curved horn emerges from back of 
head of creature to left, from front of head of creature at right. Horn of creature to left curves to front of head. 


Crescent is in upper terminal field. 
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COMMENTARY 


For a similar rendering of the creatures, see PFS 1613 (Cat.No. 82) and PFS 514 (Cat.No. 192). The position of 
the horn on the creature at left is unusual. This may represent a miscarving (as may the two tails on the creature 
at right of the hero). 

Hallock (1969) notes in his entry for PFS 1076 (as the unnumbered seal on PF 1120) that the seal carries an 
“Aramaic inscription (apparently),” but there is no trace of an inscription surviving on any impression of this 
seal on PF tablets. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 1076, see pls. 185g (tunics), 219c (comparative heroic propor- 
tions), and 251c (crescents). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


PFS 1076 occurs on the reverse (inverted) of PF 1120 and the reverse (inverted) and upper edge of PF 1212. 
PFS 1666 (II) is applied directly below PFS 1076 on the reverse of PF 1120. All rollings preserve the entire 
length of the seal design, but they are very lightly applied and thus difficult to read. The rolling on the reverse of 
PF 1212 displays the hero in the center. The rolling on the reverse of PF 1076 displays the creature to the right 
of the hero in the center. The rolling on the upper edge of PF 1212 displays the two creatures in the center. On 
the reverse of both tablets the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into 
the bottom of the impressions. PF 1120 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 1076 and is dated 494 B.C.

Four-winged hero faces right, arms bent, and holds two marchant horned animals of undetermined type by upper 
foreleg. Animal to left has large segmented horn or antler. Only portion of neck and forelegs is preserved of ani- 
mal to right. 


Animal to left moves toward hero but turns its head away from him. Animal holds upper foreleg straight and ex- 
tends it upward toward hero’s upper wing; curved end of tail is preserved above animal’s back. Animal to right 
holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward toward hero’s upper wing; end of lower foreleg is preserved 
near hero’s lower wing. 


Hero wears garment of uncertain type. Hero has long, squared, segmented beard resting over his chest; long, 
round, segmented coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Horn or antler of animal to left emerges from top of its head and bends to left (only partially preserved); large 
pointed ear emerges from back of head. 


COMMENTARY 


A crude Drilled Style such as seen in this seal was popular in late Neo-Assyrian and Neo-Babylonian glyptic.? 
This style may well have continued down into Achaemenid times since there exist several examples of it in the 
seals preserved on the PF tablets; compare PFS 62 (Cat.No. 104). PFS 180, as is typical of this style, is quite 
large. Control encounters with horned animals seem rare in the Neo-Assyrian/Neo-Babylonian repertoire, but 
examples of Achaemenid-period seals displaying a hero controlling horned animals (deer, wild goats) include 
three from Susa (Amiet 1972, p. 285, pl. 189, nos. 2207, 2209-10).

COMMENTARY 


Based upon Q texts protocol, sealings on the left edge of PF 1382, PF 1476, PF 1489, PF 1491, and PF 1541 indi- 
cate that PFS 109 belonged to an unnamed flour supplier or office. 

The varied placement of the tails of the creatures enlivens what is otherwise a poorly executed and awkward 
design. The composition of marchant creatures held by the tails is unique in the PFS hero corpus. The creatures, 
facing one another, will have formed a heraldic group, but any terminal field element disposed between them is 
lost to us. The seal appears to be quite worn. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 109, see pls. 190d (beards), 193c (round coiffures), 198f (feet 
and shoes), 206b (arm positions of heroic control), 210f (heroic attitudes of control encounter), 218b (compara- 
tive heroic proportions), and 253c (stars, rosettes).

PFS 109 occurs only on the left edge of tablets. Impressions of the seal are very difficult to read. No impression 
preserves the entire seal design.

B.C.

Hero faces left in striding pose, arms straight at diagonal above shoulder level, and holds two marchant animals 
of uncertain type (relationship preserved only at right).

Hero appears to wear Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed; irregular designs decorate fabric along 
torso and rear leg. Rounded coiffure rests at back of hero’s head. 


Animal to right of hero has irregular rectangular and lozenge-shaped designs on its body. 


Small animal of uncertain type is suspended on its back in lower terminal field. Animal’s body points to right, 
but head turns to left; two legs are bent under its body; small tail extends downward with bent termination. 


COMMENTARY 


A unique outline linear style is used in the execution of this seal. The linear detailing on the human and animal 
bodies is also very unusual; compare, perhaps, PFS 20 (Cat.No. 145), which is, however, very different in style. 
The large size of the main animals and the position of the animal suspended on its back in the terminal field are 
also noteworthy. The small animal in the terminal field is probably a horned animal such as a goat. It relates 
closely to the small group of animals shown inverted in the terminal field (e.g., PFS 1475 [Cat.No. 177]); and 
like these, it may represent an animal carcass that narrativizes the heroic encounter. See also the comments on 
PFS 1388 (Cat.No. 162).

Wallenfels (1993, p. 284) suggests that the triangular 
shape may refer to the Mesopotamian sky god An (Anu), as it occurs on several impressions with zodiacal im- 
agery from Uruk of the Hellenistic period. It is possible that the triangular shape on PFS 913 (with its prominent 
placement in the terminal field) may relate to this hypothesis, although the representational contexts provided 
by PFS 913 and our comparanda here do not clarify such a link in any obvious way (e.g., through a link with a 
relevant theophoric name). 

The poor quality of the carving is typical of seals carved in the Linear Styles.

Hero (perhaps with face frontal) stands with arms outstretched but curving slightly downward. He holds two 
vertically disposed snakes.

COMMENTARY 


The awkward carving style exhibits some geometric elements, such as the head of the winged creature, which 
may suggest a carving tradition in the Persepolis environs that had ties to archaizing Elamite modes (see, e.g., 
PFS 2 [Cat.No. 3]). See PFS 5 (II) for a genie rendered in a related stylistic mode. The hero with snakes is ex- 
tremely rare in Achaemenid glyptic but was a significant feature in the repertoire of late prehistoric/early 
protohistoric stamp seals of Iran (see de Miroschedji 1981); and snake imagery played a prominent role in 
Elamite art before the advent of the Achaemenids.™ A parallel for the hero with snakes on PFS 418 occurs on a 
cylinder from Susa assigned by Amiet to pre-Achaemenid first millennium Elamite production (Amiet 1972, p. 
283, pl. 188, no. 2197).

Wide line border is along upper edge and lower edge of design. 


COMMENTARY 


The style is a mixture of an abstract linear approach (human figure) and the Fortification Style (animal figures 
and palm tree). The rendering of the human figure and headdress cannot be paralleled among hero seals in the 
PF corpus.*° Although daggers are frequently represented on heroic combat seals in the corpus, long swords are 
rare. Actual examples of both types of weapon were excavated in the Treasury at Persepolis (Schmidt 1957, pl. 
75). Herein, PFS 80 is the only seal that combines a heroic encounter of the combat type with a separate heral- 
dic animal group. Although the heraldic lions are described above as elements of the terminal field, the heroic 
combat image may arguably be described thus instead. The application patterns of PFS 80 in fact suggest that its 
owner/user thought of the heraldic animals as the focal point (see below). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 80, see pls. 185b (tunics), 186d (headdresses), 244a (daggers 
and swords), 258b (palm trees), 269b (terminal field motifs other than inscriptions), 276d (borders). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


PFS 80 always occurs on the left edge of tablets. Impressions show little or no distortion. All rollings of the seal 
preference the heraldic group of the two lions on either side of the palm tree. In three impressions the seal is 
rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these three applications, 
one displays the lion to the left of the palm tree in the center; one displays the lion to the right of the palm tree 
in the center; one displays the palm tree in the center. Of the remaining eight partial impressions, one displays 
the lion to the left of the palm tree in the center; three display the lion to the right of the palm tree in the center; 
two display the lion to the right of the palm tree and the lion held by the hero in the center; two preserve only 
the palm tree flanked by the lions. PF 1125, PF 1126, and PF 1215 are the earliest dated tablets with PFS 80 and 
are all dated 504/503 B.c.

Hero’s beard terminates in blunt point over left upper arm; rounded coiffure rests at back of hero’s 
neck.

Parts of five lines are preserved, oriented along the horizontal axis of the seal, separated by case lines, and en- 
closed in a panel. The preserved lines are unusually short, having only one or two signs. Although the preserved 
signs seem clear and well formed, we are unable to give a reading of the inscription. 


COMMENTARY 


PFS 584* was not included in Garrison 1988. The sophisticated profile rendering of the human form and the 
elaborately detailed garment recall somewhat the design on PFS 859* (Cat.No. 205). The compositions of the 
two seals are also remarkably similar. The carving style of PFS 584* appears, however, much more angular and 
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stiff in comparison to the sureness and sophistication of the carving in PFS 859* (Cat.No. 205). The designs of 
both PFS 859* (Cat.No. 205) and PFS 584* have close parallels to doorjamb reliefs from Persepolis.*°

SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


PFS 584* occurs once, inverted, on the obverse of PF 333. The one rolling of the seal displays the lion in the 
center. The seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the bottom of the 
impression. The date of PF 333 is unknown.

COMMENTARY 


The design is more complex than the typical combat encounter. The execution of the rampant winged bull has 
close ties to the Court Style. For similar stylization of the tree, see PFS 971 (Cat.No. 171).

SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 853 occurs on the reverse of both PF 685 (inverted) and PF 1487. The rolling on the reverse of PF 685 is al- 
most complete, although very poorly preserved; it displays the two rampant animals in the center. The rolling on 
the reverse of PF 1487 preserves the entire length of the seal design and displays the date palm and the winged 
bull in the center. On the reverse of PF 1487 the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform 
wedges cut into the top of the impression. PF 685 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 853 and is dated 500/499 B.C.

Parts of three lines are preserved, oriented along the horizontal axis of the seal, separated by case lines, and en- 
closed in a panel. In the two impressions of the seal, the ends of the three lines are preserved to the left of the 
heroic scene, and the beginning of line x+2 is preserved to the right of the heroic scene. Too little remains to 
suggest a reading. 


COMMENTARY 


PFS 859* occurs on one tablet, PF 691, a J text. PFS 859* may be the personal seal of an unnamed official staff- 
ing the office in charge of cattle recorded in J texts (see Garrison 1991). 

PFS 859* is a sophisticated example of the Court Style; it is also one of the early dated examples of the 
Court Style. The profile view of the hero, the elaborate treatment of the upper garment, and the large tasseled 
quiver and bow are rendered with sureness and precision. The scene has close parallels to doorjamb reliefs from 
Persepolis;*’ isolated non-heroic scenes from the PFS corpus seem to show the same hand, for example, PFS 
35* (II). Although only partially preserved, the seal is clearly very large, perhaps originally one of the largest in 
the whole PFS corpus. The composition of PFS 859* is very similar to that seen on PFS 584* (Cat.No. 203). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 859*, see pls. 179g (Persian court robes with sleeves pushed up), 
190e (beards), 192f (rounded coiffures), 209c (arm positions of heroic combat), 214d (profile torsos), 218i

eled inscriptions with horizontal case lines), and 283b (personal seals of supply/apportionment officers). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 859* occurs on the reverse and left edge of PF 691. Because the seal is so large, both impressions show less 
than half of the height of the design; in both instances it is the upper half of the design that has been carefully 
applied. The two partial impressions display the hero and the lion in the center; that on the reverse is framed by 
partial rollings of the inscription on the left edge and right edge of the impression. On the reverse of PF 691 the 
seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top of the impression. PF 
691 is dated 503/502 B.C.

COMMENTARY 


Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1264s should belong to one Bakakeya, who in year 28.2 (494 B.C.) went to the 
king with three companions under the authority (almi) of the king. He and his companions are described as 
pirradazix “fast messengers.” *’ The name Bakakeya occurs frequently in the PF and PT texts, and it is clear 
that we are dealing with several individuals: for example, in PF 473 a Bakakeya is the masasis (OD); in PF 
591-592 a Bakakeya authorizes (halmi) a large grain transaction; in PF 1567 a Bakakeya is the istimara(?) 
(OD) (note that this is a Q text and the seal that belongs to this Bakakeya is PFS 1450 [illegible]); in PF 1805 a 
Bakakeya is the scribe; in PF 1996 a Bakakeya is the ullira (OD). 

The seal design may have been quite well made, despite the poor impression; note especially the well- 
handled profile of the upper torso of the hero. The profile torso combined with the long plain robe suggests the 
look of “Babylonian” worshipers familiar on many Neo-Babylonian seals and on numerous seals documented 
through impressions in the PFS corpus (Volume II). The small size of the lion in relation to the hero is unusual. 
See Garrison 1988 for the hand of this distinctive artist. 

The stamp face has an oval contour. For probable seal shape, see Appendix Four: Stamp Seals in Volume I 
Grouped by Apparent Contour of Seal Face and accompanying figure 9, nos. 3b or 5b.

There are four lines to the inscription, oriented along the horizontal axis of the seal, separated by case lines, and 
enclosed in a panel. There appears to be a large chip in the seal between the hu- and the pan-signs in line 1. 
Compared to the other three lines, line 2 is quite crowded. The tin- and the Sak-signs are written very close to- 
gether. See also the commentary. 
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COMMENTARY 


No PF text mentions the name preserved in the inscription, Hupan-Kitin. The seal seems, however, to be an of- 
fice seal associated with grain supply. All texts concern the supply of grain in the Surkutur and TaSpak regions, 
and PFS 43* is the only seal on the tablets. Two suppliers recur frequently, Parru and Ammamarda, with a third, 
BakubeSa, occurring once. 

A “Hupan-Kitin, son of the king Sutur-Nahunte,” was king of Susa sometime in the early sixth century B.c.°° 
It is not impossible that PFS 43* is an heirloom from the Neo-Elamite period. Nothing of the ductus of the in- 
scription indicates that the seal has to be Achaemenid Elamite. Perhaps PFS 43* even has some connections to 
the Susian royal family of Sutur-Nahunte. In this manner the seal would be an heirloom associated with royalty; 
compare PFS 93* (II) and PFS 51 (II); see Garrison 1991. Koch (1990) suggests that the seal belongs to an un- 
named official, a co-worker of UStana, director of grain cultivation in her Elam Region VI. Although citing a 
personal communication from Hallock to her in which he attributes PFS 43* to UStana, she prefers to attribute 
PFS 45* (III) to UStana instead, since that seal carries an inscription naming UStana (PFS 45* is confined to the 
environs of Zila-Umpan). As for the identity of the owner of PFS 43*, Koch’s (1990) reconstruction of the name 
on the seal inscription as NapSa-Kitin on the basis of the occurrence of this name in PF 127 in her Elam Region 
IV is unsupportable since the first line of the inscription has been recovered. 

The elongated figures and heavy use of the unmasked drill are unusual. The composition is, however, very 
popular on a select group of seals cut in the Modeled Style, where inscriptions are also common. The seal may 
be a generation or so older than the Persepolis Fortification archive, perhaps from Elam, although we have as 
yet found no good parallels in the known Neo-Elamite glyptic repertoire. Given its anomalous features either 
way, we are not inclined at this point to resolve the ambiguity in favor of a Plausibly Antique designation.

SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


As is typical of seals of important officials and offices, PFS 43* always occurs alone on tablets that it seals. PFS 
43* is always applied on the reverse and left edge of tablets. On the reverse of PF 507, PF 996, PF 1266-1267, 
and PF 1668 the seal is inverted. Impressions of the seal are almost always carefully applied, often they are 
quite long, and they show little or no distortion. Some surfaces are, however, poorly preserved and difficult to 
read. In general, the seal user appears to have been extremely concerned with producing careful, well-articu- 
lated rollings of the seal design. Of the total twenty impressions, nineteen show some part of the inscription. 
This is probably because the inscription is quite large, accounting for half of the surface of the seal design. 

In fourteen impressions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the 
seal design. Of these fourteen applications, one displays the inscription in the center; two long rollings display 
the heroic encounter in the center, carefully framed by full rollings of the inscription on each end of the impres- 
sion; one displays the heroic encounter in the center carefully framed by partial rollings of the inscription on 
each end; five carefully display the complete heroic encounter at the left of the impression, the full inscription at 
the right; three display the lion and the full inscription in the center; two display the lion in the center. Of the re- 
maining six partial applications, two display the hero and the lion in the center; one preserves the hero at the 
left of the impression, the lion at the right; three display the lion in the center. On the reverse of PF 388, PF 507, 
PF 580, PF 996, PF 1266-1267, PF 1668, and PF 1750 the seal clearly was applied before the text since several 
cuneiform wedges cut into the top or the bottom of the impressions. All tablets with PFS 43* are dated 503/502 
B.C.

Limited understanding of M text (special rations) sealing protocols makes it impossible to assign PFS 266* to a 
named individual. No equivalent of the Aramaic SYN? occurs in the Elamite texts with tablets bearing the seal. 

The composition is bold. Composition, iconography, and paneled inscription suggest the Court Style, but the 
qualities of the carving seem more at home in the Fortification Style. Given the overall commanding quality of 
design on PFS 266*, several details stand out: the miscarving of the bottom edge of the inscription panel; the in- 
vasion of one sign across the right border of the inscription panel; the misplaced line joining the lion creature’s 
back to its wing; the awkward handling of the lion creature’s lower foreleg; and the oddities of the Persian court 
robe (no sleeves and an anomalous hem line). 

The bird on PFS 266* is remarkably similar in compositional deployment and general form to one on an 
Early Dynastic II cylinder (Collon 1987, pp. 193-94, no. 943). Less close in form, but much nearer in time is a 
bird on a small seal impressed on a late Neo-Elamite or early Achaemenid tablet from Susa (Amiet 1973b, pl. 2, 
no. 8). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 266*, see pls. 18le (hybrid garments), 208g (arm positions of 
heroic combat), 227a (birds), 236f (animals/creatures as secondary elements of main design field), 246c (bows, 
arrows, quivers), and 261h (paneled inscriptions without case lines). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 266* occurs on the left edge of PF 1097 (inverted), PF 1112, and PF 1120; on PF 1120 the seal also occurs 
on the upper edge. On the left edge of PF 1097 and PF 1112 the seal occurs with PFS 1181 (Cat.No. 210), one of 
the few examples of two seals on a left edge. PFS 266* appears to have been applied after PFS 1181 in both 
cases. The rolling on the left edge of PF 1097 is noteworthy since PFS 266* is inverted and PFS 1181 is upright. 
The application of the two seals on the left edge of PF 1112 displays both with the same orientation and is inter- 
esting because the deliberation of the application renders an impression that creates a faux double-encounter 
scene. See the commentary on PFS 131 (Cat.No. 170) for double-encounter images occurring on discrete seals 
of the Achaemenid period. The deployment of PFS 266* and PFS 1181 to yield a faux double-encounter design 
alerts us to the creative potentials inherent in the seal application process. 

All impressions of PFS 266* exhibit marked distortion. All impressions show some part of the inscription. 
Only one application preserves the entire length of the seal design, placing the creature in the center with a full 
rolling of the inscription at the right edge of the impression, a partial rolling of the inscription at the left. Of the 
remaining three partial rollings, two display the creature in the center and one preserves only the creature and a 
full rolling of the inscription. PF 1097 and PF 1112 are the earliest dated tablets with PFS 266* and are both 
dated 500 B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces left; left(?) arm is straight and brought across body to stab rampant winged horned lion creature in 
chest with dagger. Hero stands upon head of courant lion serving as pedestal animal. Pedestal lion moves to 
right but turns its head back to left. 


Rampant creature stabbed by hero places forward hind leg on hindquarters of pedestal lion. Pedestal lion holds 
both forelegs (only partially preserved) straight and extends them upward together in front of its chest. Winged 
leonine creature moves toward and faces hero. Both forelegs are straight (upper one only partially preserved) 
and extended upward together toward hero’s chest; short tail curls upward with tufted termination. 


Hero appears to wear Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed; double border is indicated along hem 
of garment between legs. 


Rampant lion creature has two wings indicated, upper extended diagonally upward from its back, lower ex- 
tended horizontally outward. Lower foreleg terminates in two-pronged projection. Horn (only partially pre- 
served) emerges from top of creature’s head; short pointed ear is at back of head; mane is rendered by spikes 
along contour of its neck; mouth is open in roar. Mane of pedestal lion is rendered by serrated edge along con- 
tour of its neck; mouth is open in roar. 


Paneled inscription is in terminal field. 


INSCRIPTION

Three lines of inscription are preserved, oriented along the horizontal axis of the seal, separated by case lines, 
and enclosed in a panel. The case lines for line x+1 seem to indicate that there is not another line above this, but 
the evidence is not unambiguous. The signs in the first two lines of the inscription are clear, but their interpreta- 
tion is uncertain. The signs, though clear (and otherwise well formed), are not well spaced within the cases. 
They almost seem to hang from the upper case line, leaving space in the lower portion of the case field. The 
second line leaves space at the right side of the case field. If the first visible line in fact begins the inscription, 
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an alternative reading that requires the emendation of the second sign is possible. If the engraver omitted a 
winkelhaken following the first HAL-sign, then the second sign could be interpreted as mi, yielding the possible 
reading hal-mi m./Ya-ap-/[x-(x)-]{na}-... “Seal of Yap... .” The name Ya-ap occurs once on an unpublished 
tablet PFNN 208, which does not have PFS 523*. 


COMMENTARY 


Pedestal animals and composite creatures are not common, occurring definitively on only seven seal designs in 
Volume I: PFS 523*, PFS 31 (Cat.No. 172), PFS 36* (Cat.No. 5), PFS 164* (Cat.No. 20), PFS 396 (Cat.No. 
178), PFS 524 (Cat.No. 2), and PFS 931* (Cat.No. 270). The use of pedestal animals/creatures is also docu- 
mented on several Court Style seals from the Treasury archive, for example, PTS 1*, PTS 3*, and PTS 6*. Of 
this small group, PFS 523* is unique in displaying hero and rampant creature both atop a single pedestal animal. 
See PFS 31 (Cat.No. 172) for a control hero seal and PFS 931* (Cat.No. 270) for a combat hero seal with other 
unusual formats involving pedestal animals/creatures. See Dusinberre 1997b for the significance of the pedestal 
animals/creatures as an elite motif in early Achaemenid glyptic. 

The seal is very tall and thin, with an exceptionally nicely executed inscription despite its odd spacing. The 
style has close associations with the Fortification Style, especially in the human forms. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 523*, see pls. 216g (hero standing atop pedestal figure[s] or 
other supporting element) and 262f (paneled inscriptions with horizontal case lines). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 523* occurs on the reverse (inverted) and left edge of PF 256. PFS 524 (Cat.No. 2) is applied (also in- 
verted) directly below PFS 523* on the reverse. The rolling of PFS 523* on the reverse preserves the entire 
length of the seal design, although the left edge of the impression is damaged. The preserved rolling on the re- 
verse displays the hero and the inscription in the center. The partial rolling on the left edge displays the hero in 
the center, with a partial rolling of the inscription at the right edge of the impression. PF 256 is dated 495/494 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces right, extending straight left arm outward to grasp rampant winged lion creature by throat; right arm 
is straight and brought across body to stab creature in chest with dagger. 


Lion creature moves toward and faces hero. Creature holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward to 
hero’s left arm; lower foreleg is straight and extended downward slightly to place paw on hero’s right arm; thick 
straight tail (only partially preserved) extends diagonally upward. 


Hero wears belted Persian court robe; sleeves of garment are pushed up to reveal bare arms. Gathered folds of 
right sleeve are indicated in schematic fashion below hero’s right arm, as are triple central pleat and diagonal 
folds of lower part of garment; short diagonal element emerging from back of hero’s waist may be top of sheath. 
Narrow pointed beard rests over hero’s left shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Mane of lion creature is rendered by serrated edge along contour of neck; mouth is open in roar. 


Behind hero, in terminal field, courant wild goat moves to right but turns its head back to left; wild goat holds 
forelegs straight and extends them upward together toward hero’s waist. Large curved horn emerges from top of 
its head; short pointed ear is at back of head. 


COMMENTARY 


The design seems especially well conceived and executed. Note the sure handling of the hero’s upper torso, the 
opening of the sleeved upper part of the garment and the graceful arc of the goat’s horn. The composition of the 
heroic encounter recalls monumental doorjamb sculptures, although the less robust modeling, the schematic 
drapery, and the persistence of the frontal torso rather than the profile make the hero on PFS 1181 seem less 
close to the Persepolis reliefs than, for example, PFS 859* (Cat.No. 205). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 1181, see pls. 209d (arm positions of heroic combat), 223h (lions 
and lion creatures), 231h (feet of animals and creatures), 244h (daggers and swords). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


PFS 1181 occurs on the left edge of PF 1097, PF 1112, and PF 1228. PFS 266* (Cat.No. 208) is also applied on 
the left edge of PF 1097 and PF 1112, rare examples of two seals occurring together on the left edge of tablets. 
See the commentary on PFS 266* (Cat.No. 208) for issues raised by this very unusual and deliberate seal ap- 
plication pattern. PFS 266% (Cat.No. 208) appears to have been applied after PFS 1181 in both cases. PFS 1181 
is inverted on PF 1097. Rollings of PFS 1181 are short. On PF 1228 the seal has been partially rolled, lifted, and 
partially rolled again, yielding a rolling that displays the hero in the center and a short rolling that preserves 
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only the winged lion creature. The partial rollings on PF 1097 and PF 1112 display the hero in the center. PF 
1097 and PF 1112 are the earliest dated tablets with PFS 1181 and are both dated 500 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces right, extending straight left arm outward to grasp rampant bull by throat; right arm is straight and 
held down behind body to hold long undulating weapon, perhaps a throw stick. 


Bull moves toward and faces hero. Bull holds one foreleg bent and extends it upward in front of its body; tail 
curls upward with tufted termination. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee. Narrow squared beard rests over 
hero’s left shoulder; large rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. Hero perhaps wears domed headdress. 


Curved horn emerges from front of bull’s head; short pointed ear is at back of head. 


Edge of seal is preserved except at upper and lower right. 


COMMENTARY 


Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1367s should belong to Hiyautarra, who in year 23.11 (498 B.C.) received flour 
rations on his way to Susa under the authority (halmi) of ZisSawis. PF 1468 preserves the only occurrence of the 
name Hiyautarra in the PF texts. 

The hero’s left arm is spindly and inarticulate compared to the robustly carved right arm with its well-articu- 
lated hand. Only one foreleg of the bull is rendered. Despite these shortcomings, this is a compelling image. 

The stamp face has a loaf-shaped contour and may be a conoid or possibly a scaraboid. For probable seal 
shape, see Appendix Four: Stamp Seals in Volume I Grouped by Apparent Contour of Seal Face and accompany- 
ing figure 9, nos. 3b or 4. 
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For comparative illustrations including PFS 1367s, see pls. 175d (Assyrian garments), 187f (headdresses), 
209f (arm positions of heroic combat), 245e (various weapons), 275d (stamp seals), 278f (carving anomalies), 
and 291c (personal seals of various travelers). 

SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 1367s occurs on the reverse (lower left corner) of PF 1468. The one application is oriented along the hori- 
zontal axis of the tablet and preserves most of the design. PF 1468 is dated 498 B.c.

Bull moves away from hero but turns its head back toward him. Bull holds upper foreleg straight and extends it 
upward in front of its neck; lower foreleg is bent and extended downward in front of body. Straight tail extends 
upward, bent at end with tufted termination; tiny teardrop-shaped element protrudes from rear hind leg. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed. Rounded beard rests over hero’s left shoulder; 
narrow rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. Hero perhaps wears domed headdress. 


Large curved horn emerges from front of bull’s head; rounded ear is at top of head. 


Palm tree is in terminal field. 


COMMENTARY 


This is a fairly large seal. The design shows affinities with the Modeled Style, especially in the vertical accent run- 
ning through the hero’s body. Figures are well executed, and there is a generous amount of space between them. 
For comparative illustrations including PFS 149, see pls. 258c (palm trees) and 273d (open compositions). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


PFS 149 occurs on the reverse of PF 10 and PF 274-276. On PF 10 it also occurs on the bottom edge and upper 
edge; on PF 274 also on the upper edge. On the reverse of PF 10 the seal is inverted. Impressions generally ex- 
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hibit some lateral distortion. In three impressions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the 
entire length of the seal design. Of these three applications, one displays the hero and the palm tree in the cen- 
ter; one displays the negative space behind the hero in the center; one displays the palm tree in the center. Of 
the remaining five partial rollings, three display the hero in the center; one preserves only the hero and the bull; 
one preserves only the palm tree and the hero. On the reverse of PF 275-276 the seal clearly was applied be- 
fore the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top of the impressions. PF 274-276 are the earliest 
dated tablets with PFS 149 and are all dated 498/497 B.c.

Hero wears belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee. Pointed beard rests over 
hero’s right shoulder; short-cropped coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Short curved horn emerges from front of bull’s head. 


In terminal field, rampant animal of uncertain type moves to left. Animal holds forelegs (only partially pre- 
served) straight and extends them upward together in front of its neck; tail (only partially preserved) extends 
diagonally downward. 


COMMENTARY 


Brosius (1996, p. 170) assigns the seal to Karkis, based on the occurrence of the name in the tablets sealed by 
PFS 236. Brosius does not specify whether this is the same KarkisS who uses the office seal PFS 1* (Cat.No. 
182), although it seems unlikely, given the elite status of the KarkisS associated with PFS 1*. 
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This is a relatively large seal. The design is boldly cut and the rampant bull seems especially well executed. 
For comparative illustrations including PFS 236, see pls. 174d (Assyrian garments), 196d (coiffures of un- 
usual types), and 208h (arm positions of heroic combat). 
SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 236 occurs on the reverse (inverted) and bottom edge of PF 819 and the reverse (inverted) and upper edge of 
PF 1165, with PFS 945 (Cat.No. 96) on the left edge of each tablet. In three impressions the seal is rolled for at least 
one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these three applications, one displays the he- 
roic encounter in the center; two display the rampant bull in the center. The remaining partial rolling displays the 
heroic encounter in the center. On the reverse of PF 1165 the seal clearly was applied before the text since several 
cuneiform wedges cut into the bottom of the impression. The dates of PF 819 and PF 1165 are unknown.

COMMENTARY 


This composition is more often seen in seal designs cut in the Modeled Style. The seal seems poorly executed; 
note especially the exaggerated length of the hero’s right arm and the reductive shorthand rendering the entire 
figure.

There are two lines to the inscription, oriented along the vertical axis of the seal. Unlike most inscriptions, 
which read from the top of the seal to the bottom (regardless of language), this inscription reads from the bottom 
of the seal to the top (see Bordreuil 1986, no. 138, for another Aramaic seal inscription reading in the same 
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manner). The first line is very fragmentary. According to the occurrence of this seal on PFNN 1018 (see com- 
mentary), the seal owner is Dattaparna. 


COMMENTARY 


In addition to its occurrence on PF 608, PFS 815* also occurs on an unpublished tablet, PFNN 1018, which is a 
letter (T text) sent from Dattaparna. According to T texts protocol, the sender of the letter should also seal the 
tablet; hence PFS 815* should belong to Dattaparna. 

This is an exceptionally well-executed design. See Garrison 1988 for the style and workshop of PFS 815* 
and related seals. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 815*, see pls. 265a (inscriptions without panels or case lines) 
and 283a (personal seals of supply/apportionment officers ). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 815* occurs on the reverse, upper edge, and left edge of PF 608. No other seal is used on the tablet. All im- 
pressions show some part of the inscription. The rollings on the reverse and upper edge preserve the entire 
length of the seal design and display the creature in the center. The partial rolling on the left edge displays the 
hero in the center. On the reverse of PF 608 the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform 
wedges cut into the top of the impression. PF 608 is dated 504/503 B.C.

Hero faces left (head not preserved), extending straight right arm to grasp rampant winged human-headed bull 
creature by upper foreleg; left arm is straight and held down behind body to hold short slightly curved weapon of 
uncertain type. 
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Creature moves toward and faces hero. Creature holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward in front of 
its head; lower foreleg is straight and extended upward toward hero’s right arm; short straight tail extends di- 
agonally upward. 

Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed. 

Creature wears tall polos headdress. Long beard terminates in blunt point over creature’s chest; rounded coif- 
fure rests at back of neck. One massive wing is shown, with three rows of feathers indicated; partial separation 
is between upper row and middle row of creature’s feathers. Creature is ithyphallic. 


Paneled inscription is in terminal field.

It seems that there are two lines to the inscription, oriented along the vertical axis of the seal, separated by a 
case line, and enclosed in a panel. Only a single readable sign is preserved clearly. 

The combination of vertical orientation, a case line, and a panel is noteworthy, occurring among the images 


of heroic encounter herein only on PFS 1* (Cat.No. 182), PFS 64* (Cat.No. 173), and the royal name seals PFS 
7* (Cat.No. 4) and PFS 113* (Cat.No. 19). 


COMMENTARY 


The style of the seal exhibits some connections to the Court Style, such as in the three rows of feathers on the 
wing of the creature. Iconographically, the winged human-headed bull creature with polos and the paneled in- 
scription of PFS 526* also draw the seal to the Court Style. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 526*, see pls. 189h (polos headdresses), 233e (ithyphallic ani- 
mals/creatures), 235a (human-headed/human-faced creatures), 247h (weapons of unusual or uncertain type), 
and 26le (paneled inscriptions with vertical case lines). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 
PFS 526* occurs on the reverse of PF 271. The rolling preserves the entire length of the seal design and care- 
fully displays the inscription in the center. The seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform 
wedges cut into the top of the impression. PF 271 is dated 506 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Winged hero faces left, extending bent right arm outward (elbow up) to grasp rampant winged human-faced 
bull creature by wing; left arm is straight and held down behind body to hold mace. Hero, in vigorous striding 
pose, raises bent forward leg to place foot on rear hind leg of creature. 


Creature moves away from hero in active striding pose but turns its head back toward him. Creature holds upper 
foreleg straight and extends it upward in front of its neck; lower foreleg is bent and extended upward in front of 
its body; short tail curves downward. 


Hero wears elaborate double-belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee. Garment on 
upper torso is short-sleeved; fringe is indicated along both front edge and back edge, with V-shaped design in 
middle of chest. Garment is also fringed along forward leg, along whole length of rear leg, and along hem be- 
tween the legs. Hem of garment between the legs also shows double decorative border; one long diagonal deco- 
rative border runs down complete length of garment on rear leg; two horizontal decorative borders are indicated 
on lower half of garment on rear leg. Long rounded beard with vertical striations rests over hero’s right shoul- 
der; narrow rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. One wing of hero extends diagonally upward from his shoul- 
der; other extends diagonally downward from his back; two rows of feathers are indicated on each wing. 


Human face of creature has long, squared, segmented beard that rests over its wing; mane is rendered by nar- 
row outline along contour of creature’s neck; two rounded projections at back of creature’s neck may also indi- 
cate mane. Horn (only partially preserved) projects from front of creature’s head; two thin projections (only 
partially preserved) at back of head may be ears. 


Inscription with horizontal case lines is in terminal field.

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Five lines of the inscription are preserved, oriented along the horizontal axis of the cylinder. Four horizontal 
case lines mark off the lines. There is likely to have been a first line with a determinative, but it is not preserved 
in any impression. Both signs in line x+2 are clear. Nothing in the sign forms is distinctively late Neo-Elamite 
(as versus Achaemenid Elamite). Hallock (1969, p. 755) reads PN, as d.Sa-/ti-ku[?]-[...]. Collation confirms 
that only two horizontal wedges are evident in the final visible sign in the inscription. If the sign is complete, it 
is a TUK-sign. If it is incomplete, it could also be a KU- or UR-sign. 


COMMENTARY 


PFS 98* is very similar (even including the rare elbow-up pose of the hero) to PFS 1566* (Cat.No. 218), which 
is inscribed with the name of the important official Abbateya. This Abbateya is named in all texts associated 
with PFS 98* except PF 430 (an F text where the formula often omits reference to the appointing official). In 
those texts (PF 1582, PF 1583, PF 1584, and PF 1611) grain is taken to Persepolis for rations of artisans “whose 
apportionments are set by Abbateya.” Furthermore, PFS 98* is, like PFS 1566*, the only seal used on the tablets 
to which it is applied. The similar style, composition, and iconography, in combination with the textual evi- 
dence, suggest that PFS 98* may be another seal of Abbateya or a seal of his agent. 

The hero’s garment is quite spectacular and finds no ready parallels among seals with images of heroic en- 
counter herein. Although a bit cramped, the inscription works well compositionally with the representational im- 
age. Note especially the way the forelegs of the winged creature bracket the inscription protectively. See Garri- 
son 1988 for the style and workshop of PFS 98* and related seals. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 98*, see pls. 176d (Assyrian garments with detailing preserved), 
194b (narrow rounded and/or pointed coiffures), 208c (arm positions of heroic combat), 245b (various weap- 
ons), 263g (inscriptions without panels, with horizontal case lines), and 285c (personal seals of the official 
Abbateya [plausibly, PFS 98*; definitively, PFS 1566*], who sets apportionments). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


As is the case with seals of important officials and offices, PFS 98* always occurs alone on tablets that it seals 
and is applied on multiple surfaces: the reverse, upper edge, right edge, and left edge of PF 1582; the reverse, 
upper edge, and left edge of PF 430; the upper edge, right edge, and left edge of PF 1583; the reverse, bottom 
edge, and left edge of PF 1584; the upper edge and left edge of PF 1611. On the reverse of PF 430, PF 1582, 
and PF 1584 the seal is inverted. Impressions of the seal are clear and show little or no distortion. Of the fifteen 
impressions, fourteen show some part of the inscription. In seven impressions the seal is rolled for at least one 
complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these seven applications, one displays the in- 
scription in the center; one displays the hero in the center, carefully framed by complete rollings of the inscrip- 
tion on each end of the impression; two display the hero and the inscription in the center; one displays the hero 
and the creature in the center; one displays the hero in the center; one displays the creature in the center. Of the 
remaining eight partial rollings, three preserve only the hero and the inscription; one preserves only the inscrip- 
tion and the creature; two display the creature in the center with the inscription at the left edge of the impres- 
sion; one displays the hero in the center with a partial rolling of the inscription at the right of the impression; one 
preserves only the hero and the creature. On the reverse of PF 1582 the seal clearly was applied before the text 
since several cuneiform wedges cut into the bottom of the impression. None of the dates of tablets with PFS 98* 
is known.

Long squared 
beard with horizontal striations on upper cheek rests along hero’s chest; small flattened coiffure rests at back of 
neck. Upper wing extends diagonally upward from hero’s shoulder; lower wing extends diagonally downward 
from hero’s back; two rows of feathers are indicated on bottom wing, one row on top wing. 


Creature has pointed beard that rests over its wing; long curved horn emerges from front of its head; thick bent 
ear is at top of head. Two rows of feathers are indicated on creature’s wing; creature is ithyphallic. 


Paneled inscription is in terminal field. 


Portion of edge of seal is preserved at top of design above hero.

COMMENTARY 


From textual evidence it is clear that PFS 1566* belongs to the official Abbateya, whose name also occurs in the 
seal inscription. He is well known in the Fortification archive. The one tablet on which this seal appears, PF 
1852, is a letter (T text) for which he is the sender. Letters are sent only by officials of very high rank (including 
Parnaka and ZisSawis) and members of the royal family (including the king), placing Abbateya in a very elite 
circle of individuals. See PFS 98* (Cat.No. 217) for further comment on Abbateya. 

This is an especially impressive and well-carved design. See Garrison 1988 for the style and workshop of 
PFS 1566* and related seals. This seal, clearly commissioned by Abbateya, is an excellent example of Modeled 
Style glyptic at the Persian court that is indisputably Assyrianizing rather than an Assyro-Babylonian heir- 
loom. It is very similar to PFS 98* (Cat.No. 217), which is also linked to Abbateya. 

The horn of the winged creature suggests a wild goat, but the tail suggests a bull. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 1566*, see pls. 187h (headdresses), 191h (variously detailed 
beards), 199h (feet and shoes), 235f (human-headed/human-faced creatures), 244i (daggers and swords), 263d 
(paneled inscriptions with horizontal case lines), and 285d (personal seals of the official Abbateya [plausibly, 
PFS 98*; definitively, PFS 1566*], who sets apportionments). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 1566* occurs on the upper edge and left edge of PF 1852. No other seal is used on the tablet. Both impres- 
sions show some part of the inscription. The partial rolling on the left edge displays the hero in the center, with a 
large part of the inscription at the left of the impression. The upper edge of the tablet is much damaged; the par- 
tial rolling preserves only the inscription (at left) and the hero. PF 1852 is dated 497 B.C.

Hero at left wears belted Persian court robe with sleeves down and spread wide; hero perhaps wears domed 
headdress. Pointed beard rests over hero’s left shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Creature moves toward hero at left but turns head back toward hero at right. Creature holds upper foreleg 
straight and extends it upward to place hoof at hero’s chest; lower foreleg is bent and extended upward in front 
of its body. 


At right, other hero faces left, extending his straight right arm upward to grasp creature by base of its horn; left 
arm (only partially preserved) is straight and held down behind body presumably to hold weapon (not pre- 
served). Hero raises bent forward leg. 


Hero at right wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee; fringe is indicated along 
front edge of garment over rear leg; decorative horizontal border and fringe are indicated on hem of garment 
between legs. Hero perhaps wears domed headdress. Squared beard rests over hero’s right shoulder; round coif- 
fure rests at back of neck. 


Rounded beard with horizontal striations rests over creature’s wing; large curved horn emerges from front of its 
head. 


Paneled inscription is in terminal field.

Compare a similar (although uninscribed) 
double hero combat scene preserved in the MuraSu archive (Bregstein 1993, p. 485, no. 93). See Garrison 1988 
for the style and workshop of PFS 1227* and related seals.

No other seal is used on 
the tablet. Impressions exhibit marked distortion. Two of the total four impressions show some part of the in- 
scription. Of the four partial rollings, two display the inscription in the center; one preserves only the hero to left 
and the creature; one displays the creature in the center. PF 1282 is dated 499/498 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces right, extending straight left arm upward to grasp upper foreleg of rampant lion; left arm is straight 
and held down behind body to hold weapon of uncertain type (most of weapon not preserved). 


Lion moves toward and faces hero. Lion holds upper foreleg slightly bent, paw upturned, and extends it upward 
toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is curved, paw upturned, and extended downward toward hero’s waist; tail 
curves upward, curling into tight spiral at its end. 
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Hero wears triple-belted garment of uncertain type; fringe or folds are indicated on back of garment. Long 
pointed beard with horizontal striations rests over hero’s left shoulder; long, squared coiffure with many diago- 
nal striations curls slightly upward at back of neck. 


Lion’s mane is rendered by spikes along contour of neck; mouth is open in roar. 


In terminal field, rampant horned animal of undetermined type moves to right but turns its head back to left. 
Animal holds upper foreleg straight, hoof upturned, and extends it diagonally upward; lower foreleg is slightly 
bent extending downward in front of body; short tail curls down slightly. Two thin curved horns emerge from top 
of animal’s head; pointed ear is at back of head; tiny teardrop-shaped element at lower jaw may indicate beard. 


COMMENTARY 


Hallock notes that PFS 33 belonged to a supplier whom he is not able to locate precisely, but he speculates that 
he was located near Kurdusum. Koch places the seal at her post station, Zilaba, but like Hallock, she cannot 
connect it with any named official. Lewis identifies the seal as an office seal of a way station, the unnamed offi- 
cial of which was “punctilious in use and placing of seal.” 

The seal seems clearly to represent an office. The commodity was always flour in the Q travel rations, but in 
other texts beer, grain, and exotic commodities were supplied under the jurisdiction of PFS 33. 

The style is an unusual variation on the local Fortification Style; see Garrison 1988 for the distinctive hand 
of this artist in other seals. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 33, see pls. 195b (coiffures of distinctive types/sub-types), 222b 
(lions and lion creatures), and 281d (office seals). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 33 occurs only on the left edge of tablets. Rollings show little or no distortion. In eleven impressions the 
seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these eleven ap- 
plications, four display the hero and the lion in the center; six display the lion in the center; one displays the 
rampant horned animal in the center. Of the remaining ten partial rollings, one displays the hero in the center; 
one displays the hero and the lion in the center; five preserve only the hero and the lion; one preserves only the 
lion and the rampant horned animal; two display the lion in the center. PF 2061 is the earliest dated tablet with 
PFS 33 and is dated 501/500 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces left, extending straight right arm upward to grasp forelock of rampant lion; left arm is straight and 
held down behind body to hold long thin weapon, probably a throw stick. 


Lion moves toward and faces hero. Lion holds one foreleg straight and extends it upward toward hero’s chest; 
other foreleg is straight, held up and away from body to left. Lion raises forward bent hind leg toward hero’s 
leg; tail curves upward with tufted termination. 


Hero wears Persian court robe with sleeves down; gathered folds of sleeves are indicated, as are double central 
pleat and diagonal folds of lower part of garment. Hero wears five-pointed dentate Persian crown. Narrow 
pointed beard rests above hero’s right shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Lion’s mane is rendered by serrated edge; forelock emerges from front of its head; mouth is open in roar. Each 
paw is rendered differently, but in each case the artist has suggested splayed toes. 


Edge of seal is preserved except for short passage at right. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) associates the seal with grain cultivation at Kaupirris in her Northwestern Region V. In the ab- 
sence of evidence allowing us to link the seal to a specific official, for whom PFS 39s was a personal seal, we 
must tentatively designate it an office seal. 

PFS 39s is the only example of a Court Style carving on a stamp seal in the PFS corpus of hero seals. The 
style is a loose version of the Court Style, far removed from the monumentality and formality of, for example, 
PFS 113* (Cat.No. 19). For similar stylization of the upper part of the garment, see PFS 1227* (Cat.No. 219).°! 

The stamp face has an irregular square contour with rounded comers. For probable seal shape, see Appendix 
Four: Stamp Seals in Volume I Grouped by Apparent Contour of Seal Face and accompanying figure 9, no. 2a. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 39s, see pls. 180a (Persian court robes with sleeves down), 188c 
(Persian crowns and fluted tiaras), 192a (rounded coiffures), 212d (heroic attitudes of combat encounter), 222c 
(lions and lion creatures), and 274a (stamp seals). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 39s occurs only on the left edge of tablets. Impressions tend to be carefully applied with little distortion, ori- 
ented along the longitudinal axis of the left edge. When the surface does not allow for a full application of the 
seal, i.e., PF 446, PF 782, PF 1007, and PF 1254, the user prefers the upper portion of the design.

Lion holds one foreleg straight and extends it downward to place paw on 
hero’s waist; other foreleg (only partially preserved) is straight, held up and away from its body; tail curls up- 
ward with tufted termination. Only one hind leg is preserved, bent and extended downward apparently to place 
paw on hero’s forward leg (not preserved). 


Hero wears robe and dentate Persian crown. Blunt-pointed beard rests over hero’s right shoulder; rounded nar- 
row coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Lion has mouth open in roar; mane is indicated by narrow outline (partially preserved). 


COMMENTARY 


Koch assigns PFS 139s to Matukka, based upon Q texts protocol. In year 23.9 (December 499 B.C. and early Janu- 
ary 498 B.C.) he received beer rations while on his way to Persepolis with forty men, “halla-makers, exerters(?)” 
(PF 1533; cf. the thirty “exerters(?)” named in PF 1576 in the same year) under the authorization (halmi) of the 
king. See also the entry for PFS 1428s (Cat.No. 230), another seal that Matukka seems to have used. 

The composition and Persian crown faintly echo the Court Style, but the coarse engraving is typical of seals 
carved in the Broad and Flat Styles. 

The stamp face has an irregular circular contour. For probable seal shape, see Appendix Four: Stamp Seals in 
Volume I Grouped by Apparent Contour of Seal Face and accompanying figure 9, nos. 3a, 4c, or 5a.

PFS 139s occurs on the reverse of PF 1533 and PF 1576. On PF 1533 the seal is rotated slightly off the longitudi- 
nal axis of the tablet; on PF 1576 it is oriented along the horizontal axis of the tablet. The application on PF 
1533 preserves most of the upper part of the design; that on PF 1576 preserves only the lion. On both tablets the 
seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the left edge of the impression. 
All tablets with PFS 139s are dated 499/498 B.C.

Hero faces right, in striding pose, extending straight left arm outward to grasp rampant lion by throat; right arm 
is straight and held down behind body to hold long weapon of uncertain type with semicircular element (termi- 
nation not preserved). 


Lion moves toward and faces hero. Lion holds one foreleg straight, toes splayed, and extends it downward to- 
ward hero’s leg; other foreleg (only partially preserved) is straight, held up and away from body; tail extends 
diagonally upward, hooking back and curling upward at its end. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed. Triangular element (tip of a strap?) projects at 
hero’s right shoulder. Long, rounded, segmented beard rests over hero’s left shoulder; rounded, segmented coif- 
fure rests at back of neck. 


Lion has mouth open in roar. 

To left of hero, another rampant lion moves toward and faces hero. Lion holds forelegs straight and extends 

them together toward hero’s shoulder; tail extends diagonally upward, hooking at its end; mouth is open. 
COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) assigns PFS 151 to Simut-ap, whose name occurs on all three transactions that carry the seal; he is 
active in her Elam Region VI. 
The style is powerful with a sure sense of contour and modeling that draws it toward the Modeled Style.

SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 151 occurs on the reverse (inverted) and upper edge of PF 576, the reverse of PF 577, and the upper edge 
and right edge of PF 590. On the reverse of PF 576 the seal is applied twice, one impression directly above the 
other. On the reverse of PF 577 the seal is applied twice. Both rollings run diagonally across the surface of the 
tablet on the same plane of the tablet surface. Impressions generally show vertical distortion on the right edge. 
In six impressions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. 
These rollings of the seal tend to place the large negative space behind the lion in the terminal field at one of 
the ends of the impression, rather than equally balanced on both ends. Of these six complete impressions, one 
displays the hero and the lion to right in the center; one displays the lion in the terminal field (to the left of the 
hero) in the center; three display the lion to the right of the hero in the center; one displays the negative space 
behind the lion in the terminal field in the center. The remaining partial impression preserves only the hero and 
the lion to the right. PF 576 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 151 and is dated 503/502 B.C.

COMMENTARY 


The design and iconography have associations with the Court Style, but the awkward and somewhat crude en- 
graving is typical of the Broad and Flat Styles. The slightly curved wings on the winged symbol are noteworthy 
since that form (versus the broad rectangular wings) has sometimes been associated with post-Darius develop- 
ments in Achaemenid art. The curved wings are best understood not as a chronological index, but rather as an 
index of a specific strain in rendering the image. This strain ultimately relates to Egyptian (and hence to 
Egyptianizing) traditions. Winged symbols rather similar to that displayed on PFS 196 may also be tracked on 
seals of the Neo-Assyrian period.” 

189f (polos headdresses), 208f (arm positions of 
heroic combat), 222g (lions and lion creatures), 246b (bows, arrows, quivers), 249b (winged symbols), and 
266a (terminal field motifs other than inscriptions).

PFS 196 occurs on the reverse of PF 1100 and PF 1237, with PFS 64* (Cat.No. 173) on the left edge of each tab- 
let. Both impressions preserve the entire length of the seal design, the one placing the hero and the lion in the 
center, the other placing the lion in the center. On the reverse of both tablets the seal clearly was applied before 
the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top of the impressions.

COMMENTARY 


The fusion of heroic combat encounter and crossed animals (as on PFS 952) occurs also on PFS 931* (Cat.No. 
270) and PFS 737 (Cat.No. 281); see the commentary on PFS 931* (Cat.No. 270) for discussion. The fusion of 
heroic control encounter and crossed animals occurs only on PFS 912 (Cat.No. 138). PFS 952 is remarkably 
close in its layout and busy exuberance to Early Dynastic prototypes of the mid-third millennium B.c.° The dy- 
namics between the figures create an interlocked composition in which there is no discrete terminal field.

COMMENTARY 


This is a large and well-executed design. It clearly references Neo-Assyrian and Neo-Babylonian Modeled 
Style glyptic in both style and iconography.” It may in fact be an heirloom seal, although this is far from certain. 
Speaking against this possibility is its very small size in comparison to most Modeled Style seals of Neo- 
Assyrian/Neo-Babylonian date. Speaking for an heirloom status would perhaps be the very particular (and ap- 
parently restricted) nature of the canine image. 

Seated dogs such as that on PFS 1122 are associated with the goddess Gula in Mesopotamia and occur pri- 
marily on seals depicting worshipers before divine images or symbols. Occasionally the seated dog appears,

1122. This sealing pattern is very distinctive and quite unusual for the PF tablet corpus. The impression of PFS 
1122 on the left edge of PF 1178 is too poorly preserved for analysis. The rollings on the reverse of PF 1178 and 
PF 1190 preserve the entire length of the seal design; that on PF 1190 displays the hero in the center; that on PF 
1178 displays the hero and bird in the center. The partial rolling on the left edge of PF 1190 preserves only the 
hero and the bird. PF 1178 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 1122 and is dated 499/498 B.c.

Hero faces right, extending bent left arm outward to grasp rampant lion by upper foreleg (or jaw?); right arm is 
bent, elbow up, and held down behind body to hold short weapon of uncertain type. Hero appears to be in 
knielauf-pose, but rear leg is not rendered (it ought to be shown bent as if kneeling). Forward foot of hero ap- 
pears to be stepping on paw of lion’s forward hind leg. 


Lion moves toward and faces hero. Lion holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward to place paw on 
hero’s arm; lower foreleg is straight and extended downward behind hero’s leg; long tail curls upward with 
tufted termination. 


Hero appears to wear belted trousers. Short pointed beard rests over hero’s left shoulder; narrow pointed coif- 
fure extends diagonally downward from back of head. Hero perhaps wears domed headdress. 


Mane of lion is rendered by crisp serrated edge along contour of neck; mouth is open in roar. 


In field above lion, thin undulating device with two-pronged termination may represent a snake, but this is far 
from certain. 


Edge of seal is preserved at top and sides of design. 


COMMENTARY 


Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1309s should belong to Dadaka, who in PF 1386 went to Persepolis under the 
authority (halmi) of Parnaka. The name Dadaka occurs also as a receiver on the Q text PF 1387. This seems to 
be the same individual mentioned in PF 1386, but a different seal was used: PFS 1310s (III). In both texts two 
other unnamed individuals traveled with him, and perhaps one or both of the seals PFS 1309s and PFS 1310s be- 
longed to them. Another Dadaka (a grain handler) occurs in the J text PF 705. 

The pose of the hero (with rear leg not depicted) is unusual.© The knielauf-pose is also seen on PFS 67 
(Cat.No. 293), PFS 120 (Cat.No. 49), and PFS 1527 (Cat.No. 32). It is unusual in the PFS corpus that the design 
is oriented along the horizontal axis of the stamp face, leaving little vertical space for the figures. 

The seal was not included in Garrison 1988. This design exhibits some connections with the class of pyrami- 
dal stamp seals discussed by Boardman (1970a and 1970b) as leading to the so-called Graeco-Persian style. 
See the discussion of PFS 1321s (Cat.No. 176). 

The stamp face has an octagonal contour. For probable seal shape, see Appendix Four: Stamp Seals in Vol- 
ume I Grouped by Apparent Contour of Seal Face and accompanying figure 9, no. 1.

Hero faces right, extending straight left arm outward to grasp rampant lion by throat; right arm is straight and 
held down behind body to hold dagger. 


Lion moves toward and faces hero. Lion extends right foreleg to place paw on hero’s waist; other foreleg is 
curved up and away from body, one toe articulated. Lion slightly raises forward hind leg; tail curls upward with 
tufted termination. 


Hero wears Persian court robe with sleeves pushed up to reveal arms; hem line suggests lower garment hitched 
up over forward leg. Hero wears six-pointed dentate Persian crown. Squared beard rests over hero’s left shoul- 
der; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Small ear is at back of lion’s head; mouth is open in roar. 


Edge of seal is preserved except at top of design. Small chip, apparently, is along upper left edge of seal. 


COMMENTARY 


Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1428s should belong to Matukka, who in year 23.9 (December 499 and early 
January 498 B.C.) received beer rations for a large traveling party (2,454 gentlemen!) on his way to Persepolis 
under the authority (Aalmi) of the king. A Matukka occurs in three other Q travel texts: PF 1488, receiving flour 
rations in year 22.12 while going to Karkis under the authority of the king, using PFS 1385 (illegible); PF 1533, 
receiving beer rations in year 23.9 while going to Persepolis under the authority of the king, using PFS 139s 
(Cat.No. 222); and PF 1576, receiving tarmu-grain rations in year 23.9 while going to Persepolis under the au- 
thority of the king, using PFS 139s (Cat.No. 222). Of these texts, PF 1532-1533 and PF 1576 seem to record the 
same trip. Koch (1990, p. 194 note 801) assigns PFS 139s (Cat.No. 222) to Matukka since the seal only occurs 
on the reverse of Q texts that name Matukka as the receiver. PFS 1428s probably also belongs to him. It is very 
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interesting to note that both seals are stamps with round contours, presumably indicating conoids, that they show 
almost the exact same scene, and that they belong to the same stylistic group, probably even from the same art- 
ist (see Garrison 1988). 

PF 1595 records another Matukka receiving flour rations in year 22.3, sealed with PFS 1474s (illegible). PF 
834 and PF 1671 mention a Matukka who was a flour and grain supplier (different seals used in all transac- 
tions). PF 1997 records a Matukka who was the ullira (OD). 

The composition and iconography connect the seal to the Court Style, but the engraving is typical of seals 
carved in the Broad and Flat Styles. 

The stamp face has a circular contour. For probable seal shape, see Appendix Four: Stamp Seals in Volume I 
Grouped by Apparent Contour of Seal Face and accompanying figure 9, nos. 3a, 4c, or Sa.

Hero faces left, extending straight arm upward to grasp rampant lion by throat; other arm is apparently brought 
across body to stab lion in chest (no weapon discernible). 


Lion moves toward and faces hero. Lion holds upper foreleg (only partially preserved) straight and extends it 
upward toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is curved and extended downward to place paw on hero’s thigh; thin 
tail (only partially preserved) hangs downward. 


Hero wears garment of uncertain type that leaves forward leg exposed below knee and lengthens at diagonal to- 
ward back. Short pointed beard rests over hero’s right shoulder. 
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Mane of lion is rendered by serrated edge along contour of its neck; top serration is larger than others and may 
represent ear; mouth is open in roar. 


Crescent is in upper field; ring bisected by horizontal bar is in lower field. Edge of seal is preserved at top and 
bottom of design. 


COMMENTARY 


Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1463s should belong to Pirdukana, who in PF 1579 received sesame rations on 
his way from Susa to Persepolis under the authority (ha/lmi) of the king. PF 1579 preserves the only occurrence 
of the name Pirdukana in the PF texts. 

The ring shape, bisected by horizontal bar in the lower field, has no parallels among seals with images of he- 
roic encounter herein; nor does it appear in Boardman’s (1970a, p. 23, fig. 3) chart of linear devices on pyrami- 
dal stamp seals of the western empire.’° In seal shape, PFS 1463s may at first glance suggest the class of pyra- 
midal seals isolated by Boardman (1970a) leading to the so-called Graeco-Persian style, but the style of PFS 
1463s actually gives every indication of mainstream Fortification Style; see also the discussion of PFS 1321s 
(Cat.No. 176).”! See Garrison 1988 for the hand of this distinctive artist. 

PFS 1463s is close in composition to a pyramidal stamp seal picked up in the ruins of Persepolis, although 
here the linear device resembles that on PFS 99 (Cat.No. 113) rather than that on PFS 1463s, and it is between 
rather than under the hero and lion.” The seal from Persepolis does not, however, include a crescent in the field 
above. In including this feature, PFS 1463s is a unique stamp seal among seals with images of heroic encounter 
herein.” 

The stamp face is flat with an octagonal contour. For probable seal shape, see Appendix Four: Stamp Seals in 
Volume I Grouped by Apparent Contour of Seal Face and accompanying figure 9, no. 1.

Hero faces left, extending straight right arm outward to grasp rampant lion by throat; left arm is straight and 
held down behind body to hold curved sword. 


Lion moves toward and faces hero. Lion holds one foreleg straight, toes articulated, and extends it downward to 
place paw on hero’s waist; other foreleg (only partially preserved) is straight, held up and away from body; tail 
curls upward with tufted termination. 


Hero wears belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee; garment has two diagonal 
swags of fringe at hip and thigh over rear leg, one at hem over rear leg; fringe is also indicated along hem of 
garment between legs of hero. Large flattened coiffure rests at back of hero’s neck. 


In terminal field, rampant winged bull creature with human arms moves to left. Creature holds “arm” (only par- 
tially preserved) bent at elbow in atlas pose. Long thin tail (only partially preserved) bends downward; wing 
extends diagonally downward on either side of its body. 


COMMENTARY 


PFS 1582 occurs only once, on the journal (V text) PF 1942; thus it should belong to the unnamed accountant of 
that text. 

The seal is large, the design well executed. Stylistically the seal seems closer to the Fortification Style than 
the Modeled Style, although the animal forms are well modeled. The decoration on the hero’s lower garment 
finds a close parallel in PFS 16* (Cat.No. 22) of the Modeled Style. Owing to the way the seal has been applied 
(see below), we cannot be certain of the spacing between the heroic encounter and the bull creature in the ter- 
minal field. The preserved upraised arm of this creature strongly suggests that it supports a winged symbol that 
has not been preserved on either of our two impressions. If so, the spacing between hero and bull creature might 
have been greater than we have indicated here. A parallel for the motif of a bull creature supporting a winged 
symbol is PFS 774 (Cat.No. 58).

PFS 1582 occurs along the bottom of the reverse (inverted) of PF 1942. The right edge is destroyed, and this 
also damages the application of the seal on the reverse. No other seal is preserved on the tablet. The rolling on 
the reverse is long, but in fact the seal has been picked up once in the course of its application, resulting in two 
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rollings in the same horizontal zone. The rolling at left preserves the entire length of the seal design, that at 
right is partial. Both rollings display the rampant lion in the center. The seal clearly was applied first, then the 
scribe marked off horizontal lines for the text with his stylus. In doing so, the lower edge of the impression was 
removed and a line of the text written over it. PF 1942 is dated 503/502 B.c.

Lion moves toward hero but turns its head away from him. Lion holds upper foreleg straight and extends it up- 
ward toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is straight, paw upturned, and extended downward toward hero’s waist. 
Lion raises forward hind leg, slightly bent, toward hero; tail extends horizontally outward and curled upward. 


Hero wears double-belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee; curved folds are at 
back of hip; double border is indicated along hem of garment. Long pointed beard rests over hero’s right shoul- 
der; round coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Musculature of lion’s body is marked by curved element at shoulder, parallel lines on chest, and hatching on 
hindquarters; mouth is open in roar. 


In terminal field, rampant long-eared animal of uncertain type moves toward and faces right; animal holds long 
snout upward. Animal holds upper foreleg straight, paw turned down, and extends it upward toward rampant 
lion’s snout; lower foreleg is straight and extended outward toward rampant lion’s back; thin tail curves down- 
ward between animal’s hind legs. Two curved elements mark musculature at its shoulder. 


COMMENTARY 


The sharp outlines of the figures, the large size of the figures, and the deep engraving are unusual in the Fortifica- 
tion Style. The seal has other distinctive qualities, such as the rendering of the beard of the hero, the unusual short- 
ened proportions of his arms, and the elaborate surface treatment of the lion’s body; this last is especially unusual 
in the Fortification Style. The curved folds at the hero’s hip are a Persianizing feature added to the Assyrian-type 
garment. For the curvilinear rendering of the muscles on the lion’s shoulder, see also PFS 225 (Cat.No. 46). 
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For comparative illustrations including PFS 255, see pls. 181d (hybrid garments), 222h (lions and lion crea- 
tures), and 278e (carving anomalies). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 255 occurs on the reverse of PF 522 and PF 634 (inverted), with PFS 122 (II) on the left edge of each tab- 
let. Both impressions preserve the entire length of the seal design. That on PF 522 displays the animal to the 
right of the hero in the center; that on PF 634 displays the hero in the center. PF 634 is dated 500/499 B.C.

large swag of drapery is indicated on either side of figure’s upper torso. To right of figure in Persian court robe, 
in lower field, is floral element (only partially preserved). Above this device is long thin irregular arc-shaped 
element (only partially preserved). 


COMMENTARY 


The figure wearing the Persian court robe with sleeves pushed up for action is certainly an archer, and the arc- 
shaped element to the right of him must be his drawn bow.”

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces right, extending straight left arm upward to grasp rampant winged horned lion creature by horn; right 
arm is bent and held down behind body to hold dagger. 


Lion creature moves toward and faces hero. Creature holds upper foreleg curved and extends it outward toward 
hero’s leg; lower foreleg is extended downward under its body; tail curves upward, thickening at its end with 
flat termination. 


Hero wears belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee; stacked vertical folds at right 
shoulder indicate Persianizing sleeve pushed up to reveal hero’s bare arm; diagonal folds are indicated on 
chest; diagonal folds (or fringe) are also indicated on whole length of rear leg; three short folds (or fringe) are 
indicated on garment over forward leg. Short pointed beard rests over hero’s left shoulder; small rounded coif- 
fure rests at back of neck. 
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Lion’s body has detailing lines on legs; mane is rendered by rounded serrated edge along contour of lion’s neck. 
Curved horn emerges from front of its head; long pointed ear is at back of head; mouth is open in roar. 


In terminal field, slender horned animal of undetermined type is inverted in field at slight diagonal. Animal ex- 
tends one hind leg upward, one foreleg straight downward; short straight tail extends up and away from body, 
thickening at its end with flat termination. Long curved horn emerges from front of animal’s head; large ear is at 
back of head. Crescent is in upper terminal field between rampant lion and inverted animal. 


Portions of lower edge of seal are preserved at bottom of design. Chip apparently is in lower field behind hero. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) identifies the seal as the personal seal of USaya, a wine supplier to travelers in her Southwestern 
Region IV and Northwestern Region V. USaya seems located at Manda, the most important wine center in 
Koch’s Northwestern Region V. The attribution is confirmed by the occurrence of PFS 17 on the left edge the Q 
texts PF 1557-1559 and PF 1562-1565, which name USaya as the wine supplier. In Q text PF 1577, USaya sup- 
plied dates. 

The engraving is crisply executed; the body and the legs of the winged horned lion creature are especially 
sharp and precise. The interior detailing lines on its legs are very unusual. An animal figure occurs quite fre- 
quently as the terminal element in seal designs of heroic encounter in the PFS corpus, but inverted animals oc- 
cur on only five of these seals: PFS 17, PFS 243 (Cat.No. 303), PFS 256 (Cat.No. 198), PFS 1388 (Cat.No. 
162), and PFS 1475 (Cat.No. 177); see the commentary on PFS 1475 (Cat.No. 177). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 17, see pls. 181a (hybrid garments), 225a (horned animals and 
horned-animal creatures of undetermined types), 237a (animal carcasses), and 287b (personal seals of various 
suppliers). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


On twenty-two tablets PFS 17 is applied on the left edge; on PF 46 it is also applied on the reverse in two 
rollings on the same horizontal plane. Applications of the seal tend to exhibit marked distortion. In four impres- 
sions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these 
four applications, three display the inverted horned animal in the center; one displays the heroic encounter in 
the center. Of the remaining twenty partial impressions, two preserve only the hero (at right) and the inverted 
animal; two display the inverted animal in the center; seven preserve only the creature and the inverted animal; 
five preserve the lion creature in the center flanked by partial forms of the hero and the inverted animal; three 
display only the lion creature and most of the hero minus his weapon-bearing lower arm; and one displays an al- 
most complete rendering of the lion creature alone with the head of the inverted animal preserved to the right. 
On the reverse of PF 46 the seal was rolled for part of its length, picked up and inverted, then partially applied 
in the same horizontal plane. The resulting image shows an upright hero holding an inverted hero by his forward 
foot. PF 1156 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 17 and is dated 501 B.c.

Hero faces right, extending straight left arm (only partially preserved) toward upper foreleg of rampant winged 
horned lion creature; right arm (only partially preserved) is held down behind body. 


Creature moves toward and faces hero. Creature holds upper foreleg curved, paw turned down, and extends it 
upward toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is bent and extended in front of its body. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below mid-thigh. Hero also wears domed head- 
dress with knob. Long pointed beard rests over hero’s left shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Horn (only partially preserved) emerges from front of creature’s head. 


Edge of seal is preserved except at bottom of design. 


COMMENTARY 


Based upon Q texts protocol, PFS 298s should belong to ISbakatukka. In PF 1477, ISbakatukka (and, it would 
seem, the eight men with him) is described as an Arabian. In both PF 1477 and PF 1539, Isbakatukka went to 
the king in year 22.8 (500 B.C.) under the authorization (miyatukkam and halmi respectively) of Bakabana, and 
so the tablets probably record the same trip at different post stations. 

Impressions are very poorly preserved, and there is much distortion. 

The stamp face has a circular contour. For probable seal shape, see Appendix Four: Stamp Seals in Volume I 
Grouped by Apparent Contour of Seal Face and accompanying figure 9, nos. 3a, 4c, or 5a. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 298s, see pls. 186i (headdresses), 274c (stamp seals), and 290a 
(personal seals of various travelers). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 298s occurs twice (inverted) on the reverse of both PF 1477 and PF 1539. On PF 1477 the impressions are 
placed next to each other and oriented diagonally to the vertical axis of the tablet. On PF 1539 the impressions 
are placed next to each other and oriented along the vertical axis of the tablet. All impressions are partial. On 
both tablets the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the bottom of 
the impressions. PF 1477 and PF 1539 are both dated 500 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 
Hero faces left, extending straight right arm (only partially preserved) downward apparently to grasp rampant 
winged lion creature by lower foreleg (point of contact not preserved); left arm (only partially preserved) is 
slightly bent and held down behind body. 
Lion creature moves toward and faces hero. Creature holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward to 
place paw (toes splayed) at hero’s shoulder; lower foreleg (only partially preserved) is extended downward to- 
ward hero’s waist; tail (only partially preserved) curves upward. 


Hero wears garment of uncertain type; hero has long squared beard that rests on his chest; round coiffure rests at 
back of neck. 

Lion creature has mouth open in roar. 

To right of hero, rampant winged human-headed lion creature moves toward and faces hero. Creature holds up- 
per foreleg straight and extends it upward toward hero’s head; tail curves upward. Beard terminates in blunt 
point over its chest; round coiffure rests at back of neck. Creature wears domed headdress that has projections at 
sides and back. 


COMMENTARY 

Tuplin (1987, p. 130) seems to suggest in a parenthetical note a direct link between PFS 312 and the official 
Suddayauda on PF 1105, but the reasoning is not clear. On Suddayauda, see the commentary for PFS 1* 
(Cat.No. 182). PFS 312 may rather have been used on both PF 1105 and PF 1140 by Maténa. This cannot, how- 
ever, be more than a plausible suggestion. 

The figures in the design seem curiously proportioned. Garrison (1988) originally classified the style of this 
seal differently. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 312, see pls. 193f (round coiffures), 209b (arm positions of he- 
roic combat), and 236g (animals/creatures as secondary elements of main design field). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 
PFS 312 occurs on the upper edge and right edge of PF 1105 and the upper edge of PF 1140. Impressions exhibit 
some distortion. In two impressions the seal has been rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire 
length of the seal design. Of these two applications, one displays the lion creature to the left of the hero in the 
center; one displays the human-headed creature to the right of the hero in the center. The remaining partial im- 
pression displays the hero and the human-headed creature to right in the center. PF 1105 and PF 1140 are both 
dated 499/498 B.c.

Creature holds upper foreleg straight, paw upturned, and extends it up- 
ward toward hero’s head; lower foreleg (only partially preserved) is straight and extended toward hero’s waist; 
thin tail (only partially preserved) is curved downward. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed. Long rounded beard rests over hero’s left shoul- 
der; rounded coiffure curls upward slightly at back of neck. 


Creature has mouth open in roar. 


In terminal field at right of impression is pole terminating in triangular spade above circular element with pen- 
dent streamers. Shaft of another pole is preserved at far right of impression. 


COMMENTARY 


The design is very difficult to read; its partial preservation could allow for the reconstruction of a control en- 
counter rather than a combat encounter. 

The symbols in the terminal field represent the spade of Marduk and stylus of Nabu, which are unusual addi- 
tions to what is otherwise a typical hero seal in the Fortification Style. Similarly in the Murasé archive from 
Nippur, only one design in the published corpus incorporates the spade of Marduk adjacent to a heroic encoun- 
ter scene.’> It is interesting that this combination of Babylonian symbols with scenes of heroic encounter is ap- 
parently so rare within the Babylonian context of the Achaemenid Empire as well as within the heartland Per- 
sian context, even though in both archives many seals devoted exclusively to the Babylonian worship scene de- 
ploy these symbols (see Volume II).’°

Hero faces right, extending slightly bent left arm (elbow up) outward to grasp rampant winged horned lion crea- 
ture by lower wing; right arm is bent and held down behind body to hold large weapon with downward-curved 
terminal and looped forepart (abutting garment lappet). Hero, in vigorous striding pose, raises his bent forward 
leg to place foot on rear hind leg of creature. 


Creature moves away from hero in rampant running pose but turns its head back toward him. Creature holds up- 
per foreleg straight and extends it diagonally upward in front of its neck; lower foreleg is slightly bent and ex- 
tended upward in front of its neck; tail is curved slightly upward with thickened two-pronged termination. 


Hero wears triple-belted kilt with fringed lappet and tight-fitting short-sleeved garment on torso; fringe is also 
indicated along hem of kilt over forward leg and along back edge of rear leg. Egg-shaped object is affixed to 
hero’s right arm, held in place by apparatus with vertical and horizontal elements. Squared beard rests over 
hero’s left shoulder; small rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Creature has two wings indicated, upper one extending diagonally upward from lower; two rows of feathers are 
indicated on each wing. Two short pointed horns emerge from top of creature’s snout; creature’s mouth is open, 
revealing long tongue. Mane is rendered by closely packed spikes along contour of neck; creature is ithyphallic. 


Inscription fills terminal field.

Three lines of text are preserved, without case lines, oriented along the horizontal axis of the seal. The sign 
forms are consistent with late Neo-Elamite. The inscription is, presumably, a personal name. It is possible that 
the inscription is incomplete. We normally expect a personal name determinative at the beginning of the in- 
scription. There is space for a sign below the zir-sign. 


COMMENTARY 


Both Hallock and Koch assign PFS 57* to Mirinzana, based, presumably, on the evidence of the letter PF 1858 
addressed by Mirinzana and sealed with PFS 57*. The account text PF 2003 also carries this seal but does not 
refer to Mirinzana. Hallock says that he was heavily involved in accounts; Koch (1990) identifies him as a 
“Rechnungspriifer” at Kurpun in her Southeastern Region III and also in her Elam Region VI. He travels fre- 
quently and in different places examines the accounts of barley, animal, and wine stocks. PF 2003, which car- 
ries his seal, is an account text for ZirSamattiS in Koch’s Southwestern Region IV. 

This is an extremely well-composed and executed design. See Garrison 1988 for discussion of the style and 
workshop of PFS 57* and related seals. It shares many features with PFS 98* (Cat.No. 217) and PFS 1566* 
(Cat.No. 218). 

The inscription suggests a pre-owned seal if, indeed, Mirinzana was the owner at the time of the Persepolis 
Fortification archive. Nevertheless, all internal evidence of style and workshop clustering strongly suggests that 
this is a relatively contemporary seal. 

Despite good detail preserved in many impressions, the hero’s weapon and the object affixed to his right 
forearm pose a challenge. The weapon is apparently a sling, with the loop-like detailing at its wide end suggest- 
ing the place for the projectile to be inserted. The object attached to the hero’s forearm seems to be an egg- 
shaped projectile at the ready within some type of pin-and-thong device. Bonnet (1926, pp. 114-17, fig. 53) pre- 
sents a wide variety of slings, several of which are close to the example here. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 57*, see pls. 180f (kilts), 247c (projectiles, slings), 264c (in- 
scriptions without panels or case lines), and 286a (personal seals of accountants). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


Application of PFS 57* varies. It occurs on the reverse, upper edge, and left edge of PF 231 and PF 237; on the 
reverse and left edge of PF 234; on the reverse only of PF 239 and PF 2003; on the reverse, upper edge, right 
edge, and left edge of PF 242; on the upper edge and left edge of PF 331; and on the right edge only of PF 1858. 
On all reverse surfaces except PF 231 the seal is inverted. On the reverse of PF 231 and PF 242 the seal is ap- 
plied twice, one impression directly above the other. PFS 514 (Cat.No. 192) is applied above the impression of 
PFS 57* on the reverse of PF 234. PFS 516 (Cat.No. 98) is applied above the impression of PFS 57* on the re- 
verse of PF 239. Impressions of PFS 57* are clear and deep, showing little or no distortion. Of the total nineteen 
impressions, all show some part of the inscription. In nine impressions the seal is rolled for at least one complete 
turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these nine impressions, four display the inscription in the 
center; two display the creature and the inscription in the center; one displays the hero and the inscription in the 
center; two display the hero in the center. Of the remaining ten partial impressions, three display the inscription 
in the center; two display the hero in the center; two preserve only the hero (at the left of the impression) and 
the creature; one displays the creature in the center; two preserve only the creature. On the reverse of PF 231, 
PF 234, PF 237, and PF 239 the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into 
the bottom of the impressions. PF 231 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 57* and is dated 501/500 B.c.

Lion creature moves away from hero but turns its head back toward him. Creature holds forelegs slightly bent 
and extended upward together in front of body; paw rendered as two ovals on lower foreleg. 


Hero appears to wear double-belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee; fringe is in- 
dicated at top of rear leg and along hem of garment over forward leg; sheath projects from back of waist. 
Squared segmented beard rests over hero’s left shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Creature has two wings indicated, upper extending diagonally upward from lower; lower wing has row of large 
feathers along upper edge. Mane is rendered by outline along contour of creature’s neck; mouth is open with 
long curved tongue protruding. 


In terminal field, rampant lion moves toward and faces winged lion creature. Lion holds forelegs straight and 
extends them upward to either side of body. Preserved paw shows schematic splayed toes; mouth is open in 
roar. 


COMMENTARY 


Although poorly preserved, the seal was clearly quite large and well carved. See Garrison 1988 for the style and 
workshop of PFS 265 and related seals. In Garrison 1988, PFS 1179 was discussed as a seal design very similar 
to PFS 265. Subsequent scrutiny has shown that they are in fact the same seal. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 265, see pls. 209a (arm positions of heroic combat) and 268d 
(terminal field motifs other than inscriptions). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 
PFS 265 occurs on the obverse and right edge of PF 1097, the right edge of PF 1112, and the reverse (inverted) 
and upper edge of PF 1228. The seal is applied along the longitudinal axis on the obverse of PF 1097. Of the 
five partial impressions, two display the hero in the center; three display the rampant lion in the center. On the 
reverse of PF 1228 the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the bot- 
tom of the impression. PF 1097 and PF 1112 are the earliest dated tablets with PFS 265 and are both dated 500 
B.C.

Hero to left faces right, extending slightly bent left arm (elbow up) to grasp lion creature by lower wing; right 
arm is bent and held down behind body to hold weapon of uncertain type (only top of hilt preserved). 


Hero to left wears triple-belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed; fringe is indicated along for- 
ward edge of garment over rear leg. Hero perhaps wears domed headdress. Long, squared, segmented beard 
rests over hero’s chest; narrow rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Hero to right faces left, extending slightly bent right arm (elbow up) to grasp creature by lower wing; left arm is 
straight and held down behind body to hold weapon of uncertain type (only top of hilt preserved). 


Hero to right wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed; fringe is indicated along forward edge of 
garment over rear leg; horizontal border is indicated on hem of garment between legs of hero. Hero perhaps 
wears domed headdress. Rounded, segmented beard rests over hero’s chest; rounded, upward curling coiffure 
rests at back of neck. Each hero has two wings, upper extending diagonally upward from his shoulder, lower ex- 
tending diagonally downward from his back. 


Lion creature moves to left but turns its head back to right. Forelegs are bent, toes splayed, and extended out- 
ward to either side of its body; thick tail is curved upward. Fur of lion creature is rendered by crisp serrated edge 
along contour of lower belly; mouth is open in roar. 


Head of standing(?) bird (apparently a parrot) faces right in lower field between creature and hero to left. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch notes that PFS 65 is associated with several officials connected with the treasury at Tirazzis (Shiraz); thus 
it is probably an office seal. 

The design and execution are unusual. The disposition of the wings of the lion creature, combined with its 
forelegs reading like human arms, suggests a subtle double entendre in which the object of the heroic combat 
encounter serves also as the hero creature in a control encounter. The elbow-up convention for the heroes is an 
Assyrianizing feature not commonly found in the PFS corpus of hero seals (but cf. PFS 98* [Cat.No. 217] and 
PFS 1566* [Cat.No. 218]; see also, e.g., Herbordt 1992, pl. 6, no. 5). 

The appearance of a parrot is also unusual. A parallel occurs in the form of a carved handle from a serpen- 
tine tray excavated in the Treasury at Persepolis (Schmidt 1957, pls. 53, no. 4, 54, no. 4). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 65, see pls. 208b (arm positions of heroic combat), 226e (birds), 
240e (double hero encounters), and 281f (office seals). 
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SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 65 always occurs on the reverse of tablets that it seals. In one instance, PF 128, it also occurs on the bottom 
edge and upper edge; in one instance, PF 130, also on the bottom edge; and in one instance, PF 230, also on the 
left edge. On the reverse of PF 128 and PF 284 the seal is applied twice, one impression directly above the 
other. Several impressions show marked lateral distortion. In seven impressions the seal is rolled for at least one 
complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these seven applications, four display the hero 
to left in the center; two display the two heroes in the center; one displays the lion creature in the center. Of the 
remaining five partial rollings, one displays the hero to left in the center; two display the hero to right in the cen- 
ter; two preserve only the hero to left and the lion creature. On the reverse of PF 129 and PF 284 the seal clearly 
was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top of the impressions. All tablets with 
PFS 65 are dated 501/500 B.c.

Two rows of feathers are indicated on its wing. 


Schematic palm tree is in terminal field; multiple shoots emerge from lower trunk of tree. 


Edge of seal is preserved at top of design; portion of edge of seal is preserved at bottom of design below hero. 


COMMENTARY 


Based upon the newly identified occurrence of PFS 58 on the Q text PF 1410, the seal should belong to Parru the 
flour supplier. All other occurrences of PFS 58 concern grain and flour supplied by various people at Liduma (or 
transported there from another place) and received (or apportioned) by Manaka. PFS 58 occurs on the reverse 
of these transactions in PF 14, PF 78, PF 80-81, PF 134, and PF 2015, with PFS 59 (III) on the left edge. PFS 58 
occurs on both the reverse and the left edge of PF 79 without any other seal. PFS 58 occurs on the reverse of PF 
82 without any other seal. 

A Parru who is a supply officer at Surkutur and TaSpak is often named in the Q texts; he, however, used PFS 
5 (II). Koch (1990, p. 304) assigns PFS 59 to Manaka, whose name often occurs in texts sealed with PFS 58, 
based upon its occurrence on the left edge of PF 1682-1683 (naming Manaka as the supplier). If Koch is correct 
in assigning PFS 59 to Manaka, it suggests that PFS 58 is an office seal of a supply office in the area near 
Liduma. Various scenarios could reconcile the occurrence of PFS 58 on a Q text under Parru’s authority, but the 
issue needs further study. 

The thin forms of the hero’s upper body are typical of the Fortification Style; however, the more massive 
lower body and the large animal forms of the lion creature suggest the Modeled Style. For very similar treat- 
ment of the winged hero, see PFS 6 (Cat.No. 304). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 58, see pls. 186c (headdresses) and 258a (palm trees). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 58 always occurs on the reverse of tablets with the sole exception of PF 1410 where it occurs only on the 
left edge. On PF 79 it occurs on the left edge as well as the reverse. On all reverse surfaces the seal is inverted. 
Impressions show little or no distortion. In four impressions the seal has been rolled for at least one complete 
turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these four applications, three display the hero in the cen- 
ter; one displays the creature and the palm tree in the center. Of the remaining six partial rollings, two preserve 
only the hero (at the left of the impression) and the creature; two display the creature in the center; two display 
the palm tree in the center. On the reverse of PF 14, PF 58, PF 81, PF 134, and PF 2015 the seal clearly was ap- 
plied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the bottom of the impressions. PF 14, PF 78-82, 
PF 134, and PF 2015 are the earliest dated tablets with PFS 58 and are all dated 500/499 B.c.

Hero faces left, apparently in striding pose, extending bent right arm outward to grasp rampant winged human- 
headed lion creature by foreleg; hero’s left arm is not preserved. 


Creature moves toward and faces hero. Creature holds one preserved foreleg straight and extends it upward to- 
ward hero’s head. 


Hero appears to wear Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed. Rounded beard rests over hero’s right 
shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Creature has beard that terminates in blunt point; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 
At far left of preserved impression, in terminal field, snout of presumably rampant lion appears, facing right. 
Star is in upper field between lion’s snout and human-headed creature. 
COMMENTARY 
The fragmentary preservation of this impression allows the possibility that the scene is a control, rather than a 
combat, encounter.

Hero wears double-belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee; fringe is indicated at 
hem along rear leg and at hem over forward leg; horizontal border and fringe are indicated on hem of garment 
between legs. Squared beard rests over hero’s left shoulder. Single wing is attached to right forearm. 


Creature has long, rounded, segmented beard. 


Inscription is in terminal field.

The inscription is reversed in its impression; i.e., it would be readable on the cylinder itself. Three lines of text 
are preserved, without case lines, oriented along the vertical axis of the seal. The beginning and the end of the 
inscription are missing. It is not clear how many signs (if any) might fit in the missing portions. An empty space 
before the BA in the last line is clearly visible. The inscription may include the PN Marduk-nasir; compare the 
PN Marduk-nasir responsible for workers in PT 25:9—10. Too little remains to suggest a reading. 

For both the reversal of the script and the forms of some of the signs, see a seal preserved via impressions 
from Susa (Amiet 1973b, pl. 2, no. 6 = Delaporte 1920, pl. 48:18). PFS 1632* is the only inscribed seal of heroic 
encounter in the PFS corpus with a reversed inscription, but the Babylonian inscription on PFS 108* (II) is also 
reversed. 
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COMMENTARY 


PFS 1632* occurs only on PF 2070. The text, fortunately, is a letter, a category of texts the sealing protocol for 
which is well understood (letters are always sealed only by the addresser). The addresser in PF 2070 is Raubasa 
(and his companion[s]), and he is communicating to Parnaka about the sending out of “tax handlers” and the ac- 
counting of sheep and goats. We learn more about Raubasa in PF 2025, a C4 text sealed by Parnaka with PFS 
9* (Cat.No. 288). There, Raubasa and his companions are described as m.KUR.lg zakkip “payers(?) of the land” 
(cf. Koch 1990, pp. 96 and 99, a “Steuereinnehmer”). Again they are responsible for collecting animals as tax 
for the king under the supervision of Parnaka. The fact that Raubasa addresses a letter indicates that he is an of- 
ficial of fairly high rank. 

See Garrison 1988 for the style and workshop of PFS 1632* and related seals. The positioning of the solitary 
wing on the hero is unique among seals with images of heroic encounter in the PF corpus. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 1632*, see pls. 201j (heroes as winged humans), 265c (inscrip- 
tions without panels or case lines), and 283d (personal seals of tax collectors). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


PFS 1632* occurs on the obverse, upper edge, right edge, and left edge of PF 2070. No other seal is used on the 
tablet. All impressions show some part of the inscription. In three impressions the seal has been rolled for at 
least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. The rollings on the upper edge (dam- 
aged at right) and left edge (damaged at right) display the creature in the center, with two full rollings of the in- 
scription included. The application on the right edge is damaged and displays the heroic encounter in the center 
framed by full rollings of the inscription on the left edge and right edge. The partial rolling on the obverse pre- 
serves only the creature and the inscription (at right). PF 2070 is dated 504 B.c.

Hero faces left, extending bent right arm downward to grasp rampant wild goat by throat; left arm projects out 
to hold large saw-like weapon with jagged edge behind body. 


Goat moves toward and faces hero; goat holds upper foreleg straight, lower foreleg bent, and extends them to- 
gether downward toward hero’s leg; short pointed tail extends diagonally upward. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee (perhaps with Persianizing sleeves 
pushed up to reveal arms); diagonal folds are indicated on upper and lower areas of garment. Hero perhaps has 
short pointed beard; narrow pointed coiffure projects diagonally downward. 


Goat has long thick curved horn emerging from front of its head. 


To right of hero rampant deer moves toward and faces hero. Deer holds upper foreleg straight and extends it up- 
ward toward hero’s shoulder; lower foreleg is straight, foot upturned, and extended downward toward end of 
hero’s weapon; short pointed tail extends diagonally downward. Antler emerges at top of its head; long pointed 
ears are at back of head; mouth is slightly parted. 


In terminal field rampant winged human-headed bird creature with ovoid bird’s body and tail faces left. Crea- 
ture holds forelegs (human arms) straight and extends them upward together toward head of rampant deer. 
Beard is squared; narrow pointed coiffure projects diagonally downward from back of head. Wing tip has trefoil 
termination; triangular device is below wing tip. 


In upper terminal field is six-finned fish inverted. 


Edge of seal is preserved at top of design. 


COMMENTARY 


See Garrison 1988 for the distinctive hand and compositions of the artist. The deer to the right of the hero re- 
lates closely to the heroic combat image. PFS 916 (Cat.No. 226), by the same artist, is very similar, although it 
lacks the distinctive and somewhat ambiguous element in the upper terminal field. Given the legacy of antique 
glyptic traditions drawn upon in the Achaemenid period, either a fish or a branch is a viable interpretation of the 
upper terminal element on PFS 247. It feels very close to an Early Dynastic seal known through an impression 
from Fara. There, the device is clearly a branch suspended in the upper terminal field (Collon 1987, pp. 156-57, 
no. 702). Fish are also symbols of great significance in earlier Mesopotamian tradition; and the form of the ele- 
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ment on PFS 247 is convincingly fish-like.’”’” The small triangle in the bottom zone of the terminal field below 
the wing of the bird creature may allude to the Mesopotamian god Anu (Wallenfels 1993, p. 284). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 247, see pls. 181c (hybrid garments), 194d (narrow rounded 
and/or pointed coiffures), 228f (fish and reptiles), 229g (scorpion, fish, horse, bird, and human creatures), 236e

SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 247 occurs on the reverse of PF 1661 and PF 1743 and the upper edge of PF 1675, with PFS 6 (Cat.No. 
304) on the left edge of each tablet. Impressions of the seal are extremely clear and apparently have been care- 
fully applied to privilege the bird creature. Impressions exhibit little or no distortion. All rollings preserve the 
entire length of the seal design; two display the deer behind the hero and the bird creature in the center; one dis- 
plays the bird creature and the goat to the left of the hero in the center. On the reverse of PF 1661 the seal 
clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top of the impression. PF 1661 is 
the earliest dated tablet with PFS 247 and is dated 500/499 B.c.

Compare an 
unprovenanced chalcedony conoid (Buchanan and Moorey 1988, no. 373). 

The impressions of PFS 959s reveal a large stamp with a convex face and loosely circular contour. For prob- 
able seal shape, see Appendix Four: Stamp Seals in Volume I Grouped by Apparent Contour of Seal Face and ac- 
companying figure 9, nos.

Long 
rounded beard rests along hero’s right shoulder; rounded, segmented coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Animal has short beard; two large horns (only partially preserved) emerge from top of its head. 


In field above hero’s right arm, partially preserved crescent-shaped element is probably termination of animal’s 
horn. 
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COMMENTARY 


Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1391 should belong to Misraka, who in year 23.5 (499 B.C.) received flour ra- 
tions under the authority (halmi) of Parnaka. PF 1494 preserves the only occurrence of the name Misraka in the 
PF texts; Hallock suggests that the name Misranka in PF 1493 is the same name as Misraka in PF 1494, but 
Misranka uses a different seal, PFS 1390s (IIL), making the link less compelling although certainly still possible. 

A large area between the hero and the rampant animal is not preserved, and it is not clear exactly how the 
two figures interact over such a large space. There does not seem to be enough room for another animal. If in- 
deed the partially preserved crescent-shaped element above the hero’s right arm is the end of the animal’s horn, 
this would imply that the hero is grasping the horn. The exaggerated and unarticulated extension of the hero’s 
left arm suggests the legitimacy of reconstructing a similarly exaggerated horn on the animal. 

The human forms suggest the Modeled Style, the animal forms the Fortification Style.

Long 
rounded up-curving beard with striations rests over hero’s right shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Winged creature grasped by hero has two curved horns and long beard with striations. 


In terminal field, another rampant winged horned wild sheep creature moves to right but turns its head back to 
left. Together with stylized stacked floral element to its right, this creature completes a terminal field heraldic 
group with creature held by hero. Creature in terminal field holds forelegs bent and extends them upward to- 
gether in front of its body; short tail curls upward. Two curved horns emerge from top of creature’s head; horn to 
right has serrated edge along upper contour; small pointed ear emerges from back of its head. Creature has 
beard and throat mane. 


COMMENTARY 

Koch (1990) suggests that the seal may belong to MatiSa, a “Landvogt” (da?’ubattis), which Hallock translates 
as “police officer(?),” in her Northwestern Region V and Elam Region VI. 

The fusion of the heroic encounter motif and the motif of heraldic animals is also found on PFS 225 (Cat.No. 
46), probably by the same artist, PFS 496 (Cat.No. 108), and PFS 1519 (Cat.No. 167). PFS 162 is, however, the 
only example where this fusion is contrived with a combat encounter. The stacked floral element in the terminal 
field, recalling Neo-Assyrian designs, finds a parallel in PFS 1204 (Cat.No. 136). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 162, see pls. 212f (heroic attitudes of combat encounter), 224b 
(deer, goats, sheep, and related winged creatures), 241g (heroic encounters fused with heraldic motifs), 256f 
(stylized floral elements), and 269c (terminal field motifs other than inscriptions). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I ) 
PFS 162 occurs on the reverse of PF 825, PF 1249, and PF 1902. On PF 825 and PF 1902 the seal is inverted and 
rolled somewhat off the horizontal axis of the tablet. Impressions are well executed. Of the three partial impres- 
sions, one displays the hero in the center; one displays the hero and the creature to left in the center; one dis- 
plays the creature to the left of the hero and the floral element in the center. The dates of PF 825, PF 1249, and 
PF 1902 are unknown.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces left, extending straight right arm to grasp rampant winged creature of uncertain type with horns by 
upper foreleg; left arm is straight and held down behind body to hold curved sword (only partially preserved) 
with two projections at hilt. 


Creature moves toward hero but turns its head away from him. Creature holds upper foreleg (with elongated bi- 
furcated hoof) straight and extends it diagonally upward in front of neck; lower foreleg (with cleft hoof) is bent 
and extended downward in front of body. 


Hero wears garment of uncertain type with stacked horizontal lozenge-shaped features between legs. Rounded 
beard rests over hero’s right shoulder; large rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Creature has elongated curling snout. Mane is rendered by five large spikes along contour of neck; two long 
horns (only partially preserved) emerge from top of creature’s head. 


To right of hero, in terminal field, is date palm (only partially preserved) with bulbous fruit clusters (one pre- 
served). Four-pronged element forms base of tree trunk. 


Portions of edge of seal are preserved at bottom of design below hero and date palm. 


COMMENTARY 


As is typical of this style, animal features are exaggerated and not easily categorized. 
For comparative illustrations including PFS 125, see pls. 192b (rounded coiffures), 247d (weapons of un- 
usual or uncertain type), and 259d (date palms). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


PFS 125 occurs on the reverse of PF 1632. The partial rolling displays the hero in the center. PF 1632 is dated 
499/498 B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces right, legs spread apart, and stretches one straight arm downward in posture of athletic motion to- 
ward large marchant winged fish-bull creature; other arm is straight and held down behind body to hold weapon 
with two-pronged terminal (apparently a sling). 


Creature moves toward and faces hero. Creature consists of bull’s forepart, one wing, and the lower body and 
caudal fin of a fish. Large ring shape rests directly on top of fin. 


Hero appears to wear knee-length tunic. Pointed beard rests over hero’s left shoulder; narrow rounded coiffure 
rests at back of neck. 


Creature has two short curved horns emerging from top of its head. Mane, wing, and fin have tightly packed 
bead-like detailing. 


Large dot is in field between hero’s shoulder and creature’s chest. Diamond-shaped device with horizontal pro- 
jection is in field above hero. 


COMMENTARY 


Hallock associates the seal with an office of flour supply at Kurdusum, used by Haturdada in years 22 and 23 
and also used by Ummanana. Koch (1990) identifies Haturdada as a supply authorizer of grain during years 21— 
28 at KurduSum in her Elam Region VI. She also notes that Haturdada later used PFS 55 (III). Despite 
Hallock’s suggestion of its occasional use by Ummanana, the attribution of PFS 10 to Haturdada is assured ow- 
ing to numerous occurrences of PFS 10 on the left edge of Q texts that name Haturdada as the supplier. 

The placement of the large dot in the relatively generous spacing between the hero and the creature creates 
a visual punctuation at this point in the composition, especially in an extended rolling. The composition and the 
athletic pose of the hero suggest that the large dot may be a spherical projectile that has just been hurled from 
the sling held by the hero.”’ See PFS 4* (Cat.No. 292) for a spherical object that is apparently a projectile held 
aloft in the hero’s right hand; see PFS 57* (Cat.No. 241) for related imagery. Neither the diamond-shaped de- 
vice nor the ring device occurs in Boardman’s tables of linear devices (Boardman 1970a, figs. 3-4). Nor do 
they find parallels elsewhere so far.’”? They are unique in the PFS corpus across all three volumes, although PFS 
131s (II) may preserve vestiges of a similar ring.

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Overall, the style of the carving seems linked to the Fortification Style; however, the composition, the nature 
of the winged creature and the detailing on its body cannot be paralleled. This creature may be related to simi- 
lar composite creatures found in Urartian art.°° 

Our proposed reading of the narrative content of the heroic encounter between hero and creature on PFS 10 
represents a change from Garrison 1988, pp. 335-36, where the scene was described as portraying the hero 
reaching to grasp the creature while wielding a weapon in his other hand, ready to strike. Although the alternate 
reading (based on further close scrutiny of the tablets) moves PFS 10 somewhat to the margins of a true heroic 
encounter, it is closely associated with heroic scenes in structure. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 10, see pls. 194a (narrow rounded and/or pointed coiffures), 
215a (unusual heroic attitudes), 229d (scorpion. fish, horse, bird, and human creatures), 247b (projectiles, 
slings), 254a (various devices and symbols), and 287a (personal seals of various suppliers). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 10 occurs only on the left edge of tablets that it seals. Impressions of the seal tend to be fragmentary and of- 
ten show marked distortion. In eight impressions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the 
entire length of the seal design. Of these eight applications, six present the hero at the right of the impression, 
with the creature at the left (“behind” him). Only one presents the hero in proper narrative placement, at the left 
of the impression, with the creature to the right. The last displays the creature in the center framed by the ath- 
letic hero. Of the remaining twenty-four partial impressions, three preserve only the hero; five preserve only the 
creature. Sixteen preserve segments of the hero and the creature together. Of these, only four present the hero 
at the left (in narrative relation to the creature), while twelve present the hero at the right of the impression. PF 
1309-1311, PF 1366, PF 1461, PF 1477, PF 1499, PF 1507, PF 1519, and PF 1534 are the earliest dated tablets 
with PFS 10 and are all dated 500 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero moves to left, extending bent right arm upward toward rampant animal of uncertain type possibly with 
horns; left arm is slightly bent and held down behind body to hold undulating weapon of uncertain type with 
hooked end. Hero raises bent forward leg. 


Animal holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward to place paw or hoof on hero’s elbow; lower foreleg 
is straight and extended downward toward hero’s lower leg; thick straight tail (only partially preserved) extends 
diagonally upward. 


Hero appears to wear Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee. 


Animal appears to have two curved horns (only partially preserved) emerging from top of its head; mouth ap- 
pears open in roar, but face and upper jaw are not preserved. 


Rampant lion is poised at diagonal above animal held by hero. Lion holds one foreleg bent and extends it up- 
ward toward other animal’s neck; mouth is open in roar. 


COMMENTARY 


See Garrison 1988 for the distinctive hand of this artist. The composition of this image conflates the themes of 
heroic encounter and animal contest (viz., many seals in Volume III). The lion to left of heroic combat group re- 
lates closely to the action of this group. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 241, see pls. 241d (heroic encounters merged with animal con- 
tests) and 247f (weapons of unusual or uncertain type). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 241 occurs on the reverse, upper edge, and right edge of PF 93 and the reverse and upper edge of PF 94, 
with PFS 396 (Cat.No. 178) on the left edge of each tablet. In three impressions the seal is rolled for at least one 
complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these three applications, one displays the hero 
in the center; one displays the hero and the rampant lion in the upper terminal field in the center; one displays 
the lion in the upper terminal field in the center. Of the remaining two partial rollings, one displays the hero in 
the center; one displays the animal creature held by the hero in the center. On the reverse of both tablets the 
seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top of the impressions. All 
tablets with PFS 241 are dated 498/497 B.c.

Hero faces left, extending right arm (only partially preserved) upward toward upright seated animal of uncer- 
tain type; left arm is straight and held down behind body. Hero’s legs are bent in quasi-knielauf-pose; his body is 
suspended in design field. 


Animal is seated facing hero; one bent hind leg is indicated, extending under hero; one foreleg extends toward 
hero’s thigh. Thick tail curves upward behind animal. 


Hero apparently wears trousers. Domed headdress has streamer attached at top. Hero has short pointed beard; 
small rounded coiffure at back of head. 


Thick ear emerges from back of animal’s head. Animal has curving snout; mouth is open in roar. 


All edges of seal are preserved. 


COMMENTARY 


PFS 1315s occurs on two Q texts. In PF 1393, Q texts protocol indicates that PFS 1315s should belong to 
AmmasuzawiS(?), who is going to the place Barrikana under the authority (halmi) of the king. PF 1393 pre- 
serves the only occurrence of the name in the PF texts. In PF 1573, Q texts protocol indicates that PFS 1315s 
should belong to Maudadda, who (with thirteen men) received three sheep while on the way from Susa to 
Parribana under the authority (almi) of the king. Perhaps the same person received travel rations (PF 1429, the 
tablet is not sealed) for himself and one companion and two boys in year 24.8 (498 B.C.) under the authority 
(halmi) of ZisSawis. PF 772 records a Maudadda who was a magus; PF 836 records a Maudadda who was a 
flour supplier. In PF 1107 a Maudadda and his companions received wine rations for workers at Parmizzan (ap- 
portionments set by Karkis). The letters PF 1833-1834 seem to deal with the same Maudadda mentioned in PF 
1107; according to the letters wine rations were issued to him as hadazanam for horses quartered at Parmizzan. 
A journal (PF 1957) mentions the name Maudadda in association with a storehouse. Another journal (PF 2073) 
qualifies a Maudadda as an ullira (OD, translated by Hallock as “delivery man”). Clearly, we have to do with 
several individuals here, and only the one in the Q text PF 1429 may be the same person who uses PFS 1315s on 
PF 1573 (suggested also by Koch 1990, p. 202 [n. 834]). Koch (1990, pp. 11 [n. 18], 122) suggests that the ullira 
in PF 2073 may be the same individual mentioned in PF 1957. The reason two separate individuals appear to be 
using this seal in Q texts is not yet understood. 

PFS 1315s is quite small. The design appears to be a heroic encounter, but it is difficult to interpret. The seal was 
not included in Garrison 1988. 

The stamp face is flat, with roughly square contour. For probable seal shape, see Appendix Four: Stamp Seals in 
Volume I Grouped by Apparent Contour of Seal Face and accompanying figure 9, nos. 2b or 7a.

PFS 1315s occurs twice on the obverse of PF 1393 and twice on the reverse of PF 1573. The two applications on 
PF 1393 are oriented along the horizontal axis of the tablet, one placed directly above the other. Both impres- 
sions originally preserved the full face of the seal, but damage to the tablet makes both impressions difficult to 
read. The two applications on PF 1573 are oriented along the horizontal axis of the tablet (the lower impression 
is rotated counterclockwise slightly), one placed directly above the other. Both impressions preserve the full face 
of the seal, but they are, nevertheless, very difficult to read. The dates of PF 1393 and PF 1573 are unknown.

The design is somewhat unclear in terms of how animal and hero are interacting. The half-oval device may 
represent a bow. 

The stamp face has a rounded square contour. For probable seal shape, see Appendix Four: Stamp Seals in 
Volume I Grouped by Apparent Contour of Seal Face and accompanying figure 9, nos. 2b or 7a.

Lion holds upper foreleg (only partially preserved) 
straight and extends it diagonally upward; lower foreleg (only partially preserved) is straight and extended 
downward in front of its body; tail curls downward with tufted termination. Mane is indicated by serrated edge 
along contour of neck; mouth is open in roar. Above lion, rampant winged bull or lion creature faces left (head 
not preserved). Creature holds one foreleg straight and extends it outward toward rampant lion’s head; one hind 
leg is bent and extended upward in front of its body; other hind leg is curled downward; long tail (only partially 
preserved) bends vertically upward. 


COMMENTARY 


The crowded composition is noteworthy and finds no ready parallels among seals with images of heroic encoun- 
ter herein. As with PFS 241 (Cat.No. 252) the scene displays a fusion of heroic encounter and animal contest, 
but here on PFS 167, the addition of the winged creature behind and above the lion creates an extremely dense 
visual field.

Hero moves to right, extending raised left arm (not preserved) toward rampant animal of uncertain type; right 
arm is straight and held down behind body to hold weapon of uncertain type (only upper portion preserved). 


Animal moves toward hero; tail (only partially preserved) appears to curve upward. 


Hero wears double-belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee; double diagonal bor- 
der is on overfold of lower part of garment and along hem. 


Ring atop pole is in field between hero and animal with which he engages. 


At far left of impression, in terminal field, rampant lion(?) moves to left. Lion(?) holds forelegs (only partially 
preserved) upward to either side of body; thick tail curls upward with elaborate tufted termination. 


COMMENTARY 


The engraving is well modeled, the execution very fine and crisp. The deep modeling and large size of the seal 
may suggest that it is a Neo-Assyrian or Neo-Babylonian antique. 

The large ring device atop a pole relates to three linear devices assembled by Boardman as features of 
Achaemenid period glyptic in the western regions, although in none of these comparanda is the device appar- 
ently disposed with the ring at the top.*! 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 1480, see pls. 177h (Assyrian garments with detailing pre- 
served) and 254i (various devices and symbols). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 1480 occurs twice on the reverse (inverted) and once on the left edge of PF 1603. The two impressions on 
the reverse are placed on the lower half of the reverse, one above the other. No other seal is used on the tablet. 
The partial upper rolling on the reverse preserves only the hero (at the right of the impression) and the lion(?) 
in the terminal field. The partial lower rolling preserves only the hero. The partial rolling on the left edge dis- 
plays the hero in the center flanked by the other figures and is the most complete impression available. The up- 
per impression on the reverse clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the 
bottom of the impression. The date of PF 1603 is unknown.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces right, extending curved left arm upward to grasp courant animal of uncertain type by tail; right arm 
is bent and held down behind body apparently to hold short hooked weapon of uncertain type that merges with 
arm. Hero raises bent forward leg (only partially preserved; rear leg not preserved). 


Animal grasped by hero moves away from him to jump onto back of courant deer. Animal grasped by hero ex- 
tends short forelegs together in front of its body; tail curves downward, hooking upward at its end with thickened 
termination. 


Hero wears garment of uncertain type; hero has long pointed beard; narrow pointed coiffure extends downward 
from back of head. 


Courant deer moves to right but turns its head back to left. Schematic large muzzle and small ear are indicated; 
antlers are only partially preserved. Although forepart occupies terminal field, this animal is a fully integrated 
secondary figure in main design field. 


COMMENTARY 


Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1286 should belong to Mannuya, who in year 22.9 (499 B.C.) received flour ra- 
tions for himself, two companions, and two servants while on the way from Susa to Matezzis. In the text 
Mannuya is qualified as kazabara (variant of kanzabara), a treasurer, who took silver from Susa to Matezzis. 
Kanzabara is an OD that occurs more commonly in the Persepolis Treasury tablets (in the PF texts it occurs in 
only one other instance, PF 1947, designating one Sarbaladda?). In the Treasury texts the term identifies the 
treasurer at Persepolis (Hinz 1971, pp. 261-62, calls the official the “Hofschatzwart’). Using the evidence of 
the Treasury tablets, Hinz (1971) and Koch (1990, pp. 235-37) reconstruct a list of treasurers at Persepolis 
from year 14 of Darius to year 7 of Artaxerxes. This list does not include the Mannuya who used PFS 1286 on 
the travel text PF 1342. Koch (1990, p. 27) simply says that Mannuya the kanzabara is a “Schatzwart” and com- 
ments no further. Treasuries occur at sites other than Persepolis (Hinz 1971, pp. 266-67; Koch 1990, p. 235). 
Perhaps Mannuya, the kanzabara who used PFS 1286, was the treasurer at one of these other places. Koch says 
that there was a treasury at Matezzis, but she does not explicitly connect Mannuya to it. In any case, the OD 
would seem to distinguish Mannuya as an official of significant rank. 

The name Mannuya occurs in four other published texts besides PF 1342: PF 741, PF 794, PF 1941, and PF 
1942. No other text qualifies him as kanzabara. PF 1941 and PF 1942, two journal texts, clearly concern a 
Mannuya with the OD tumara (“grain handler” [Hallock 1969, s.v.]; “Cerealien-Kommissar” [Hinz 1971, p. 
287]). Koch (1990, p. 9) suggests that the grain supplier Mannuya mentioned in PF 741 may be the same indi- 
vidual as the tumara mentioned in PF 1941 and PF 1942. Koch (1990, pp. 8 and 250) also equates Mannuya the 
tumara with one ManusS, qualified as tumara in PF 54, who received grain shipments for royal stores in PF 1943. 
Mannuya’s cohort, the ullira (“delivery man” [Hallock 1969, s.v.]; “Beschaffungsbeamter” [Koch 1990, p. 8]) 
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was Manmakka. The Mannuya mentioned in PF 1941 and PF 1942 served as the tumara at Persepolis from 
years 14 to 20 (Koch 1990, p. 258). 

PF 1942 preserves the mention of another Mannuya who is qualified as the matira in year 19 at a grain ware- 
house at Kansakam (Koch 1990, pp. 253 and 260). 

It is an open question whether Mannuya the tumara at Persepolis during years 14-20 was the same indi- 
vidual as Mannuya the kanzabara who received travel rations in year 22 and used PFS 1286. Chronological con- 
siderations certainly do not exclude this possibility, and we may have to do here with an administrator of consid- 
erable ability who moved up the bureaucratic ladder. 

The seal was not included in Garrison 1988. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 1286, see pls. 213e (heroic attitudes of combat encounter), 221f

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COMMENTARY 


Owing to the fragmentary preservation of these impressions, it is possible that the scene is a control rather than 


a combat encounter; combat designs are more common, however, on stamp seals owing to the restricted surface 


of the stamp face. 


The ground line in stamp seals is not often seen among seals with images of heroic encounter in the PFS cor- 
pus. See PFS 1260s (Cat.No. 184) and PFS 1321s (Cat.No. 176) for stamp seals with octagonal contours and 
ground line; see PFS 1437s (Cat.No. 128) and PFS 1624s (Cat.No. 261) for stamp seals with circular or oval 


contours and ground lines.*?

COMMENTARY

COMMENTARY 


The seal is exceptionally well executed and is an excellent example of the Fortification Style at its best.

COMMENTARY 


Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1612 should belong to Barnus, who in year 27.8 (495 B.C.) received flour rations 
for a relatively large traveling party at Makkas while on the way to Susa under the authority (ha/mi) of the king. 
In PF 2050 he is described as karamaras (OD). Apparently the same Barnus (described as the karamaras of 
Istibara [PN]) appears in the Q text PF 1537, where he received beer rations under the authority (halmi) of 
Saman, but he used a different seal, PFS 1431 (II). 

Despite its poor preservation, it is clear that this is a very well-executed design.

COMMENTARY 


The fusion of crossed animals with the action of heroic encounter scenes is rare in first millennium B.C. glyptic, 
at least according to evidence available at present. Only four examples are documented in the PFS corpus: PFS 
931*, PFS 737 (Cat.No. 281), PFS 912 (Cat.No. 138), and PFS 952 (Cat.No. 227). When this fused imagery 
does occur, it seems to suggest the reworking specifically of heroic combat images of the Early Dynastic, 
Akkadian, and Old Babylonian periods (mid-third millennium B.C. through early centuries of the second millen- 
nium B.C.). PFS 931* evokes in general terms the monumentality and clarified compositional dynamics of cer- 
tain Akkadian seals.** The elegant PFS 931* should be compared to PTS 8* (inscribed in Old Persian with the 
name of Xerxes) on the Persepolis Treasury tablets (Schmidt 1957, p. 22, pl. 5). On PTS 8* the two heroes com- 
bating crossed lions are dressed in Persian garb and their poses are less active. It is not clear whether they also 
stand on pedestal creatures, as do the heroes on PFS 931*. 

Pedestal creatures supporting the actors on seals of heroic encounter are almost as rare in the PFS corpus as 
are crossed animals/creatures playing the role of controlled beings. Pedestal creatures occur definitively on only 
seven seals of heroic encounter in the PFS corpus: PFS 931*, PFS 31 (Cat.No. 172), PFS 36* (Cat.No. 5), PFS 
164* (Cat.No. 20), PFS 396 (Cat.No. 178), PFS 523* (Cat.No. 209), and PFS 524 (Cat.No. 2).® In contrast to 
the extreme rarity of crossed animals figuring in the action of heroic encounter scenes, the crossed animal motif 
occurs quite frequently as a quarry of archers on seals of Volume II, for example, PFS 163 (II); and it figures 
significantly as a focal motif on seals of Volume III, for example, PFS 3 (III). In these two non-heroic scenarios 
the crossed animal motif finds parallels on seals beyond the Persepolis environs.*° 

For discussion of seals displaying two heroes involved in one encounter, but in a different format, see the 
commentary on PFS 1101 (Cat.No. 297).

Hero wears garment of uncertain type; hero has rounded beard over his left shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at 
back of neck. 
Creature has mouth open in roar. 


To left of hero rampant winged lion creature moves right toward hero. Creature holds upper foreleg slightly 
curved and extended upward toward hero’s chest; lower foreleg is straight and extended downward toward 
hero’s thigh; short tail with three-pronged termination extends diagonally upward; mouth is open in roar. 


COMMENTARY 
Koch (1990) assigns PFS 100 to Irdabada, a grain official in her Elam Region VI. She places him at Hutpirri. 
The composition at first glance appears to show a control encounter, but the angle of the raised right arm of 
the hero seems to indicate a combat encounter. This particular compositional variation is rare among seals of 
heroic encounter in the PFS corpus. 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 100 occurs only on the left edge of tablets that it seals. A few impressions show lateral distortion. No im- 
pression preserves the entire length of the seal design. Of the four partial applications, one displays the hero in 
the center; one displays the creature to the right of the hero in the center; one preserves only the creature to the 
right of the hero; one preserves only the two creatures. PF 467 and PF 469 are the earliest tablets with PFS 100 
and are both dated 500/499 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Two discrete heroic encounters are depicted. The two heroes are marchant winged human-headed bull or lion 
creatures with human torsos and arms. They stand back to back, tails curling upward and touching. 


Hero at left faces left, extending straight right arm outward to grasp rampant winged lion creature by throat; 
hero extends bent right arm upward behind head to hold weapon of uncertain type (only pointed end of hilt is 
preserved). 


Winged lion creature moves right, toward hero. Creature holds upper foreleg straight and extends it upward to 
place paw on hero’s upper arm; lower foreleg is straight and extended downward to place paw at hero’s waist; 
short thick tail curves upward. 


Hero at left has rounded, striated beard that rests over its right shoulder; round coiffure rests high, at back of 
head. Pointed object under left arm represents end of streamer (only partially preserved) attached to his domed 
headdress. 

Winged lion creature has two wings indicated, upper extending diagonally upward from its back, lower extend- 


ing diagonally downward; mouth is open in roar. 


Hero at right faces right, extending straight left arm outward to grasp rampant winged horned lion creature by 
throat; hero extends bent right arm upward behind head to hold dagger. 


Winged horned lion creature moves left toward hero. Lion creature holds upper foreleg straight and extended 
upward to hero’s upper arm; lower foreleg is straight and extended downward to place paw on hero’s waist; 
short thick tail curves upward. 


Hero at right has long rounded beard that rests along chest; round coiffure rests high, at back of head. Streamer 
hangs from domed headdress. 


Winged horned lion creature has two wings indicated, upper extending diagonally upward from its neck, lower 
extending diagonally downward. Two long curved horns emerge from top of its head; triangular-shaped ear is at 
back of head; creature has mouth open in roar. 


Line border is preserved at bottom of design. 


COMMENTARY 


Based upon Q texts protocol, PFS 146 should belong to Karki’, described as “of the place SurauSa, formerly of 
Babylon” in PF 1541, in which he received beer rations in year 23.12 (498 B.C.) while on his way to Surau8a un- 
der the authorization (halmi) of the king. The seal also occurs on the reverse of PF 862-863, where again 
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Karkis received rations. In PF 682 (H text, receipts by officials) he received beer rations in year 20+xth while 
on his way to SurauSa under the authorization (halmi) of the king. In PF 683 (H text) he received rations in year 
23.12 at NaSirmannu under the authorization (halmi) of the king. These texts seem concerned with one and the 
same trip. This individual is distinct from the Karkis who was a high-ranking official and used PFS 1* (Cat.No. 
182). 

The design is unique, interesting, and also well executed. The two scenes of heroic encounter are mirror im- 
ages. The curved tails of the hero creatures combine with their rear hind legs to create an elegant negative 
space. See the commentary on PFS 131 (Cat.No. 170) for discussion of designs with two discrete heroic encoun- 
ters depicted. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 146, see pls. 186g (headdresses), 200b (heroes as various com- 
posite creatures), 240a (double encounter images), and 289c (personal seals of various receivers). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 146 occurs on the reverse of PF 682—683 and PF 1541; on PF 683 it also occurs on the bottom edge. On the 
reverse of PF 682—683 the seal is inverted. On the reverse of PF 1541 the seal is applied twice, one impression 
directly above the other. Applications of the seal are clear and show little or no distortion. In four impressions 
the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. Of these four ap- 
plications, two display the right heroic encounter in the center; one displays the winged lion creature in the left 
heroic encounter in the center; one displays the winged lion creature in the right heroic encounter in the center. 
The remaining partial rolling displays the two heroes in the center. On the reverse of PF 682 the seal clearly 
was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the bottom of the impression. PF 682 is the 
earliest dated tablet with PFS 146. The year, as rendered by Hallock (1969, p. 212), is “20 + xth year’ — or 502 
B.C. +x. Thus we have given 501 B.C.(?) as the earliest dated application in the catalog header.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces right, extending bent left arm upward to grasp rampant winged horned lion creature by horn; hero 
extends bent right arm upward behind head to hold weapon of uncertain type (only partially preserved). 


Creature moves left toward hero. Creature holds upper foreleg bent and extends it upward toward hero’s waist; 
lower foreleg (only partially preserved) is straight and extends vertically downward; short pointed tail extends 
diagonally downward. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed. Short pointed beard rests above hero’s left 
shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. Corner of polos headdress is preserved at back of head. 


Thick horn (only partially preserved) emerges from top of creature’s head. Mane is rendered by blunt serrations 
along edged contour of neck; edging is also indicated along upper contour of wing. Fur is rendered along front of 
chest by series of small dots; mouth is open in roar. 


At far right of impression, in terminal field, very poorly preserved winged(?) creature of uncertain type moves 
to left but turns its head (on very long neck) back to right; creature (marchant?) holds one foreleg straight and 
extends it diagonally upward in front of chest. 


COMMENTARY 


Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1406 should belong to Ratesda the hupika (OD), who in year 22.3 (500 B.C.) re- 
ceived flour rations while on his way to Arachosia under the authority (halmi) of the king. PF 1510 preserves 
the only occurrence of the name RateSsda in the PF texts. 

See Garrison 1988 for this important artist, who appears to work in the manner of the artist of PFS 49 
(Cat.No. 23).

SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 1406 occurs on the reverse of PF 1510. The partial rolling displays the winged creature held by hero in the 
center. The seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top of the im- 
pression. PF 1510 is dated 500 B.c.

Two long horns with hooked termi- 
nations emerge from top of creature’s head; pointed ear is at back of head. Mane is rendered by finely serrated 
edge along contour of neck; mouth is open in roar with small pointed tongue indicated. Paw of forward hind leg 
is flexed and looks rather like human foot. 


Paneled inscription is in terminal field. 


Portions of chipped edge of seal are preserved at top of design above inscription.

There appear to be at least three lines in the inscription oriented along the horizontal axis of the seal. There 
seems to be enough space for a fourth line, but no traces survive.

The letters that we can discern appear as copied, 
but we are unable to suggest a reading. 
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COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) assigns PFS 54* to Naptas, a subordinate of UStana, director of grain cultivation in her Elam Re- 
gion VI. NaptaS traveled frequently and his seal occurs with control officials of various places. 

This is a large seal. See Garrison 1988 for the style and workshop of PFS 54* and related seals.

SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 54* occurs on the reverse of PF 448, PF 506, PF 558, PF 575, PF 1021, and PF 1181; on PF 1037 it occurs 
on the reverse and left edge; on PF 972 and PF 1019 the seal occurs only on the upper edge. On the reverse of 
PF 448, PF 506, PF 588, PF 575, PF 1019, and PF 1037 the seal is inverted. Rollings shows little or no distortion. 
Of the total ten impressions, seven preserve some part of the inscription. In only one impression is the seal 
rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design. This rolling displays the in- 
scription in the center. Of the remaining nine partial rollings, two display the inscription at the left of the impres- 
sion, the hero at the right; two display the creature in the center, one with a full rolling of the inscription at the 
right of the impression, the other with a partial rolling of the inscription at the right of the impression; two pre- 
serve only the creature and the inscription (at the right of the impression); two preserve only the hero (at the 
left of the impression) and the creature; one preserves only the creature. On PF 1021 and PF 1037 the seal 
clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top or bottom of the impressions. 
PF 448, PF 506, PF 558, PF 575, PF 1019, and PF 1181 are the earliest dated tablets with PFS 54* and are all 
dated 504/503 B.c.

Hero wears double-belted kilt that leaves forward leg exposed; fringe is indicated at front edge of garment 
along rear leg; curved sheath projects from back of waist. Short pointed beard rests over hero’s left shoulder; 
rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. Hero perhaps wears domed headdress. 


Mane of creature is rendered by rounded projections along contour of neck. Long curved horn emerges from 
front of creature’s head; large ear is at back of head; creature has mouth open in roar with pointed tongue indi- 
cated. 


Large paneled inscription is in terminal field.

Four lines of the inscription are preserved, oriented along the horizontal axis of the seal, separated by case 
lines, and enclosed in a panel. Too little of the inscription remains to suggest a reading. There is no apparent 
overlap or join between the components of the inscription that appear to either side of the heroic encounter. It is 
tempting to join the two sections in the drawing, but they make the inscription no clearer, and experiments with 
placing them together tended to disguise problems of spacing. Therefore, the drawing here presents the inscrip- 
tion as preserved on the impressions.

Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed. Short pointed beard rests over hero’s right shoul- 
der; small rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Lion creature has mouth open in roar. 
Six-pointed star is in lower field below belly of rampant winged lion creature grasped by hero. 


In terminal field, rampant winged wild goat creatures pose heraldically to either side of elaborate stylized tree 
of uncertain type (only partially preserved). Each goat creature moves toward tree but turns its head away. 
Each creature holds upper foreleg (only partially preserved) diagonally upward toward tree; lower foreleg is 
bent and extended downward to place hoof on tree. Creature to left has one long curved horn emerging from top 
of its head; pointed ear is at back of head. Short tail curves upward with tufted termination. Creature to right has 
two wings, upper wing extending upward from lower wing; short tail curves downward. Tree consists of series 
of long thin vertical elements. Angular branch terminating in three dots emerges from either side of lower part 
of tree; two sets of downward-curving elements are preserved at top. 


COMMENTARY 


The composition could conceivably be a control encounter (with the hero grasping horn of the rampant winged 
goat creature immediately to the right). The hero’s bent forward leg favors the combat scenario. 

The style is a curious mix of Linear Styles (for the human forms) and the Fortification Style (for the animal 
forms). The composition is quite sophisticated, interlocking the two themes of heroic encounter and heraldic 
group, by careful placement of animal forelegs and wings. The combination of heroic encounter with heraldic 
animals or creatures forming a discrete unit in the terminal field occurs occasionally herein; compare PFS 80 
(Cat.No. 202) and PFS 225 (Cat.No. 46). 

For a similar stylization of trees among the images of heroic encounter in Volume I, see PFS 225 (Cat.No. 
46) and PFS 1072 (Cat.No. 61).

Owing to its fragmentary preservation, the exact nature of the composition cannot be determined. The hard, lin- 
ear contours of the human figure and the elaborate decoration on the garment are unusual in the Fortification 
Style.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Four-winged hero moves to right(?), extending bent left arm outward to grasp rampant winged creature of un- 
certain type by lower hind leg; hero extends bent right arm upward behind head to hold dagger. 


Creature moves left toward hero but must turn its head away from him (based on position of neck and available 
space). Creature holds upper foreleg curved and extended vertically upward in front of neck; lower foreleg is 


slightly bent and extended upward toward hero’s lower wing; tail curves downward between its legs. 


Hero appears to wear Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed. 


Winged creature has one wing emerging from base of long, muscular neck. 


Crescent (only partially preserved) is in lower field below hero’s lower right wing; fragmentary star or a trefoil 


shape is in lower field below hero’s lower left wing. 


Edge of seal is preserved at top and bottom of design. 


COMMENTARY 


PFS 112 occurs only on the reverse of L1 texts (regular monthly rations with gal makip) and always with PFS 6 
(Cat.No. 304), the personal seal of Manukka, a supplier of workers and animals in Koch’s (1990) Shiraz Region 
II and Persepolis Region I, on the left edge. The texts seem to deal with the supplying of one work group. 
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All impressions of the seal are very poor and have low relief. The seal appears to have been very worn. The 
trefoil shape is unique among seals of heroic encounter in the PFS corpus. It is not a common symbol elsewhere, 
but it is similar to the trefoil floral device atop two poles on an Achaemenid cylinder purchased in Iraq in the 
nineteenth century and now in the British Museum (BM 89352: Collon 1987, pp. 182—83, no. 864). On BM 
89352, the well-preserved detailing reveals floral qualities. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 112, see pls. 201c (heroes as winged humans), 208d (arm posi- 
tions of heroic combat), and 252d (crescents and stars). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


With one exception (PF 980, on the upper edge only) PFS 112 always occurs on the reverse of tablets that it 
seals. On PF 1674 the seal occurs both on the reverse and the upper edge. On the reverse of PF 977-979 and PF 
1031 the seal is inverted. Most impressions exhibit lateral distortion. Because of the small size of the seal, all 
seven impressions preserve the entire seal design. Of these seven applications, five display the hero in the cen- 
ter; two display the creature in the center. On the reverse of PF 977-979 and PF 1674 the seal clearly was ap- 
plied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the bottom or top of the impressions. PF 977 and 
PF 978 are the earliest dated tablets with PFS 112 and are both dated 502 B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero moves to left, apparently extending right arm (only partially preserved) toward rampant winged creature 
of uncertain type; hero apparently extends left arm (only partially preserved) upward behind head (presumably 
to hold weapon). 


Creature moves right toward hero. Creature holds upper foreleg straight, hoof upturned and extended downward 
toward hero’s waist; lower foreleg is straight, hoof upturned and extended downward toward hero’s leg. Tail 
curves downward between its hind legs. Curved element protruding from belly apparently indicates ithyphallic 
aspect. 


Hero apparently wears belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed; fringe is indicated along front 
edge of garment over rear leg. 


In terminal field, rampant animal of uncertain type moves right toward rear of creature held by hero. Animal 
holds one foreleg straight and extended upward toward creature’s wing; tail curls upward. 
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COMMENTARY 


The deep engraving recalls the Modeled Style, but the outline is very hard and linear and the animal forms are 

quite thin (closer to the Fortification Style). The carving of the forepart of the animal in the terminal field is an 

anomaly. Its shared traits with a seal acquired in Samarkand (Collon 1987, no. 602) raise intriguing questions. 
For comparative illustrations including PFS 1119, see pl. 233h (ithyphallic animals/creatures ). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 1119 occurs on the reverse of PF 1177, with PFS 1060 (III) above it. The rolling preserves the entire length 
of the seal design and displays the hero and the rampant animal in the terminal field in the center. PF 1177 is 
dated 505/504 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces left, extending bent right arm upward to grasp slightly inverted lion in upper field by hind leg; left 
arm is straight and held down behind body to hold curved sword. 


Lion, moving away from hero but turning its head back toward him, is posed in midair above fallen horned ani- 
mal. Lion holds both forelegs straight, paw of upper foreleg upturned, and extends them diagonally downward 
in front of body. Lion holds rear hind leg slightly bent, paw turned down, and extended upward toward hero’s 
head; forward hind leg is bent and extended vertically downward below body; thick tail curves downward be- 
tween hind legs. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee; fringe is indicated along edge of 
garment over rear leg. Rounded coiffure rests at back of hero’s neck. Hero appears to wear flat headdress. 
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Lion has mouth open in roar and is ithyphallic. 


Inverted horned animal of undetermined type below lion faces to left, fallen onto its bent forelegs. Animal holds 
rear hind leg bent and extended upward toward hero’s knee; forward hind leg is bent and extended diagonally 
downward under body. Short tail curls downward. Two thin curved horns emerge from top of animal’s head. 


Eight-petaled rosette is in upper terminal field between hero and lion. 


Edge of seal is preserved at top and bottom of design. 


COMMENTARY 


The design is unique among seals with images of heroic encounter in the PFS corpus, recalling the protection 
imagery of the Early Dynastic I period (see Garrison 1988, pp. 37-39), and it shares some compositional fea- 
tures with PFS 190 (Cat.No. 286). PFS 114 suggests a clear narrative link between the fallen horned animal, the 
raging lion, and the hero. The horned animal is thus best considered a secondary feature of the main design 
field. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 114, see pls. 198g (feet and shoes), 208e (arm positions of he- 
roic combat), 225b (horned animals and horned-animal creatures of undetermined types), 241a (heroic encoun- 
ters merged with animal contests), 253d (stars, rosettes). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


PFS 114 occurs only on the reverse of tablets that it seals. On all PF tablets the seal is inverted. PFS 224 (II) is 
applied directly above PFS 114 on the reverse of PF 1162; PFS 130 (Cat.No. 300) is applied directly under PFS 
114 on the reverse of PF 1163. Some impressions exhibit lateral distortion. Because the seal is so small, rollings 
tend to be long, and all impressions preserve the entire length of the seal design. Of these four applications, one 
preserves almost two complete rollings of the seal with the figural design intact in each half; one displays the 
hero with the animals behind him in the center; two display the two animals in the center with the hero framing 
the scene on each end of the impression. On the reverse of PF 1161, PF 1163, and PF 1206 the seal clearly was 
applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top or bottom of the impressions. PF 1161- 
1163 are the earliest dated tablets with PFS 114 and are all dated 499 B.c.

Hero faces left, extending bent right arm outward to hold inverted lion by rear hind leg; left arm is straight and 
held down behind body to hold curved sword (only partially preserved). 


Lion turns head away from hero. Lion holds rear hind leg straight and extended diagonally upward; forward 
hind leg is bent and extended downward toward hero’s waist. Lion holds upper foreleg straight and extends it 
outward toward hero’s waist; lower foreleg (only partially preserved) is straight and extended vertically down- 
ward under its body. 


Hero wears schematic belted Persian court robe with sleeves pushed up; squared pattern and vertical folds are 


indicated on upper garment. Belt tie projects from front of waist. Rounded coiffure is partially preserved at back 
of hero’s neck. 


Lion has mouth open in roar. 


At far right of preserved impressions, in terminal field, rampant horned animal of undetermined type moves 
right toward hero but turns its head away from him. Animal holds upper foreleg bent and extended upward to- 
ward hero’s left arm; lower foreleg is bent and extended outward in front of its body. Curved horn emerges from 
back of its head; short rounded ear is also indicated at back of head. Crescent-like shape is in upper terminal 
field between homed animal and hero (see commentary). 


COMMENTARY 


The segmented geometric rendering of the human body is without parallel in the PFS corpus. The animal forms 
seem to be compressed versions of the Fortification Style. 

The crescent-like shape is probably the termination of the animal’s horn, with the join not visible in these 
faint impressions. 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 
PFS 153 occurs on the left edge of PF 146-148, with PFS 260 (Cat.No. 225) always on the reverse. All three 
partial rollings display the hero in the center. All tablets with PFS 153 are dated 498/497 B.C.

Hero faces right, extending bent left arm outward to grasp inverted animal of uncertain type by hind leg; right 
arm is straight and held down behind body to hold wide sword. Hero raises bent forward leg. 


Animal slants diagonally downward away from hero. Animal holds rear hind leg bent and extends it upward to- 
ward hero’s shoulder; forward hind leg is bent and extended downward toward hero’s leg. Animal holds fore- 
legs (only partially preserved) bent and extended downward together under its body. 


Hero appears to wear belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee. Beard terminates in 
blunt point over hero’s left shoulder; narrow squared coiffure rests at back of neck. 


To right of animal held by hero, marchant horned animal of undetermined type with lowered head moves and 
faces to left, thus forming heraldic group with animal held by hero. Thick tail (only partially preserved) curves 
upward; two bent horns emerge from top of its head. Suspended above heraldic pair, large marchant animal of 
uncertain type (poorly preserved) moves to left. Animal holds one foreleg bent and extends it outward to left; 
one hind leg is bent, hoof(?) upturned, and extended diagonally downward under its body. Tail (apparently) ex- 
tends diagonally downward then bends upward. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) suggests that PFS 190 may belong to Ummurdak. In three transactions, PF 356-358, all left edges 
of which are sealed by PFS 29 (Cat.No. 302), he received barley to be used for the god(?) from Ammamarda at 
Hisema in Koch’s Elam Region VI. On PF 356-357, the reverses carry PFS 190. On PF 358, however, the re- 
verse carries PFS 606 (II); is this another seal of Ummurdak, or is it that of someone else receiving the rations 
in his name? 

The elongated linear style, abstract figures, and ambitious, animal-dominated composition recall features of 
Early Dynastic II glyptic.8* PFS 190 shares some compositional features with PFS 114 (Cat.No. 284). This par- 
ticular conflation of the heroic encounter and inverted heraldic animals is, however, unique. Although no animal 
in the composition discretely occupies the terminal field, the heraldic image created by the confronting heads of 
the two lower animals produces a terminal field motif.

On the reverse of both tablets the seal clearly was applied before the text 
since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top of the impressions. PF 356 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS

Hero wears belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee; two diagonal bands are indi- 
cated on chest; fringe is indicated along forward edge of lower part of garment over rear leg. Hero perhaps 
wears domed headdress. Long, rounded, segmented beard rests along hero’s chest; rounded, segmented coiffure 


rests at back of neck. 
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In terminal field, rampant wild goat moves toward hero but turns its head away from him. Goat holds upper 
foreleg straight and extends it toward hero’s shoulder; lower foreleg is bent and extended downward in front of 
body; short tail curves upward. Large curved horn emerges from front of goat’s head; small pointed ear is at 
back of head; short beard is indicated. Star is in upper terminal field between hero and goat. 


Inscription is in middle field between hero and ostrich. Inverted crescent is below ostrich. 


Edge of seal is preserved at top and bottom of design. Three chips appear along bottom edge of seal; two chips 
are along top edge.

The inscription is in one line, oriented along the vertical axis of the seal. In addition to numerous occurrences in 
the PF texts, the name Parnaka also appears in the Aramaic inscription on PFS 16* (Cat.No. 22), the second 
seal of Parnaka. 


COMMENTARY 


The seal is the personal seal of Parnaka, chief functionary in the Fortification archive and uncle of Darius the 
Great.® This is his first seal, which was replaced by PFS 16* (Cat.No. 22), also a heroic encounter but of the 
control type, on 6 June 500 B.C.; see PF 2067 and PF 2068. The seal has no administrative or geographical re- 
striction. Most of the bibliography concentrates on the administrative use of PFS 9* and its replacement by PFS 
16*. Vallat has published a Fortification-type tablet (purchased on the art market and now in Fribourg) that car- 
ries an impression of PFS 9*. 

The seal image has strong ties to Neo-Assyrian glyptic in a tradition with roots in the Middle Assyrian pe- 
riod; however, PFS 9* is rendered in the Fortification Style.” It is clearly not a Neo-Assyrian heirloom with an 
inscription added later.”' The composition is extremely well conceived; note especially how the inverted cres- 
cent, inscription, star, and hero’s weapon create a frame around the hero, leading the eye immediately to this 
figure; the inscription seems to act as a caption. The carefully arranged composition also yields clear, easily- 
read impressions. The large number of symbols in the terminal field is rare in the PFS hero corpus; compare PFS 
38 (Cat.No. 16) and PFS 1236 (Cat.No. 159). There is an effective attempt to show the lower wing foreshort- 
ened as it emerges from the far side of the ostrich’s body.” The only other ostriches in Volume I appear on PFS 
263 (Cat.No. 289) and PFS 29 (Cat.No. 302). 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 9*, see pls. 176a (Assyrian garments with detailing preserved), 
191a (variously detailed beards), 193a (round coiffures), 198b (feet and shoes), 212b (heroic attitudes of com- 
bat encounter), 226a (birds), 232a (animals/creatures with distinctive perspectival elements), 245a (various 
weapons), 252a (crescents and stars), 264a (inscriptions without panels or case lines), 280a (chips in seal matri- 
ces), and 285e (personal seals of Parnaka, son of Arsam, uncle of Darius, Chief Functionary at Persepolis). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


As is the case with PFS 16* (Cat.No. 2), PFS 9* always occurs alone on tablets that it seals. PF 9* occurs on 
five surfaces of PF 268. More commonly, the seal is applied to four or three surfaces: the reverse, upper edge, 
right edge, and left edge of PF 247, PF 267, PF 273, PF 654-656, PF 658-659, PF 661-662, PF 666, PF 1788, 
PF 1792, and PF 1797; the obverse, upper edge, right edge, and left edge of PF 2025; and the upper edge, right 
edge, and left edge of PF 657, PF 660, PF 664, PF 1790, PF 1793, PF 1795, PF 1796, and PF 1801. The seal also 
occurs on only two surfaces: the reverse and left edge of PF 253; the upper edge and left edge of PF 1789 and 
PF 1791; and the right edge and left edge of PF 1794. The reverse and upper edge often carry two impressions

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of the seal; on PF 267 the reverse carries three impressions of the seal, yielding six applications in total for the 
one tablet. Thus, although the actual number of tablets on which this seal occurs in the corpus published by 
Hallock (1969) is relatively modest (twenty-eight), the number of applications of the seal is nonetheless quite 
large. This pattern of seal rolling is also found with Parnaka’s later seal; see the observations in the entry for 
PFS 16* (Cat.No. 22). It probably reflects his status as the official in charge of the operations of the system. On 
ten of the sixteen tablets on which the seal occurs on the reverse the impressions are inverted. Impressions of 
the seal vary. Some are carefully applied, but others are poorly applied with vertical and lateral distortion. Be- 
cause the seal is relatively small, complete rollings of the seal are very common. 

Of the total 107 impressions, ten are too poorly preserved for analysis. Of the remaining ninety-seven im- 
pressions, ninety-five show some part of the inscription. This is due to the high number of complete rollings of 
the seal. In seventy-eight impressions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire 
length of the design; in three applications at least two complete turns of the seal are preserved (here the central 
element is always the heroic encounter with the inscription repeated three times). 

Of these seventy-eight complete applications, six display the hero in the center; thirteen display the hero 
and the ostrich (i.e., the heroic encounter) in the center; thirteen display the hero and the goat in the center; 
fourteen display the ostrich in the center; twenty-three display the goat in the center; nine display the goat and 
the ostrich in the center. Of the remaining nineteen partial rollings, seven display the hero in the center; five 
preserve only the hero and the ostrich; four preserve only the hero and the goat; one displays the ostrich in the 
center; one preserves only the goat; one preserves only the goat and the ostrich. 

On the reverse of twelve tablets the seal clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges 
cut into the relief along the top or bottom the impressions. PF 1788 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 9* and is 
dated 505 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 
Winged hero faces right, extending straight left arm to grasp marchant ostrich by throat; right arm is bent and 
held down behind body to hold curved sword. Hero’s wing apparently extends across his right arm (preservation 
is very poor in this passage ). Hero raises bent forward leg toward ostrich. 
Ostrich moves toward and faces hero; thick straight tail extends diagonally upward. 


Hero wears double-belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed. Single wing emerges from back at 
waist level. Hero has rounded coiffure at back of neck. 


Ostrich has three feathers indicated on its tail. 


In field between hero and ostrich is large ovoid dot. In lower terminal field is bulbous shape with two pronged 
termination (apparently fish, horizontal facing right). 


Line border serving as ground line is preserved at bottom of design. 


COMMENTARY 


The large ovoid dot between the hero and the ostrich plausibly represents an ostrich egg. The ostrich was not 
only a fearsome bird, but it was also the producer of the marvelous large eggs that were prized and decorated as 
luxury objects in ancient western Asia and exported to the west, for example, to Etruria during the Orientalizing 
period.”* This interpretation of the ovoid element would lend an interesting narrative dynamic to the encounter 
between this hero and ostrich. The fish would be interpreted as a symbol of Ea in a Mesopotamian context 
(Black and Green 1992, p. 82).

PFS 263 is rolled across the reverse of PF 1630 and PF 1631, in both cases neatly placed along the midsection of 
the tablet and preserving more than one complete rolling of the seal design. On PF 1630, the ostrich is displayed 
in the center of the rolling. On PF 1631, the hero is displayed in the center. PF 1630 is the earliest dated tablet 
with PFS 263 and is dated 503/502 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero moves to left, extending bent right arm upward (only partially preserved) to grasp marchant winged crea- 
ture of uncertain type by wing; left arm is straight and held down behind body to hold short dagger. 


Creature moves away from hero, suspended in middle design field. Creature holds forward foreleg straight and 
extends it diagonally upward in front of its chest; long tail curves downward. 


Hero wears belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed. 


In terminal field, two animals are placed one above the other. Upper animal is rampant animal of uncertain 
type, suspended in field, moving and facing left; long tail curves downward. Lower animal is marchant horned 
animal of undetermined type, head lowered, moving and facing left; tail (only partially preserved) bends down- 
ward. Two horns, one curved, other straight, emerge from top of head as if seen frontally; two small rounded 
ears are between horns on top of head. 


COMMENTARY 


The spatial arrangement of the design is quite unusual among seals with images of heroic encounter in the PFS 
corpus. 

174e (Assyrian garments), 217f (hero suspended 
high in design field), 221a (animals and creatures of uncertain type), and 244c (daggers and swords). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 
PFS 246 occurs on the reverse (inverted) and upper edge of PF 796 and PF 1698, with PFS 202 (III) on the left 
edge of each tablet. On the reverse of PF 796 the seal is applied three times, the impressions stacked one above 
the other. In two impressions the seal has been rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length 
of the seal design. Of these two applications, one displays the winged creature and the animals in the terminal 
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field in the center; one displays the animals in the terminal field in the center. Of the remaining four partial im- 
pressions, one displays the hero in the center; two display the winged creature in the center; one preserves only 
the winged creature and the animal in the upper terminal field. On the reverse of PF 1698 the seal clearly was 
applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the bottom of the impression. PF 796 is the ear- 
liest dated tablet with PFS 246 and is dated 507/506 B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Winged hero faces right, extending slightly bent left arm upward to grasp marchant winged human-faced bull 
creature by horn; hero extends bent right arm upward behind head to hold weapon, probably a curved sword 
(only partially preserved). Hero raises bent forward leg to place his foot on forward foreleg of creature. 


Creature moves toward and faces hero; tail curves upward to run parallel to back. 


Hero has two wings, upper extending diagonally upward from his shoulder, lower extending diagonally down- 
ward from his back. Hero wears belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed; bottom edge of gar- 
ment stretches between hero’s feet and shows squared border pattern. Beard terminates in blunt point along 
hero’s left shoulder. 


Creature’s human face has long blunt-pointed beard; thick curved horn emerges from front of its head; small 
pointed ear or horn is at top of head and long pointed ear or horn is at back of head. 


In terminal field, bird of uncertain type stands facing left as if to peck bull creature. Star is above bird. 
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Trace of ground line is preserved below winged creature. 


COMMENTARY 


PFS 30 always occurs alone on tablets that it seals, indicating an office or official of importance. Hallock and 
Koch note administrative links between PFS 30 and PFS 3 (III). PFS 30 was used (years 22-25) less often than 
PFS 3, but there are no apparent distinctions in the types of transactions (pace Hallock who considers that PFS 
30 was not used in more southerly places). Hallock identifies both PFS 3 (III) and PFS 30 as belonging to 
scribal offices. Koch (1990) assigns PFS 30 to an unnamed official in charge of cereals in her Northwestern Re- 
gion V. 

In part because preservation is usually so poor on the upper and lower parts of the seal impressions on the PF 
tablets, it is rare to retrieve detailing such as we see on the hem of this hero’s garment; compare, for example, 
PFS 86 (Cat.No. 48) and PFS 98* (Cat.No. 217). Decorated hems of the Assyrian garment are found on numer- 
ous Assyro-Babylonian seals.™4 

The style is a softened Modeled Style. The composition shows affinities with a large number of seals from 
the PFS corpus of hero seals (see Garrison 1988). 

The thin line preserved under the middle section of the bull creature seems to be a ground line supporting the 
bull creature alone. The line appears to be too high to run under the reconstructed rear leg of the hero and thus 
does not suggest a vestige of the edge line of the seal itself. (There is, however, significant distortion in the im- 
pressions at this area.) The use of a thin line border to set off one or more discrete elements in a multi-figure 
composition is an occasional device in glyptic art. A cylinder of later Achaemenid date from Gorgippa (the 
“Nereid Coffin” find) is one parallel (Collon 1987, no. 432). Sometimes more elaborate bases set off an iso- 
lated figure, as the creature on a base grasped by a hero standing on the “ground” in an Assyrian cylinder 
(Collon 1987, no. 380).

SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


As is typical of seals of important offices and officials, PFS 30 always occurs alone on tablets that it seals and 
often is applied on three or four surfaces of a tablet: the reverse, upper edge, and left edge of PF 870, PF 1594, 
and PF 1660; the reverse, upper edge, right edge, and left edge of PF 965; the upper edge and left edge of PF 
1640, PF 1720, and PF 1721; and multiple rollings on PF 1862, PF 1866, PF 1874-1876 (U texts). The thirty- 
four impressions in fact come from only twelve tablets. Applications of the seal tend to be carefully rolled, with 
little or no distortion. In eight impressions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire 
length of the seal design. Of these eight impressions, three display the hero in the center; two display the hero 
and the creature in the center; one displays the creature in the center; two display the bird and star in the termi- 
nal field in the center. Of the remaining twenty-six partial impressions, two preserve only the hero; ten preserve 
only the hero (at the left of the impression) and the front part of the creature; ten preserve only the creature; 
four display the bird and star in the terminal field in the center. PF 1594 and PF 1640 are the earliest dated tab- 
lets with PFS 30 and are both dated 500/499 B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces right, in striding pose, extending straight left arm downward to grasp marchant winged human- 
headed scorpion creature at chest; hero extends bent right arm upward behind head to hold spherical object. 


Scorpion creature moves toward and faces hero. 


Hero wears double-belted kilt that falls to point between legs; garment shows detailing line at hem and along 
front edge; thick vertical fold runs down middle of garment with diagonal striations over hero’s rear leg. Sheath 
projects from back of hero’s waist. Hero wears flat headdress with knob at top. Rounded beard with horizontal 
striations rests over hero’s chest; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Creature has scorpion body and tail, bird’s legs and feet, and human head. Segmented tail curves upward with 
sting on its end appearing above wing. Two rows of feathers are indicated on its wing. Long, blunt-pointed, seg- 
mented beard rests over its chest; ponytail coiffure rests at back of neck. Creature wears banded domed head- 
dress with knob at top; two short vertical projections emerge together from front of headdress. 


Another marchant, winged, bird-legged human-headed scorpion creature is behind hero, moving toward and 
facing him. This creature is similar to the one at right but with several notable differences in details. Long 
squared beard with horizontal striations rests over its chest; ponytail coiffure has wavy contours. Creature wears 
banded conical headdress with knob at top; two vertical projections, widely spaced, emerge from front of head- 
dress. 


Hero stands upon forward foot of each creature. 


Inscription fills terminal field and main design fields above and below hindquarters of the human-headed scor- 
pion creatures. 


Small mark near hero’s left elbow may be flaw in stone.

The five line inscription is oriented along the horizontal axis of the seal and separated by irregular case lines. A 
diagonal mark crossing the fourth (lowest) line divider near the second sign of the fourth line does not appear to 
be part of the inscription and may be a chip in the stone or an error in the engraving. The arrangement of the in- 
scription completely fills the terminal field and integrates itself with the figural design. The Sa-sign in the fifth 
line is out of register, about half way between the fourth and fifth lines, although it clearly belongs at the begin- 
ning of the fifth line. This placement of the sign nicely fills the field under the scorpion creature at right, and this 
may account for its appearance out of its register. 

The sign forms are generally consistent with those used in Elamite inscriptions on seals in the PFS corpus. 
The rendering of the heads of the wedges changes considerably starting in the second line. 

Both of the names occurring in the inscription of PFS 4* are well known in Elamite. The name Hupan’ahpi 
also appears (as the father of a woman Sera3) in the inscription on PFS 77* (II). The name Sati-Hupan occurs 
as the patronym in the inscription on PFS 103* (Cat.No. 84) and is restored on the inscription on PFS 272* 
(Cat.No. 272). The name may also occur on PFNN 2543:2f. written Sa-ti-!d.(?)GAL(?)1. 


COMMENTARY 


Hallock (1977) identifies PFS 4* as an important office seal, connected mainly with texts recording payment of 
regular monthly rations for groups of workers and animals. He also recognizes that the seal was used in a lim- 
ited number of years (years 17—23) and in a limited geographical region. The seal always occurs alone, a usage 
pattern characteristic of seals employed by high-ranking offices and officers in the archive. The name occurring 
on almost every text sealed by PFS 4* is IrSena, who, in a few other texts, carries the title kurdabatti§.°> At the 
same time as he seemed to use PFS 4*, Irsena also seemed to fill other administrative roles in other areas. Koch 
(1990) places PFS 4* (and Irsena for the most part) in her Elam Region VI. The seal occurs by itself on one Q 
text (on the reverse and upper edge of PF 1333; left edge is destroyed), but Irsena is not named in it (the sup- 
plier is one IStimanka, the receiver Akkiya; if the normal protocol for Q texts were at work here, Akkiya, whose 
name occurs only here in the PF texts, would be the official using the seal). 

Aside from its occurrence on PFS 4* and PFS 77* (II), the name Hupan’ahpi is not otherwise attested at 
Persepolis. 

PFS 4* and its inscription raise the interesting issue of a seal with a personalized inscription used in the ar- 
chive as an office seal, with no evident connection between the names in the inscription and the names in the 
texts. Both Hinz and Koch suggest that the seal is an heirloom from the Neo-Elamite period. The stylistic analy- 
sis of Garrison 1988 suggests a date in the early Achaemenid period. 

The seal is relatively large. For the scorpion creatures in an Assyrian Modeled Style heroic encounter, see a 
cylinder seal impression on a tablet from the Nabu Temple at Nimrud dated ca. 616 B.c.”° Human-headed 
winged scorpion creatures are rare in the PFS corpus, with only two other seals among seals with images of he- 
roic encounter herein including this iconography: PFS 29 (Cat.No. 302) and PFS 1586 (Cat.No. 121). The 
spherical object cupped in the upraised hand of the hero on PFS 4* is difficult to explain except as a projectile 
weapon the hero is about to hurl at the scorpion creature facing him. See PFS 10 (Cat.No. 251) for a very differ- 
ent composition that also seems to involve a projectile weapon. An Assyrian Modeled Style cylinder from the 
Samian Heraion shows one hero holding a small spherical or egg-shaped object in one hand, but here he seems 
to be displaying the object to one of the flanking creatures rather than poised to hurl the object at the creature.””

SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


As is typical of important office seals, PFS 4* always occurs alone on tablets that it seals and often is applied on 
three or four edges of a tablet: the reverse, upper edge, right edge, and left edge of PF 405—406, PF 873, PF 
925, PF 927-928; the reverse, upper edge, and left edge of PF 403, PF 847, PF 874-876, PF 915-916, PF 918- 
920, PF 922-923, PF 930-932, PF 934, and PF 936; the upper edge, right edge, and left edge of PF 1022; the re- 
verse and left edge of PF 404 and PF 917; the upper edge and left edge of PF 804, PF 921, PF 924, PF 926, PF 
929, PF 933, PF 935, and PF 2041; the reverse and upper edge of PF 1333; and the right edge and left edge of 
PF 2045. On ten of the twenty-six tablets on which the seal occurs on the reverse the impressions are inverted. 
On the reverse of three tablets the seal is rolled along the vertical axis of the tablet. Only one multiple rolling of 
PFS 4* on a single surface (PF 931, the reverse) is documented in the PF tablets. Impressions of the seal tend to 
be poorly applied, with some distortion. Because the seal is relatively large, there are few impressions that pre- 
serve the complete design, although many impressions preserve almost all of the image. Of the total 102 im- 
pressions, two impressions are too poorly preserved for analysis. Of the remaining 100 impressions, ninety-eight 
show some part of the inscription, which reflects the fact that the inscription is integrated with the figural design. 
In twenty-three impressions, the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the 
seal design. 

Of these twenty-three applications, three display the inscription in the center; one displays the inscription 
and the creature to the right of the hero in the center; three display the inscription and the creature to the left of 
the hero in the center; three display the hero in the center; one displays the hero and the creature to right in the 
center; nine display the hero and the creature to left in the center (of which four preserve a complete rolling of 
the inscription at the left of the impression); one displays the creature to the right of the hero in the center with a 
complete rolling of the inscription at the right of the impression; two display the creature to the left of the hero 
in the center with a complete rolling of the inscription at the left of the impression. Of the remaining seventy- 
seven partial rollings, eleven display the inscription in the center; two display the inscription and the creature to 
the left of the hero in the center; two preserve only a partial rolling of the inscription and the creature to the left 
of the hero; eight display the hero in the center; four display the hero and the creature to right in the center with 
a partial rolling of the inscription at the right of the impression; fifteen display the hero and the creature to left 
in the center with a partial rolling of the inscription at the left of the impression; two preserve only the hero and 
the creature to right; two preserve only the hero and the creature to left; six display the creature to the right of 
the hero in the center with a partial rolling of the inscription at the right of the impression; twenty-three display 
the creature to the left of the hero in the center with a partial or full (seven instances) rolling of the inscription 
at the left of the impression; one preserves only the creature to the right of the hero; one preserves only the 
creature to the left of the hero. 

On the reverse of twenty-four tablets the seal was clearly applied before the text since several cuneiform 
wedges cut into the top or bottom of the impressions. PF 403 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 4* and is dated 
504 B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces left, both knees bent in knielauf-pose, extending straight right arm outward to grasp marchant 
winged horse(?) creature by throat; hero extends bent left arm upward behind head to hold weapon of uncertain 
type (only small segment preserved). 


Creature moves toward and faces hero. Creature raises forward foreleg and extends it upward toward hero’s 
arm; tail curves downward then curls upward. 

Hero wears double-belted tunic. Long rounded beard is over hero’s right shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at back 
of neck. 

Creature’s body has much interior linear detail; wing consists of series of long thin feathers; ear (only partially 
preserved) emerges from back of creature’s head. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch assigns PFS 67 to Kuntukka, an official involved in the grain supply at Tirazzis (Shiraz). 

The extensive detailing seen on the body of the creature is not often found among seals with images of he- 
roic encounter in the PFS corpus. The composition and proportions of the figures are also unusual.’ See Garri- 
son 1988 for the artist, who seems to prefer this type of detailing and rather unusual designs. The full knielauf- 
pose of the hero on PFS 67 is assumed by only three other heroes in the PFS corpus: PFS 120 (Cat.No. 49), PFS 
1309s (Cat.No. 229), and PFS 1527 (Cat.No. 32). See the commentary on PFS 1527 (Cat.No. 32) for more dis- 
cussion. The creature resembles a winged horse in what is preserved of its head and neck, but see PFS 99 
(Cat.No. 113) and PFS 749 (Cat.No. 110) for more secure examples of the rare winged horse creature. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 67, see pls. 212e (heroic attitudes of combat encounter) and 
287c (personal seals of various suppliers). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 67 occurs only on the left edge of tablets that it seals. Impressions show little or no distortion. No impres- 
sion preserves the complete seal design. Of the seven partial rollings, one preserves only the hero; one displays 
the hero in the center; four preserve only the hero (at the right of the impression) and the creature; one displays 
the creature in the center. PF 1149 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 67 and is dated 500/499 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 
Two discrete heroic encounters are depicted. 


At far left of preserved impression, hero faces left and holds at his chest two animals vertically disposed: animal 
of uncertain type at left and lion at right. 


Each animal turns its head away from hero. Tail of lion to right (only partially preserved) hangs downward; tail 
of animal at left is not preserved. 

Hero of group at left wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee. Pointed beard rests 
over hero’s right shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 

Mane of animal to left is rendered by narrow band with striations along contour of neck. Lion to right has mouth 
slightly open. 

To right of lion held by hero of group at left, bird of uncertain type alights facing left with wings spread and up- 


ward (as if to peck at lion). 


Second heroic encounter appears at far right of impression. Hero moves to left, presumably to grasp rampant 
animal of uncertain type (contact not preserved); left arm (only partially preserved) is held down behind body 
to hold large curved weapon, probably a curved sword (only partially preserved). 


Rampant animal moves away from hero; tail (only partially preserved) curves downward. 


Hero of group at right wears elaborate double-belted garment. Sleeves of Persian type are preserved to either 
side of his upper torso, pushed up to shoulders. Lower garment appears to be Assyrian garment that leaves for- 
ward leg exposed below mid-thigh; thick fringe is indicated along edge of garment. 


COMMENTARY 


Based on Q texts protocol, PFS 1249 should belong to Irtena, who received flour rations in year 23.12 (498 B.C.) 
while traveling under the authority (halmi) of ZisSawisS. The name Irtena occurs in six other texts: PF 166, PF 
549, PF 668, PF 1145, PF 1281, and PF 1443. PF 1281 and PF 1443 are also Q texts, and on each the receiver is 
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named as Irtena, but the tablets are sealed with different seals, PFS 1225 (II) and PFS 160* (III) respectively. 
We are probably dealing with several individuals (see Koch 1990, pp. 165 [n. 695], 176-77). 

The exact nature of the interaction between the hero with the weapon (at right end of impression) and the 
rampant animal is not clear. His garment appears to be some combination of the Persian court robe with sleeves 
(upper part) and the Assyrian garment (lower part). The motif of the hero clasping one or two animals to his 
chest is not common in Achaemenid glyptic.”” By the same token, it is rendered in relief sculpture at Persepolis 
only on the jambs of two doorways.! See the commentary on PFS 131 (Cat.No. 170) for discussion of double 
encounter scenes. 

The seal seems to have been quite large in diameter.

Two discrete heroic encounters are depicted. 


At left, hero faces right, extending bent left arm outward to hold small inverted bull (calf) by hind leg; right arm 
is straight and held down behind body to hold curved sword. 


Calf faces downward, chest toward hero. Calf holds one hind leg bent and extends it vertically upward; calf 
holds forelegs straight and extends them together downward toward hero’s knee; long thin straight tail extends 
diagonally upward to right. Two large ears emerge from back of its head.

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Hero at left wears triple-belted kilt. Rounded segmented beard rests over hero’s left shoulder; rounded coiffure 
with striations rests at back of neck. Hero perhaps wears domed headdress. 


To right of calf, rampant lion moves toward and faces hero. Lion holds one foreleg straight, toes splayed, and 
extends it downward toward calf held by hero; other foreleg is straight, toes splayed, and held up and away from 
its body. Lion slightly raises forward hind leg; long tail curves upward; mouth is slightly open. 


To right of lion stands nude hero; upper body and head are frontal and lower body is in profile directed left (pe- 
nis indicated). Hero holds arms bent and drawn up to chest with elbows pointing outward. From hero’s right arm 
hangs long thick curving form (only partially preserved); from hero’s left arm hangs thin curved form. Both 
forms presumably represent snakes suspended from hero’s arms. Three long curls extend outward on each side 
of hero’s head. Hero perhaps wears domed headdress. 


To right, rampant winged lion creature moves toward nude hero but turns its head away from him. Creature 
holds upper foreleg straight, toes splayed, and extends it upward toward nude hero’s head; lower foreleg is ex- 
tended downward toward snake; long tail curves upward. Wing has double row of feathers; creature has bird’s 
feet on hind legs. Mouth is open in roar; creature is ithyphallic. 


Above wing tip of creature is small uncertain fragmentary element; indications of another element are between 
creature’s tail and wing. Both may be chips in seal surface or small vestiges of design feature no longer pre- 
served for analysis. 


Vertical line extends up almost complete height of design field between rampant winged creature and hero with 
calf, serving as terminal element for entire double hero image. 


Edge of seal is preserved at top and bottom of design. 


COMMENTARY 


This is the most unusual and most blatantly archaizing seal design in Volume I. Neither the crowded and busy 
scene in its entirety, nor the two heroic encounters individually, is paralleled.'°! The only features that find par- 
allels in the PFS corpus of seal designs are the stylistic treatment of the two rampant animal forms, which are 
very close to several seals in the Fortification Style (see Garrison 1996b, for similar style). The frontal nude 
hero with curly hair is a bit of archaism that is very striking. The doubling of the heroic encounter also evokes 
antique practice.'© Overall the seal shows a mixture of styles, which reflect its archaizing inspiration. 

Perhaps the seal has been recut. Note that the rampant winged creature is elevated anomalously in the de- 
sign field. Furthermore, the fragmentary traces next to its wing and the adjacent vertical line may be the rem- 
nants of an erased inscription.

The other complete rolling (on PF 1094) also displays the frontal nude 
hero in the center. Of the remaining six partial impressions, one displays the hero holding the calf in the center; 
one displays the hero holding the calf and the vertical line behind him in the center; two display the vertical line 
in the center; one displays the rampant lion and the frontal nude hero in the center; one displays the rampant 
lion in the center. PF 1951 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 152 and is dated 501/500 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 
One double hero encounter is depicted. 
Hero at left faces right, has arms bent, and holds two rampant lions by throat. 


Each lion moves toward and faces hero. Lion to left holds upper foreleg straight, toes splayed, and extends it up- 
ward toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is straight, toes splayed, an extended downward toward hero’s hip. Tail 
curves downward, hooking upward at its end. Lion to right holds upper foreleg (only partially preserved) 
straight and extends it upward toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is straight, toes splayed, and extended down- 
ward toward hero’s leg; tail curves downward. Lion is apparently penetrated by arrow that droops downward 
behind lion’s hindquarters. Half-circle at lower belly below arrow probably indicates ithyphallic lion. 


Hero controlling two lions wears double-belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee; 
wide diagonal band is across chest and hip; fringe is indicated along front edge of lower part of garment over 
rear leg. Squared beard with horizontal striations rests over hero’s left shoulder; rounded coiffure rests at back 
of neck. 
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To right of control encounter, second hero faces left and extends bent right arm upward to grasp rampant lion 
penetrated by arrow and controlled by other hero. Hero extends bent left arm upward behind head to stab neck 
of lion with dagger. Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee. Narrow rounded 
coiffure with striations rests at back of hero’s neck. Along bottom edge of design under rampant lions and dag- 
ger-wielding hero are various shapes; all are certainly chips in stone with exception of inverted crescent shape 
under rear foot of dagger-wielding hero. Crescent shape may be design element rather than flaw, but this is far 
from certain (see commentary). 


Edge of seal is preserved at bottom of design. 


COMMENTARY 


Double hero scenes are rare in the PFS corpus. The double hero encounter displayed in PFS 1101 is particularly 
interesting because its asymmetry evokes a subtle narrative that reaches back ultimately to a group of Early Dy- 
nastic renderings which tell a story of attack by the hero of a predatory beast or beasts in defense of a domestic 
animal. One version of this narrative type is seen on a cylinder from Ur in which two rampant lions are attack- 
ing an inverted sheep. To the right of one lion the hero has grabbed this beast by the tail and is simultaneously 
stabbing it in the back of the neck. PFS 1101, with the controlling hero assuming the place of the ravaged sheep, 
is set up very similarly so that the combat hero appears to be coming to his rescue.'°? A good Achaemenid paral- 
lel for the double hero imagery of PFS 1101 is found in a cylinder seal impressed on a tablet from the Murasi 
archive that displays a combat encounter against a single lion creature in which a second hero joins the attack 
against the creature form the other side (Bregstein 1993, p. 485, no. 93 [no illustration]). See PFS 931* (Cat.No. 
270) for a different double hero format. The narrative dynamic of PFS 1101 is somewhat related to that of PFS 
49 (Cat.No. 23) and PFS 1466 (Cat.No. 234), where an archer appears as a secondary actor on the margin of a 
conventional scene of heroic encounter. 

The various shapes along the bottom edge of impressions of PFS 1101 look to be chips in the stone, but the 
feet and paws of the figures are clearly preserved above them. The significant space between the feet of the fig- 
ures and the bottom edge of the seal, combined with these chips, suggests that perhaps the seal once had a deep 
cap mount which was no longer in place when the seal was used on PF 1164 and PF 1227. Severe chipping 
might have occurred during or as a result of removal of the lower mount. 

The design is well executed and carefully composed. The style shows a mixture of the Persepolitan Mod- 
eled Style and the Fortification Style.

PFS 1101 occurs on the upper edge of PF 1164 and twice on the reverse (inverted) of PF 1227. On both tablets 
PFS 130 (Cat.No. 300) is applied on the reverse and PFS 1102 (Cat.No. 132) on the left edge. PFS 130 (Cat.No. 
300) is rolled directly above PFS 1101 on the reverse of PF 1227. On the reverse of PF 1227 the impressions of 
PFS 1101 are applied one directly above the other. The lower impression is now very damaged. In two impres- 
sions the seal is rolled for one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the seal design; the rolling on the 
upper edge of PF 1164 and the upper rolling on the reverse of PF 1227 both display the lion to the right of the 
controlling hero in the center. The partial lower rolling on the reverse of PF 1227 displays the controlling hero in 
the center. PF 1164 and PF 1227 are both dated 497/496 B.c.

Hero faces left, extending bent right arm downward to grasp rampant winged lion creature at left by upper foreleg; 
hero extends curved left arm upward holding spear poised to stab second rampant winged lion creature in chest. 


Each creature moves toward and faces hero. Creature to left holds upper foreleg curved and extends it upward 
toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is straight, toes splayed, and extended downward toward hero’s thigh. Crea- 
ture raises forward hind leg, paw turned downward, and extends it toward hero’s foot (not preserved); long tail 
curves down between its hind legs. Creature to right holds both forelegs straight and extends them upward to- 
gether toward hero’s chest; long tail curves down, curling upward at its end. Creature has two wings, lower wing 
extending diagonally downward from upper wing. 


Upper part of hero’s garment conforms to conventions for the Persian court robe with sleeves pushed up to re- 
veal arms; lower part of garment is of uncertain type, with multiple diagonal folds. Long pointed beard rests 
over hero’s right arm; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Creature to left has two rows of diagonal striations on neck, perhaps to indicate mane; mouth is open in roar. 
Mane of creature to right is rendered by crisp serrated edge along contour of neck; mouth is open in roar. 


Abstractly rendered bird of uncertain type is displayed with wings spread, head pointing toward hero, in field 
between hero and creature to right; arrowhead symbol is in field behind neck of winged lion creature to left. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch notes that this seal often occurs with the name of the supplier Mirayauda at the post station Umpuranus. 
Certainly, the fact that those Q texts (travel rations) which were sealed by PFS 24 (PF 1384-1385, PF 1388- 
1390, PF 1393-1394) always carried the seal on the left edge and always named Mirayauda as the supplier sug- 
gests that he used PFS 24 on those tablets. But Mirayauda also clearly used PFS 18 (Cat.No. 15), definitively 
during years 21—23. Was his use of PFS 18 (Cat.No. 15) simultaneous with or sequential to his use of PFS 24? 
Unfortunately, none of the Q texts bearing PFS 24 (and securely linked to Mirayauda) are dated. Of the two 
transactions carrying PFS 24 that are dated, one (PF 537, year 19) does not mention Mirayauda; and the other

(PF 348, year 23) names Parsauka, not Mirayauda, as supplier. Koch tentatively suggests that PFS 24 might be 
Mirayauda’s earlier seal, but she has not taken PF 348 into account. If, as PF 348 indicates, Parsauka used PFS 
24 here, then PFS 24 would appear to be an office seal of the station Umpuranus. 

Neither the abstract rendering of the bird nor the use of an arrowhead form as a linear device has a parallel 
among seals with images of heroic encounter in the PFS corpus. It is possible that the arrowhead device indi- 
cates a second abstract bird in flight, this time pointing upward into zone where preservation of details fails us. 

The engraving, although somewhat coarse and hurried, is quite well executed. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 24, see pls. 181b (hybrid garments), 190b (beards), 226b (birds), 
239b (unusual formats of heroic encounter), 245f (spears), and 255a (various devices and symbols). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


With one exception (PF 348, applied twice only on the reverse) PFS 24 occurs only on the left edge of tablets 
that it seals. On the left edge of PF 1385 the application of PFS 24 has been over-rolled by PFS 1308* (II) with 
careful calculation of visual effect. Rollings of the seal tend to be carefully applied, stressing the central zone of 
the figural design. In only one impression (on PF 1394) is the seal rolled for at least one complete turn, preserv- 
ing the entire length of the seal design. This rolling displays the hero in the center. Of the remaining fifteen par- 
tial impressions, six display the hero in the center; two preserve only the hero; three preserve only the hero (at 
the right of the impression) and the creature to the left; two preserve only the hero (at the left of the impression) 
and the creature to right; one displays the creature to the left of the hero in the center; one preserves only he 
creature to the left of the hero. On the reverse of PF 348, the seal was partially rolled, picked up, and rolled 
again in the same horizontal plane. PF 595 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 24 and is dated 504/503 B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces left, extending bent left arm outward to grasp rampant winged human-headed lion creature by upper 
foreleg; hero extends bent right arm outward to hold spear aimed at back of second rampant winged human- 
headed lion creature. 


Creature to left moves away from hero in vigorous striding pose but turns its head back toward him. Creature 
holds one foreleg bent and extends it upward in front of its body. Creature raises curved forward hind leg; tail 
curls upward with tufted termination. Creature to right, in vigorous striding pose, moves toward and faces hero. 
Creature holds upper foreleg (only partially preserved) straight and extends it upward in front of its head; lower 
foreleg is straight, paw upturned, and extended downward toward hero’s leg. Creature raises bent forward hind 
leg, paw upturned, toward hero’s leg; thin tail curves upward. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee. Hero has pointed beard (only par- 
tially preserved); apparently large rounded coiffure (only partially preserved) rests at back of neck. 


Each creature has striations along length of its body. Human head of creature to left has rounded beard over its 
chest; flattened coiffure rests at back of neck. Human head of creature to right has short pointed beard resting 
over its chest; rounded coiffure (only partially preserved) rests at back of neck. 


Star (only partially preserved) is in field above wing of creature to right. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch identifies the seal owner as BaruSiyatiS, a supplier probably from the post station Parmadan, based upon Q 
texts protocol. See also the commentary for PFS 1613 (Cat.No. 82), which appears to be another seal used by 
this individual. 

The design is similar to that seen on PFS 24 (Cat.No. 298). PFS 26 has, however, a greater sense of dynamic 
motion. Both animals move in the same direction, creating a strong pull across the design from right to left; see 
PFS 912 (Cat.No. 138), PFS 1202 (Cat.No. 137), and PFS 1188 (Cat.No. 144) for designs herein that have two 
animals moving in the same direction. The composition of PFS 26 is infused with a sense of narrative sequence 
rather than emblematic stasis through the device of having one creature run away from the hero. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 26, see pls. 270a (compositions with strong unidirectional move- 
ment) and 285a (personal seals of BaruSiyatis, flour supplier). 
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SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME I) 


PFS 26 occurs only on the left edge of tablets that it seals. Rollings of the seal tend to be carefully applied with 
little or no distortion. In no impression is the seal rolled for one complete turn, but six impressions preserve al- 
most the entire length of the seal design. All six of these rollings display the hero in the center. Of the remaining 
eight partial impressions, three preserve the hero (at the right of the impression) and the creature to the left of 
the hero; three preserve only the two creatures; one preserves only the creature to the left of the hero; one pre- 
serves only the creature to the right of the hero. PF 1290-1294, PF 1296-1297, and PF 1704 are the earliest 
dated tablets with PFS 26 and are all dated 499 B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces left, extending straight left arm behind him to grasp marchant winged bull at right by horn; hero 
holds right arm straight and diagonally upward to hold spear that penetrates chest of marchant winged lion crea- 
ture at left (point of spear visible below creature). 


Each creature moves toward and faces hero. Winged lion creature raises bent forward foreleg toward hero; tail 
extends diagonally upward, curving downward at its end with tufted termination. Winged bull raises bent for- 
ward foreleg toward hero; long tail bends downward. Vulture facing right perches on bull creature’s foreleg, 
pecking at its chest. 


Hero perhaps wears trousers and flat headdress. Pointed beard rests over hero’s right shoulder; round coiffure 
rests at back of neck. 


Mane of winged lion creature is indicated by diagonal markings on its neck. Short pointed ear emerges from 
front of its head; mouth is open. Mane of winged bull is rendered by serrated edge along contour of neck; two 
rows of feathers are indicated on its wing. Curved horn emerges from front of its head; two straight ears (only 
partially preserved) are at back of head; bull creature holds mouth open. 
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Star is in upper terminal field. 


Portion of edge of seal is preserved at bottom of design below hero and lion creature. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) suggests that PFS 130 belongs to Bakabana (not the same person as the satrap of Elam), who re- 
ceived and passed on wine and grain rations to workers in Koch’s Southeastern Region HI. 

The engraving is extremely well executed and the design is lively. 

A good parallel for the vulture occurs on a stamp seal impression on an envelope from Fort Shalmanesar at 
Nimrud.'“

SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 130 occurs on the reverse of PF 1163-1164 and PF 1227 and on the upper edge and right edge of PF 1162. 
PFS 114 (Cat.No. 284) is applied directly above PFS 130 on the reverse of PF 1163. PFS 1101 (Cat.No. 297) is 
applied (inverted) directly below PFS 130 on the reverse of PF 1227. Impressions of the seal tend to be clearly 
applied and show little or no distortion. In three impressions the seal has been rolled for at least one complete 
turn, preserving the entire seal design. Of these three applications, one displays the hero in the center; two dis- 
play the hero and the lion creature to left in the center. Of the remaining two partial rollings, one displays the 
hero in the center; one displays the bull creature to the right of the hero in the center. On PF 1164 the seal 
clearly was applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top of the impression. PF 1162 
and PF 1163 are the earliest dated tablets with PFS 130 and are both dated 499 B.C.

Hero moves to left and extends bent left arm downward to grasp rampant winged human-headed lion creature 
by tail; hero holds right arm bent and extends it downward holding spear(?) that he drives into lower hind leg of 
inverted long-necked animal of uncertain type. 


Speared animal moves away from hero, hindquarters high in air as if jumping. Animal holds forward foreleg 
(only partially preserved) bent and extends it upward in front of its neck; lower foreleg (only partially pre- 
served) is straight and extended vertically downward under its body. Animal holds lower hind leg (engaged by 
spear) bent and extends it diagonally downward under its body; upper hind leg (only partially preserved) is 
curved and diagonally extended upward to right. 


Hero wears garment of uncertain type. 


Human-headed creature to right moves away from hero but turns its head back toward him. Creature holds both 
forelegs (only partially preserved) diagonally downward in front of its body; tail curls upward with large tufted 
termination. Long rounded coiffure rests at back of its neck. 


COMMENTARY 


The composition is not clear in all details.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces right, extending bent left arm outward holding dagger that he drives into throat of marchant winged 
human-headed scorpion creature; hero extends bent right arm outward to grasp marchant ostrich by throat. 


Ostrich moves toward hero but turns its head away from him. Ostrich raises bent forward leg toward hero’s 
waist; leg terminates in two-pronged appendage. Wings are spread to each side of ostrich’s body; tail, held 
straight out, consists of three horizontal segments. 


Scorpion creature moves toward and faces hero. Creature raises bent forward leg toward hero’s chest; leg termi- 
nates in three-pronged appendage. Beaded scorpion tail curves upward. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee. Long squared beard rests over 
hero’s left shoulder; rounded coiffure curls upward at back of neck. Hero perhaps wears domed headdress. 


Thumb is indicated on hero’s right hand. 


Ostrich body is decorated with waffle pattern; striations are indicated on neck. Its left wing consists of gradu- 
ated series of horizontal segments detached from body; its right wing makes continuous curve from chest. 


Head of scorpion creature has squared segmented beard; long, rounded, segmented coiffure is at back of long 
thin neck. Many detail lines are on creature’s body and wing. 


Crescent is in field above wing of ostrich; star is above tail of scorpion creature. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) links this seal with Ammamarda, an official concerned with grain during years 18-22 at Hisema in 
her Elam Region VI. 

The seal is very large. The design shows much detailing in the creatures’ bodies; note especially the seg- 
mentation of the scorpion body, its beaded tail, the waffle pattern of the ostrich body and its segmented wing 
and tail. The spread wings and back-turned head of the ostrich create a lively compositional dynamic. The os- 
trich and scorpion creatures are holdovers from Assyro-Babylonian glyptic see PFS 9* (Cat.No. 288) and PFS 
263 (Cat.No. 289) for other ostriches and for discussions of their significance; see PFS 4* (Cat.No. 292) and 
PFS 1586 (Cat.No. 121) for scorpion creatures. For human-headed scorpion creatures in an image of heroic en- 
counter of Neo-Assyrian date, see a cylinder seal impression on a tablet from the Nabu Temple at Nimrud dated 
ca. 616 B.C. (Herbordt 1992, p. 191, pl. 8, no. 6 = Parker 1962, p. 36, fig. 1, pl. 19, no. 1), where the scorpion 
creatures also raise one leg toward the hero. The modeling in the human form of the hero of PFS 29 is very rich. 
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For comparative illustrations including PFS 29, see pls. 229b (scorpion, fish, horse, bird, and human crea- 
tures), 230b (feet of animals and creatures), 234c (human-headed/human-faced creatures), 239c (unusual for- 
mats of heroic encounter), 252b (crescents and stars), and 282c (personal seals of supply/apportionment offic- 
ers). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 29 occurs only on the left edge of tablets that it seals. Although the rollings of this seal are not consistently 
presented along the longitudinal axis of the tablets, little distortion occurs. In no impression is the entire length 
of the seal design preserved. Of the seventeen partial impressions, two display the hero in the center; five pre- 
serve only the hero (at the right of the impression) and the ostrich; five preserve only the hero (at the left of the 
impression) and the scorpion creature; one preserves only the scorpion creature; and one preserves the area de- 
fined by the hindquarters of scorpion creature and ostrich. The three remaining impressions occur over-rolled on 
the left edge of PF 555: one preserves the lower body of the hero; one preserves the ostrich; one preserves seg- 
ments of the scorpion creature’s tail. PF 356 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 29 and is dated 504/503 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero faces left, extending straight right arm (only partially preserved) upward to combat rampant animal of un- 
certain type; left arm is straight and held down behind body at diagonal, touching or grasping foreleg of inverted 
horned animal of undetermined type. Slightly curved element meeting hero’s chest under right arm may be part 
of elongated curved sword held at midsection by hero. 


Hero may wear Persian court robe with sleeves not indicated; contour of lower part of garment suggests Persian 
robe slightly hitched up over hero’s right leg. Rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 
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To left of hero, the rampant animal combatted by hero moves to left but turns head back toward hero. Animal 
holds forward foreleg straight and extends it diagonally upward in front of its body; straight tail extends diago- 
nally downward; mouth is parted. 


To right of hero, inverted horned animal appears to be suspended inert; long horn bends to right. 


Elongated lozenge with one pointed end is diagonally suspended in field between hero and animal to left. Cres- 
cent shape (only partially preserved) in field above animal to left appears to be end of blade of weapon (curved 
sword?) held by hero. 


COMMENTARY 


The design appears to be a heroic encounter, but there are elements that are not precisely understood. The hero 
clearly seems to be doing something active with his upraised right arm. The reconstruction of the hero’s action 
suggested in the description above implies a somewhat awkwardly held and exaggerated weapon. This would 
be consistent with other features of the design (e.g., the horn of the inverted animal). It is also possible, how- 
ever, that this seal has been recut, resulting in vestigial forms. 

The lozenge with one pointed end seems to be an isolated device rather than a part of an otherwise obscure 
animal. Shapes of uncertain meaning, sometimes quite similar to this one, occur on certain Neo-Assyrian and 
Neo-Babylonian seals and the usage occasionally persists in products of the Achaemenid period.'® It is also 
noteworthy, however, that the composition of PFS 243 echoes Early Dynastic II glyptic; and the Early Dynastic 
II contest images frequently incorporate shapes in the field, often of uncertain meaning to us.!° 

For a discussion of the inert inverted animal as possibly representing the carcass of a ravaged animal, see 
the commentary on PFS 1475 (Cat.No. 177).

Of these three applications, two display 
the hero in the center; one displays the hero and the pointed lozenge in the center. Of the four remaining partial 
rollings, two display the hero in the center; one preserves only the hero and the inverted animal; one preserves 
only the pointed lozenge and the rampant animal. On the reverse of PF 1682 and PF 1701 the seal clearly was 
applied before the text since several cuneiform wedges cut into the top of the impressions. PF 1682 and PF 1683 
are the earliest dated tablets with PFS 243 and are both dated 500/499 B.c.

Four-winged hero faces right, extending bent left arm outward apparently to grasp curved sword (with break in 
preservation) that extends down to touch wing of courant winged creature of uncertain type. Hero extends bent 
right arm behind him with hand open to grasp horn of same creature. Hero, in vigorous striding pose, raises for- 
ward leg to place his foot on hind leg of creature. 


Creature holds upper foreleg bent and extends it upward toward hero’s right arm; lower foreleg is bent and ex- 
tended diagonally downward; rear hind leg stretches back in full stride; forward hind leg (only partially pre- 
served) extends forward under body. Thick bent tail extends upward with serrated termination. 


Hero wears Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed; fringe is indicated over rear leg of lower part of 
garment; decorative pattern of horizontal borders interspersed with small vertical elements decorates garment 
stretched between hero’s legs. Long squared beard rests across hero’s left shoulder; rounded wavy coiffure rests 
at back of neck. Hero perhaps wears domed headdress with projection at back (top not preserved). 


Creature’s body consists of series of segmented elements. Long curved horn emerges from front of its head; 
large rounded ear rests at back of neck. 


Star is in field between creature’s head and upper foreleg; two lozenge-shaped elements are placed horizontally 
one above the other in field between creature’s forelegs. 


COMMENTARY 


Koch (1990) identifies PFS 6 as the personal seal of Manukka, a supplier of workers and animals in her Shiraz 
Region II and Persepolis Region I. As she notes, PFS 6 also occurs, however, on PF 857-858, where grain was 
supplied by Hatarbanus. 

The style has some connection with the Fortification Style, especially in the shape of the hero’s body and its 
plain surface treatment. The disjointed and elongated animal forms are, however, unusual; for the wing, see 
PFS 2 (Cat.No. 3). The composition whereby one animal wraps around the cylindrical surface so as to appear in 
its impressed state to be on both sides of the hero is an old one in the glyptic of western Asia. It is rare in the 
PFS corpus of hero seals, appearing again only in PFS 284* (Cat.No. 111), a control encounter, and probably in 
PFS 896 (Cat.No. 308). 

The seal appears to be quite worn; all impressions are blurred and difficult to read. 
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For comparative illustrations including PFS 6, see pls. 195a (coiffures of distinctive types/sub-types), 239a 
(unusual formats of heroic encounter), and 278a (carving anomalies). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


With one exception (PF 1776, reverse), PFS 6 occurs only on the left edge of tablets that it seals. Impressions of 
the seal apparently are carefully applied, but owing to the shallowness of the carving, they are not always easy 
to read. In nine impressions the seal is rolled for at least one complete turn, preserving the entire length of the 
seal design. These complete rollings often appear, however, to be incomplete, owing to the unusual nature of 
the design (displaying elements of both the control and combat encounter). Of these nine applications, one dis- 
plays the hero in the center; two display the creature in the center; six display the hero at the right of the impres- 
sion, the creature at the left. Of the remaining twenty-three impressions, one displays the hero in the center; two 
preserve only the hero; four preserve the hero at the left of the impression, the creature at the right; ten preserve 
the hero at the right of the impression, the creature at the left; six preserve only the creature. PF 1180 is the ear- 
liest dated tablet with PFS 6 and is dated 503/502 B.c.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


At far left of impressions, hero faces left, holds both arms (upper arm only partially preserved) straight, and ex- 
tends them outward in front of his body. His left hand rests atop a horizontal element, possibly the foreleg of an 
animal or creature of unverifiable type (not preserved). 


At far right of impressions, rampant winged lion creature moves right; appendage at its throat suggests extended 
human arm, but angle does not link with hero at left. Creature holds one foreleg (only partially preserved) 
straight and extends it diagonally downward; short tail extends diagonally upward, hooking upward at its end in 
segmented termination. 


Hero wears double-belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee; double border is on 
hem of garment over forward leg. Long squared beard with horizontal striations rests over hero’s chest; flat- 
tened coiffure rests at back of neck. Torso is in profile. 


Mane of creature is rendered by spikes along contour of its neck; mouth is open in roar. 


Paneled inscription is in terminal field.

Three lines of the inscription are preserved, oriented along the horizontal axis of the seal, separated by case 
lines, and enclosed in a panel. The inscription is illegible. The forms appear to be Elamite. All the case lines 
show marked distortion. Distortion is also seen in the shapes of the wedges. Vertical wedges appear to be made 
with a single straight vertical line from which only a single branch diverges, normally to the right. This same 
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formation is evident in many of the horizontal wedges, with the branch diverting to the top if the wedge is in the 
upper part of a sign, and diverting toward the bottom if the wedge is on the bottom of a sign. Wedges in the 
middle of a sign appear to be more symmetrical. 

Three(?) signs appear to be indicated in the third line, but the exact reading is not clear. The diagonal line 
between the second and third sign does not appear to be part of the inscription. 


COMMENTARY 


The seal is relatively large and may have incorporated two discrete heroic encounters of which only parts of 
each have been retrieved. 

For comparative illustrations including PFS 199*, see pls. 191g (variously detailed beards), 214b (profile 
torsos), and 262d (paneled inscriptions with horizontal case lines). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1) 


PFS 199* occurs on the reverse of PF 499 and the obverse of PF 557, with PFS 106 (III) on the left edge of each 
tablet. On PF 499 the seal is inverted. Both applications show marked vertical and lateral distortion, which may 
be due as much to the execution of the design as to the rolling of the seal. Both partial impressions carefully dis- 
play the inscription in the center. On the reverse of PF 557 the seal clearly was applied before the text since 
several cuneiform wedges cut into the top of the impression. PF 499 and PF 557 are both dated 503/502 B.C.

DESCRIPTION OF SEAL AS IMPRESSED IMAGE 


Hero moves to right, torso in profile, extending both arms down and forward to engage animal or creature of un- 
verifiable type (not preserved). Above hero’s left arm, passage of carving appears to represent initial rendering 
of a frontal torso, with left arm upraised. 


Behind hero, rampant winged human-headed bull or lion creature faces left. Creature holds upper foreleg (only 
partially preserved) straight and extends it diagonally upward; lower foreleg (only partially preserved) is straight 
and extended diagonally downward; tail extends diagonally upward, curling at its end with tufted termination. 
Hero wears robe that incorporated sleeve (spread wide) of Persian court robe at originally carved left arm (up- 
raised). 


Rounded beard of creature terminates over its chest; rounded coiffure rests at back of neck. 
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COMMENTARY 


Too little of the design survives to guarantee its identification as a heroic encounter. What is preserved suggests 
an initial plan to depict a combat encounter with the hero’s left arm holding the creature at the head while stab- 
bing it in the belly with the right arm. This composition was then changed to depict both arms held diagonally 
downward, with no attempt to erase the vestigial raised left arm with sleeve. The seal is interesting as an ex- 
ample of a flawed carving that was nevertheless in circulation as an active seal (see Root 1999a).

Behind hero, rampant lion moves toward and faces hero. Lion holds upper foreleg bent and extends it upward 
toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is curved and extended downward to place upturned paw on hero’s hand. 
Lion raises bent forward hind leg to place paw on hero’s weapon; long thick tail (only partially preserved) 
curves downward between its hind legs. Mane is indicated by diagonal lines along contour of neck; mouth is 
open in roar. 


Trunk of palm(?) tree is to right of lion in terminal field. 


COMMENTARY 


Although poorly preserved, the design appears to have been well executed and quite large. The rendering of the 
lion is in the tradition of the Fortification Style (where it was placed by Garrison 1988), but the hero seems 
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closely related to human figures of a group of artists in the Modeled Style. Despite the loss to us of the animal 
or creature engaged by the hero, the combat encounter seems secure. 
For comparative illustrations including PFS 503, see pls. 245c (various weapons) and 258f (palm trees). 


SEAL APPLICATION (SEE APPENDIX ONE: CONCORDANCE OF SEALS TO TABLETS IN VOLUME 1!) 


PFS 503 occurs on the reverse (inverted) of PF 226. The surface of the reverse of the tablet is very poorly pre- 
served. PFS 504 (IIL) is applied along the longitudinal axis of the reverse above and to the right of the rolling of 
PFS 503. PFS 502 (IIL) is applied to the right of PFS 503, apparently over-rolling it. The partial rolling of PFS 
503, now much damaged, preserves only what our drawing indicates. PF 226 is dated 498/497 B.C.

Hero wears garment of uncertain type. Large rounded beard rests over left upper arm; squared coiffure rests at 
back of neck. Single wing grows out of hero’s right shoulder. 


Star is in field in front of hero’s chest; crescent is in upper field above hero’s right hand. 


COMMENTARY 


The composition is not clear as preserved. The upward movement of the hero’s left arm suggests that he may 
hold a weapon with which he attacks the front end of the same winged creature whose tail he appears to hold in 
his right hand. See PFS 6 (Cat.No. 304) for a similar compositional format involving only one creature who is 
engaged by the hero at both front and rear. Despite this good parallel for such a composition, the evidence for 
PFS 896 remains ambiguous. The distance between the tail and the edge of the wing yields an extremely elon- 
gated creature here, if we reconstruct both elements as belonging to the same creature. Perhaps the tail belongs 
to an inverted animal and the wing belongs to a rampant winged creature engaged by the hero’s left hand. 

The coarse engraving may be an unusual variation of types of carving found in the Broad and Flat Styles.

Hero holds right arm bent behind him, grasping rampant animal of uncertain type 
by upper foreleg; hero holds left arm bent and extends it upward. 


Rampant animal moves toward and faces hero. Animal holds upper foreleg slightly curved and extends it up- 
ward toward hero’s head; lower foreleg is bent and extended downward in front of its body; tail (only partially 
preserved) curves downward. 


Hero wears double-belted robe. Long beard terminates in blunt point over hero’s left shoulder. Hero’s chair con- 
sists of two legs, seat, horizontal support, and straight back with knob-like finial. 


Large ear emerges from animal’s head. 


Large palm tree in terminal field has broad rectangular base from which emerge three leafy fronds. Large star 
is also in terminal field between tree and rampant animal.

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COMMENTARY 


The tree on PFS 280 is almost a duplicate of the tree seen on PFS 148 (Cat.No. 311). Both seals also display a 
seated hero reaching behind him to grasp the animal. Major differences are found in the reversed orientation of 
PFS 148 (Cat.No. 311) and in the addition to that seal design of a second animal in place of the star.

Hero wears double-belted robe; fringe is indicated by diagonal markings along front edge and back edge of gar- 
ment over lower legs. Squared beard rests over hero’s left shoulder; flattened coiffure rests at back of neck. 


Hero’s chair consists of two legs, seat, and straight back; legs are slanted outward. 


Creature has double horizontal detailing at its shoulder; mane is rendered by crisp serrated edge along contour 
of neck. 
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Large rectangular device (only partially preserved) fills terminal field before hero; device consists of panel 
with interior linear decoration crowned by two converging arced triangles. Vertical line at far left of preserved 
impression may be right edge of this device. 


COMMENTARY 


The device in the terminal field is traditionally described as a symbol for the temple gate or temple shrine.

Of the remaining three partial 
impressions, one displays the hero in the center; one displays the tree and the hero in the center; one preserves 
only the tree and the hero. PF 445 is the earliest dated tablet with PFS 148 and is dated 501/500 B.c.

Hero, face frontal, moves to left, extending straight right arm outward to support fantastic elongated snout of in- 
verted creature of uncertain type (rear portion not preserved); hero holds left arm slightly bent and extended up- 
ward above his head. Hero, in dramatic striding pose, vigorously raises bent forward leg to place foot on head of 
marchant bull. 


Long crooked snout of inverted creature extends diagonally downward. Creature holds one foreleg straight, ex- 
tending diagonally downward with tripartite termination. Oval-shaped element lies between foreleg and neck; 
curved horn emerges from top of creature’s head; curved ear(?) also is at top of head. 


Marchant bull moves toward and faces left; curved horn emerges from top of bull’s head; tail (only partially 
preserved) is curved downward. 


Hero appears to be nude. Long, rounded, segmented beard rests along hero’s chest; rounded mass of hair ap- 
pears on either side of face. 


To left of encounter group, star is in middle field. Above star is truncated triangular element, plausibly tail of 
winged symbol. 


Flanking these symbols at left is male figure who moves toward and faces hero. Male figure holds right arm 
bent to place hand on hilt of sword (in sheath) at waist; sheathed sword projects diagonally downward from 
waist; male figure has left arm straight and extends it downward in front of his body to hold flail. Male figure 
wears double-belted Assyrian garment that leaves forward leg exposed below knee; folds are indicated by di- 
agonal markings on garment over rear leg. Rounded beard rests over his left shoulder; thick rounded coiffure 
rests at back of neck. 
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COMMENTARY 


The engraving and composition are exceptional for seals of heroic encounter in the PFS corpus, but see PFS 152 
(Cat.No. 295) for a similarly archaizing nude hero with frontal face.'’ The bizarre inverted creature is probably 
to be reconstructed with its back arching over so that its rump is supported by the hero’s upraised left hand. Such 
a reconstruction posits significant additional height to the seal — enough to accommodate a winged symbol 
completing the tail element preserved above the star. The marchant bull, against which the hero braces his right 
foot, may (with the hoof of its backward-extended rear leg) also provide a pedestal for the hero. This area of 
the design is not preserved. The composition of a hero holding an animal above his head is an archaism evoking 
Akkadian and Old Babylonian glyptic.'” The weapon-bearing figure in the composition is separated from the 
heroic action on PFS 538 by the large star. Furthermore, although he stands at attention, he is not shown in ac- 
tion as an equal participant in the heroic encounter. Interestingly, however, an excellent parallel for the flail oc- 
curs on a cylinder with a double heroic encounter from Borsippa, Iraq, of Achaemenid date (Collon 1987, pp.

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APPENDIX THREE 
SUMMARY DATA ON SEAL DIMENSIONS FOR VOLUME I 


CYLINDER SEALS 


Of the 294 cylinder seals included in Volume I, we are able to reconstruct both the approximate height and the ap- 
proximate diameter for 119 seals (= 40% of the total number of cylinder seals in Volume I). We are able to reconstruct 
the height (but not the diameter) for an additional eight cylinder seals, giving a total of 127 cylinder seals for which we 
are able to reconstruct the height (= 43% of the total number of cylinder seals in Volume I). We are able to reconstruct 
the diameter (but not the height) on an additional seventy-three cylinder seals, giving a total of 192 cylinder seals for 
which we are able to reconstruct the diameter (= 65% of the total number of cylinder seals in Volume I). 102 seals have 
neither a reconstructed height nor a reconstructed diameter (= 35% of the total number of cylinder seals in Volume I). 


CYLINDER SEAL HEIGHT 


The distribution of height of the 127 cylinder seals for which we can reconstruct the height appears in chart |. As can 
be seen, there is a significant clustering of cylinder seals in the range from 1.40 cm to 2.00 cm; 103 cylinder seals fall in 
this range. This is 81% of the total sample of 127 cylinder seals for which we can reconstruct the height. Within this clus- 
tering we can see another significant clustering in the range from 1.70 cm to 1.80 cm; forty-three cylinder seals fall in this 
range, accounting for 42% of the 103 cylinder seals falling in the range from 1.40 cm to 2.00 cm and 34% of the total 
sample of 127 cylinder seals for which we can reconstruct the height. Percentages fall off dramatically beyond the 1.40 
cm to 2.00 cm range. The largest known complete cylinder seal height, 3.00 cm, is represented by one example, PFS 7* 
(Cat.No. 4), a royal name seal.! 

Chart 2 shows the distribution by carving styles of the 127 cylinder seals for which the height can be reconstructed. 
Cylinder seals carved in the Fortification Style greatly outnumber those in all other carving styles (thus it is understand- 
able that sixty-seven cylinder seals with known complete height are in the Fortification Style, representing 53% of the to- 
tal sample of 127 cylinder seals for which we can reconstruct the height). This also means that it is difficult to draw any 
definitive conclusions from the data. Charts 3—11 present the distribution by individual carving style of cylinder seals for 
which we can reconstruct the height. We again stress the difficulty of making general statements from the limited data for 
other carving styles, but we may suggest that Modeled Style cylinder seals (chart 3) tend to be larger than Fortification 
Style cylinder seals (chart 5). Ten Modeled Style cylinder seals fall in the range from 1.90 cm to 2.20 cm, representing 
53% of all Modeled Style cylinder seals seals for which the height can be reconstructed; compare the seventeen Fortifica- 
tion Style cylinder seals which fall in the same range, representing only 25% of all Fortification Style cylinder seals for 
which the height can be reconstructed. The seals in the Plausibly Antique Styles (chart 11), as well as the one cylinder 
seal in Volume I that has been categorically designated Antique, also generally are taller than the norm in the Fortifica- 
tion Style. Another interesting observation is the very wide spread of height among the small sample of Court Style cylin- 
der seals (chart 7). Only five Court Style cylinder seals have a reconstructed height, but they cover (1.30-3.00 cm) al- 
most the full range of reconstructed height of cylinder seals in Volume I. It has been argued that the Court Style is a spe- 
cial phenomenon, in both function and in genesis, and the pattern of height of cylinder seals cut in the Court Style may 
serve to reinforce the experimental nature of the style.’

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CYLINDER SEAL DIAMETER 


The distribution of the 192 cylinder seals for which we can reconstruct the diameter appears in chart 12. As was seen 
in the examination of the height of cylinder seals, there are significant cluster patterns. 151 cylinder seals have a diam- 
eter that falls in the range from 0.80 cm to 1.10 cm, representing 79% of the total sample of 192 cylinder seals for which 
the diameter can be reconstructed. Within this clustering, we can see another significant clustering in the range from 0.90 
cm to 1.00 cm; ninety-eight cylinder seals fall in this range, accounting for 65% of the 151 cylinder seals falling in the 
range from 0.80 cm to 1.10 cm and 51% of the total sample of 192 cylinder seals for which the diameter can be recon- 
structed. Percentages fall off very dramatically above the 1.10 cm size. As we move down the size scale, the fall of per- 
centages from 0.80 cm to 0.70 cm is about the same as the fall in percentages from 1.10 cm to 1.20 cm. The jump from 
0.70 cm to 0.60 cm is, however, pronounced. The largest reconstructed cylinder seal diameter, 1.70 cm, is represented by 
one example, again the royal name cylinder seal PFS 7* (Cat.No. 4). 

Chart 13 shows the distribution by carving styles of the 192 cylinder seals for which the diameter can be reconstructed. 
As with cylinder seals with reconstructed height, the Fortification Style accounts for just over half of the sample (ninety- 
eight cylinder seals with a reconstructed diameter occur in the Fortification Style, representing 51% of the total sample of 
192 cylinder seals with a reconstructed diameter). As may be expected, a pattern in seal diameter emerges which is simi- 
lar to that seen in seal height. Charts 14—22 present the distribution by individual carving style of cylinder seals for which 
the diameter can be reconstructed. We stress again the difficulty of making general statements from the limited data for 
carving styles other than the Fortification Style. We do see, however, that the diameter of Modeled Style cylinder seals 
tends to be larger than the diameter of Fortification Style cylinder seals. The differences are not as dramatic as with cyl- 
inder seal height, since the range of cylinder seal diameter (0.50—1.70 cm) is smaller than the range of cylinder seal 
height (0.50—3.00 cm). Fifteen Modeled Style cylinder seals fall in the range from 1.10 cm to 1.30 cm (chart 14), repre- 
senting 47% of all Modeled Style cylinder seals for which the diameter can be reconstructed; compare the ten Fortifica- 
tion Style cylinder seals which fall in the same range (chart 16), representing only 10% of all Fortification Style cylinder 
seals for which the diameter can be reconstructed. The seven Court Style cylinder seals are spread widely across the size 
range (chart 18), as was the case with seal height in this style. The royal name seal PFS 7* (Cat.No. 4), from the Court 
Style, has the largest reconstructed diameter (1.70 cm) in the corpus of seals from Volume I. 


STAMP SEALS 


Only eighteen stamp seals occur in this Volume. This represents a small percentage (6%) of the total 312 seals in Vol- 
ume I. Volumes II-III contain greater numbers and percentages of stamp seals. One comment on the nature of these eigh- 
teen stamp seals in Volume I deserves attention: thirteen of the eighteen stamp seals (72%) occur on Q texts, always be- 
longing to the receiver (i.e., individuals moving through the Persepolitan administrative system, often coming from or go- 
ing to distant locations). 

The contours of the faces of stamp seals in Volume I fall in four distinct categories of shape (see also Appendix Four: 
Stamp Seals in Volume I Grouped by Apparent Contour of Seal Face): circular: PFS 139s (Cat.No. 222), PFS 298s (Cat.No. 
236), PFS 919s (Cat.No. 259), PFS 959s (Cat.No. 246), PFS 1217s (Cat.No. 168), PFS 1428s (Cat.No. 230), PFS 1437s 
(Cat.No. 128), and PFS 1624s (Cat.No. 261); oval or loaf-shaped: PFS 1264s (Cat.No. 206), PFS 1311s (Cat.No. 247), 
and PFS 1367s (Cat.No. 211); square or rectangular: PFS 39s (Cat.No. 221), PFS 1315s (Cat.No. 253), and PFS 1375s 
(Cat.No. 254); and octagonal: PFS 1260s (Cat.No. 184), PFS 1309s (Cat.No. 229), PFS 1321s (Cat.No. 176), and PFS 
1463s (Cat.No. 231). 

Of the eight circular contours, we can reconstruct the dimensions completely on five examples: PFS 139s (Cat.No. 
222), PFS 298s (Cat.No. 236), PFS 959s (Cat.No. 246), PFS 1428s (Cat.No. 230), and PFS 1437s (Cat.No. 128); and only 
the height on two examples: PFS 1217s (Cat.No. 168) and PFS 1624s (Cat.No. 261). The largest preserved circular con- 
tour, PFS 959s (Cat.No. 246), is 2.10 (height) x 2.00 (width) cm. The smallest, PFS 1437s (Cat.No. 128), is 1.70 x 1.80 
cm. For one seal, PFS 919s (Cat.No. 259), dimensions cannot be reconstructed, but the overall character of the preserved 
impression suggests a circular contour. Of the two oval contours, PFS 1264s (Cat.No. 206) is 1.60 x 1.20 cm and PFS 
1311s (Cat.No. 247) is 1.90 x 1.40 cm, while the closely related stamp with loaf-shaped contour, PFS 1367s (Cat.No. 
211), measures 1.50 x 1.20 cm. Of the four octagonal contours, we can reconstruct the dimensions completely on two ex- 
amples, PFS 1260s (Cat.No. 184) and PFS 1309s (Cat.No. 229), and only the height on two examples, PFS 1321s 
(Cat.No. 176) and PFS 1463s (Cat.No. 231). The largest preserved octagonal contour, PFS 1260s (Cat.No. 184), mea- 
sures 1.80 x 1.20 cm; the smallest, PFS 1309s (Cat.No. 229), measures 0.90 x 1.40 cm. We can reconstruct the dimensions 
completely on all three of the square/rectangular contours. The largest, PFS 1375s (Cat.No. 254), measures 1.50 x 1.20 
cm; the smallest, PFS 1315s (Cat.No. 253), measures 1.00 x 0.90 cm.

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APPENDIX FOUR 


STAMP SEALS IN VOLUME I GROUPED BY APPARENT 
CONTOUR OF SEAL FACE 


It is rarely possible to be definitive in reconstructing the nature of the seal shape that produced an ancient stamp seal im- 
pression. On the PF tablets, where texts were added after the seals were applied (thus causing distortions on tablet surfaces), 
this is especially the case. We can only suggest probabilities in a general way, based on what is retrieved of the contour of the 
seal edge in a given impression or set of impressions. The difficulties are sometimes significant enough that confusions be- 
tween identification of a partially rolled cylinder seal impression and a faintly impressed stamp seal impression have had to 
be sorted out (Garrison and Root 1996, pp. 18-19). 

An examination of actual stamp seals in conjunction with the contours of their seal faces as revealed by their impressions 
even under optimal museum conditions shows how many variables may exist.! 

Circular contours on seals used on the PF tablets are most likely to have been produced by conoids of varying back shape 
(fig. 9, no. 3a); less often they might have been made by disks (fig. 9, no. Sa), the stamp faces of stamp-cylinders (fig. 9, no. 
8), or the occasional scaraboid with a roughly circular rather than a loaf-shaped or oval face (fig. 9, no. 4c). Volume I does 
not include impressions representing any stamp seal that particularly suggests identification as a stamp-cylinder.? There are, 
however, possibilities of the stamp-cylinder in Volume III. The stamp-cylinder was a type in great currency in administrative 
echelons of Urartu prior to the founding of the Achaemenid Empire, and thus the seal type might have had a greater impact in 
Achaemenid contexts than we are generally aware based on the largely unprovenanced collections of Achaemenid seal arti- 
facts generally considered as representing the repertoire. 

Oval-shaped contours are most likely to have been produced by conoids (fig. 9, no. 3b), disks (fig. 9, no. 5b), or 
scaraboids (fig. 9, no. 4a). Often the scaraboid yields a loaf-shaped contour. Theriomorphic stamp seals can yield quite a 
range of contours in impression, some of which can come very close to a true oval, while most are truncated or egg-shaped 
and some yield elongated rectangular impressions or drop-shaped impressions (fig. 9, no. 9). Although Volume I does not in- 
clude any seals the impressions of which suggest theriomorphic seal matrices, the type had some currency in Assyro-Babylo- 
nian contexts; and one such seal was excavated at Persepolis (see Introduction). There are some stamp seals in Volume III 
once again that might have been made by theriomorphic stamps. 

Square or rectangular contours of stamp seals retrieved on the PF tablets are likely to have been produced by pyramidal 
stamps of variously-shaped backs (fig. 9, no. 2) or by tabloids and cuboids (sometimes called “plaques” [fig. 9, nos. 6-7]). 
Other rectangular shapes may be produced by particular theriomorphic stamps and by images carved on side faces of tabloids 
or cuboids. An image carved on the side face of a pyramidal stamp seal may also appear rectangular in contour via its impres- 
sion. Generally, the square and rectangular contours produced by cuboids and tabloids are more crisply defined at the corners 
than are those produced by pyramidal stamps with square or rectangular faces, which tend to yield rounded corners. 

The octagonal face of the pyramidal stamp seal with faceted side faces (fig. 9, no. 1) is usually distinctive in impressions 
in the PFS corpus, but even in the controlled setting of the museum, impressions of this type of seal sometimes mute the oc- 
tagonal contour of the face of the actual matrix. 

No pointed oval contour (signifying use of a pointed elliptical ring bezel as a stamping device ) has been identified across 
the entire PFS corpus. 

It is possible that an image engraved on the side face of a stamp seal has been impressed on tablets in the PFS corpus and 
not recognized as such. An image on the broad and somewhat rounded side face of a conoid or pyramidal stamp could easily 
yield an impression that looks like a fragment of a cylinder seal (1.e., with no perceptible edges), especially if pressed only 
gently into the clay tablet. 

The following list of Volume I stamp seals annotates the seals by suggested stamp seal type, which is keyed to figure 9 
(below). The schematic drawings in figure 9 illustrate actual examples of such seals at approximately 1:1.

DISTRIBUTION OF SEALS IN VOLUME I 
BY STYLISTIC CATEGORIES 


Global observations on patterns of the distribution of the carving styles are presented in Volume III. A few interesting 
trends are noted here preliminarily and only with reference to the seals in Volume I. By far the preferred styles for cylin- 
der seals (chart 24) are the Modeled Style (17% of all cylinder seals in Volume I) and the Fortification Style (51% of all 
cylinder seals in Volume I). The distribution of carving styles in stamp seals (chart 25) exhibits a few differences from 
the distribution of carving styles in cylinder seals. The Fortification Style is also the preferred style in stamp seals (44% of 
the total number of stamp seals in Volume I), but the percentage of stamp seals carved in Broad and Flat Styles is large 
(28% of the total number of stamp seals in Volume I; only 5% of the total number of cylinder seals in Volume I is carved 
in Broad and Flat Styles). This distribution may suggest that artists working in Broad and Flat Styles specialized in stamp 
seal production. The lack of any stamp seals, or only a very low percentage of them, in the Modeled Style, Mixed Styles 
I, Mixed Styles II, Court Style, and Linear Styles reinforces the impression that stamp seal carvers might have been found 
only in selected workshops. 

Distribution of all 312 seals in Volume I by stylistic categories is presented in chart 23. Chart 24 presents distribution 
of the 294 cylinder seals, and chart 25 presents distribution of the eighteen stamp seals in Volume I by stylistic category.

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APPENDIX SEVEN 
ANIMALS AND COMPOSITE CREATURES ON SEALS IN VOLUME I 


SCOPE 


This appendix itemizes the occurrence of all animals and composite creatures in the PFS corpus of seals with the im- 
age of heroic encounter (Volume I), excluding human figures with no hybrid characteristics. It does not distinguish be- 
tween primary participants in the heroic encounter scenes and other figures in the seal designs. (See Appendix Eight: 
Iconographic Features on Seals in Volume I for functional itemizations of animals and creatures within compositional for- 
mats of the seal design.) Characterizations of specific attributes of animals and creatures are limited here to the essential 
attitude of the body (e.g., rampant) and selected major distinguishing features of the anatomy (e.g., human-headed). 
Groupings of comparative illustrations cited in the catalog entries (pls. 174-291) may highlight additional physical fea- 
tures of animals and creatures beyond those indicated in this appendix. 


TERMS 


The terms used here for various types of animals/creatures flaunt no scientific pretensions. They selectively describe 
the selectively represented physical attributes of an array of fauna as products of the artistic imagination. This warning 
notwithstanding, there are numerous cases in which an animal or creature has been depicted with deliberate attention to 
aggregate or isolated features of extraordinary verism. Many of the animals and creatures in the PFS corpus can be 
clearly identified as belonging to a certain type of animal or (for composite creatures) to a certain base type: e.g., LION 
(for a non-fanciful lion) or LION CREATURE (for a lion with fanciful elements such as wings). In a small number of 
cases the base identity of a composite creature is itself a composite of recognizable types, for example, a LION-BIRD 
CREATURE. At the opposite end of the spectrum, many animals/creatures represented in the PFS corpus cannot be se- 
curely assigned to a specific base type (even when they are well preserved). These are labeled as animals and creatures 
of uncertain type. Composite creatures frequently labeled in western literature as sphinxes (lion-based creatures) or cen- 
taurs (horse-based creatures) are here itemized by their physical characteristics rather than by those terms. 

Between the securely identifiable and the uncertain are cases where the base identity is tentatively offered. Here, a 
“(2)” is attached to the seal listing. There are, furthermore, numerous quadruped representations that are difficult to dis- 
tinguish specifically as either a bull or a lion. In these cases, a separate bull or lion category appears. The most difficult 
challenges occur with the variety of horned animals that are primarily either the deer, gazelles, wild goats (ibexes), or 
wild (short-haired) sheep that were all part of the ancient Iranian environment and shared many physical attributes that 
seem often to be drawn upon with imaginative combinations on the seals in the PFS corpus (e.g., Harrington 1977, pp. 28, 
34, 46, 52, 62). The female wild goat and wild sheep are, in nature, difficult for the casual observer to distinguish except 
by color markings. It is thus quite possible that nuances (including gendered ones) of the animal world embedded in the 
artistry of the seals in this catalog may completely elude us at present. The outward splaying horns of the wild sheep, 
male and female (as opposed to the almost parallel horns of the wild goat), do tend to be rendered in art as a frontal pair 
rather than a single horn in profile. This guideline is useful but not foolproof. When elements of artistic license are added 
to the mix-and-match scenarios of tail lengths, beards, and horn/antler shapes on the more flamboyant male representa- 
tives of all these animals, the problems of identification are multiplied. For some examples we simply resort to labeling 
them horned animals (or horned-animal creatures), type undetermined. For others, where some cue directs us and is not 
absolutely contradicted by another element, we suggest a more precise identity.

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APPENDIX EIGHT 
ICONOGRAPHIC FEATURES ON SEALS IN VOLUME I 


SCOPE 


This appendix lists in alphabetical order design elements and features, motifs and realia, and forms of certain, prob- 
able, or possible symbolic significance within the Persian imperial milieu that occur in conjunction with the heroic en- 
counter imagery on the seals cataloged in Volume I. 


TERMS 
Weapons 


Precise identifications of weapons are sometimes impossible even when they are completely preserved. Generally 
we label a short straight-bladed weapon a dagger, whereas a long straight or curved weapon is labeled a sword. We avoid 
special terms for subtypes of daggers and swords, preferring the general term curved sword, for instance, to cover all the 
many variants of such a category (e.g., scimitar) because such terms mean different things to different audiences. For a 
range of types, see Bonnet 1926. Some of the slightly undulating weapons seem to be throw sticks rather than swords 
(Bonnet 1926, pp. 108-14); and interesting examples of slings and projectiles add another dimension to the repertoire of 
realia in Achaemenid glyptic. If a weapon that cannot be classified is preserved enough to provide any basis for discus- 
sion, it is itemized as a weapon of uncertain type; otherwise, nothing is itemized. 


Garments 


The majority of garments in Volume I echo faithfully or faintly the Assyrian robe that wraps around the body over a 
short undergarment (Hrouda 1965, pl. 1, nos. 6-8). These garments are designated the Assyrian garment because the 
Assyrianizing element is an important iconographic feature. Use of the term does not, however, imply that the seals in 
question date to the Neo-Assyrian period. The Persian court robe also has specific and clear cultural associations. Other 
garment types are simply itemized in generic descriptive terms (e.g., kilt, robe, trousers, tunic). When a garment is par- 
tially preserved but not enough to be associated with any of these categories, it is described as a garment of uncertain 
type. Ifa garment is essentially not preserved, nothing is itemized. 

Many human heads seem to be adorned with a domed headdress, where a line at the bottom cuts clear across the 
head at brow level and the cap rises to a smooth dome. The contour of this headdress evokes the felt cap worn frequently 
by men represented in Achaemenid art dressed in the Iranian riding habit of tunic, trousers, and sometimes also the 
sleeved coat (see Koch 1993, pp. 117-35, on this and the related headgear). But here on the hero seals in the PFS corpus, 
the headdress is often worn by figures in combination with various other costumes (most notably, the Assyrian garment). 
In some cases the domed headdress is without doubt an article of apparel. In other cases it is not, however, absolutely cer- 
tain that the intention was to depict a headdress or whether, instead, the appearance is simply a by-product of the drill 
technique for rendering the rounded head. 


Symbols and Symbolic Associations 


The catalog entries in Volumes I-III are not intended to offer in-depth commentary on iconographical features. The 
entries do, however, document the range of forms that in some occurrences (if not in all) embody specific symbolical 
meanings relating to divine, cosmic, magical, and royal/dynastic realms. This documentation creates a databank of such 
material that exists across the entire corpus of seals used on the PF tablets. 

Traditionally, catalog compendia of glyptic images have identified abstract symbols and symbolically-allusive figural 
representations with specific divine, cosmic, magical, and royal/dynastic realms (e.g., the figure emerging from a winged 
symbol as Ahuramazda). Many readers will be accustomed to seek this information via these specific equivalences. In an 
attempt to assist those readers, the list below gives in the left-hand column specific divine, cosmic, magical, and royal/dy- 
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nastic terms. In the right-hand column are the finding-aids in this appendix (and/or in Appendix Seven) by which the reader 
can search for the abstract symbols and symbolically-allusive figural representations that may be associated with these 
terms. As mentioned, the catalog entries themselves are not meant to offer in-depth commentary on these iconographical 
features; thus, in numerous instances, these associated meanings have not been noted in the catalog. It may be increasingly 
possible, on the basis of the data compiled across all three volumes, to establish valences of meaning for images that are 
not included in this list (e.g., crossed animals, pedestal animals, etc.). In addition to the Iranian/Zoroastrian gods 
(Ahuramazda, Anahita, and Mithra) the associations noted here embrace traditions of Greater Mesopotamia (including 
pre-Achaemenid Elam) and Egypt.
